| Moſes alone may be a Proof of all this. Newer did ſo many eminent Qualities meet to- 
gether in one Perſon; Nor did God ever ſhew in any Man under the Old Law, ſince the Fall 
of the Firſt, how high the perfeFion of a Creature may iſe whone he vouchſafes to accummnlate 
with his favors. Wherefore, ſince a great part of this Hiſtory may in ſome ſort be ſaid to be 
the Work, of that incomparable Lawgiver, becauſe the ſame is wholly taken out of him, it ought 
to be read not only with Eſteem, but alſo with Refpe&®; and the ſequel to the end of what is 
contained in the Bible deſerves no leſs, in regard it was diated by the ſame Spirit of God 
which guided the Pen of Moſes when he writ the five firſt Books of the ſacred Hiſtory.

theſe Heroes of God's People, whoſe Aions might paſs for Fables, if it were not impiety to re- 
fuſe credit to theme, there is no reaſon to wonder, ſince thoſe Heatbens had only humane Force; 
: but the hands of thoſe whom Cod choſe to fight under bis Comand, were arm'd with bis invin- 
- Cible help : and the example of Deborah, ſbews that even a Woman may become, in a moment, 
« great General of an Army. | 

Now if the Favor: wherewith God cheriſbes thoſe that are bis, ought to induce Monarchs 
- #0t to truſt but in his aſſiſtance, the dreadful Puniſhments which be executes on thoſe that lean 
on their own gth, oblige them to tremble 5, and the rejeFion of Saul,and divers other great 


Princes, inſirut#s them, by the terrible repreſent ationof their Þ all, to have recourſe to God,

dutt of Moſes. Nothing can be more ſolid than — 7, wherein Joſephus proves in- 
vincibly the Antiquity of his Nation by the Eg = Phoenician, xd even by 
the Greek Hiſtorians themſelves. He 4 at all al which Appion and thoſe other Authors 
bave alledged to the diſadvantage of the Jews, are ridiculous les , as well as the plurality 
of their Gods ; and he excellently ſets forth the greatneſs of the attions of Moſes , and the 
ſanttity of the Laws which God gave the Jews by his intervention.

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An Explication of the Coins and Meaſures mention'd in this Hiſtory. 


(\ 41h was a meaſure containing about ſome ſeven quatts Engliſh. 
The Epha contained three Saths. 

The Core or Homer contained ten Epha's, that is to ſay, thirty Saths, and was the ſame 
meaſure both in dry and liquid things. | 

The Log contained a French meaſure. 

The Hiz contained twelve Logs. 

The Bath contained as much as the Epha, 

The Cad, was a kind of Pitcher, containing ſuch a quantity as a young Maid might 
well carry. 

The common Sicle contained the weight of four ounces, whether it were of gold, filvet 
or any other metal. | 

The ſacred or holy Sicle weighed half an ounce of any metal whatſoever. 

The common Sicle of ſilver was valued at about a ſhilling of our money. 

The holy Sicle of filver was valued at about twoſhillings.. - -. 

The common Drachm was the eighth part of an ounce. 

The ſacred Drachme was the fourth part of an ounce. 

The Poxnd weighed twelve ounces. | | 

The ordinary Tent contained fifty four pounds eight ounces and a quarter of Troy 
weight in any metal : yet it was not minted money, but a maſs made up after the 
manner of an Ingot. |

This Requeſt of mine the Galilears granted : Whereupon we preſently went to 
Sephoris. But the Townſmen, who were reſolved to continue faithful towards the 
Roman People, fearing my approach , endeavor'd to divert me elſewhere. To Jeſus Captaln 
which purpoſe , ſending a Meſlenger to Jeſus the Captain of eight hundred of Thieves. 

B Thieves , that kept upon the Contines of Ptolemais, they promiſed him a great 
Sum of Money , if with his Army of eight hundred Men , he would make War 
againſt me. He , allurd by their promiſes, reſolv'd to furprize me unawares: to 
which end , he defird me, by a Meſlenger, to grant him leave to come and falute 
me : which when he had obtained , for that I was wholly ignorant of his Trea- 
ſon , he took with him a Troop of his Thieves, and haſted ſpeedily towards me :

A - After 1 had heard theſe words , and ſeen the defolation of thePeople., my heart. was 
melted with compaſſion, and I reſolved in my ſelf , that in reſpeQ. of fo great a multi: Zoſrh con- 
tude , my life could not be better hazarded than for their preſervation. I DIC in Ellie 
gave my conſent to remain with them , and gave order that five thouſand of the beſt 
Souldiers/, with fit proviſions , ſhould attend me : as for thereſt,, I ſent them back to 
their own houſes. When theſe five thouſand preſented themſelves, I join'd them to the 
other three thouſand that T had with me, and drew out with them fourſcore Horſemen, 
and marched on.-towards Chabalon, a Borough upon the marches of Ptolexrais, where 1 
undertook toprepare them for the Battel , expeRing ſome aſlault from Placidws , 'who oa 
was come with two Companies of Footmen, and one of Horſeinen;ſent by Ceſtior Gallus jyintt yotns 
B 'to burn the Countrey-towns of Galilee , and other little Boroughs that border on Ptolz- 
mais. And for that he was entrenched before the City of Ptolemais, I encamped my 
Army likewiſe not far from the Borough Chabalon , ſome ſixty ſtades off : and diyers 
times drew I out my Forces to bid him Battel, but there paſs'd nothing but; skirmiſhes, 
For Placidus , perceiving my forwardneſs to fight , was diſmay'd thereat , and retired

About this time came Forathar, with the other Ambaſſadors, who '(as we have here- 
tofore declared) were ſent by Simon, and the High Prieſt Ananzs ; they labour'd to en:

Ty this effe&t 
they writ to me, hoping that one of theſe two things would fall out : either that coming 
difarmed, I ſhould be eaſily furprized by them z or elſe bringing with. me a great Com- 
pany,l ſhould be condemned for an Enemy to my Countrey.The Meſſenger that brought 
me this Letter, was a valiant young Man, mounted on Horſe-back,. and had in times paſt 
born Arms for the King. . The time at which hecame to me, was two hours within night, & Horſeman 
D when I was banqueting with ugtiad and the chief Governors of Galilee, After that, brouehs the 
one of my Houſhold Servants had certified me , that a certain Jew.,on.Horſeback was 
come to ſpeak with me, I commanded he ſhould be brought in; who ſaluted me but cold- 
ly, anddelivering me the Letter, ſaid unto me, They that ere come from Jeruſalem, ſend you 
this Letter ;, give them « ſpeedy anſwer : For Iam commanded to make a ſpeedy return. 
that ſate at the Table with me, were amazed at the Souldiers inſolence, But for my ſelf, I 
willed him to fit down, and ſup with us : but he refufing the ſame, I open'd the Letter 
without the obſervation of any preſent, and having ſeen what it contain'd, I folded it u 
again, and: held it in my hand, in ſuch manner as I had received it,and began to talk wi 
-my Friends 'of other affairs : and not long after riſing from Supper., and diſmiſſing the 
E reſt totheirrepoſe, Ionly retained with me ſome of my moſt intimate Friends, and gave 
order that the Souldier ſhould receive twenty drachms to bear the charges of his Voy- 
age.

Now when he could in no ſort be ſatisfied by them, he became 
more and more troubled : which the Butler perceiving, he called to mind Joſeph, and 
his wiſdom and prudence in theſe ſorts of conjectures, and repairing unto the King, told 
him of Joſeph, and of his Vifion which he had whilſt he was in Priſon, together with 
Joſeph's interpretation , and the event thereof, and how- the fame day, the Maſter of 
the Bakers being condemned to the Gallows, gave greater credit to bis Prediftions:

8:41; ing thoſe that having offended againſt ſome Law had been puniſhed with ſervitude, and 
not put to'death'z and to thoſe, who from the beginning had been poſlefiors of Lands, 
the ſame were reſtored in this manner following. The Jubilee being at hand (which 
word fignifieth Lzberty)-both he that ſold, and he that ht the Land, met together, 
and caſt up the account of the profits and expences that had been reaped and belldwed 
on the Land : andiif it were found that the profits exceeded the expences, he that old 
the Land repoſſeſſed it : but if the charges exceeded the value of the profits, he payed 
the ſurpluſage to the Buyer, and retained the Land to himſelf. And if the profits and 
expences were equal, the reſtitution was made to him that had the antient inheritance. 
He ratified likewnſe the ſame Law in Houſes that were bought in Villages or Cities. For 
. if he that ſold, counted down the money he had received before the Year were finiſhed, N 
he compelled the Purchaſer to reſtore him his Houſe: but if he ſtayed till the Year were 
fully finiſhed, the poſſeſſion and free purchaſe remained unto him that bought it. Moſes 
received all theſe Laws from God, upon the Mountain of Siz4;,and he gave them in wri- 
ting to the Hebrews, that they might obſerve the ſame.

B - After Moſes had diſcourſed theſe things in this manner, the People were in great ſor- The repen- 
row and calamity, and beſought Moſes , that he would appeaſe God's wrath conceived =_ _ 
againſt them, beſeeching him , that forgetting their faults that were paſt in the Deſart, 
he would make good his promiſes to them 3 Myſes anſwered them, That God was not 
incenſed againſt them according to the manner of humane weakneſs, but that he had 
given a juſt ſentence againſt them. In this place it is not to be ſuppoſed , that Moſes 
(who was but a man only) did appeaſe ſo many multitudes of diſpleaſed men, but that 
God aſſiſted him , and brought to paſs , that the People were wrought upon by his 
words (having by divers diſobediences, and-by the calamities whereinto they were fal- 
len, known, that obedience was both rl and profitable.) But what greater proof 
C can be defired of the eminent virtue of this Law-giver, and of the ſtrange Authority he 9/5, a than of 
acquired thereby, than that not only they who lived in his time, but even at this day, 2 
there is not any one amongſt the Hebrews, but takes himſelf obliged to obey the Or- 
dinances made by him, and regards him as preſent and ready to puniſh the Tranſgreſ- 
ſors of the ſame ? There are beſides, divers great and evident figns of the more than 
humane virtue which was in him : and amongſt the reſt, this was not the leaſt, That 
of certain ſtrangers that have travelled out of the Regions beyond Exphrates, a four 
months journey, to their great charges, and with no leſs peril, to honour our Temple, 
and offer Sacrifice; yet ſome have not obtained licence or permiſſion to offer, in that by 
our Laws it was not lawful for them to do it, and ſome other,without ſacrificing, (others 
D the Sacrifice half finiſhed , the reſt not permitted to enter the Temple) have returned 
back again to their homes, without finiſhing their purpoſe, chufing rather to ſubmit to - 
Moſes's Law,than to fatisfie their own willsz and that without the leaſt repining or com- 
plaint. So much did the opinion once conceived of this man prevail, that he is eſteem- 
ed more than a man, out of the conſideration , that he had received Laws from God, 
and delivered them to men. ' Of late alſo, (not long before the Wars of the Fews, du- 
ring the Empire of Claudius, when Iſmael was High-Prieſt amongſt us) fo great a Fa- The | armorh 
mine oppreſſed our Nation , that an Afar of Meal was fold for four drams , and there Kowire of the 
was brought to the Feaſt of Azymes the quantity of ſeventy Cores, (which make thirty claudiu.

For which cauſe, we ought not to wonder at that which hapned at that time, conſider- 
ing, that the Writings left by Moſes, are in ſuch force , even at this day, that they 
* themſelves who hate us, confeſs, that God inſtituted our Government by the means and 
—_ of Moſes, and his virtue. But of theſe things, let every man think as it plea- 
eth him.

The Fight of the Hebrews with the Canaanites, and their overthrow by them, 
without Moſes's knowledge. 


Hilſt thus the Hebrews paſſed their lives in great pour and perplexi- 
ty in the Deſart, groaning under the burthen of their grievous Affli- 
ions; there was noching that more diſtrated and diſtempered them 
than this, That God had forbidden them to gut with the Canaariter, 
They would now no longer give ear unto Moſes, (who perſwaded 

them to Peace) but —__ confident in themſelves, that both without his condu& L 

and counſels, they might ealily obtain Victory over their Enemies 3 they accuſed him, 

as if he ſought after no other thing, but that they being daily preſſed with great wants, 
might be enforced continually to depend upon his counſels. Whereupon they reſolved 
upon a War againſt the Canaarites, preſuming with themſelves, that God would ſuc- 
cour them, not only in regard of Moſes, but alſo for that he had a general care of their 

Nation , ever ſince the time of their Forefathers , whom he had always held under his 

proteCtion ; and by reaſon of thoſe virtues, he had already granted them liberty. They 

ſaid likewiſe that if they fought valiantly , God would give them Victory ; that they 
were ftrong enough to overcome their Enemies, though they were left. to themſelves ; 

yea, though Moſes ſhould endeavour to eſtrange God from them. Ina word, that M 

it was more for their advantage to govern themſelves ; and that being redeemed from 

the ſervitude of Egypt , they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to tyrannize over them , or to 
conform their necks under his yoke 3 in a vain belief, that God had only diſcovered to 

Moſes, that which was good for them, by reaſon of the affe&ion which he bare him : As 

if all of them were not derived from the loins of Abraham , and that he only were the 

Guide of all, in foreknowing the things that ſhould happen unto them, by particular 

inſtruction from God. That prudence obliged them to condemn his pride, and fix their 

truſt only upon God, for conquering the Country which he had promiſed them, in 
ſpite of Moſers contradiQion 3 who for this cauſe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 

rity of God for it. That therefore conſidering their neceſſity, and the Defart, which N 

daily more and more aggravated their miſery , they ſhould prepare themſelves couragi- 

ouſly to march againſt the Enemy, the Canaarites ; hoping, that God would be their 

Guide; ſo as they needed not the affliſtance of their Law-giver. When this ſentence 

was approved by a general conſent, they flock out in multitudes againſt their Enemies : 

who neither affrighted by their boldneſs nor multitude, valiantly refiſted them, who de- 
ſperately _—_ them : ſo that (the better part of the Hebrews being lain) they pur- 
ſued the reſt (enforced ſhamefully to turn their backs) even unto their Camp. This 
overthrow (hapning beſides all mens opinion) wondrouſly dejefted the nib of the 
multitude, fo that they grew deſperate of all future good fortune ; concluding, that 

God had ſent and inflicted that plague upon them, becauſe without his counſel and order O 

they had enterpriſed the Battel. But when Moſes ſaw that his Country-men were dif- 


may'd with the overthrow which they had received, and the Enemy grown proud with 
their

"= = all followed him weeping. , Then did Moſes. (beckning with his hand) warn them 
from afar off, that they ſhould ſtand ſtill, and keep their places 3'and he defired them 
that were neareſt him, by word of mouth, not to afflict him any longer, by following 
bim with ſo many teſtimonies of affe&tion. Accordingly, to obey him, they ſtood ſtill, 
and all together bewailed their calamity in ſo great and fo general a loſs3 only the Se- 
nators Eleazar the High Prieſt , and the chief Captain Joſpua accompanied him. And 
when he was arrived on. the Mountain called Abarim (which is very high, and fituate 
near Jericho, from whence he might diſcover the greater part of the Land of Canaan) 
he diſmiſſed the Elders, and whilſt with mutual embraces he'took his laſt leave of Elea- 
zar and Joſhua, and diſcourſed with them, a Cloud ſuddenly enyironed him, and he 
was carried away into a certain Valley : but the Holy Books which he left us, fay. that 
he died , fearing leſt for the excellency of his virtue , they might teport that he was 
taken up into Heaven. The whole time of his Life was 120 years, the third part 
Fry when he whereof wanting a month , he ſpent in government of this great People. He died the 
years old. 4. laſt month of the year, and the firſt day of that month which the Macedowiqus call Dy- 
mongſt the #+ ſto53, and our Country-men, Adar. , He was, of all men that ever lived , the wileſt ;

himſelf. The People mourned for him 30 days; nor were they ever ſeized with fo ex- 
treme grief, as they were at this time, when the Prophet died 3. neither did he only 
leave behind hint a preſent deſire of him, but a great eſtimation amongſt all men, who 
haye eyer chanced to read and examine his Wrong by them eſtimated his yirtues.

la, he drew towards Jordan, and marched forward ſome 60 Furlongs. When he was en- vey 7riciv. 
camped, the Spies returned again, and preſenting themſelves unto him, certified him of 
the whole ſtate of the Caraanites, For being unknown and unſuſpeted, upon the firſt 
F arrival they obſerved and viewed the walls and ſtrength of the City art their pleaſure, 
ſearching which of them were more or leſs defended, and which of the gates were eaſieſt 
or hardeſt to aſſault ; neither did any that met them, offer any offence unto them : for 
whillt they thus pryed into, and viewed. every place, the Citizens rather in 
their diligence to be the curiolity of rangers than ſuſpeRed that they intended any ho- 
tile ſtratagem. About the ſhutting in of the evening, they retired themſelves into a cer- 
tain Hoſtry that joined to the walls, whither they had been dire&ed to take their repaſt z 
and whilſt after Supper they conſalted about their return, the King advertiſed, that cer- 
tain Spies ſent out of the Hebrews Camp, had ſurveyed the City , and taken up their 
Lodging in Rebabs houſe, with intent to-conceal themſelves, till they might get 
G nity.to depart, ſent Officers to apprehegd them, to the end they being brought before 
him, he mightby Torture extort from themthe cauſe and reaſon why they came into: his 
Cuty. But Raheb, having gotten ſome propuanſeneſſigenes of it, bid theSpies under _ 
| ac 
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Packs of Linen, which ſhe dried;near the-walks,, and told them that-were ſent by the jj 
King, that certain ſtrangers little before Sun-ſet had fupr 1n ber houſe, bur that they 
were departed ; and if they were ſuſpeted by the King az perſons that intended any 
detriment to the City , they might witli little labour and purſuit be overtaken in their 
way. They hearing the woman ſpeak after this manner, and imagining no ſubtlety or 
deceit in her, returned back — ſearching the _ , and went l. _ and 
ſearch after them every way, tracking every path , where they might be ſuſpeRted to 
travel towards "arg But having > tidings of them they rw As any further to pur- 
fue them. No ſooner was the Tumult appeafed, but Rehab called the Spies, and 
told them the dangers to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelf for their ſecurity (for had ſhe 
been convinced to have concealed them, both ſhe and all her family had miſerably pe- [ 
riſhed.) She*therefore defired them, to ſwear to her that when they ſhould take Fer;- 
cho, and kill all the inhabitants with the Sword, (as God had told her they ſhould) they 
would fave the life of her and her family as ſhe had ſaved theirs. 
\ This ſaid, ſhe diſmified them, to the end they might return home again. After they 
had with many thanks proteſted, and ſwore to her , to acknowledge her kindneſs not 
m-words, but in deeds; and had adviſed her that when ſhe ſhould perceive the City 
ready to be ſurpriſed, ſhe ſhould retire all her ſubſtance, and all thoſe that appertained 
unto her, into her houſe 3 and that before the door thereof, ſhe ſhould hang a Red 
Cloth , to the intent that the General perceiving the ſame, might inhibit the Souldiers 
from pillaging and ſpoiling her houſe : (for (ſaid they) we will give him notice here- x 
of (by reaſon of that willing forwardneſs that hath been in thee to fave our lives) and 
if by misfortune any of thy Friends die in the Combat , do not impute the fault unto 
us3 and we beſeech God (by whom we have ſworn) that he be not diſpleaſed againſt 
any of us, but only againſt ſuch as fallifie their oaths, Having after this manner made 
the Covenant , they were let down with a rope from the wall; and when they were 
arrived in ſafety among their Nation , they recounted unto them all that had hapned 
fince their arrival in the City. Joſpa hereupon declared unto Eleazar the High Prieſt 
and the reſt of the Elders, what oath his Spies had made to Rahbab; and all of them 
ratified the ſame. But the General .was penſive and troubled, for that he knew not 
which way to paſs the River of Jordar, by reaſon that'for the preſent it was very deep L 
and without Bridges. For before that time there was. not any Bridge built thereon ; 
and if they would have built one, the Enemy would have interrupted them : beſides 
that , there were not any places convenient: to {tay in. But God made him a promiſe 
that he would 'make the waters: fall, and oh them paſlage. Joſbne therefore waited 
with his Army two days;/ and then he paſied over the River in this manner, The Prieſts 
marched firſt with the Ark; after them went the Levites bearing the Tabernacle, and 
thoſe Veſſels which were deſtinated for Sacrifice z then followed the whole multittide, 
diſtinguiſhed in their Tribes; having incloſed within their Battels the Women and Chil- 
dren whereby they might-be-the more ſecure from the force of the ſtream. But when 
the Prieſts had entred, and found the River paſtable, and the water decreaſed, and that M 
the current thereof was not fo violent , bur that in the bottom there was good footing 
(fo that it was fordable ; ) then all of them without fear paſſed over, finding all 
things aſſuredly performed unto them which God had i{ed unto them : but the 
Prieſts kept in the midſt of the Chanel until the multitude were paſt over, and were in 
ſecurity 3 and when every one had gotten to the other Bank , the Prieſts came our, 
permitting the River to flow according to its free and ordinary courſe : 'which prefent- 
ly flowing, grew to that greatneſs and ſwiftneſs which it had at firſt, Now the 

brews had marched fifty Farlongs , they encamped about ten Furlongs from Jericho. 
But Joſbus built an Altar of twelve ſtones (which every one of the Princes of the Tribes 
had gathered out of the Chanel of Jordan, by his order) to the end it might be a Mo- N 
nument of the prodigious reſtraint of the River 3 and on the fame he ſacrificed to God, 
and the ſolemmity of the Paſſover was celebrated in that place 3 and at this time, the 
Army was in as great a plenty as ever it had been in necefſity 3 for they reaped the Corn 
of the Cazaanites, (which at that time was ripe) and carned away much other prey.

In which 
place (having obſerved that the Land was good and fertile in all forts of fruits) they 
made their report to- their People, who travelling thither with their Army , built a 
City in that place called Das (by the name of the fon of Jacob ſo called, and of their

Hedio & Ruff UT Samuel coming to Saxl, told him that he was ſent to him by God, to admoniſh 
—_— | him how he had choſen him above the reſt, and preferred him to the Kingdom :

Since the Amalekites offer'd many injuries un- 
to the Hebrews in the Deſart, whilſt-in their departure out of Egypt, they travelled in- 
IA to that Region which they now inhabit 3 juſtice requireth that they be puniſh'd for 
addreſſeth$-u! that inhumanity. Wherefore I give thee order to declare War againſt them, and after yy 
w _ War thou haſt overcome them, to extinguiſh them utterly , without regard either of ſex or 
lekites "+ years; and this revenge ſhalt thou execute upon ther, in <0 of thoſe injuries they 
in times paſt offered to our Forefathers. Neither.ſhalt thou ſpare either Beaſt or Horſe, 
or Flock, to apply them to thy or particular uſe :- but thou ſhalt offer all to God 
for a Burnt-offering, and according as Moſes commanded, ' root out the name of the A- 
malekites from off the earth.

vedly be called juſt, praiſe-worthy, couragious, hardy, and contemners of all dangers. [, 
For what great _ is there in undertaking of the common hazard of War, and toſ- 
ſed, *twixt hope and fear, to uſe Fortunes favor if ſhe fawn upon us ? But on the other 
ſide, it is an aſſured ſign of a valiant Man, when without hope of any ſucceſs, and know- 
ing his death at hand, he is not afraid nor diſmayed with ſuch apprehenſions, but ſeeketh 
out with an invincible courage his moſt aſſured hazard. | 
This is the praiſe of Sax/, who is an example to all that defire to eternize their memo- 
ry, that ſhould upon the like opportunity propoſe the ſame reſolution to themſelves: 
but eſpecially to Kings, who, by reaſon of the excellency of their Funtion, ought nor 
only to forbear to be evil, but alſo ſtrive to be eminently virtuous.

ſently drew out his Army againſt the Enemy: and giving them battel, he ſuddenly afſail.

Wars, and becauſe my hands have been ſtained with the ſlaughter of the Enemies, which I have 
K conquered in ſo many Wars in which T have been ingaged for the publick good and the intereſt of 
the State ; but he hath commanded that my Son (who ſhall ſucceed me in my Kingdom ) ſhalt 
eret a Temple unto him. Now therefore, fince you are ſatisfied that amongſt the twelve ſous 
of Jacob , Juda , by the general conſent of them all, obtained the principality ; and that 7 
amons ſt my fix brethren have been preferred and placed by God in the Kingdom, and notwith- 
ſtanding no one of them ſuppoſeth himſelf to be injured: ſo do Talſo requeſt that Solomon 
having obtained the Empire , my other ſons ſhould neither in reſpett of him nor amongſt them- 
ſelves nouriſh any unnatural hatreds and ſeditions but knowing that he is choſen by God, they 
may willingly ſubmit themſelves to his dominion. For whereas if God ſhall think meet you ought 
patiently to ſubmit your ſelves to the yoak of a foreign Prince, how much greater reaſon have 
” you to rejoyce that God hath conferred this honour on one of your Brethren , whereof you alſo IO 
by your Proximity of blood may ſeem in ſome meaſure to partake. 7 defire nothing more than F 
that Gods promiſes may be accompliſhed , and that the felicity which attendeth this Nation 
(under the Government of Solomon ) may be durable. Which without doubt will ſo fall 
out, and all things ſhall happily ſucceed, if thou my Son be a maintainer of piety and juſtice , 
and the antient Laws and ordinances of thy progenitors : otherwiſe, if fr be neglefed,there 
15 no other thing to be expetted, but miſery and deſtruftion. After he had finiſhed theſe, ,, , ,.4415: 
ſayings , he gave his Son the model of the Juilding of the Temple , with all the foundations David giveth 
toth of the houſes and chambers, together with the number, height and breadth of the ſame. * {90 ne 
He alſo limited the weight of thoſe veſſels that were to be faſhioned either of Gold or of Silver, Temple. 
M exhorting him to imploy all his care and diligence in performing the ſame. He incouraged 
likewiſe the governors and the Tribe of Levi to aſſiſt him, both becauſe his years were not 
yet come to maturity, as alſo becauſe by Gods divine providence he was elefed) King , and ap- 
pointed to build the Temple, aſſuring them that the building would be very eafie and nowayes 
laborious; conſidering that he had prepared a great number of talents of Gold, and far more 
of Silver, and Wood, beſides a great lite of Carpenters, and hewers of Stone, a great 
quantity likewiſe of Emeraulds , and other fort of precious Stones. Laſtly, he told them, 
that now alſo for the preſent he would beſtow on them, to that uſe, ot her three thouſand talents 
of pure Gold , out of his own treaſury to adorn the holy place , and the chariot of God , and |

Afﬀterhe had thus exhorted his Son, and had communicated with him all his affairs , 
both touching his triends , and thoſe whom he thought worthy of puniſhment, he gaveup 
The years of ThE ghoſt ( atter he had lived ſeventy years , and Reigned in Hebron a City of Fuda for 
rhe age and the ſpace of ſeven years and an half, and thirty three in Feruſalem over the whole Nation.) x 
80 098 Hewasa juſt man, adorged withall vertue, —_ in a King that ſhould govern ſo many 
verrnes oo Nations. For he was valiant beyond compariſon , and in thoſe battels which he fought 
David. for his Subje&s, he was the firlt that thruſt himſelf into danger, and exhorted his Soldrers 
to behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour, but fighting 
with them as their fellow-ſoldier. He was very well qualified by his knowledg and ex- 
perience to make the beſt uſe of the preſent, and to manage his future occaſions : he was 
moderate and juſt, courteous and favourable to thoſe that were afflited ; which are thoſe 
ornaments which are worthy of a great Prince, and in this great authority wherein he was 
placed, he ſtept not any ways awry , but in the cafe of 7ria's Wite. He left as much or 
rather more riches behind him, than any other King ofthe ZZebrews, or other Naticns had F 
done. His Son So/omoy buried him moſt Royally in Feruſalem, with all thoſe ceremonies 
which were accuſtomed-in Royal obſequies, and amongſt other things , he buried a great 
| quantity of riches with him ; the incredible eſtimate whereof may be conjeCtured by 
The Gooey. FRAt Which followeth. For one thouſand three hundred years after , the High Prieſt

__ out of this life. But after that So/omon his ſon (being at that time Ed a4 - 
very young) had obtained the Kingdom, and was placed in his fathers Throne (accord- 7 16aet afies 
ing as David had determined, and the divine power had decreed) the whole people (ac Pevid death, 
cording to the common courſe in the eletion of new Princes) with many acclamations 
wiſhed him a long and proſperous Reign. But Adonias, whoduring his fathers life-time, 
thought to poſſeſs and ſeize himſelf of the Royal eſtate, came unto the Kings mother, 
and with all humility and reverence ſaluted her. To whom Bethſabe faid, That if there 
were any thing wherein ſhe might ſerve him, he ſhould let her know it, and that ſhe would wil- 
lingly apply ber ſelf unto it. Whereupon be began to ſay, That it was a thing very well 
known, that the Kingdom appertained unto him, both in regard of his age, as alſo in reſpett of 
E the favor and good liking of the people : But fince that it had been transferred unto Solomon, 7er.17, ad24. 
her ſon, by the Will of God, he was content therewith,and would be his ſervant, being very glad —_ 
of the fortunate ſucceſs of his\'Afﬀairs. He therefore beſought her, that ſhe would ſollicite So- -” = Ys 
lomon in his behalf, and perſuade him to give him Abiſag to Wife, who had ſlept with David,

Gold. Tt would be difficult to give an exact account of the Variety, the Capaciouſneſs 

and Magnificence of theſe ſtructures, whereof ſome were of a greater, and ſome of a 

leſſer bulk ; ſome under ground, and others raiſed toa great height : the pleaſant Arbors 

likewiſe, and the Gardens, which were ſo faſhioned, that they atiorded a pleaſant proſp 

to theeye, as well as refreſhment from the heat. All the building was made of white 
. Marble, of Cedar, of Gold, and of Silver: the floors and walls were figured with di- $9tomens 
verſity of Flowers, and of precious Stones, inchaſed in Gold, after the manner of the Throne made 
Temple of God, which ſhined with ſuch like Ornaments.

Solomon built all this that hath been ſpoken of, in the ſpace of twenty years, being fur- 
niſhed by ZZiram, King of the 7yrians, for theſe his buildings, with great ſums of Gold , 
and far greater of Silver, beſides a quantity of Cedar and Pine-trees. So/omon alſo remu- 
nerated him, and gave him great Preſents, and ſent him every year abundance of Corn, 
Wineand Oyl ( as we have heretofore declared )- whereot he ſtood in great need, by 
reaſon that his Countrey was an Ifland. And beſides that, he gave him twenty Cities in 
Galilee, not far diſtant from Tyre. Hiram having viſited them, and not well-pleaſed with

As there- 
fore he increaſed in years, and his Judgment grew weak, he was in ſuch ſort miſled, that he 
could not retain in memory the Cuſtoms of his Countrey, but more and more negle&ed 
the God of his Father, and _— the Worſhip of thoſe gods which were introduced 
by his VVives. Before all this, he chanced to ſin, and tranſgreſs againſt the obſervation of 
I the law, at ſuch time as he made the ſimilitudes of Beaſts of Braſs to underpropthe veſſel 
called the great Sea, and thoſe of Lyons which he cauſed to be ſet unto his Throne: for 
that Action of his ill-beſeemed him, Who had a moſt excellent Example of Virtue in the 
perſon of his Father, beſides the Glory that he had left him, by being a faithful Servant | 
of God ; whence it came to pals, that by negleCting to follow his ſteps ( notwithſtand- —_. Oe. 23: 
ing that God had exhorted him thereunto by appearing unto him at two ſeveral times. — 
he dyed moſt ignominiouſly. There came therefore unto him a Prophet ſent from God, upon Selomen; | 
telling him, 7hat his fins were manifeſt, and notorious in Gods fight, threatning him that ere — hen 
long he ſhould repent the wickedneſs he had committed. Tet notwithſtanding the Realm ſhould 
not be taken from him during his life, becauſe God had promiſed David, that he ſhoald be his 
K ſucceſſor ; but after his deceaſe,be would chaſtiſe his Son, for the iniquity of the Father : not ſo 
as all the people ſhould revolt, but that he would give ten Tribes unto his Servant, and leave 
two unto the Grandchild of David, becauſe he had loved God, and by reaſon of the City of Je- 
ruſalem, where it pleaſed him tomake his babitation. 
VVher#So/omor heard theſe things, he was fore troubled, becauſe all his Felicity began 
wdecline. Nor was it long after this Denunciation of the Toon but that there roſe 
upan Enemy againſt him, who was called Ader, by Nation an /dameas, and of the Prince- 2 
ly ſtock, who upon this occaſion, grounded his Rebellion and Inſurreftion. For at ſuch ,, cons 
time as Joab, General of Davids Army, had conquer'd /dumea, and in the ſpace of ſux to Selomen. 
Months defeated all the youth, and thoſe that were capable to bear Arms, he fled unto {7 met

The King ask'd him what he wanted, or what the cauſe was that mov'd him to be fo for« 
ward to forlake him ? Notwithſtanding therefore that he importuned and requeſted him 
divers times, yet prevailed he not with him. But when So/omons Fortunes began to de- 
cline ( by reaſon of his iniquities above-mentioned, and the VVrath of God provoked £* retucneth 
apainlt him ) Ader, by permiſſion, came into /dumea, after he had obtained leave and &om 
ot Pharaoh to depart. But being unable to move the People to revolt from So/omon, by thence depart- 
reaſon of the ſtrong Gariſons he held ; and knowing, that without hazard of his own $22 97s: 
perſon, he could move no Alterations or Innovation in that place, he departed from cnenues to 
thence, and went into Syria: where confederating himſelf with a certain man called Sen. 
Raas (who was fled from his Maſter 4darezer, King of Sophone, and lived like an Out- 
law in that Region ) he contraed Friendſhip with him, and a great fort of Out-laws 
and Thieves that were his Followers, and went into Syria, and ſeizing on that Countrey, 
proclaimed himſelf King thereof. From whence, making Excurſions into the Lands of 
the /ſraelites, he ſpoiled and pillaged the ſame, during So/omons life time. Thus were 
the Hebrews enforced to fuſtain thoſe Outrages at Aders hands. |

Bur God diſpleaſed with this her wickedneſs, ſent the Prophet Elias ſely.to meet 7-17 ,9d26; 
with Achab in Naboths —_ , and totell him, That he unjuſtly poſſeſſed the lawful inheri- _ Rv 
tance of another , whom he had put to death.  'As ſoon as the King perceived that he came venge God will 
unto him, ſuppoſing it to be unſcemly for a King to be reproved , he firſt ot all confeſſed ie of £446 
his fault , and offer'd him to make reſtitution according as he ſhould think fit. Thendid * —_ 

' the Prophet foretell , That in the ſame place where Naboths Carcaſs was conſumed by Dogs , 
that both his and his Queens blood ſhould be ſhed, and that all his Race ſhould be deftroyed; for 
that they durft commit ſuch an impiety , and ſo wickedly murder ( againſt all Law) ſo good 
ind innocent a man. Theſe 'words made ſo'great an impreſſion upon Achab, that he re= 

ed him of the offence he had committed': fo that apparelling himſelf in fackecloth , = 2s 28, 
and walking barefoor, he rafted'not any meat, bat confeſſed his fins, with hopes to appeaſe —_—__ oY 
Gods wrath. Whereupon God certified him by the Prophet, That during his life-time, the 
puniſbment of his Race ſhould be _—_— becauſe he had repented him of his miſdeeds : but 


K that the threats and menaces ſhould take effett in his ſons time.

CHAP. VITI. 
Adad King of Damaſcus and Syria, fghteth two ſeveral Battels with Achab, 


and i overthrown by him. 


Hileſt Achabs affairs were after this manner diſpoſed,the ſon of Adad (that reign- * £inz# 20. 1, 
V <dover the Syrians , and thoſe of Damaſcus ) aſſembled the Forces of his whole 4.7 was 
Countrey , and aſſociated with him two and thirty other Kings, with whom he came and againſt £446. 
made War againſt Achabh. Who being far inferior to him in power , came not intothe 
L open field to bid him battel, but cloſing up his Soldiers in his ſtrongeſt Cities, he himſelf 
retired into Samaria, ( which was begirt with a very ſtrong wall, and very hard to be ta- 
ken.) For which cauſe the Syrian ( —— Army with him )came to Samaria, and 
encamping before it , intended to batter the City. But firſt of all he ſent a Herald to 
Achab, to require him to give audience to his Ambaſſadors which he would ſerid unto The'$riens | 
him, by whom he ſhould be certified what his reſolution was. As ſoon as the King of /{- —- ws 
rael had granted them free acceſs , the Ambaſſadors came, and ( according to the Kings di- 
retions ) required that Achabs goods , his children and wife ſhould be at Adads com- 
mand: which if he would yield to, and ſuffer him to take ſo many as he pleaſed , he 
would raiſe the fiege, and batter the Ciry no more. Achab gave the Am ors order 
M to certifie the King of Syria, that both himſelf, and all whatſoever was his, was at his 
command. Upon which anſwer , the King ſent a ſecond meſſage unto Achab, enjoining 
him the next day to admit fach of his ſervants as he ſhould fend unto him, to ſearch his 
Royal Palace, and the houſes of his friends and kinſmen,and take from thence that which 
they liked beſt. 
Achab amazed at this ſecond Embaſſage of the King of' Syria, aſſembled his People, and 
let them know ; that he was ready to deliver np-into the Enemies hands his wives and 
children , for their ſafety and repoſe, and to abandon all that likewiſe which was in his 
potion ( for the Syrian had demanded no leſs at his hands in his firſt erm, 
ut that now he required that his Servants might be admitted to ranſack all their hou- 
N fes, to the end chey may leave nothing therein that was of any value , making it hereby 
your to the World, that he had no intent to make Peace , ſince that after the Syria» was 
enfible that 4chabs tenderneſs for his SubjeRts ſecurity , had prevail'd fo far with him, as 
to grant him whatſoever belonged peculiarly to himſelf, he ſought nevertheleſs an occa» 
ſion of a breach , by demanding liberty to ſeize upon their Proprieties ; notwithſtanding 
that he would do whatſoever they ſhould think good of. To this the People anſwer'd , 
That they could not endure that any of his demands ſhould be liſtened unto , or reſpetied; but 
that the King ſhould prepare for War. Whereupon he called for the Ambaſladors,and diſ- 
miſſed them with this anſwer, 7hat they ſhould report unto their Maſter, that Achab agreed, _ 
unto thoſe things which were required, ( becauſe he defired the happineſs of his Subjefts : ) but tis wnfuer ts 
O touching his ſecond demand, that he would no wayes condeſcend thereunts + and thus ſeat he the Legares.

Whil'ſt theſe things were in hand, Achab was grievouſly troubled, and all the 
Soldiers, - People with him : but at length he grew confident, and caſt off all his fear”, through the 
arrival of a certain Prophet , who frid unto him , That God promiſed to deliver all thaſe 
thouſands of Soldiers, and his Enemies, which he beheld, into his hands. The ſame Prophet 
being afterwards asked, By whoſe means this vitory might be gained 2 He ſaid, That it ſhould 
be by the Sons of the Governors , whom the King himſelf ſhould lead forth,, Achab therefore 
| calling unto him the Governors Sons, found that their number amounited to 232; and ha. 
P.13, 14 , Oc. hr 3.0 that the Syrians intended nought elſe but pleaſure and banquetting, he open- 
Goa 2,604.” edthe City-gates , and ſent theſe young Men out againſt them. Now when the Centi 
th victory nels of the adverſe part had diſcovered them , they certified Ada thereof, who ſent out 
againſt the certain Soldiers againſt them,commanding them , That if they wee come out in warlike ſort 
og to bid the Battel, they ſhould bring them unto him faſt bound ; ayd if they came in peace, they 
ſhould do the like. Now Achab had within the City nother Army, and kept them 
ina readineſs. When therefore the young men had charged the Syrian guard , and ſlain * 
a great number of them , and had purſued the feſt even unto their own Camp, Achal | 
ſpying his preſent vitory and advantage, cauſed his whole Army to fally forth ; who 
Ver.20, 21. gIVINg an un charge upon the enemies , diſcomfited the Syrians, ( who little ex- 
mance 4 wg ſuch a ſtratagem from the Zebrews) and aſſailed them diſarmed and drunken: 
_—y ſo that they left both armor and _—_— behind them, and fled from their Camp ; and 
their King likewiſe was ſo hotly purſued , that he ſcarcely had p——_y to fave him 
ſelf by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe, Achab made a long chaſe in following the Syriaxs, 
and ſlaughtering them that fled ; he ſpoiled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence 
reat riches, and an huge quantity of gold and filver. He took Adads Chariots and Hor- 
alſo, and with'them returned back into the City, : 
But whereas by the advice ofthe ſaid Prophiet, he was perſwaded to prepare and k 
an Army in readineſs againſt the next year , (for that the Syriaxs were reſolved to aſla 
him again.) the _—_ no preparatioti that concerned the War. For Adad (bein 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few Forces that remained after the battel ) conſult 
with his friends, how he might war againſt the /ae/ztes. Who adviſed him from thence- 
forth, never more to fight with them 1n mountainous places , for that their God was poy- 
erful upon the Mountains, and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them : bur ifhe 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his ſhould be aſſured to have the upper hand, 
Moreover they counſelled him , that he ſhould diſmiſs thoſe Kings that he had confeders- 
ted with him, to the end that each of them might return into his own Countrey', and that | 
in their ſtead he ſhould retain their Forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chieftains ; be- 
ſides , (to ſupply their places that were loſt) they adviſed him to = Horſemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Countrey. Adad ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him 
| in this matter , ordered his Army according as they had adviſed. And as ſoon as the 
Fer-23,2427- Spring was come , he aſſembled his Army, and led them forth againſt the raelites ; and 
expedition = COMing, near unto the Ciry of Aphec , he encamped in a plain field. But Achab with his 
»gzinit the Forces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
edits. inferiour both in force and number. *To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the vittory, to make it known, that hu power was not only 
- in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perſuaded themſelves) but in the Plains alſo. Thus conti | 
nued both the Armies , and encamped the one againſt the other, for the ſpace of ſix dayes. 
. On theſeventh, when the Enemy forſook their Trenches on in the morning,and placed 
themſelves in battel-array, Achab drew out his Army and faced them and preſently charged 
them : where after a long and dangerous fight between them , the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them ſlain in the chaſe. For ſome of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others ſlew thoſe of their own party , and ſome few of them 
found the means to flie unto their City of Aphec , who periſhed likewiſe to the number 
of ſeven and twenty thouſand ( being ſlain by the walls that fell upon them ) beſides 
One hundred thouſand men that periſhed in the fight. But Adad, attended by ſome of 
his/ principal Officers, went and hid himſelf in a Cave under the ground ; and they re- 
:ſenting ufito him, that the Kings of /rael were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon-to be had ( if after the manner of Suppliants they ſent unto him )) Adad permut- 
ted them. Whereupon they incontinently preſented themſelves to Achab clogthes bh

For 
which cauſe (ſaid he) T adviſe you to keep good guard within the City, and let this retreat of 
our Enemies make us the more conſiderate, | 

Some of his Council approved of this advice of his, and allowed his foreſight , advi- C 
ſing him to ſend out two Scouts on Horfeback to ſearch every quarter betwixt that and 
Pere 11,1213» Fordan, to the end, that if they ſhould be taken'and ſlain by the Enemies ambuſh , their 
Spies fear Fall might give warning to the whole Army to ſtand-vpon their guard , ( for fearleſ 
abroad, they ſhould be ſurprized in like manner” )- concluding that the loſs of two Horſemen 

would not be very great, ſince perhaps = might otherwiſe have been cut off by famine, 

This advice was allowedby the King , and afſented to by the reſt: fo that preſently there 

weretwo Spies ſent out, who rode along without encountering any Enemy ; but they 

met with great quantity of viftuals, and arms, caſt away-and abandoned by the Syrians,

ſick: and for that ( at'that very time) Elizeus was come unto Damaſcus ., Adad being 
informed thereof, ſent Azae! ( who was one of his moſt ſervants ) unto him, to | 
preſent him, and conſult with him concerning his ſickneſs , whether he ſhould recover or - 
no. Hereupon 'Azael loaded 40 Camels with the faireſt and moſt honourable Preſents, 
77:3: thateither Dayaſeks, or the Princes Royal Court afforded ;«and repairing to Elizens, fi» 
unto by Adad,, Iuted him very courteouſly, telling him, That hewas ſent unto him y King Adad , to preſent 
to enquire * hing, and to a5k counſel of him touching his malady, Whether he ſhould recover > The Prophet 
vnmeneo bag re told hit, That the ſbonld certainly dye ; but adviſed him not to carry the King any tydings 
ficknes, —Zhereof.

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 Azael anfwered , What force i there in me to execute theſe things 3 Elizevs faid unto him , > 
4 Thet God bad certified _ he ſhould be King of Syria. When Azael was returned back Thr 
unto Adad, he ſignified nothing unto him but glad tydirigs, touching his ſickneſs: but the _ Chriffs 
next day he caſt a wet cloth upon him , and ſtrangled him , and ſeized the kingdom into 
his own hands. This Prince was 4 mari fit for government, and well-beloved amon 
the Syrians, and common people of Damaſcus , who even until this day honour Adadand ,,_ - 
Azael his Succeſſor as gods, by reaſon of their benefits, and thoſe Temples which were pran'sin- 
built by them , which adorn the City of Damaſcxs. For every day do they celebrate view. 
feaſts in memory of theſe Kings, and honour of them, by reaſon of their antiquity , not 
knowing that they were modern, and fuch as reigned not paſt x 100 years fince. But Fo- 
I 7am, King of 7/rac/, hearing of the death of Adad, began to give over his fear, and caft 
off that ſuſpicion which he had conceived of him , rejoycing that yer at laſt he might 
have liberty to live in peace. The other Foram, King of Feruſalem , ( for he likewiſe 
was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared ) by murthering of his brethren and his 
fathers friends , who were Governors , obtained the Kingdom , and became fo wicked and 
impious, as he differed in nothing from the Kings of ſrael, who tranſgreſſed the firſt laws 
ordinances of the Hebrews ,and perverted the ſervice of God. For Athalia, Achabs 
daughter, ( his Wife ) taught him to execute divers miſchiefs, and, amongſt the reſt, to 
adore ſtrange gods. This notwithſtanding , God would not altogether aboliſh his race, 
by reaſon of his promiſe made unto David: yet he omitted not daily to introduce new 
K impieties, and corrupt the ancient laws of his torefathers. Mean-while it came to paſs, - wacnr rat 
that the /dumears revolted , and flew their King, who had been before-time ſubje& unto ve. "ha 
Jeboſaphat, Forams father, and in his place eſtabliſhed another to their own liking. For 
which cauſe, Foram invaded /damea by Night with his Horſes and Chariots , pow ſpoiled 
the Countrey round about his Kingdom, without paſſing any further : yer profited he 
nothing in ſo doing ; for all of them revolted from him , and, amongſt the reſt , the Inha- 
bitants of the Countrey of Labia. But ſo great was the tury of this Man, that he con- 
ſtrained the People to aſcend the high mountains, and adore ſtrange gods. Yet whil'ſt _, 
he behav'd himſelf in this manner , and -utterly rooted out of his thoughts the laws of "wry wick: 
L his forefathers, there was a Letter brought unto him from the Prophet E/as, which certi- <«nc6 repro- 
fied him that God would do juſtice upon him, becauſe he had forſaken the wayes of his [72,5*<* 
forefathers , and followed the impieties of the Kings of /ſrae/ , conſtraining the Tribe of 
Jada , and the Inhabitants of Fer»ſalem, to forfake the ſervice of rheir God , to ſerve 
Kols, as Achab had conſtrained the ſraelites to do: Furthermore, becauſe he had mur- 
thered his brethren , and Naiti upright and virtuous men. The Prophet likewiſe certifi'd 
him by Letters, what puniſhment he ſhould ſuffer ; namely , the ruine of his People, the 
death'ofhis Wives and Children , and laſtly his own death : which ſhould happenunto him 
by « ſickneſs in his belly, wherewith he ſhould be ſo tormented , that his intrails ſtrange- 
totting within him, ſhould drop out, and that he himſelf ſhould ſee his miſery , which 
uld be ſuch, as neither might be recoyet'd by medicine, or ſhould ever leave him, until 
M he had finiſhed his days. Theſe things did E/zas denounce unto him by his Letters.

T ſuch time as Fehu arrived at Fezrae/ , Fezabel being on the top of a Tower 
in her Princely Robes, cried out; O rruſty Servant ( faid ſhe) that hath flain his 
Maſter | He looking upward , asked her what ſhe was', commanding her to come down 
unto him : at length he cha her Eunuchs to caſt her down from the top of the Tower: 
in her fall , ſhe beſprinkled the walls with her blood, and as ſoon as ſhe came to, _ (ho 
round her body was trampled under the horſes feet, until ſhe died. That done, Feh re- a famous ex- 
ired to the Palace with his friends, and repoſed himſelf there , commanding his ſervants *=plcofGods 
that they ſhould bury Fezabel; (in reſpe& of the Royal Race from whence ſhe was deſcend- OMA, 
ed) bur they to whom the charge of the obſequies were committed, found no part of 
her body , but her hands and head, for all the reſt was devoured by dogs. Fehn certified 
hereof, wondred at the prophecy of Elias, who had foretold that Fezabe/ ſhould die in that 
ſort in Fezrael. : 
Now Achabs ſeventy Sons being brought up in Samaria, ebu ſent two Letters, the one * Xi*s 1*: 
unto the Maſters of the infants, the other to the Governours of the City, giving them * 
to underſtand , that they ſhould chooſe one of the moſt vertuous amongſt Achabs chil- 


K dren, to reign as King over them, becauſe they had a multitude of ſtrong Chariots, horſes, 


Armor, men, and ſtrong Cities ; to the end, that in ſo doing, they might take revenge 

on thoſe that ſlew their Lord and Maſter. ( This did he under a colour to found how 

the Samaritans were affeted towards him. ) When the Governors and Tutors had 

received theſe Letters , they were atraid , and made account that they could prevail 

nothing againſt him , who had prevailed already againſt two mighty Kings. For which 

cauſe they wrote back unto him ; acknowledging him tor-their Sovereign; and offeri 

themſelves in all duty , to be under his ſubjeAtion. Whereupon Fehu ſent back unto them 4544s 70. | 
again, commanding them , that ( to exprels their obedience ) they ſhould ſend him the IA 
heads of Achabs children, divided from their ſhoulders. - Which command of his they 


L failed not to execute , bur preſently packed up the heads in panniers , and ſent them un- 


to him to Jezrae/. As ſoon as they were broughtthither, tidings thereof were carried

+ -* * went thorow/all the Countrey , arid gathered the Prieſts and Levites together , with all 
the Governors of the Tribes , and afterwards .returned and brought them to Feru/alen | 
to the High Prieſt, who made ther take an oath, that they would keep ſecret that which 
he ſhould. inform-them of, as a thing that .required. ſecrecy, and men of courage and 
reſolution to perform the ſame. As\ſoon as:he had aſſured them by oath , he brought 
forth the little child whom he hadcill-that time preſerved, and faid unto them: - Behold 
your King , who is of that race, which (as you know ) was choſen by God to reign over 
you for ever: I therefore think it fit that the third part of your Guard ſhall keep him 
within the Temple, and that the fourth make their watch round about the ſame. Another 
company ſhall haye the guard of, the _ gate that leadeth tothe Palace : as for the 
reſt the people., let them remain diſarmed within the Temple, and ſuffer no armed 

men to enter -thereinto , except the Prieſt only. He. appointed alſo another company F 

_ of Prieſts and -Levites to be about the King, with Javelins and drawn ſwords, charging 
them that whoſoever durſt be fo bold-to enter. the Temple-armed , they ſhould __ 
put him to the ſword, and laying all fear afjde,to attend the ſafety and guard of the Kings 
perſon. . They being obedient to that which the High Prieſt had commanded them 1n 
efle&t expreſſed their readineſs : whereupon Foada opening the Arſenal , (which in times 
paſt was prepared by David) diſtributed amongſt the Centurions , Levites and Prieſts , all 
the javelins, quivers, and all other ſort of Arms that were therein , and difj all them 

' that: were armed, round about.the people, joyned hand in hand to hinderany one from 
entering in amongſt them that were not of that faction.

Davids poſterity )) King Foas had no more care to ſerve God,and with him the relt of the 
Governours of the people were corrupted, ſo-that they broke the laws and ordinanees 
of their forefathers. For which cauſe God being provoked by this change,. and incenſed 
againſt the King and the reſt, ſent his Prophets unto them, to proteſt againſt them , and 
expoſtulate with them for their offences, and to withdraw them'from their iniquity. But 
they purſued fin the more vehemently ; ſo that neither the puniſhments, by which they, 
who had offended God before-times, had been plagued, with all their poſterities:; neither 
all the advertiſements given them'by the Prophets, could induce them to amend : or to 
forſake thoſe ſins wherein they were engaged - but, that which is worſt, King Foas ſtoned .. 
Zachary,Foiadas Son,and put him to death in the Temple, forgetting himſelf moſt ungrate- £ 
fully of the benefts he had received from his Father, And the occaſion was ,, for that 
Zachary having received a charge from God to: propheſie , came into the midſt of the 
people, and counſelled both them and him to follow juſtice , foretelling them that they 
—_—_ be }grievouſly puniſhed , except they did believe. This Zachary did at his death 
call God to witneſs to judge of thoſe calamities he endured, ſuffering a violent death 
tor the good counſel which he had giventhem,: and the benefits which his' Father had 
in times paſt done unto Foas. But many dayes paſſed riot:,; before the King ſuffered due 
puniſhment for theſe miſdeeds. For Az4e! King of the Syridxs invaded his Countrey, 
and after he had firſt of all ruinated Girta , he marched forward with an intent to beſiegs 
him at laſt in Jeruſalem. Foas deſperate of all ſuccors , emptied all the treaſures of the D 
Temple, and thoſe. of the Kings , and took away the preſents that were hung up in the 
Temple, and ſent theni ts the Syrians, raiſing the fiege by this means , leſt he ſhould be 
drawn into hazard to loſe all. The Syrians, pacified with ſagreat riches, and abundant 
treaſure , ſuffered not his Army to paſs to Jeruſalem. Afterthis, Foas was ſeized with 
2 grievous ſickneſs, and (to the intent that the death of Zachary the Son of Fozada might 
not eſcape unrevenged ) his friends conſpired againſt him , and he died by their hands, 
He was entombed in Feruſalem, but not in the ſepulchre of his Anceſtors , becauſe he had 
tain from God : He lived ſeven and forty years.

CHAP. I 
Senacherib Xing of Aſſyria, befiegeth Ezechias ix Jeruſalem. 


N the Fourteenth year of the Reign of Ezechias King of the two Tribes, Sexa- : 
cherib, King of Aſſjria, drew forth a huge Army againſt him, and ſurprized all 3,05: 73.15: 
' the Cities of Fuda and Benjamin by ſtrong hand. To him Ezechias ſent Ambaſ- on of Judes. , 
fadors, promiſing him obedience, and ſuch a Tribute as it ſhould pleaſe him to 
impoſe. When Sexacherib had heard the Ambaſladors,he reſolved on Peace,and ac- 
cepted Zzechias offer, promiſing that he would depart, as ſoon as he ſhould have received 
Three hundred Talents of filver, and Thirty Talents of gold ; ſwearing unto the Am- 
baſſadors, That upon theſe conditions he would depart away , without committing any outr age. 
Ezechias giving credit to theſe words of his, emptied the Treaſuries, and ſent the prefixed The cath of 
ſum to Sexacherib, hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard wherein his Sencherib 
Countrey ſtood. But the Aſjrians having received the money, ſet light by their promi- 24 ka brock 
M es, ſo that Senacherib went in perſon to make War againſt the Egyptians and Ethiopians. | 
and lett Rapſaces his General in Fudea with a great power, accompanied with two of his 
chief Minions and Courtiers, with commiſſion to ſpoil Fer«ſalem : The names of theſe 
two were Tharata and Anacheris. As ſoon as they were encamped near unto the Walls , 
they ſent unto Ezechias , and commanded him to come and with them: but he 
through fear which he had conceived, went not unto them, but ſent three of his moſt fa- 
miliar friends, E/;acim the Superintendent of his Realm, Sob»a, and Foachas, that had the 
commiſſion of his Regiſters. 
Theſe three preſented themſelves before the Chieftains of the Aſſyrian Army , whom 
when Rapſaces beheld, he commanded them to return unto their Maſter, and to tell him, 
N That the great King Senacherib was defrous to know upon what hope he ſlighteth his Summons, 
and refuſeth to admit his Army into the City 2 It is perhaps, becallſe he bopeth the Egyptians 
will have the upper hand of the Kings Army > If that be his hope , doubtleſs he is deceived , 
ſhewing himſelf to be like unto a man that ſtayeth himſelf = a broken reed ; by which he is 
not only not ſupported,but in his fall hath his hand pierced therewith. He likewiſe wiſhed him 
to conceive,that this his expedition was not without the Will of God, who, as in times paſt, hath 
given them the viftory over the Iſraelites , ſo now alſo is pleaſed to humble Ezechids , and to 
make both bim and his Subjefts ſloop under the Aſſyrian government.

Why therefore delay you > Why yield you not to thoſe that are too ſtrong for 
you, axd are able, even in ſpight of your refiſtance, to ranſack your City > wheFeas you know 
that a willing ſubmiſſion is alwayes ſecure : contrariwiſe, whereas duty ws enforced, there wants

"i When both the Ambaſſadors and the People had heard what the Aſſyrian had ſpoken, 
> £1257 19- they reportedthe ſame to Ezechias, who incontinently caſt his royal garments off , and B 
Ezechiar in Cloathed himſelf in ſackcloth, diſcovering his trouble and ſorrow in his countenance 
adverlity hath and caſting himſelf proſtrate upon the earth, after the manner of their Countrey , he be. 
God, he is fought God to be aſliſtant unto him, ſince all other hope was'vain. He ſent alſo certain 
comforted by of his friends, and ſome Prieſts ,, unto the Prophet £ſay , requiring bim to pray unto 
£9 , God, That fince Sacrifice was offered unto him for publick ſecurity , it might pleaſe him to 
fruſtrate the enemies hopes, and to have pity and compaſſion on his people. When. the Prophet 
had performed what was required, he received an anſwer from God, by which he afſured 
the King, andall that were about him, foretelling them, that the enemies ſhould be over- 
come without ſtroke ſtrucken ,” and ſhould retire with ſhame, and not with that advan- 
tage which they promis'd to themſelves at preſent, becauſe God had already determined © 
how they ſhould be'overthrown. He foretold alſo, that Sexacherib himſelf (the King of 
Aſſyria ) ſhould fail of his enterprize in Egypt , and that upon his return to. his own 
- Court, he ſhould be ſlain. At that very time the 4ſjrian wrote Letters to Ezechzas, in 
* which he called him fool and mad-man, to think that he could ſecure himſelf from being 
his ſlave, yea, his in eſpecial, who had conquered divers and far greater Nations : threat- 

' ning him with utter ruine at ſuch time as he ſhould ſurprize the City , if he opened not the 
gates of Jeruſalem willingly , to entertain his Army. When Ezechzas had read theſe Let- 
ters , he ſet light by them , by reaſon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them g he ſpread them in the Temple. And whilſt he renewed his prayers unto 
God for the ſalvation of the City and his Subje&ts, Eſay the Prophet told him , 7hat hi D 
prayer was heard: that hereafter likewiſe the y ſhould manure their lands in peace and ſecurity, 
and ſhould enjoy their poſſefſions without fear: Not long after, the King of Aſſyria having 
but cold ſucceſs in hus expedition againſt Zgypr , turned back again without doing any 
thing, for this cauſe that enſueth. He had Toh much time in the ſiege of Pelufum: and 
at ſuch'time as he had already raiſed certain Bulwarks as high as the Wall, fo that he 
wanted nothing but to give the aſſault ; News was brought him that 7argi/es, King of 
Ethiopia, brought an Army to reſcue the Fgyprians, with an intent to take his way thorow 


4+:20.4:fn: the Deſart, and ſuddenly to charge the Aſſyrian Army. Senacherib troubled with theſe 
$-echeris, Ttydings, ſpeedily departed thence with his Army. But Herodotus ſaith, That he made War 

with Vulcanus Prieſts (for ſo he ſtileth this King of Egypt , becauſe he was a Prieſt of that E 
'falſegod) and moreover addeth, That befreging Peluſium, for this cauſe he gave over the 
frege: The King of Egypt called to his God for aſſiſtance, by whoſe power the Arabians ſuf-

that he might certainly believe , that he was ſent as a meſſenger from God unto him : for 
the truth of choſe things which either exceed our hope, or reaſon , are wont to be con- 
firmed by theſe means. Whereupon E/ay asked him what ſign he required, and it ſhould 
be given him. He anſwered , that he Jeſired to ſee the ſhadow of the Sun go back ten 
degrees upon his Quadrant. On this occaſion the Prophet beſought God, that it would

asking him from whence thoſe Ambaſſadors came ? To whom Ezechias anſwered , That 
they were of Babylon, and came unto him from their King ; telling the Prophet how he 
had ſhewed them all that which he had, to the end that having ſeen and obſerved his 
M riches and power, they might afterwards certifie the King thereof. Whereunto the Pro- 7. 16,12,ts; 
phet replied, ſaying, Know t hou, that within a little time thy riches ſhall be tranſported into Te cpivity 
Babylon,, and thy children (ball be made Eunuchs, and ( being no more men) ſball be flaves foregroptetied 
unto the King of Babylon. All which God gave him to underſtand before it hapned, b #7: 
Bzechias was troubled to hear theſe tydings , ſaying, That be defired that his people might 
net fall into thoſe miſeries : but ſince it was impoſſible to change the Decree of God, he re- 
quired that he might bave peace during bis life-time.

His Kingdom came 
into the hands of his ſon Amon , the ſon of Emalſema, of the City of Jabath ; 'who imita- 
ting the Impieties to which his father addicted himſelf in his youth, was ſlain in his own 
houſe, by a conſpiracy plotted by his own houſhold-ſervants, after he had lived 24 years, 
and reigned two. - After his death, the people ſlew his murtherers, and he was buried with 


his father, and the kingdom was given to hus ſon Foftas, who was eight years old. 


CHAP. IV. r 
The Hiſtory of Jollas. 


5 i HE Mother of Fofas , King of Juda , was of the City of Boſceth , and was called 
Feda: This Prince was by nature ſo excellently diſpoſed to all virtue, that during 
—— the whole courſe of his life , he propoſed to himſelf no other example bur that of his 
eſtas ret? © Predeceſſor King David. When he grew to be twelve years old, - he gave a manifeſt 
rethrherrue proof of his piety and juſtice : for he drew the people to a conformable courſe of lite, 
{ervice of God: and to the deteſtation and aboliſhing of Idols, that were no gods, and to the ſervice ol 
the onely and true God of their foretathers. And conſidering the aftions' of his Prede 
ceſlors, he began to reifie them in that wherein they were deficient , with no leſs cir- 
eumſpe&ion , than if he had been an old man; and that which he found to be adviſedly F 
done by them , he did promote and imitate. And beſides this wiſdom , which was in- 
- nNateto him, he made uſe alſo of the advice and counſel of the Elders: for following 
: King: 22 Thelaws, (both in reſpett of publick policy, as alſo in religion ) he walked uprightly, in 
v.4,24 thatby obſerving them, he could not err. He made a particular inquiry both in Jeru/a- 
_ lem, and the Countrey round about, for thoſe places where they had ſet up the worſhip 
”” of falſe gods, and overthrew their altars; and all thoſe gifts that had been offered to 
them by his Predeceſſors, were defaced : and in this manner cauſed he the people to re- 
rurnto the ſervice of God, and to forſake the honour they did unto Idols. He offered 
likewiſe the ordinary ſacrifices and burnt-offerings upon the altar, and eſtabliſhed Judges 
and Magiſtrates to determine publick debates, and to do each man right ; charging them G 
to have no leſs reſpett of equity , than they had of their own lives. He ſent alſo thorow

# When the Prophereh had heard the Kings commandment, ſhe willed thoſe that were 
ſent unto her, to return unto the King , and to certifie him from ber, That God had given 
ſentence againſt them which might not be revoked by any prayers whatſoever; namely,that fince 
they had py, we the Law of Moſes, the people ſhould periſh, and ſhould be caſt out of their 
Countrey,and deprived of all their goods, becauſe they bad not repented of the violation of his 
moſt holy Laws ; notwithſtanding the Prophets had exhorted them to repentance,and ba 'fores 
L told the puniſhment of their impieties, which ſhould bappen unto them,to the end that they might 
believe that God js God,and that he fails not in any thing that he hath foretold by hisProphets. 
Furthermore ſhe ſaid, 7hat he forbore as yet to ſend theſe afflitions upon them for Joſias ſake, 
who was a virtuous man, but that after his deceaſe,God would pour out his wrath upon the peo- 
ple. This Prophecy of the Woman they ſignifi'd unto the King, who ſent into all parts, 
and aſſembled the People in Feruſalem, commanding the Prieſts and Levites, and general- 
ly all men, without diſtin&tion of age or perſon, to be preſent in that Convention. Now = Chron. 34. 
when they were aſſembled, he firſt of all cauſed the facred books to be read , and after- pr rmen 
wards ſtanding aloft upon his Throne, he cauſed all the people to ſwear and oo ;that of a godly 
they ſhould ſerve God, and keep Moſes Laws. Whereupon all of them did willingly Prin 
M approve of whatſoever he ſaid ( promiſing to do that whereunto they were exhorted. 
And therewithal offering up Sacrifices unto God, they beſought him to ſhew himſelf fa+ 
vourable and merciful rowards them. The King likewiſe commanded the High-Prieſt, 
that if there were any veſſels in the Temple which were made by his Predeceſſors , in 
honour of Idols, and ſtrange gods, he ſhould caſt them out ; and after that a great num- 
ber were found therein, all of them were gather'd together and burnt, and the aſhes af. 
terwards were ſcatter'd abroad. And as touching the Prieſts (that appertained to Idols "0 
that were not of the Race of Aaron) he put them to death. When theſe things were 7* *uth of 
executed in Jeruſalem, he came atterwards to the plain Countrey ; and all that which oractes. 
Jeroboam had ereted there in honour of Idols, he utterly defaced it, and the bones of + Wha 83 v4 
N the falſe Prophers were burnt upon the Altar that Feroboam had built. This had the ** 
Prophet foretold that came to Feroboam at ſuch time as he offered Sacrifice, and told him 
in the preſence of all the people, all that which ſhould happen : namely , 7hat ove of 
Davids poſterity called Joſias, ſhould do theſe things: which Prophecy tooketfeR 361 years 
ater. After this, King Fofras applied himſelf to the /ſraelites, ( who had avoided the 
captivity and ſervitude of the Aſſyrias )) and perſuaded them to forſake their impie- 
nes, and the ſervices they had performed to ſtrange gods, and to honour the ſovereign 
and true God of their fathers, and to cleave unto him. He made a ſearch alſo thorow 
every houſe, borough and city, fearing leſt as yet there ſhould be an Idol hidden. He 
ikewiſe ſought our the Chariots that were made by his anceſtors, in honour of.the Sun , 
O 2nd all that which was adored, whatſoever it were, and utterly aboliſhed theſame. After 
he had in this fort purged the Countrey, he aſſembled all.the people in Jeruſalem, where | 
he celebrated the Feaſt of mort anen bread, whi#h we call Eaſter.

plein the ninth month of the fitth year of the Reign of Joachim , which book he had t*lleth che de- 
compoſed touching that which ſhould happen unto the City , the Temple, and the People. moarrk o 
When the Governors heard the ſame, they took the book from him , and commanded Jer. 22. 24. 
L that both he and his Secretary Baruch ſhould withdraw themſelves out of the ſight of 
men: and they took the book, and preſented it unto the King ; who, in the preſence of 
his Friends , commanded his Secretary to read the ſame : and after he had heard the con- 
tents thereof, he waxed wroth, and renting it in pieces, caſt it into the fire, intending that 
it ſhould never be ſeen. He ſent out likewiſe a ſtrict Commiſſion to ſeek out Feremy,and 
his Secretary Baruch, and to lead them out to be puniſhed. But they were already fled,

This 

was the end of King Foachim; who lived 36. years, and reigned 11. Foachin that ſuc- 

ceeded him in the Kingdom , was the ſon of Nofa of Feruſalem , and reigned three 

months and ten days.

obey nor the City thould receive any harm. But this promiſe continued not a year : for the 
'  Kingof Babylon obſerveditnot, but commanded his Caprains to impriſon all the youth 
and artificers that were in' the City , and to bring them bound unto him. The number 
of them was 10832 perſons, beſides Foachin, his Mother , and his near Allies , whom 
they took Priſoners. x c

Nitead of Foachin, he appointed Sedechias his Uncle King of Feruſalem,whom he bound 
Sebeckin king by an oath that he ſhould govern the Countrey without any innovation, and that he 
of Feruſalem, ſhould hold no intelligence with the Egyptians.

Feremy came unto him , proteſting oftentimes againſt him, and denouncing , 7hat if he 
would not forſake his impieties, and addift himſelf to that which was juſt, ( but gave ear un- 
to his Governors, among ſt which there were many wicked men, and to thoſe falſe Prophets that 
miſled him, truſting that the Babylonians ſhould not make War againſt his City,but that the 
Egyptians ſhould levy an Army,and overcome them ) that then he ſhould ſuffer much miſery, 
For (ſaid he) they have no truth in their ſayings , and they will always miſlead you by falſe 
reports. Whit, Sedechias gave ear to theſe diſcourſes of the Prophet, he was perſuaded, 
and acknowledg'd all that to be true which he had ſpoken, and very profitable both for 
ned poet him, and his people ; but anonafter , his friends corrupted him , and diverted him accor- E 
{frudion of diDg to their own opinions. Ezekiel alſo at the ſame time had propheſied in Babylon 
the Temple. Concerning all thoſe calamities which were to fall upon the Temple , and ſent notice to 
Feruſalem of that which he had received from God. Notwithſtanding Sedechias gave no 
| credit to his Propheſies, by reaſon that all the Prophets were accuſtomed to accord inall 
things the one with the other, as touching the ſurpriſal of the City, and the impriſonment 
of Sedechias : but Ezekzel differed in this, thar he ſaid that Sedechas ſhould not ſee Baby:

When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only , and ac- 
companied by his children and wives , they brought him unto the Kings preſence ; who 
no ſooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious, and upbraided him with 
breach of his promiſe, and contempt of Majeſty. Furthermore, he reproached him tor 
his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands ( which he had taken 
from Joachin, to beſtow on him) he had, notwithſtanding, employed all his Forces againſt G 
his BenetaQor.

After this, the Babylonian ſent Nabuzaradan, Ge- LG way 
neral of his Army, unto Jeruſalem , to ſpoil the Temple , giving him in charge, to burn both the Palace, and 
it and the Kings Palace , and to raze and level the City with the ground ; and afterwards ——_— 
to trayſport the People unto Babylon. Nabuzaradan arrived there the eleventh year of the 
Reigh of Zedechias, and ſpoiled the Temple, and carrieelway the Veſſels that were conſecra- 
K red to Gods ſervice,both thoſe of Gold,as alſo thoſe of SilFer : he took likewiſe the great Laver 
that was given by Solomon ; the Columns and Pillars of Braſs, with their Chapters likewiſe, 
and the Tables and Candleſticks of Gold : and after he had born away all things,he burned the 
Temple the firſt day of the 5th month, of the eleventh year of Zedechias Reign, which was the 
eighteenth 4 Nabuchodonoſor's. He burned alſo the Kings Royal Palace,and razed the Ci- 
ty. This Temple was burned 470 years, fix moneths, and ten days after the foundation there- 
of : 'and in the year 1062. fix months, and ten days after the departure of the people out of 
Egypt: and 1950 years, fix months, and ten days, after the Deluge : from the Creation of 
Adam, wntil the ruin of the Temple, there were three thouſand froe hundred and thirteen ,, ,, ..... 
years, fix moneths, and ten days. Thus have we ſet down'the number of the years , and The aptiviy 
L expreſſed in what time every thing hath been performed. The General for the King & #-9%n- 
of Babylon having deſtroyed the City , and tranſported the People , took priſoner the 
High-Prieſt Sereas , and his Collegue, the Prieſt Saphas, with the Governors and Keep- 
ersof the Temple, which were three ; the Eunuch alſo which had the charge over the 
reſt, and ſeven of Zedechias friends, and his Secretary , beſides ſixty other Governors: 
all which ( together with the Veſſels which he had villaged ) he ſent to Reblatha, a Ci- 
ty of Syria, unto the King of Babylon 5 who commanded in that place , that the High 
Prieſt and Governours ſhould be beheaded : as for the reſt of the priſoners , and Zede- 
chias the King , he carried them with him to Babylon; he ſent alſo in Bonds, with the 
reſt, Foſadoch, the Son of Sereas the High Prieſt, whom he had put to death in Reb/a- 
M tha ( as we have before related.) And ſince we have reckoned up the race of the Kings 
that ſwayed the Scepter of Jada, and given an account how long they Reigned, it will 
not be unneceſſary to recite the names of the High Prieſts, and to report who they have, _. .

He gave each one this advice 
likewiſe, to inhabit any City thyt they liked beſt : promiſing them to ſend them thi- 
ther, with ſuch things as appertaMed to them, to build them Houſes, and furniſh their © 
Habitation , promiſing that when time ſerved, he would make proviſion of Corn, Wine 
and Oil, for their maintenance during the Winter ; and when he had thus adviſed them, 
he gave them leave to depart, and inhabit the Countrey. Now when the rumor was 
ſpread amongſt the people of JFudea, that Godol/ias had thus courteouſly entertained 
thoſe that were Fugitives , and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Countrey ( provided that they payed their Tribute to the Babylonian ) divers of them 
repaired to him, 4nd inhabited the Countrey., And Fohy and the other Governors be- 
ing with him, and aſſured of his clemency , began entirely to love him. - Wherefore 
they told him, that Bathal King of the Ammonites , had ſent mae! to murther him by 
ſome Treachery , that by that means he might have the Dominion over the //raelites that D 
remained , in that he was of the Bloud-Royal ; perſuading him, that the only means 
to eſcape this Treaſon, was, to permit them to kill 7/mae/ in ſecret : aſſuring him onthe 
contrary , that they feared , that if //mae/ſhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained , was like to fall to utter raine.

By this means we have learned,that the eſtate of the Hebrews, hath been tranſlated twice 
tothe other ſide of Euphrates.For the People of the ten Tribes,during the Reign of Oſeas ; 
were carried away captive by Sa/manazar , King of the Aſſyrians, atter he had taken Sa- 
maria; and the two Tribes by Nabuchodonoſor,King of the Babylonians and Chaldees, upon 
the taking in of Feruſalem, True it is , that Salmanazar , after he had diſplaced the 
M {raclites , planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the innermoſt 
ofthe Countreys of Perfa and Media, and were called Samaritaves, according tothe name 
ofthe place which they inhabited ; but the Babylonian having led the two Tribes priſo- 
ners, hath not planted any other people in their places. 
For this cauſe , Fudea, Feruſalem, and the Temple , remained deſart for the ſpace of ſe- 
venty =_ and all the time that paſſed between the captivity of the 7ſrae/zres, until 
the deſtruction of the two Tribes, was an hundred and thirty years, ſix moneths and ten

Nabu- 
chodonoſor the Son, having notice of his Fathers death , gave order to the affairs of Egypt, 
and the reſt of the Countrey : and committing the care and tranſportation of the Jews,Syrians, 
Egyptians, and Phcenicians to hu friends , to bring them to Babylon with his Army and 
Carriage, he with a few Men, made haſty journeys thorow the Deſart. And when be had ta« 
ken the adminiſtration of the Kingdom upon him (which in his abſence , was in the hand; 
the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſerved until his return , unto bis uſe) he became 
Lord of all his Fathers Empire. When _—_— oners were arrived , he aſſigned them cone: G 
nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon ; and with the ſpoils of War, he magnif- 
cently repaired and decked the Temple of Bell,and other places, He enlarged the old City, and 
repaired and ___ it with other buildings; by means whereof, they. that would beſiege 
the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River , to the prejudice of the 
Inhabitants, He invironed it. within with a treble Wall, and outwardly with as mighty 
and as many encloſures , and made all of burnt Brick. The Walls were magnificently build- 
ed, and the Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He cauſed a Palace to be builded 
near unto bis Fathers antient Palace : the magnificence and ornaments whereof, I am not a- 
ble to expreſs ; onely this thing | moſt memorable , I have thought good to note, that theſe 
great and pompous Buildings were finiſhed in fifteen days. In this Palace he had YaultsD 
raiſed ſo high,, that in outward appearance they ſeemed to be Mountains, on which all 
ſorts of Trees were planted.. He. deviſed and prepared alſo a goodly Garden, and cal: 
led it the hanging Garden , becauſe ( his Wife having been brought up in the Countrey 
of Media ) defired at Babylon , to ſee ſome reſemblance of her own Countrey. Megaſthe- 
nes, in the fourth Book of his Indian Hiſtory , maketh mention of this Garden in that 
place, where he enforced himſelf to _ , that this King ſurpaſſed Hercules in valour and 
execution f worthy ations. For he ſaid, that Nabuchodonoſor overcame the chief City of 
Lybia, and a great- part of Spain. Diocles in the Second Book of the Perſian Hiſtory , 
and Philoſtratus i» his Phcnician and Indian Hiſtory , make mention of this King , ſoy 
ing, that he overcame the City of Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at ſuch time as Ithobal E 
Reigned over the Tyrians. This is the ſum of all that which the Hiſtoriographers write, as 
touching this King. 
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Nabuchodonoſors Succeſſors : the deſtrution of Babylon by Cyrus, 
King of Perſia. | 


Fter Nabuchodonoſors death, his Son Evilmerodach obtained the Kingdom, who in- 
continently delivered Fechonias __— Jeruſalem out of priſon, and held: him , 
inthe number of his moſt eſteemed fri and gave him Preſents, and committed the 
Government of the Palace of Babylon into his hands. For his Father had not kept his 
romiſe with Fechoxnias, when he Greco himſelf, his Wife, Children, and Friends into 
is hands, in the behalf of his Countrey, and to the intent that the City of Feruſalen 
ſhould not be razed by thoſe that beſieged it, as we have heretofore declared. Ewvilme- 
rodach died inthe eighteen year of his Reign, and Negliſar his Son obtained the Kingdom, 
which he poſſeſſed fourty years, and afterwards died. After him the ſucceſſion of the 
Kingdom came unto his Son, called Labophordach, which continued in him but for the 
ſpace ofnine moneths, and after his death it came unto Balthaſar , who by the Babylonian 
was called Naboandel. Againſt whom Cyrus , King of Perfta, and Darius King of Media 
made Wat; at ſuch time as he was beſieged in Babylon , there hapned a marvellous and 6

Name of God; he ſaw:a hand ifſuing from a Wall, which wrote on the ſame certain words: ths band. - 
by which Viſionbeing ſomewhat terrified, he aſſembled his Magicians and Chaldees, and wal, and wri- 
all that ſort of people( who amongſt thoſe barbarous Nations made profeſſion to inter- -- *ragy 
Prodigies and Dreams ) to the intent they'might ſignify unto him the meaning and *? 
nification of that Writing. Now when theſe Magicians had told them that they 
could not give an interpretation of it , the King was ſore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpected Viſion: whereupon he cauſed it to be proclaimed thorow his Countrey , 
that whoſoever ſhould read that Writing , and declare the meaning thereof, he would 
give him a Golden Chain,and a Purple Robe (ſuch as the King of the Chaldees wore ) and 
beſides all this , the third part of his Empire. After this Proclamation the Magicians aſ- 
ſembled tegether with a great concourſe,and were far more diligent and inquiſitive to find 
out the ſignification of the Writing : but they advanced nothing more than at the firſt. 
Mean while, the Kings Grandmother ſeeing him wholly deje&ed in mind, began to coni- 
K fort him, and to tell him that there was a certain man amongit the priſoners of Fada, led 
thither at ſuch time as Nabachodonoſor deſtroyed Jeruſalem , whoſe name was Daniel, a 
man wiſe and expert in ſearching out of things that were onely known unto God, who 
evidently expounded that which Naba«chodonoſbr required, at ſuch time as no other nian 
could ſatisfy his demand, Whereupon the King called him unto his Prefence, and tel- 
ing him what proots he had heard of his Wiſdom, and of that Divine Spirit that was 
_ and how he onely was fit to interpret thoſe things which were concealed from 
other mens knowledge ; he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing ſignified , 
promiſing him in reward thereof, a le Garment, a Golden Chain, and the third part 
of his Empire: to the end, that being honoured with theſe rewards for his wiſdom ; 
L he might grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon , ſhould know the 
intent why he was honoured. But Daniel (refuſing all theſe Preſents of his, in that the 
wiſdom thart is given from above, is not corrupted thereby , bur is freely imparted to 
thoſe that have need thereof) told him that that Writing did foretell the end of his 
life, becauſe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature , notwithſtanding he had ſeen the chaſtiſement wherewith his pre- 
deceſſor had been puniſhed , ſor the outrages he committed againſt God. For that Na- 
buchodonoſor having been driven to lead his life amongſt Beaſts , by reaſon of his Impi- 
ties , after divers requeſts and ſupplications, had obtained mercy , and was returned 
unto humane converſation , and into his own Kingdom, for which cauſe all the time of 
M his life, he praiſed Almighty God, the Governour of all things : whereas he had omitted 
to do the like, and had blaſphemed the name of God , and had debauched himſelf 
with his Concubines in the Veſlels dedicated to God : For this cauſe, God was diſpleaſ- 
ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he ſhould expe. Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner: Mane ( which is as much tofay , 
aznumber ) ſheweth that God had numbred the days of thy Life and Reign, which 
ſhall endure but a little while ; 7hekel ſignifieth a balance ; God therefore ( ſaid he ) 
weighing the government , ſheweth that it ſhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 
ſignifieth a fragment, God ſhall break thy Kingdom, and divide it among the Mees 
. AandPerfians, When the King had heard this interpretation, he was very ſorrowful (ac- ,, ,.- 
N cording as the nature of things ſo diſaſterous-and ſo apparent required. Notwith- Daniel inter- 
ſtanding he delayed not to beſtow thoſe Preſents which he had promiſed the Prophet , preteth _— 
although ( as he well perceived) the words boaded him ill , yer he gave him all that ging, © * 
which he promiſed him, conſidering with himſelf , that it was his own deſtiny that he 
ought to accuſe, and not Daniel, who like an honeſt man had declared the Truth , The King per- 
Notwithſtanding it were very unwelcome to his ear. Not long after this, Balthaſar mm bred 
and the City were overthrown and taken by Cyrus King of Perfa and his Army ; For Daniel 
this was that Balthaſar , under whom, and in the ſeventeenth year of whoſe Reign, the Babylon far- 
ſarpriſal of Babylon hapened.

Whereupon the Princes (having got that occaſton which they long expected ) came readi- 
ly unto the King, and accuſed Daniel, for. that he onely.amongſt the reſt, had preſumed 
ro infringe their Decxee : urging moreover, . that he did it not tor his Religion ſake , bur 


1ncontempt of the Kings Edict.. And becauſe they teared, kft Darius, by. reaſon of the 


great affeion he bare unto Danie/ , ſhould be ready to pardon him ( notwithſtanding 
he had tranſgreſſed-their Edit ) they preſted | him earneſtly ro inflict the puniſhment 
which'was threatened by the Law , and tacaſt him into the Lions Den, according to the D 
form of the Edi , Darias hoping that God would deliver Daniel, and that no harm 
ſhould befall him by the jaws of wild Beaſts, exhorted him patiently to endure thar 
Trial. Now s ſoon as he was caſt into the Den, the King fealed up the Stone that cloſed 
the mouth-thereof,and departed, ſpending all that night without repaſt or repoſe, fo much 
was he concerned in Daniels behalt; And when the day was come, as ſoon as he aroſe, 
hecame unto the Den, and 'finding the Seal unbroken ', wherewith he had markedthe 
Stone, he opened the ſame,and called-unto Daniel with a loud voice,asking him if he were 
in ſatety 2 He hearing the King ſpeak, anſwered, that he had received no hurt. Where- 
upon Darius commanded that they ſhould draw him out of the Lions Den. His adver- 
faries perceiving that Daniel had eſcaped without harm- ( becauſe that God had taken E 
care of him_). would not that he ſhould eſcape : and thereupon told the King , that the 
Lions did geither touch nor approach Danie/, becauſe they had been fed and gorged be- 
tore. For which cauſe the King diſpleafed with their injurious malice, commandeda 
quantity of fleſh to be caſt unto the Lions ; and when 'they were glutted , he com- 
manded that Daniels enemies ſhould be caſt among rhem , to the intent he might know, 
whether the Lions would touch them or no, when they were gorged. At which time Da 
rius ſaw very manifeſt ly,that God bad by his power protetted Daniel from death. For as ſoon 
4s the Nobles were caſt into the Den, the Lions ſpared not one of them , but tore them all in 
pieces, as if they had:been hunzry. and without meat. I ſuppoſe that theſe Lions baving been 
a little before glutted with meat, did not ſlay theſe men to ſatisfy their hunger , but I rather F 
Judge that their crimes provoked the rage and fury of the Beaſts : for when God pleaſeth, he 
maketh even unreaſonable creatures to execure his vengeance againſt wicked men, Daniels 
adverſaries being thus deſtroyed, Darius gave notice hereot to all the Subjefts of his 
Provinces , praifing that God whom Danzel. had adored; ſaying that he was the only 
true God , who had all power : he honoured Daniel likewiſe with eſpecial regard, 
eſteeming him amongſt the chicfeſt of his Familiars. He therefore being thus renowned(be- 
cauſe he was beloved by God? baile in Echatane in the Countrey ofthe Medes,a magnificent 
Caſtle, and a marvellous Monument, that remaineth even-unto this day, which ſeemeth to 
thoſe that look thereon, that it is but newly built, and made but that very:day which they 
behold the fame; the thereof ſcemeth ſo lively and perfe&, as that continuance of 6 
timedoth in.no fort defaceit. For it fareth with Buildingsas with Men, they wax old, and 
are infeebled by years, andiloſe their Beauty.

felicity that could be expeRed by a famous Prophet, attended him ; and during his whole , ,,. * * 
life-time, he was both moſt highly honoured by Kings, and reverenced by the com- WW 
mon ſort: and after his death ,: his memory is immortal. For all the Books which he ere Pre 
left in writing , are read amongſt us even at this preſent ; and we have been perſuaded 
by the reading thereof , that Danie/ had conference with God. For he hath nor onl 
Prophecied of things to come (_ as other Prophets have done bur alſo hath determin- 
ed the time wherein thoſe things ſhould happen. And whereas other Prophets, were 
accuſtomed to foretell adverſities, and for that occaſion were miſliked both by Princes

And that 
K thereupon , being ſore troubled, he fell upon his Face, and both his Hands: at which 
time ſome one touched him, and commanded him to ſtand up, and to fee that which ,,, , . .

fore. I have alſo ſent my Treaſurer Mithridates and Zerobabel, rhe Prince of the Jews, with $yris. 
expreſs charge and authority, to lay the foundation of the ſame,and to build it fixty Cubits in 
heighth,and as many in breadth ; making three Iſles of hewen ſtone, and another of ſuch Timber 
K as the Countrey affordeth ; the Altar likewiſe , whereupon they may offer Sacrifice unto God + 
And my pleaſure is that the charge of all theſe things be defrayed out of my Coffers.T have alſo 
ſent back thoſe Veſſels which Nabuchodonoſor took out of the Temple,and have delivered them 
zo the Treaſurer Mithridates, and to Zerobabel the Prince of the Jews, to be comveighed to 
Jeruſalem , and reſtored ro the Temple of God : the number whereof ,, I have here under 
ſubſeribed. Fifty Lavers of Gold, and four hundred of Silver ; Fifty pots of Gold, and four 
hundred of Silver ; Fifty golden Sieves, and five hundred of Sitver ; Thirty Ewers of Gold, 
and three hundred of Silver ; Thirty great Viols of Gold , and two thouſand four hundred of 
Silver : and befides all theſe, One thouſand other great Veſſels. We grant alſo unto the Jews, 
the ſame Revenues which their Predeceſſors have enjoyed ; and we do allow them 205200 
L Drachmes , for the purchaſing of Cattel, Wine and Oil ; and we give them 2.500 meaſures of 
' Wheat, tomake fine Flower, which we appoint to be taken out of the Countrey of Samaria; and "NR 
the Prieſts (hall offer up theſe Sacrifices in Jeruſalem , according to the ordinance of Moſes : ad -— a ” 
and during their Sacrifice, they ſhall make Prayers unto God, for the preſervation of the K ing, The number 
and his Houſe, to the end, that the Empire of the Perſians may by ſtill permanent.

CHAP.-HL 


. Cambyſes forbiddeth the Jews to proceed in re-building the Temple. 


\ N JT Hen Cambyſes had read this Letter ( being by nature , wicked and malicious) 
he grew jealous and diſpleaſed at the Contents thereof, and wrote back again 
after this manner : The Xing Cambyles to Rathymus the Chancelour , and to Belen aud 
Semelius, Scribes, and to all his other Counſellors and Inhabitants of Samaria and Phcniciz, 
Health. Having read your Letters, 1 have commanded the Records of mine Anceſtors to be 
examined , and I find that the City of Jeruſalem hath been always an enemy to their Kings 
and that the inhabitants thereof always raiſed Sedition amd Wars. 7 have likewiſe found 
that their Kings have been mighty, and that they have exafted from Syria and Phanicia cow. 
tinual Tributes, For this cauſe I have ordained, that the Jews ſhall not be permitted tore 
edify their City, for fear, leſt the boldneſs of that people being thereby encouraged,they ſhould, 
according to their former cuſtom , prattice a new Rebellion. After the receipt of theſe 
Letters , Rathymus and the Scribe Semelius , and thoſe of their faction, took horſe, and 
rode ſpeedily to Jeruſalem, leading with them a great number of People, and prohibiting 
the Jews from the building their City or Temple: Thus was this work interrupted, 
until the ſecond year of the Reign of Darias, King of Perfa, for the ſpace of nine year, 
For Cambyſes reigned fix years, during which time he ſubdued Egypt , and upon his 
return from thence , he dyed in Damaſcus. And after the death of Cambyſes , the 
Magi that held the Empire of the Per/tans , for the ſpace of one year , being take N 
away , the chief of the ſeven principal Families of Perfia, made Darius ( the Son of 


Hyſtaphs ) King. 
CHAP. IV. 


Darius gives leave to Zerobabel a Prince of the Jews , to re-build the Temple ; a 
great number return to Jeruſalem under his condutt, and apply themſelves 
to the work ; The Samaritans and others write to Darius 


to forbid them, but he afts contrary to their defires.

Arius, . during the time that he lived a private life, made a vow unto God, that if 
he obtained the Kingdom , he would ſend back unto the Temple of Jeruſalem, all 
thoſe Veſſels which were as yet remaining in Baby/ov. It fell out that about the ſame 
time that he was made King, Zerobabel, who was appointed Governor over the Captive 
Fews, came unto- him from Jeruſalem. And being the Kings antient friend : he, with 
two. others , had three of the Principal Offices of the King's Houſe conterfted upgn 
them , and were placed the neareſt about his perſon. -The firſt year of the Reſgi of 
Darins , he-entertained all his Courtiers with great pomp and magnificence , both thoſe 
of his houſhold , and thoſe alſo that were his Governors and, Princes of Media and 
Per 4, and the Commaniers.in /nd:a, confining upon Erhiopia, with all the Chieftains 
of his Army , 'ia one huatred twenty and ſeven Provinces. Now after they had Feaſt- 
ed, and were full of Wine , ;they departed'each of them unto their Lodgings , to be-

rus and Darius. True it is, that the'Samaritans were their mighty and malicious ad. 2*=* © the 
verfaries, and did them many miſchiefs, truſting in their riches, and pretending to be the 
Perfians kinſmen, becauſe their original proceeded from thence, For they retuſed to pay 
that Tribute which the King had commanded them to disburſe unto the Fews. to make 
their ſacrifices , and the Governors of Syria. and Phenicia loſt no opportunity which 
might promote their deſign. For which cauſe, the Jews determined roſend Ambaſſadors 
unto King Darius, to accuſe the Samaritans ; and to that intent, Zorobabel, and four of the Jews to 
others were ſent. As ſoon therefore as the King underſtood by theſe Ambaſſadors, what P4rise. 
crimes and accuſations they had brought zinſ the Samaritans, he diſpatched his letters,

#/ara; learned the people : and whereas he was very skilful in the laws-of Moſes, he was much eſteemed 
by the King. This man intending ( with certain other Jews of Babylon ) to return to 
TR Feruſalem , beſought the King that he would vouchſafe to beſtow his letters of comme. 
1/:,  * dations to the Governors of Syria in his behalf. Whereupon the King 'gave him letters 
Xerxer favou-" Of recommendation to the Governors, certifying them of his favor towards E/dras , and

Not long after, there came certain Men unto him, complaining that ſome of the peo« 
ple, Prieſts and Levites, had tranſgrefled againſt their Ordinances, andbroken the Laws of 
the Countrey, in that they had eſpouſed certain ſtrange women, and corrupted the purity 
of the Sacerdotal race; requiring him, that he would have a regard to Gods Ordinances, 
for fear left he (being difpleaſed with them ) ſhould caft them again into that miſery from 
which he had fo lately deliver'd them. E/dras hereupon was ſo much afflited, that he 
rent his cloaths; and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caſt himſelf upon the ground, 
becauſe the chief among the people were concern'd in that offence. And becauſe he 
feated leſt if he ſhould command them to forſake their wives, and thoſe children which 
they had begotten by them, he ſhould not be obey'd, he'continu'd ingriet, and lay con- 
tinually upon the ground. Whereupon,all thoſe reſorted unto him who were not guilty, 
and wept and lamented with him , becauſe of that which had hapned.: In this aftlition 
of mind, Eſdras ( raiſing himſelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands to Heaven

fathers had been vifited for their fins. Nevertheleſs, O Lord, (faid he) fince thy mercy is in- 
finite have pity, T beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity, and which 
thou haſt brought back into their native Countrey, Spare them, O Lord; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear,in the ſparing of their lives. Whilſt thus both he 
and thoſe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tairman called 4chonzas , - one of the principal men of Feraſalem, cameto himyand faid, 
That they had fined, becauſe they had eſpouſed ſtrange women ; and perſuaded E/dras to com- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and the children begotten by them; adviſing, that 
they who obey'd riot the Law, might be puniſh'd. Eſdras ( perſuaded by theſe words ) 

M madea!! the Princes of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of :/ſrael, ſwear , . That they would 
diſmiſs their wives and children, according to the counſel of Achonias. And as ſoon-as he 
hadreceived their oaths, he departed from the Templeunto Fohns houſe the ſon of E1:a4 
#6, and there ſpent heall the day , withour taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edi& was publith'd, That all they that were returned from 
theeaptivity , ſhould repair within two-or three days to Jeruſalem ( wnder the penalty that 
they who defaulted, and came wot within the prefixed time; ſhould he held as excommunicate 
and their goods confiſcate 10 the publick treaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Priefts:)

When Eſdras had in this manner reform'd the abuſe committed by ſuch marriages, he 
ſo corre&ed the evil cuſtom thereof, that this confirmation continued firm and irrevocg. 
ble for ever. In the ſeventh month, they folemniz'd the Feaſt of Tabernacles : where. 
to when all the people were reſorted , they all came together in an open place in the Tem- 

The reading of Ple, towards the gate that looketh Eaſtward, requiring E/dras, that he would read Moſes's 
— PP Ordinances unto them : which he perform'd ; nd Benton up in the midſt of the mul. B 
«411, itude, he read the Law unto them, from the morning until noon. By which reading, 
| not only for the preſent, but for the time to come, they were informed of their duty ; and 
calling to mind that which was paſt, they were ſo ſorrowſul , that the tears fell from their 
es, when they confider'd, that if they had kept the Law, they had not ſuffer'd any of 
thoſe evils wherewith they had been afflicted. ,But Eſdras beholding them in that ſtate, 
advis'd them to repair home, and to weep no more, becauſe that day was a ſolemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought not to weep, becauſe it was forbidden. But he command. 
ed them rather to intend their feaſts and pleaſures, and to make this good uſe of their re. 
morſe for their former fins, that they might not fall into the like for the time to come, 
They following Eſdras exhortation , began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued G 
their feaſt of Tabernacles eight days. After which time, they returned every one unto 
his houſe, praiſing God in hymns, and thanking E/dras for the reformation of thoſe un- 
lawful marriages which had been contracted with ſtrangers; after he had gotten great ho« 
nour among the people , he finiſ'd his days in an happy old age, and was buried honorably 
in Feruſalem. About the ſame time alſo died Foacim the High-Prieſt , whoſe ſon Elzacim 
ſucceeded in his place. 
_ 1, After this it came to paſs, that a certain manthat was one of the captive Fews, and King 
- Ferxes Butler,called Nehemias,walking before the City of Suſa, (which was the Metropo- 
litan City of Perfia ) heard certain ſtrangers that came from far , upon their entrance into 
the City, talking with one another in the Zebrew Tongue ; whereupon he drew near unto 
them, and ask'd them , Whence they came 2 They anſwer'd , That they came from Fudea: 
which as ſoon as he knew, he inquir'd after the ſtate of Jeruſalem, their native City, and 
how the people fared. To whom they anſwer'd, 7hat they were in very bad ſtate , and that 
their City-walls were demoliſhed, and that the Nations round about them, afflited the Jews 
with many — inroads into their Countrey, and ſpoiling them daily, ſo that diver, 
of them were led away Priſoners ; yea, ſome Citizens of Jeruſalem: and that the High-wayes 
were found full of dead bodies. Hereupon Nehemias began to weep, (thorow the compaſſion 
he had of his diſtreſſed brethren) and looking up towards Heaven, How long ( faid he) 
O Lord, wilt thou ſee our Nation thus afflifted, without taking care of us 2 Behold how we are 
made a prey to all men | Whilſt thus he walked before the gate, and lamented bitterly , E 
word was brought him, that the King was ready to fit down to his meat : whereupon he 
haſted away to give his attendance, according to his office. As ſoon as Supper was done, 
the King grew pleaſant, and caſting his eyes upon Nehemias, ( whom he perceiv'd tobe 
heavy and diſconſolate) he ask'd him what he ailed 2 Nehemias (alter he had beſought God 
to give him perſuaſive words to diſcourſe unto the King ) anſwer'd, 0 Jing bow 1s it poſſible 
but that I ſhould be afflited , when I hear that the walls of Jeruſalem , (which is my native 
Countrey) are levelled with the ground , and the Sepulchres and Monuments of my Predece- 
ſors are defaced, and the gates of the City are burned > Do me therefore thu grace, that I may 
go thither, and repair it, and finiſh the reſt of the building of the Temple. 

The King gave ear to his requeſt, and promis'd him his Letters, _— him; That he 
would addreſs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and to furniſh hin 
with all things _—_ , to accompliſh that which he intended. For which cauſe (ſaid he) 
ceaſe to be afflifted, and give thy attendance chearfully. Hereupon Nehemias adored God, 
and thanked the King for the promiſe he had made him ; and therefore by the joy he con- 
ceived, he cleared that confuſion and ſorrow,that before he bare in his countenance. 
next day the King called for him, and gave him Letters unto Sadeasthe Governor of $y- 
ria, Phenicia, and Samaria., in which he commanded him to honour Nehemias, and to 
furniſh him with all chings neceſſary for that building which he intended. As ſoon as he 
came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follows 
him, and went with him unto Fer»ſalem, in the 2.5 year of the Reign of Xerxes ; and after

The King made no difficulty in granting her requeſt, aſſuring her that 
K he would not contradict her will, permitting her to write in the Kings name all that 
ſhe would have done in the behalf of the Fews ; promiſing that when the had done the 
ſame, he would Seal it with his own Seal, and give her authority to ſend it thorow all 
his Provinces : to the end that they that read thoſe Letters , confirmed by the Kings Seal, 
ſhould not any wayes oppoſe the execution of them. Whereupon he ſent. tor his 
Secretaries of State, commanding them to write unto the-Magiſtrates of all the Nations 
touching the Fews , and to the Princes and Governors of one hundred, twenty and ſeven 
Provinces , trom [ndia as far as Ethiopis., The Contents of which Letters . were 
theſe.

that when the favor of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their affairs, in ſtead of applying them = to the benefit of the publick , they baug given 
M Place to the hatred they have concerved againſt ſome particular men,and deceived their Princes 
by falſe accuſations and detraftions,and provoked their wrath againſt thoſe who have not done 
amiſs : whence it cometh to paſs,that they have been ſometimes in extream danger to loſe their 
life. The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancient Hiſtories ( the knowledg whereof we 
have only obtained by hear-ſay) but by that likewiſe which bath been audaciouſly attempted 
before our eyes ; ſo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detrattions ps accuſations, 
nor to ſuch things as men inforce themſelves to perſwade : but it behovethevery mas to jeg 
according to the truth of that he knoweth,and to puniſh thoſe whichare guilty , and to pardon 
the innocent, in conſidering their afts, and not the words that art ſpoken, .

The Jews re- . Asſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Letters , they preſently mounted on horſeback 
thes enemies, 20d rode each of them his appointed way ; and Mardochens being clothed in a Royal 
habit , and'adorned with a crown of Gold on his head , and a chain of Gold aboit his 
neck, came forth , and the Fews of Suſar , ſeeing him thus honoured by the King , ſup- 
poſed that his good ſucceſs was an aſſurance ot their own : and when the Kings Let- 
ters were pu ied; The Fews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 
portetided their deliverance, and their enemies were in ſo great fear that divers of other C 
- Nations circumciſed themſelves , ſuppoſing that in ſo doing they ſhould be in ſecurity, 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Zebrews called 4dar, and by the 
Macedonians Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the Kings letters certified them,that they ſhould 
exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be 'exterminated. The ' Governors likewiſe of the Provinces , the Lords and 
chief Magiſtrates, did honour to the Fews : for the fear they had of Mardochens, and 
after the Kings Letters were publiſhed , it came to paſs that the Jews ſlew about five 
hundred of their enemies, within the City of S«/a; the King declared unto Eſther the num- 
ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and ſuſpeting what might happen thorow the 
Efber 9. v. 2, Whole Countrey , he asked her it ſhe requeſted any further matter , promiſing her that D 
7, 19.15 he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawtul for the Jews 
. to revenge themſelves yer once more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang Ha-

CHAP. VIIL. 


Alexander the great, King of Macedonia, paſſeth out of Europe into Afia, deſtroyes the 
Empire of the Perſians; and when it was believed that he would have de- 
moliſh'd the City of Jeruſalem , he pardons the Jews, and 
treats them very favourably. 


M 7. on this time, Philip King of Macedox died in the City of Agea, being traiterouſly _gexorder 
ſlain by Pauſanias the ſon of Ceraſtes, of the race of Oreſtes, and his fon Alexander made King 
ſucceeded him in the Kingdom ;z who paſſing over the Ze/leſpont, gave battel unto the Geer Kewef 
huge Army of Darius near the River Gravic, and there obtained a famous vitory. And Meceden. 
hercupon alſo invading the Countrey of Lydia , ( after he had conquered Jonia, and 
over-run Carta ) he fell upon the quarters of Pamphzlia, as is declared in another place. 
But the Elders of Feruſalem were much diſpleaſed, that Faddus's brother, who was at that 
time High-Prieſt, and had married a foreign Woman , ſhould be companion and aſſociate 
with him in the Prieſthood,ſo as they mutined a him. | For they ſuppoſed that that 
Marriage would be but a means to animate thoſe who had a mind to protane Marriages , 
N andproye an inducenient to others to communicate in Marriage with ſtrangers: alli 
to mind, that the cauſe of their evils, and firſt captivity was, becauſe ſome of them had 
and offended, by coupling themſelves with Women of foreign Nations.

miſe, as foon' as Darias fhoitld return from the conqueſt of his eriemies. For not on 
y he, bur affoafl che Afays perſuaded themſelves mott afluredly , that the Macedowiays 
would not abide the batret againft the Perfrans , by reafon of their great multitude ; bur 
it fell out altogether contrary to their expeftation. For the Perftan encountering with 
the Macedonians, was overcome ; and after he had loſt the'greater part of his Army, and C 
left his Mother! Wife and Children Prifoners, he himſelf fled into Perfia. Alexander at 
riving in Sy+a, ſeized on Damaſcus,took Sion, and beſieged Tyre : and by his letters fend. 
ing unto Fadta the High-Prieft of the Jews , he required him to fend him ſome ſupplies, 
and to ſelf his Army vials fot their money”; CO That if he fired the friend. 
ſhip of the Macedonians he would give him that tribute which he paid toDarius,and he ſbould 
hve no cauſe to repent of the chvice which he ſhould make. The High-Prieft anſwered Alex- 
anders Meſſenger, That he had fworn unto Darius never to bear Arms againſt him , during hy 
life-time ; ax which oarh of tz , he could #o0t aft, Which when Alexander heard, he 
was diſpleafed, but refolved notwithftandmg to continue the ſiege at Tyre,until ſuch rime 
as it ſhould be raken ; yet threatned he , tirar as ſoon us he had taken it ;- he wotild Jeid D 
forth his Army againſt the High-Prieſt, to the end that all Men might know to whom they 
ought to keep their faith. For which cauſe, ſparing no labour, he overcame T7yre ; and 
after he had given order for the ſettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with 
Bahemeſes the Captain of the Gariſon that held it. But Sana#allath finding a fit oppor- 
tunity to take himſelf great, forſook Darius, and foHowed Alexander, leading with him 
eight thouſand bf his Subjes: and coming to' him at the beginning of the ſiege of Tyre, 
he offered to ſurrender to him all thoſe phates wherein he commanded, acknowledging 
him for his Lord more willingly than he had Darizs. ' Alexander received him graciouſly: 
whereupon, Sanabalath informed him of his condition, and let him underſtand, that Ma: 
wdſſes ( who Was brother to Faddus the High-Prieſt of the Fews ) was his Soh-in-law, $ 
who with divefs of the ſame Nation, wete deſirous to build them a Temple in the Coun- 
tries under his dominion, aſſuring the King of much profit thereby , becauſe in ſo-doing, 
the force of the Fews would'be diſmembred into two parts , and they could not conſpt 
together to make any new infurreftion or trouble, as1n times paſt they had done during

Parmenio only drew near unto him, and ask'd him, what be meant,to adore the Prieſt of the 

K ; Jews, whereas all ot her men adored him > To whom he anſwer'd, 7 do not adore him But that 

God whom the Prieſt worſbippeth : for in my ſleep I ſaw him in ſuch a habit, as I ſee him in at 

this preſent,at ſuch time as I was in Dio a City of Macedonia : and whileft I conſulted with 

my ſelf by what means I __ attain to the conqueſt of Aſia, he counſeled me to make no de- 

lay,but to march forward boldly,aſſuring me, that it would be he that would guide both me and 

mine Army, and would deliver the Empire of the Perſians into my hands, Since that time , 

I have not ſeen any one attired after the ſame manner : and at this preſent beholding this 

man, and calling to mind the viſion and exhortation that he gave me in my ſleep , 1 hope that 

mine Army being condutted by divine providence, T ſhall overcome Darius, and diſcomfit the 

Perſians, and that my defigns ſhall have a happy iſſue. 

L When he hadthus anſwer'd Parmenio, he gave the High-Prieſt his hand, and went with exons 
him intothe City , being conducted by the Prieſts : after this , when he came into the Temple, the 
Temple, he offered ſacrifice according to the High»Prieſts dire&ion, whom he honoured confirmation < 
likewiſe with very great reverence. And when Faddus ſhewed him the Prophecy of {* 1 comgne 


. . . by Daniel's 
Daniel, wherein he declared that a certain man of the Nation of the Greeks, ſhould deſtroy prophecy, his 


the Empire of the Perfans; and-that-in-his opinion heawasthe many dlexandexwas very on) io the 
joyful, and diſmiſſed the multitude that attended him, for that time. The next day aſſem- a 
bling the Fews, he commanded them to let him know, what favors they defired at his hands. 
Whereupon the High-Prieſt anſwer'd , That he defired that they might be permitted to live 
according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of their Forefathers,and that every ſeventh year they might 
M be exempted from tributes. Which was granted them fully, They beſought him likewiſe, 
That by his permiſſion, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon and Media, might live 
achirdivg to their laws. And he promis'd them willingly to do all that which they deſired. 
He made Proclamation alſo among the People, That if any one of them would bear Arms 
under him , (and live according to the cuſtom of their Nation ) he was ready to receive them: 
whereupon divers liſted themſelves under himin the Wars. | 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himſelt at Jeruſalem, he marched with his Army

"A Fter-the death of Prolomenus Soter his Son Ptolomeus Philadelphus ſucceeded in the 
| Kingdom of Egypr, and held it for nine and thirty years ſpace, he it was that 
- - ay tranſlated the law into the Greek tongue , and delivered the Fews from that ſervitude, 
The Library Wherein they were' inthralled in Egyp to the number of ſixſcore thouſand, upon this oc- 
ohne caſign. Demetrius 'Phalereus Maſter of the Kings Library, endeavoured to make a col- 
"adeiphere {eCiorr of all ſorts of Books that were'in the world , and brought all which he rhought 
would be agreeable to the King , who was very curious in his colle&ion of Books, y 
TheKirjy demanding one day how many thouſands of Volumes, he had already gather- 
ed : he anſwered him, that he had already got about two hundred thouſand Volumes; 
but that ſhortly he hoped to have to the number of five hundred thouſand. ' Beſides he 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there were divers Volumes , among the 
Jews wherein many things touching their Laws and policies were written, which were 
worthy to be known and deſerved a place in ſo memorable and famous a Library, 
but that it would be very difficult to tranſlate them into the Greek tongue , for their 
charaQters ſeem to haye ſome relation to the Syrzack, and their pronunciation likewiſe 
is not much. different from it ; notwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pecu- 
liar unto themſelves... But nevertheleſs he believed it might be done , mo his Majeſty x

Having therefore an eſpecial regard to juſtice, and intending to ſhew mercy to 

thoſe who are wo ly oppreſſed, I command that all theſe Jews who are detained ih ſervi- 

tude be diſcharged, and that they who hold them captive, receive the ranſom promiſed by us, 

ſo as no deceit or fraud be uſed therein. And to the end that oar ordinance be exattly aid 

fally obſerved, our Will is , That this Edift of ours be publickly proclaimed three days = it 

ſhall come unto your hands ; and that thoſe who hold ſuch Priſons rs in their poſſeſſion, declare 

bow many Priſoners they have.

: M - When this Edi&t of the Kings, publiſhed to this effect, was proclaimed abroad , and 
that only point was omitted, that concerned thoſe that before-time had been, and after- 
wards the ſecond time were led away Priſoners , in whoſe behalf he had given no di- 
retion, he ſhewed himſelf moſt bountiful in like manner toward theſe; and pave order 
that the number and tallie ſhould be ſpeedily gathered , and the money diſtributed to the 
Commiſſioners and Treaſurers appertaining to him. This was diſpatched in the ſpace: 
of ſeven dayes, all the Kings ordinance was accompliſhed , and there was laid out forthe 
ranſoms of them all, to the ſum of more than 460 Talents: For the Maſters exatted-fix- 
ſcore drachmes for the children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the Kings-Edi&t' ,*by 
| which it was ordained that forevery perſon they ſhould have that ſam, extending the ſame 
t 1 ven unto children. OLE IDS ay: to 
 Aﬀter this extraordinary munificence , according to the Kings command , he appointed 
Demetrius to make a Decree , touching the Tranſlation of the Books of the Fews. * Fot 
the King did nothing raſhly , þat adminiſtred all-things'with great wiſdom and circuits 
ſpe&tion ; and therefore the Copy of Demetrius Propoſal, and the Letters ſent to this effe&;:

So that whoſoever ſhall behold them, he will judge by 
the curious workmanthip , the great skill of the Workmain;".and by the excellencies of the 
c Pieces , he will know by whom each of them was faſhioned: - ' The Copy of the advice.

Moſt mighty Prince, fince you have committed the truſt unto me to find our ſuch Books as are 
wanting to your Libewr rata 66 ſearch for ſuch Y olumes as hitherto bave been hid from my fight, 
th the end that I might gather them together; after that Thad uſed herein all the care th at way 


they being written in Hebrew Charatters, we have no notice thereof ; nor have we taken the 
pains to inquire after them,becauſe your Majeſty hath not as yet thought fit to deftre them. But 
1 think it neceſſary, that your Majeſty ſhould have them procured, and that they be faithfully 
Tranſlated, becauſe thoſe Laws proceeded from God himſelf ; and it is moſt cerrain, that of al! B 
other Laws in the World,they are the wiſeſt and incorrupteſt. For which cauſe, Hecateus the 
Abderite ſaith, That neither Poets nor Hiſtorians have made any mention of them, nor of thoſs 
that have been governed under the ſame : becauſe in themſelves they are pure,and are uot to be 
publiſhed by the mouth of the profane. May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty to write unto the 
ob of the Jews,commanding him to ſend you fix of every Tribe, ſuch as he ſhall know 
to be moſt expert in their Law, by whom we may clearly apprehend the ſenſe contained in thoſe 
Books , to the end that having the faithful interpretation of thoſe things that are contained 
therein, we may collett and gather them together, to the ſatufattion of your Majeſty. 


When the King in this manner had been adviſed , he wrote unto Eleazar the High-( 
Prieſt of the. Fews , touching this matter : letting him know what liberty was by him 
granted unto the Fews that were in his Kingdom : He ſent him alſo 5o Talents of gold, 
to make cups, ewers and veſſels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones, commandin 
his Cofterers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſufter the Workmen to chooſe what 
ſtones they liked beſt. Furthermore, he appointed that a hundred Talents ſhoold be given 
for the ſacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Temple. Bur after that I have de- 
clared what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High-Prieſt, and the manner 
how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity , I will give an-account of the rich Preſents, 
and their curious Workmanſhip. | 

After the death of O»ias the High-Prieſt , his ſon Simon ſirnamed 2he fu, ſucceeded in

, and good affeftion which he bare unto his Countreymen. This Simon dying , and 
leaving behind him one onely ſon, of young and tender years, who was called Oxzas : his 
brother (which was this E/zazar of whom we ſpeak at this preſent) took upon him the 
Prieſthood, and to him wrote Prolomy, in ſuch manner as is hereafter expreſſed,

The King deſirous to make it ſurpaſſe that at Jer»ſa/em inquired after the dimenſions 
of it, to the intent-that he might make it far greater. And having certain notice how 
large it was, and that there was no lett but that he might make his far greater , he ſaid 
that he would have it five times greater than the other : but that he feared leſt being ſo 
great it would be unfit to offer ſacrifice thereupon; and his intention was, that the 
preſents which he offered , ſhould not only ſerve for ſhew , but that they might alſo be 
M ſomewhat proper for the uſe and ſervice of the Temple. Wherefore concluding that 
the firſt was of a ſize large enough, he reſolved his ſhould not exceed the other in 
greatneſs ; but that equalling it in the quantity of Gold, it ſhould exceed it in the vari- 
ety and beauty of workmanſhip. For he was very skiltul in all arts, very ingenious 
in all new inventions, fo that by his own judgment , he contrived ſuch things as were 
not before in uſe; and commanded them to make and finiſh them , having alwayes an 
eyetothe model, which he had given them to work by. He undertook theretore to Tre Golden 
makethe Table of two Cubits and a half in length, of one in breadth, and of one and a half Table. | 
in height all of maſſie Gold : about which there was made a border, of a hand bredth ; 
enriched with moving waves , on which there was a —_— with admirable art, ap- 
N \pearing on three ſides : For being triangular, every angle preſented the fame en ving ; io 


that when it was turned, it ſeemed that one and the ſame figure repreſented it ſelf. Within 
theinſide of this border it was inchaſed, with divers goodly figures,but on the out-ſide it was 


far more excellently beautified and wrought, becauſe in that part it was moſt open to the 
eye. For this cauſe the upper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts, and of three 
angles, which (as we faid) were —_— at ſuch time as the Table was turned, each one 
ſeeming of equal magnitude with the other. Upon the graven bends there were precious 
ſtones 1nchaſed, diſtant by equal proportion the one from the other,and faſtned by Golden 
battons tyed by loops. The ſides of the borders ( which preſented themſelves to the 
eye) were beautified with rich ſtones, diſpoſed after the manner of an oval ; and there 
O was a border of golden twigs engraven round about the Table: under the ovals there 
was a Crown garniſhed with cluſters of divers _ of fruits, the cluſters of grapes 
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- and -joynts might not any wayes be ſeen; The thickneſs of the Table was no leſs than half

"as alſoin the Table , in which there appeared not any difference, on whatſoever (id 


hung down , the ears of Gorn ſtood upright, and all was incloſed with Pomegranats 3. 
and the precious ſtones were inchaſed in gold thorow-the whole circuit of the Table 
to preſent each ſort of fruit in their native colours. There was alſo a rank of ovals 
under the Crown , not. unlike to the former, made-of Gold : fo that on both ſide 


both the variety and delicacy of the work: appeared; bath in the bends and borde

was turned ; and from the top unta the-bottom one and the ſame workmanſhip appeared, 
For it had a plate of Gold, four fingers broad , comprehending the breadth of the Table 
on which the feet of the ſame were ſtated , which were. afterwards faſtned to the border 
by buttons and claſps, of Gold., to the end that the excellent and curious workmanſhi 
might the better be ſeen, and on what fide ſoever it were turned, it might alwayes ſeem 
the ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame, a labyrinth, in the midſt whereot there 
were divers kinds of precious ſtones , {hining like Stars : and amongſt the reſt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brightneſs , as alſo all other ſorts of Stones that 
either are eſteemed for their beauty or price. Near unto this labyrinth from the one 
end unto the other there were certain knots ingraven , the middle whereof was like to 
a Rhombus or Loſenge , upon which. there were certain pieces of Chryſtal and Amber, 
inchaſed and placed one by 'the other in equal diſtance, and proportion : which gave- 
a marvelous fatisfation to the beholders. The Corniches of the feet were made after 
the form of a Lilly ; the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table , and the 
ſtalk ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an hands breadth C 
large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part. The breadth thereof was eight fingers, 
on-which all' the plate of the feet was ſtaied ; and on every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanſhip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of grapes, 
fo-'made to the lite ,. that they ſeemed to be grapes indeed. For the whole was ſo ſub- 
tile and delicate , that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was car- 
ried up and down ; ſo that itſeemed that theſe fruits were rather natural, than counter. 
ſeited by art. The work was made alter a new faſhion , as if it conſiſted of three 
pieces :- and, notwithſtanding|:it was;ſo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the ſeams 


tre th diverſity and beauty ofthe workmanſhip',. and; the excellency of the engraving was very 
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excellent ; ſo that the richneſs of the materials, and the great variety of ornaments of 
this magnificent preſent made it evident that-.thought his great Prince could not for the 
reaſons before mentioned , make this Table larger than the former , yet he ſpared no 
charges to make it ſurpaſs it in all other :reſpe&ts. He gave beſides this, two veſſels of 
Gold, ſcaled; from the-bottom as far as the half part of the Cup ; and befides that , inriched 
with divers precious Stones curiouſly inchaſed. And in the midſt of them there wasa 
labyrinth a- Cubit high , made of all ſorts of precious Stones, and at the ſoot thereof 
were ingraven ſpires , aftet the manner of twigs, and faſt by them a certain fold like E 
unto a net made in oval faſhion , that aſcended even unto the brims. The midſt thereof 
was filled with little targets, of the bignels of tour fingers, made of precious Stones, and 
round about the edges thereof were Lillies, ivy flowers, and vines with their cluſters of - 
grapes engraven round about. This was the beauty and excellency of thoſe two Cups, 
each of them containing twenty and four pints. There were alſo others made- of Silver, 
ſo tranſparent as if they had been of the pureſt Chryſtal, thorow which all things that 


. wete put into them , were manifeſtly diſcovered. He cauſed alſo thirty ewers to be made, 
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in which all the Gold that was not covered with precious ſtones, was ſhadowed withivy 
leaves, and vine branches moſt curiouſly engraven: and all theſe things were not only 
curiouſly wrought by the wonderful cunning of the workmen ; but were in like manner 
ſeconded by an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not enough that without 
ſparing for any thing, he had undertaken the charge , did oftentimes ( forſaking his moſt 
{vious aflaits ) viſit the ſhops, and examine the-works ; and that which more and 
more -increaſed their diligence , was , becauſe they ſaw him 1o intent upon the 
work. rol 

And theſe were the preſents which were ſent by this King to be dedicated in the 
Temple of Feraſalem. All which being conſecrated -and layed up in the Temple 
by the High-Prieſt Elazar, after he had greatly honoured thoſe that brought them 
thither ; and given them certain , preſents to be tendered in his behalf unto the King, 
he diſmiſſed and ſent them back again. No ſooner were they arrived in Alexaudri, G 
but the King ( having notice'thereof, and how the ſeventy two Elders were come _ | 

them 
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he ſent. to ſcek out his Ambaſſadors , Axdrew and Ariſteus, who came and pre- AS 
Gnted him with letters from rhe High-Prieſt Z/eazer , and anſwered him to all which wrt, 3584. 
he demanded of them. And being deſirous to communicate with the Elders that io %i#' 
came from Jeruſalem t0 expound and interpret the Law , he contrary to his ordi- +80. ad, 
nary cuſtom and manner diſmiſſed all thoſe that came to him about private buſineſs , \ "WW 
ro whom he was accuſtomed to give audience every fifth day ; as he uſed month 
to forrain Ambaſſadors. Having t erefore for that time diſmiſſed them , he kept thoſ. 
by him whom E/eazar had ſent unto hun ; who coming to his preſence ( accompanied 
with thoſe preſents which the High-Prieſt had delivered them to preſent unto him , 
with the Original wherein the Law was written in Golden Letters ) he asked 
q them where their books were : and they diſcovering ind opening them, ſhewed them 
unto him. After the King had ſeen them, he was very much aſtonithed, to ſee the parch- 
ments ſo delicate , and to behold the whole torm thereof fo perte&tly conjoyned , thar 
it was impoſlible to diſcover the ſeams : and he told them that he gave them thanks, 
that were.come unto him , and unto him that had ſent them, but more eſpecially unto 
God , who was the Author of theſe laws. Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that af 
ſiſtedthem , cried out altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might betall the King : 
who through the exceſſive joy that he conceived , burit out into rears; For narural 
extream joy as well as great grief u the cauſe of tears. After he had commanded that theſe 
books ſhould be committed to their truſt who were deputed to that office , at length he 
flated the Elders, telling them that it was very requiſite after he ſhould have treated 
with them concerning the occaſion of their coming to take care of their particularenter- 
tainment: In « word, he confeſſed unto them, that their coming was fo acceptable unto + 
him, that he promiſed them ſo long time as he lived, he would every year renew and 
honour the memory of that day , (and by good hap it was the very ſame day wherein he 
overcame Antigonus by Sea.) His pleaſure was allo, that they ſhould be his gueſts, and 
hecauſed divers goodly lodgings to be aſſigned them under the Caſtle. 
Nicanor likewiſe , who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers, commanded Dorotheus 
who was ordinarily —m.ay ap in the ſame) to prepare tor every one of them ſuch 
fy as were neceſſary tor their diet and entertainment. - For fo. was it ordained 
L by the King, that in every City, there ſhould be a Commiſlary appointed to provide 
forrainers that ſhould come to that place, to the intent they mught be treated ac» 
cording to their own cuſtoms : intending thereby ,. that their entertainment ſhould be 
the more agrecable unto them , and that they might be the leſs tired with forrain novel- 
ties. This cuſtom of his was put in praCtice at this time by Dorothens's care and exact 
« who in his own perfon diſpoſed all thar which was neceſſary for that hoſ 
ality. He prepared two places to banquet in, in twp ſeveral parts ( according as 
the King had commanded him ) fo that ſome of theta might fit.on either fide of him agd 
the reſt might be placed near unto his Table , omitting nothing ot that which concerned 
their honour. When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded Dorotheus 
M40 entertain them as he was wont to do thoſe who repaired unto his Court from Fadea. 
Hereupon he diſmiſſed the Egyprian Prieſt, and others that were wont to make the or- 
ditary prayers: which done he commanded that one of the Elders called Elifexs( who 
we 4 Prieſt ) ſhould bleſs-the Table: whereupon he ſtanding upright in the midſt iof 
them all, beſought God to bleſs both the King and his Subjects with all happineſs. Where- 
upoathere pw an applauſe and acclamation of all men, which being ceaſed, they fell 
totheir banquet , and made good cheer with that which was fer before them. When 
the op kept ſilence ſo long as he thought convenient , he, began at laſt to Play 
the Philoſopher , asking of every one of them certain queſtions in Phyſick, The banquer 
== 04 0p to diſcuſs the ſame ; and when each of them in order had very pertinently that Prolomey 
wy anſvered tothe queſtion that was propounded unto them, the King took great pleaſure joe ny cha, 
-therein, and for twelve days ſpace he continued this feaſt. Wholo defireth to know prayers before 
the queſtians that were propoted unto them in particular , let them read the Book *** 
which 4rif eur hach written to that eflet. The King was aftoniſhed at their anſwers, 
andthe Philoſopher IMrnedams contaled that they confirmed bim in his opinion that The Trants- 
Allthingawere adminiftred by diwite providence and that they turaiſhed him with rea- tion of the 
ſons to-xihjatain his fontiraetss. Burt..the King proteſted in their preſence, that their Geog one: 
converſation had infinitely contented (and .inflructed him , in that by their means he had 
 ebtaincd tlic good hap to be enformed by them how to govern his Kingdom. Whereupon 
-hexommanded that cach of them ſhould have three talents given him , and that chey 
Dihould beconveyed to their lodgings. Some four days after, Demetrius took them with 
Aim, and {ed chem over that tranch of the Sea that comainerh ſeven furlongs, and that 
Bridge which joyneth the IfMland:to the nn , and coward the Northern part _ 
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AL of, he aſſigried them a lodging remote from all noiſe, and fit for contem lation': 46 4 
Deer Tt which place after he had bens them, he beſought them, that ſince they bad all tho , 
before Chriffs things that were neceſlary for the interpretation of their laws , they would apply them. 
to. 7 felves unto it! without any diſcontinuance of the work , until they had brought it tg 
\—Y>- perfettion ; whereupon they imployed all the diligence that was poſſible, to the end the 
interpretation might be exaC&t, intending only this from the morning until three hour, 
after noon : after which time they imployed the reſt of the day in their refe&ion ; 
and to that end they were furniſhed in all abundance with all ſorts of viftuals, Be. 
ſides, Dorotheus preſented them with a part of divers diſhes which were prepared for 
. the King ; for ſo had his Majeſty commanded: it.» Thus every morning entred they 
the Kings Palace, and after they had faluted him they retired themſelves to their ac. 8 
cuſtomed place ; and after they had waſhed their hands in the Sea water , and were py. 
rified , they fate down in that manner to proſecute their tranſlation. Now when the 
Law was fully interpreted , and the work was finiſhed, in the ſpace of ſeventy andtwg 
days , Demetrius aſfembled all the Fews in that place where the Law had been tranſlat 
and cauſed it to be read over-in the preſence of the Interpreters themſelves. Which done, 
the Aſſembly approved the Expoſition of the Interpreters ; and praiſed Demetrius, by 
whoſe ſuggeſtions they enjoyed ſo great a good. They requeſted likewiſe that this Ex. 
'poſirion ſhould be peruſed and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After this, both 
the Prieſt, the Elders the Interpreters, and the Magiſtrates of the People required , that 
ſince this tranſlation was ſo happily atcheived, it might remain unaltered ; ſo that no jot © 
thereof might be changed. - | | 
Which reſolution being allowed by all men, it was ordered, that if any man perceived 
any thing in that tranſlation, which was either exuberant or deficient , he ſhould conſider 
thereupon and give notice thereof, to the end it might be corrected: dealing herein very 
- diſcreetly , to the end that that which had once been adjudged good , ſhould continue in- 
violable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, ſeeing his endeavours and 
purpoſe in that behalf ſo happily and profitably finiſhed ; but above all things , he took 
pleaſure in reading the Law , admiring at the protound wiſdom of the Law-maker, and 
began to queſtion with Demetrius, by what means it came to pals, that neither any Poet 
nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Law, notwithſtanding that in it ſelf it wa) 
ſo admirable. To whom Demetrias gave this anſwer: that no man was ſo hardy to touch 
that work , by reaſon that it was Divine, and every way venerable : aſſuring him alſs 
that certain men who had attempted to ſet their hands thereto , had been puniſhed by 
God : giving him-to underſtand, how Theopompus, intending to reduce ſome part of that 
Law into his Hiſtory,had ran mad for more then thirty dayes,and that having ſome inter- 
Gods juſtice Million of his fit, he appeaſed God by- prayer ; thereby eaſily con jefturing what was the 
upon thole cauſe of his malady. Moreover, he' was certified by a Viſion that appeared unto him ih 
SOD i ſleep, that this inconvenience befell him , becauſe he had too curiouſly ſearched into 
with the ſacred facred and divine matters, and had intended to communicate the ſame unto prophane and 
Scriptures. wicked men from which enterpriſe when he had defiſted,he recovered his right wits again. 
He likewiſe inſinuated further, that Theodeſtes the Tragick Poet, intending to make men- 
tion in ſome of his Poems of a certain Hiſtory written in the ſacred Scriptures, was ſtrucken 
blind ; and emmy ne cauſe hereof to proceed from his audacious preſumption, 
he was reſtored to his fight after he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. os. 
When the King had conſidered on theſe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him, he proſtrated himſelt on the earth, and commanded that the books ſhould 
be carefully kept, to the end they'might continue free from corruption. Furthermore, le 
exhorted the Tranſlators to repair oftentimes'unto- him from Judea, aſſuring them thatin 
ſodoing, the matter would redound bpth to their honor and profit ; telling them that iq 
that time he thought good to diſmiſs them : but when they ſhould return unto him again/f 
of their own motion, they would obtain allthat which their wiſdom deſerved, or magnl- 
ficence could impart anto them. This ſaid, he gave them leave to depart,after he had given 
each of them three ſeveral ſuits of apparel, two talents of gold, and a cup that was, in value, 
The preſents worth a talent, and'a certain Bed or curious Couch to fit and banquet upon.. 'This gave 
beſtowed = them for themſelves. But to Eleazar the High Prieſt he ſent, by them, ten-Conohes,whoſe 
the Interpre- feet were of ſilver,and'the furniture anſwerable, and a veſſetof thirty Talents; Ten Purpic 
refs, and hoſe Robes likewiſe,and a magnificerit Crown,and one hundred pieces of fine linen: and 


_, 4 a: that, heſent, by way of proven, unto the Temple Ewers , Baſins and two Golden veſieb: 
no by his letters, that if any-one of his ſubjects had an inclination to come 
; unto hin, he would permit him, aſſuring him that he would highly eſteem the converla«G 


tion of ſo learned men: and that he had riches which he would imploy with great pleaſure 
in ſuch affairs. Thus did Prolomey Philadelphus eſteem and honor the Fews. gt _ / . 
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4nd permitted them to dwell inthoſe Cities which he builr in Af and : 

Antioch which was the Metropolitane chief City. Moreover he gaveorder,that they ſhoujd 

be held in as great eſtimation; as either the Macedonians or Greeks that inhabited therein ,, 
| 1 ſo that even unto this day that order iscontinued ( as it appearetHi by this) for that the' 
Jews refuſing to anoint themſelves with forrain oyl,do receive a certain ſum of money from 
the Maſters of the exerciſes'in lieu of the Oyl. Which when the people of Antioch intended 
toaboliſh,during the preſent War, Mutianas at that time Governour of Syria, oppoſed him- 
ſelf againſt them. Again, when Yeſpaftan and his Soni 7itus had conquered the world, 
although the Alexandrians 'and Antrochians deſired that.the priviledges which the Fews 
enjoyed might continue no longer ; yet could they not obtginit. Whereby the humanity 
and valour of the Romans may appear, and eſpecially of Yeſpaſian and 77rws, that notwith- 
ſtanding they had received ſo =p trouble by the Wars of the Jews,and were ſo bitterly in- 
cenſed againſt them, for that they had nor, by laying down their Arms, ſubmitted them- 
ſelyes,but had continued War againſt them to the uttermoſt, yet they deprived them riot of 
their priviledges, bur put a ſtop to that diſpleafure which they had ſong before conceived 
againſt them ; and in hike mariner had no regard to the requeſt of two ſo puiſſant Ciries, as 


lower Syria zand in 


any thing to the prejudice of thoſe whom they had overcome in War, ſo as to aboliſh one 
jot of thoſe priviledges which they had in times paſt ; but faid that they that had reſiſted 
them by Arms, and who had been overcome, were ſufficiently puniſhed for their obſtinacy: 
and as touching thoſe that had not committed any offence,” they ſaw no reaſon to deprive 
theni of their rights and priviledges. We know likewiſe,that Marcus Agrippa was of the 
ſame opinion touching the Fews. For whereas the Forzavs. were fedariouſly bent againſt 

L them, and beſought Agrippa, that it might be only lawful for them tomake uſe of the pri- 
_ Viledges which Antiochus Selexcus's Nephew ( whom the Greeks intituled by the name of 
Grd) had given them ; requiring, that it the Fews were of their blood, they might be tyed 
toadore the fame gods which the Jonians worſhipped : When theretore this matter was 
teferred ro the determination of the Judges, the Jews had the better , and obtained the li- 
berty to live according to their ownLaws and Cuſtoms:' atid he'that at tHis time pleaded 
their cauſe, was Nicholas Damaſcene.For Agrippa wang ta it was unlawful for them 

1 imnovate any thing. And if any man defire to have a more exa& knowledge hereof, let 
of: Agrippa's, to ſeem in a ſort ſtrange : for at that time our Nation -had not by any 
M Warsprocured the Romans diſpleaſure. Butupon juſt occafion may a man admire the rmag- 
nanimity of Yeſpaſtan,and of his ſon 77tus,who behaved hembolves with ſuch moderation 
&'ſo great a'War,and fuch doubtful Battels as they had fought againſt ys. But to return 
tomy purpoſe, from whenceI have digreſſed: At ſuch time as Ant:ochus the great reigned 
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Alexandria,and Antioch : wherefore they granted nothing in favour of them, nor ordained 


him read the 12.3, 'and 24 book of the Hiſtories'of Nicholas. Neither ought this judgment 
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in fa, the Countrey'of Jewry Was much haraſſed,and both the Fews and Inhabitants of ;exewt che 


Cehſyria endured many miſeries. For A#tiochus making War againſt Prolomey Philopater 
G& tis ſon, called Prolomey the ey winged were miſerably perplexed.For whether Antiochus 
overcame,or was overcome, they were continually ſpoiled : fo that betwixt the proſperity 
andadverſity of Antiochus , they fared like a ſhip toſſed ina ſtorm. But at length, after 


F Aatichug had oyetcome Prolomey, he conquer'd Fewry. After the death of Philopater, his 
N fon'Tent a great Army into'C eloſyria , under. the condut of Scopas , who ſeized a great 
| number of thoſe Cities ; and falling upon our Nation alſo,he conquer'd it. Not long after 
this, Antiochus fought with Scopas, near unto the River Jordan,and obtained the victory, 
— diſcomfiting the greater part of the Enemies Army ; at which time Apriechus recover'd 
| agiinthoſe Cities of Cz/oſyria, which were before taken by. Scopas. He took Samariaalſo: 
which when the Fews perceived,they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord unto him ; 
| and having received him in the City of Feraſ/alem, they gave both his Army and his 
| Elephants abundance of proviſion, and willingly aſſiſted him with their Forces, to ſubdue 
; T thoſe Garifons with Scopas had placed in the tortreſſes of the higher City. Whereupon 
< Antiochus ſuppoſing it to be for his honour, to acknowledge and remunerate the affe&ion 
| Oand forwardneſs which the Jews had expreſſed in his ſervice, wroteunto his Captains and 
Friends, ſignifying unto them how forward the Fews had been in his Wars: and to let 

; nem know, that he was reſolved to oratific them tor their ſervice.

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributes ; for the King was accuſtomed every year to ſell them to 
the men of moſt reſpe& in every City : the meeting with Foſeph on the way, began to 
mock at his baſeneſs and poverty. But when hecame to Alexandria, and had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis, he ſet forward , and went out to meet him. When there- 


fore the King, accompanied with the Queen, and 4thenjon his Friend, who had diſcharged F 


the place of Ambaſſador in Feruſalem , came riding in his Chariot ; Athenion ( who had 
been honorably entertained by Joſeph ) perceiving him upon the way , certified the King 
that it was he of whom he had ſpoken upon his return from Ferſalem : proteſting on his 
behalf, that he was a virtuous and honorable young man. Whereupon Prolomy received 
him with-more kindneſs than the reſt,and made him come up into his Chariot ; where he 
was no ſooner ſeated , but the King began to accuſe Onias for what he had committed. 
But Joſeph ſaid unto him, Pardongim,0 King,and have reſpett to his old age. For you know 
that ordinarily old men and young children have one and the ſame underſtanding; but from 
our ſelves who are young, you ſhall have what you pleaſe to require , without any pretext 0r

their countrey tarmed it; ſo that the Tributes of Celoſyria, Phemcia , Fudea, and 
Samaria,, amounted together to _ thouſand talents.

Now when v4 
the day of folemnity was come, and they that pretended to preſent the King moſt mag- 
nificently, oftered no more than twenty Talents : #ircanus preſented the hundred young 
Lads lie had bought to the King , and the Virgins unto Cleopatra: for whom he had paid 
a talent by the pole. At this unexpeCted magnificence, all men were amazed : but be- 
ſides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents to the King and Queens favourites and Ser- 
vants, and their attendants; whereby he ſecured himſelf from the danger that might 
fall upon him by their means. For the brothers of Hircanus had written unto them to 
murther him. Pro/omey was .much pleaſed with the great magnificence of this young 
man, and bid him ask whatſoever he pleaſed at his hands. But he required no other 
thing but that it would pleaſe the King to recommend him, by his letters , to his father 
and brethren. _When therefore the King had | mrs honored him, and had given him 
many rewards , he wrote unto his Father and brethren, and all his Governours, and Com- ,,, 
miſaries, and in that-manner ſent him away. His brothers hearing how he had in all thers amailing 
things highly pleaſed the King, and that he returned with great glory , they went out to him on the 
meet him, with an intent to murther him, with their fathers knowledg. For he being {geen 
diſpleaſed with him , by reaſon of his above mentioned large expence, took no care to ſe- fie. 
curehim: yet concealed he his diſcontent for fear of the King. But when his brothers 
came and encountered him on the way he ſlew divers of thoſe that accompanied them,and 
two of his brethren alſo were left ſlain upon the place, and the reſt fled unto Feruſalem 
unto their Father. And when upon his comming unto Feruſa/em, he perceived that no 
man welcomed him, he was afraid, and departed preſently from thence to the other fide 
of Jordan, where he paſt his life in receiving and gathering the tributes of the Barbarians.

| Hen King A#tiochus heard theſe things,he was much diſpleaſed at that which had 4,tixctur's 
Þ hapned : whereupon he muſtered all his Forces,and turing divers ſtrangers and preparationts 
mercenary Iſlanders, he prepar'd himſelf to invade Fudea about Spring-time. But Fudes: 
after the muſter of his Army,when he found that his treaſure failed him,and that he was 
in great ſcarcity of money, ( for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becauſe' the Na- 
tions were rebellious ) being likewiſe in his own nature a man of great and magnificenc 
ſpirit, which put him upon great expences, he reſolved firſt of all to go into Perſia, to 
gather his Tributes. He therefore left the charge of his affairs with Lyſias, ( a man hu 
very much eſteemed by him, and onethat govern'd all the Countrey from Exphrates, 4s committing 
far as the borders of Egypr,and the lower 4ſis) giving him likewiſe a part of his Army, Þis Kingdom, 
and ſome of his Elephafits. To him had the King given charge toſee his ſon Antiochus fan to Lfpar's 
carefully trained up, untill his return : co ng himexprelly, 7hat when he had con. charge depart- 
K quered Judea, he ſhowld make the Inhabitants thereof his flaves, and ſell them to thoſe that —— 
would give moſt, and deftroy Jeruſalem, and utterlyaboliſh that race. The King having given 
thischarge to Lyſias, led forth his Army towards the Countrey of Perſ6a, inthe 147 year : 
And after he had paſſed Exphrates, he marched onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyſias choſe Ptolomey the ſon of Dorymenis, Nicanor and Gorgias , Fen of great pow-= 
er andauthority amongſt the Kings friends) and gave them 40000 Footmen, and 7000 
Horſemen, to invade Fewry. Who marching as far as the City of Emazvs, encamped in 
the Plain near unto it, and ſtrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syrza, and 
the Countries thereabouts, and with divers Jews alſo who were Apoſtates.

-yetthey much annoyed the Inhabitants, infomuch that they drove them from the Houſes 
-near adjoining, which they incontinently ſet on fire, whereby the flame was ſpred through 
the whole City ;ſo thatthe houſes that were cloſe built the one by the other, and for the 
moſt part framed of Wood, were burnt down to the ground. The Inhabitants Percei- 
ving that they could not put out the fire,betook themſelves to flight, and the Fews chas 
ced them from houſe to houſe. "When the King perceived that the Citizens'of Antioch 
ran here and there to ſave their Wivesand Children, and had given oyer the battle, he 


Ntupon them in divers places at once, whereby divers of them were lain, and all atlaſt

enforced to caſt dow their Arms, and to yield themſelves to Demet-:s mercy, who par-= 

ing their Rebellion, appeaſed the Sedition. After this, he rewa:ds the Fews with patt 
of the pillage, thanking them as the only Authors of his viftory. Whereupon he ſent 
them back to Fonathan, with no ſmall acknowledgment and teſtimony of their prowels 
and virtue.

them very kindly received ; yet did they not aftord him any Menoft War. Comin 
from thence unto 4ſcalon, the Citizens in honourable aray came out to meot him wi 
Preſents ; whom together with the Cities of Cz/o/yria, he exhorred to forlake Demetri. 
spart,and to follow Antiochz,to the end,that joyning themſelves with kim,they might 
all of them combine their Forces againſt Demetrius, and take vengeance of thoſe miſ: 
chiefs which they had oftentimes endur*'d by his means: and which if they prudently 
examin'd, they had many reaſons to 'proſecute-their revenge. After he had per{waded c 
theſe Cities to enter into Confederation againſt Demerrius,he came to Gaza to induce them © 
likewiſe, and-reconcite them to Artiochs. But he found the Gazears to be of a far con- 
trary diſpoſition than that which he expeCted, for they flatly reſiſted him: and althongh 
they were intended to forſake Demetrizs, yet would they not joyn therr Forces, or ſub- 
mit the City to his Government. For whichcauſe, Jonathan beſieged thezr City, and 
ſpoiled their Countrey : for with the one half of his Army he begirt Gaza, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Countrey, ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazeans ſeeing 
theſe miſeries which they were conſtrain'd to endure, and perceiving that no ſuccors 
came unto them from Demetriws, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and thezt 
aſſiſtance far off: and that which was worſe, moſt uncertain ; they thought it to be the 8 
wiſeſt part for them, to forſake the one, and follow the other. Whereupon they ſent * 
meſſengers unto Jonathan,proteſting that they 'would be both his friends and confederates, 
For men do unwillingly take knowledge of theiv profit, before they have boug ht it to their ſore 
row ; and that which they negletied at (darye was moſt expedient for them to perform before 
they were afflitted, that do they earneſtly hunt after ,at ſuch time as they have been chaſtiſed.\p- 
on this ſubmiſſion of theirs, Jonathan receiv'd them into favour, and took pledges of them, 
and ſent them to Fers/alem,and from thence marched he along the Countrey as far as Da- 
maſco, And whereas an huge Hoſt ſent by Demetrizs,came out againſt him, as far asthe 
City Cezaſa, near unto 7yre and Galilee, making their reckoning to divert Jonathan from 
S$yria,by ſuccouring and relieving thoſe of Galilee, who were their Confederates : Jona- :

their alliance. Whereupon the Senate ranted all which they demanded, and gave them Gtſbipend 
their Letters of recommendation to all the Governors of Aſiz and Europe; and to thoſe confederacy 
of each particular City,commanding them to grantthem free paſlage toreturn into their mou — 
Countrey ; in their return they went to Lacedemon, and deliver'd thoſe Letters which ny or f 
Jonathan had written to that State, which were to this effect : 


Jonathan the Higl-Prieſt of the Senate and People of the Jews ; 
To the Ephores, Senate and People of Sparta, Health. 


-  Foraſmuch as heretofore we have received a Letter Ly the hands of Demotheles, written 
from Arius your King, to Onias our _ Prieſt, making mention of that alliance which u bes 
tween you and us ( the Copy whereof we have here-under inſerted ) we received theſe Letters 
with great joy, and teſtified the ſame both to Demotheles and Arius, ( notwithſtanding we 
were not ignorant of this conſanguinity long before; becauſe we were informed thereof by ouy 
ſacred Scriptures : ) And whereas we have not firſk of all acknowledged our alliance, it was for 
a0 other reaſon,but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing us. Since which time. 
wherein we have contratted friend(bip with you, we have on our holy and ſolemn days ſacrificed 
unto our God,beſeeching him to continue and keep you in proſperity; —_ much as we have 
been environed with many Wars, cauſed by the inordinate defbes of our Neig hbours,we have not 
L thought it meet tobe troubleſome unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But ſince we have ob« 
"tained an happy iſſue of all oy troubles, we have ſent Numenius, the ſon of Antimachus, 
and Antipater, the ſon of Jaſori, Men honourable among # our Counſellors, both to the Romans, 
and to you alſo ; td whom wehave given our Letters to be preſented unto you, in our behalf, to 
the end they might renew the amity which # between you and us : you ſhall therefore do well if 
you write back unto ts, and certifie us wherein we may ſerve you, there being no good Office 
which we are not ready to perform. | 


| Theſe Ambaſſadors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemoniens, who made a pub- 
lick Ordinance touching their aſſociation and amity with the Fews, which they deliver-

nances, and not to obſerve thoſe that are grounded upon the Tradition of the fathers. And great Fu 
Jifpute and diſſettions have been raiſed among them uport this occaſion, becaufe the ,. > 
richer ſort only; andnor the baſer ſort of People, adhered to the Sedduces : but the Pha.

cholas Damaſ- ty, became afterwards King of the Jews (as we will expreſs hereafter in time and place |, 
mumps convenient.) This Antipater was atthe firit called Antipes,according tohis fathers name, 
Anrijas, Who (as it is reported) was made Governor of all Iavmee by King Alexander and his 
Wife ; and afterwards made a Tanges with the Arabians, Gazeansand Aſcalonites,. cor- 
| rupting them, and inſinuating himſelf irtto their favors, by divers great Preſents beſtow- 
| ed upon them. This young Aztipater conſidering with humſelfwhat Ariffobulus power was, 
Hedpeter in- and fearing leſt ſome miſchief might befal him, through the hatred the young King had 
ccnſcth the, conceived againſt him, he communicated with cerrain of the greateſt among the Jews, 
Fews againſt and ſecretly and cunningly incenſed them againſt Ariftobulus, telling thera, 7 hat rhey had 
Ariſtobulu.. done gm1{s, both to. ſee and ſuffer Ariſtobulus to detain the Kingdom unjuſtly in his ha

to diſpoſſeſs his elder brother Hircanus, to whom by right of inheritance it did belong. He like- 
wiſe accoſted and ſounded Hircexes ordinarily withtheſe words, telling him,7 het he lived 
in danger of his life, and would doubtleſs be ſnared, Fax 6 he ſought his own ſecurity, and fled 


his evident danger : alledging, That Ariſtobulus's friends would never ceaſe to conſult how they 
might ſhorten his life, to the end that he might live in more ſecurity. To theſe inftigations of 
his, Hircanns gave ſmall credit, (for that of his own nature he was courteous, and could 
not eaſily be induced or ſeduced by detraftions) but this negligence and careleſheſs if 
him, was the cauſethat he was accounted a filly man. On the contrary fide, Ariſftobulss 
was of a different and more hetoick nature, being more aCtive in performance, and cate- 


ful to prevent. 

Now although Antipater ſaw that Hircanus made ſmall account of his inſtigations, yet yy 

; ceaſed not daily to invent and propoſe new ſurmiſes and accuſations, urging Arifobulw's © 
hatred and praQtice tomurther bim: and prevailed ſo by his importunity, that ar laſt he 
perſuaded him to flieto Aretas King of Arabia, promiſing him, That in ſo doing, he would 
give him both aid and affiftance. ' Hircanus was the more ecaſieto be induced to follow 4A» 
ripater's advice, for that Arabiz was adjacent to Jewry. Whereupon he firſt of all ſent 4»- 
tipatey to Aretas, to take afurance of him that he ſhould not betray him into his Enemies 
hands, ifhe-ſhould ſubmithimſelfunto him, and require his afſiſtance.

ligence of the Workmen ſuch, but that they preſently furniſh'd and finiſh'd them, Af. 
em, they batter'd the- Wall, with'asmuch 


thoſe that were within, who for their parts uſed all the cunning imaginable to defend 
themſelves, and by divers Sallies ſet on fire the Enemies _—} and burnt nor only 
thoſe that were half made, but thoſe that were wholly perfected : and when neceſſity 
crave them to cloſe fighting, they ſhew noleſs valour than the Romans ; but they were 
inferior to them in skill and martial diſcipline. And when as the firſt Wall was beaten 
down, they built up a new, and countermined againft thoſe Mines that were made by the 
Enemy, ſo that they fought under-ground hand to hand. Thus uſing diſpair rather 
than courage, they reſiſted to the uttermoſt ; notwithſtanding they were beſieged by a 
great Army, and preſſed by famine and want of Victuals: for the year wherein the ſiege 


was continued was the ſeventh,in which the Earth was unmanured, which by us is called E 


rhe year of reſt. But at laſt, 20 choſen Soldiers firſt of all mounted upon the Wall, and 


after them one of $9//s's Centurions ; for the firſt Wall was taken in the fortieth day, 


after the ſiege, and the ſecond on the fiftieth, and ſome Galleries were burnt which were 
near unto the Temple: which ( as Herod ſaid ) were burnt by Aztigonws, to bring him 
ingmorchatred among the Jews. When the outward part of the Temple, and the 
lower part .of the City were taken, the Fews fled into the Temple, and into the higher 
Town, leſt the Romans ſhould hinder them from offering their daily and ordinary facrif- 
ces unto God : and they ſent Ambaſſadors to their Enemues, torequire that it might be 
lawful for them only to bring in certain beaſts to offer them for ſacrifices. Which 


Herod their King granted them, hoping by this means that they would ſubmit themſelves F 


and yield up the places. Butpercetving that his opinion failed him herein, and that they 
obſtinately reſiſted him, to continue the ſovereignty in Aztigonus,he gave the afſault,and 
took the City by force : where all places were preſently filled with murthers, in that the 
Romans were diſpleaſed, becauſe they had continued the ſiege ſo long ; and the Jews 
that were on Herods ſide, enforced them utterly to deſtroy all thoſe that were of the 
contrary party ; ſo that ſlaughters ranged and reigned every where, both in porches, and 
in the houſes whereinto they entred : neither did the religious reverence of the Temple 
ſave thoſe Suppliants that reſorted thither for ſafety, but without compaſſion both old 
and young were put to death : neither did their murthering hand ſpair or refrain from 


Women; nay, not ſo much as from young Infants. Andalthough the King requeſted G 


them to forbear, yet no man gave over, but all ſorts of perſons were murthered by them, 
without reſpeCt either of Sex or age.

CHAP. VI. 
Herod intendeth to go to affift Antonius, againſt Auguſtus ; but Antonius obligeth him to 
follow on his deſian againſt the Arabians : ſs he entreth their Country, giverh them Bat. 
tel, and gaineth it ; but loſeth a ſecond, when he thought to have won. 


Ret as demeaning himſelf rhus ungratefully , and refuſing todo that whichin right B 
\ he ought to perform ; Herod made ſhew to take Arms againſt him, bur deferreg 
is revenge , in regard of the contentions amongſt the Romans. For at that time no- 
thing elſe was expeCted but the A#ian War ( which fell in the hundred and eighty 
ſeventh Yympyade) in which Avguſtus Ceſar determined to try his Title with Antoning 
Herod levieth for che Monarchy. In the mean while Herod, who, had already for many years been 
an Army, to Maſter of a peaceable and fruitful Country, from whence he drew rich Revenues, and 
aſliſt er many Forces, gathered divers Forces with the pro_ expedition that he might, toſuc- 
agunit 024" cor Antenins, But he by Letters ſignified unto him, that he had noneed of his aſſiſtance: 
Herod isinci- notwithſtanding, he commanded him to make a road upon the Arabians, whoſe perfidi- C 
ted ny Here's us dealing Antonius had not only underſtood by Herod himſelf, but alſo by Cleoparrs's 
War. advertiſements. For ſhe very cunningly conceived, that it would redound unto her 
h profit, if one of theſe two ſhould"overthrow the other. Herod according to theſe in- 
ſtructions from Antorizs, returned back into his Country, and retained his Army al. 
waysready about him, and preſently invaded Ayabiz,and'with his Forces,both Horſe and 
Foot, came direaly to Dzsſpolis,where the Arabians (having notice of his intended War 
againſt them ) came out to meer him. They fought a moſt cruel Battel,wherein, at laſt 
| the JF-ws hadthe upper hand. After this, a great Army of the Arabiers aſſembled them- ' 
£4 ſelves at Cana,a certain place in Celoſyria, Whereof,when Herod was fore-adverriſed,he 
Werods Battels Marched forth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his Forces. As ſoon D 
andConqueſts as he drew near t2 Cana, he relolved ro incamp in that place, and aſter he had well for-

whilſt he imployed himſelf in the execution hereof, all the Army of oy Jaws cryed out, re- 
quiring him without delay; tg lead them forward' againſt the Arbians, and were ſo 
encouraged, both in reſpe&t of the confidence they had in the good condutt and or- 
dering of their Army, as in regard of their forwardneſs, who had been aQtors in the 
former War, and partakers of the Victory ; ſo that they ſcarce gave their Enemies 
leiſure to ſtand to their Arms. When Herod perceived that the heat and forwardneſs 

© of the Souldiers could hardly be appeaſed ; he thought good to make uſe of the rea- 
dineſs of his Army, and arming himſelf, hemarched on Head. of his Army in battalia; E 

This ſudden approach danted the Arabians: For although, fora while, they made head 

againſt them ; yet perceiving their Enemies full of -heart, and themſelves unable 

to refit them, divers of them retreated, and betook themſelves to flight : {> that all 

them had been utterly defeated, had not Athenio endamaged Herod and the Fews. For 

he having rhe command of that Army which Cleopatra had in that place ; and beſides 

Clonmy: Fat, bearing a privy grudge to F:rod, diſpoſed his Army in a readinels, and expetting 

Chopawas =. the event of the Battel, reſolved with himſelf to contain his Forces if the Arabians 

verthroweth overcame the Jews; and ſo if they had the worſt (as indeedit came to paſs) to ſetup- 
_ on the Jews, who ſhould be ſpent by that time; and ſurpriſing them unawares, even p 
in the height of their hope of good ſucceſs, to maſſacre them with freſh ſupplies. When 

the Jews had ſpent all their ſtrength againſt their Enemies, and expeQed nothing leſs 

. than the aſſurance of the Victory, the charged, and overcame them, who had retreated 

6 won mnrnns into certain rough, and difficult places ( whereunto their Enemies were better accuſto- 
the Bartel, kill med than themſelves ) being grievouſly wounded by the Arabians,who returned back,and 
thole that®y, ſet upon them, divers of them that fled were killed ; and of thoſe that eſcaped, few 
Camp, .- +. Of them recovered the Camp. Herod loſing the hope of this Battle, poſted on Horſe- 

back-as faſt as he could, to bring on freſh ſupplies: but notwithſtanding all his expe- 

| dition and diligence,yet could he not recoyer the place in time. The Campof the Jews 

was takenand ſacked, and the Ar«biaxs obtained no ſmall ſucceſs, beyond their expeCta- 

|» tion. From that time forward Herod began to make certain incurſions into Arabis, 
preying on the Country, and doing them much miſchief. He incartped- himſelf G 

ikewite upon the Mountains, forbearing to draw his whole Forces into the field ; and 

by his diligence and induſtry, his labours were not fruitleſs; for prevailing in ſome ex- 

ploits, he put his Men in a capacity torecover their former loſles. AP

in the ſeventh year of the Reign of King Herod,there hapned ſuch anearthquake An Earth- 


in the Countrey of Judez, that never the like was ſeen in any other place: ſo that Pn Fi 
1 divers beaſts were ſlain thereby,and many men were overwhelmed with ruines of their thouſand men. 
houſes, and periſhed to the number of ten thouſand. Only the Soldiers received no 
damage, becauſe they encamped inthe open field. The Arabiexs hearing tidines there- 
of, which were far greater by report, than they were in efeCt,by ſuch, who in favour of 
the Arabians, and hatred of the Jews, reported the ſame, grew proud: yea, ſo much 
was their courage increaſed hereby, as if all the Cities of Fewry had been already over- 
thrown, and the men thereof cxtinguiſhed ; and as if they had adverſaries remainin 
alive to oppoſe them. For which cauſe laying hold of thoſe Ambaſſadors of the Fews, The 4rabizns ! 
who came unto them to Treat of Peace in their deſperate condition, they killed them, > Sr 
and afterwards in the heat of their ſpleen, ſet upon their Enemies Camp. But the the ewe. 
Jews not daring to expett or prevent their aſſault, for their preſent miſeries had ſo de- 
x jeRed their ſpirits, ſeemed to neglect their Common-weale, and in a manner to diſ- 
ir of their ſafety. Theſe thus affefted did the King encourage, and called unto ;;..,y com. 
lim the Captains, and ( as much as in him lay reviving their Tod ing ſpirits ; and forteth the 
when he had reſtored ſome to better hopes, at length he attempted to peak unto all the Jem* that -

CHAP. VIL 


King Herods Oration to his Soldiers, by which he doth ſo incourage them that they give 
L the Arabians 4 terrible overthrow and oblige them to take Herod for their Protedtor. 


Riends and fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many mis- C_ 
fortunes have hindred our progreſs of late, which are able to wearie and amaze ecxhorreth his 
men of the greateſt reſolution. But ſince we muſt needs fight, and that all thoſe S9diers 
things that have befallen us unto this preſent, are of that nature, that by your own 
yalour they may be recovered; I have reſolved to inform, and confirm you in thoſe 


means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuſtomed valoyr and cou- 


ef of all therefore ( as to our War )) it conſifteth on juſt arun/ /o we are inforced The cauſe of 


M thereunto through the inſolence of our Enemies : the Knowledge whereof ſhould chiefly make - 7 a_ 
you recover your courage. Secondly, I will apparently prove unto you, that our condition is 
net ſo deſperate, but that we have great and aſſured hopes to obtain the vittory. Firſt of all 
therefore , I will diſcourſe of that which formerly 1 propoſed, and will make your ſelves 
Judges of thoſe things which 1 will diſcourſe upon. for you areprivy to the Arabians unjuſtice, 
ud how per fidious they are to their friends, and impious and barbarous towards all men, but 
eſpecially they have always troubled us, provoking us through their extreame avarice and 
malignant exvie, with perpetual injuries. And yet to let ſlip all other onr benefits to that 
Nation , who is he that aclivered them from their imminent peril and thraldom, that was 
bazarded by Cleopatra's means, but our ſelves? For the {oy ip T had with Antony, 
N and his benevolence toward meywas the cauſe that their burthen of miſeries was ſo lightned; 
Antony' forbore to commit any thing that might draw us to ſuſpition. 
- Beſides, after ſhe had wrought him by her ſolicitation: to cut off certain portions, of the tws 
; | Kingdoms tobe given unto hex, the matter was ſo handled by me, that by divers, pid boy pare 
_ Fiewlarly beſtowed upon him by my hands, I have obtained ſecurity for us both, and. by dicbur- 
ſing two hundred talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred more for others, 
for the Revenues of that very Land which in time paſt was ours, and theſe now poſſeſs and 
oy Notwithſtanding, reaſon it were in my opinion, that we that are [ews ſhould not be 
Fributaries, or give any portion of our Countrey to any man; and if we mnſt needs do it, it 
il becometh us t9 pay it for theſe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It ſhould not be 
O reaſonable for the Arabians, who after they had confeſſed with many plauſible warm and 
thankſgivings, that they enjoy their liberty by our benefit, to have _— end thruſt us from 
our own, and to have unjuſtly dealt with us ; yea even with us, I ſay, who were not their 
M m 3 Enemies. 
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Enemies, but rather on the contrary ſide their chiefeſt friends in the time of Peace. 4g if A 
fidility ſhould be reſpetted even amongſt thoſe that are our moſt hated Enemies, much wore 
neceſſarily oug ht it to be obſerved by thoſe that are friends, But theſe men ſet light therely 
who think nothing honeſt, but that which is annexed with lucre ; and think no Wrong *'x 
excuſable,that hath but a ſhow of Pie . 1s there any queſtion then,whether we ſhould chaſtiſc 
theſe unjuſt men by a juſt War? ſince both God commandeth no leſs, and en 1oyneth us 1. 
wayes to-hate outrage, 4nd revenge injuſtice, eſpecially in that War which is not only ju 
but neceſſary. For that which both in the confeſſion of the Grecians, and opinion of the Rar. 
barians i moſt hatefull and heinous, this have they perpetrated in murthering our 4m.

have received our wholſome and holieſt precepts of the Law of God by Angels, that is, from B 
his Heraulds and Meſſengers : for this name can both bring God to mans knowledge, ant re. 
concile Enemy to Enemy. 

What Impietie therefore is more unpardonable, than to put thoſe Ambaſſadors to death, why 
bring tidings of right and juſtice? or what proſperity can they expett either in their Wars, 
or felicity in their white lives, after ſo hainous « crime ? T; _ I cannot imagine any : 
But perhaps ſome men will ſay, that right and cquitie us ON Our ſide ; but that the greater num- 
b:r of men and means are with them but this their ſpeech is unworthy of my followers, 
For with thoſe with whom juſtice is, with thoſe alſois God ; and where God is, there neither 
wanteth multitude nor fortitude, But let us wade further , and weigh our own forces 
by themſelves. In the firſt Battel we had the wittory, in the ſecond, wpon the firſt charge we C 
put them to flight, and found them unable to make their party good againſt us, Afterwards, 
when the wvittory was ours, behold, Athenio, not by lawful War, but by ſubtil treachery af- 


ſaulted us. But ſhall thy be called their walour, or rather their fraud and ſecond iniquitie? 


why therefore ſhould we have leſs courage, who ought to have the greater confidence ? or why 
ſhould we fear them who are always nferiours, if they fight openly, and without fraud; 
and when they ſeem to overcome, they do it by unjuſtice? | 
Moreover , if any _n___ them to be valiant, this ſhould the rather incite them more 
and more unto vertue ; for it is no honour for a generous and noble mind to overcome his 
inferiour, bit to have means and might to conquer his ſuperiour, And if any one be terrified 
Ly or domeſtick and homebred miſeries, and by our late earthquake, firſt of all let him think 
with himſelf, that he erreth ip that which deceiveth the Arabians by ſuppoſing the ſame to 
be more grievous and terrible than indted it was. And afterwards let him think, that it be- 
cometh them not to draw matter of fear from thence,whence the other took occaſion of cour age. 
For as touching themſelves they conceive not any hope thorow any good that is in t — 
but only in the truſt they have that we are already acjetted by our calamities. But when they 
ſpall ſee ns march forth againſt them, their courage will he weakned, and our confidence by this 
means (hall be awakened, for that we are n9b at this. time to encounter with de [perate men : 
For neith:r are we overmuch afflitted ; neither ( as ſome think ) hath this mi ery befallen us 
thronzh Gods diſpleaſure, but theſe are the caſualties of fortune. And if by the will of God 
theſe things are come to paſs, it is marvel if by the ſame will our calamity ceaſe not ; and that E \ 
our puniſhment ſhould not ſatisfie his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent War is approved by 
him for juſt, he himſ«lf hath evidently declared. For whereas divers thorow the whole Nation 
have been oppreſſed by the earthquake, none of you that bear Arms have incurred any miſchief; 
but all of you have been rae is a manifeſt token of the will of God; and if your 
Chiliren and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you do, none of you | em; have been 
wanting, When as therefore you j all have bethoug ht your ſelves of theſe t ings, and more- 
over in reguard that God hath at all times an eſpeciall care over you, fail not to purſue this in- 
jurious Nation with a juſt War that neither reſpetteth the laws of friendſhip nor keepeth the 
league of of covenant ; valiant in murthering ſacred Ambaſſadors ; and abjett andvillanow, 
where things are to be attempted by walour- f 
Theſe perſwaſions of his did not a little encourage the Jews to the battle, and made 
them more forward than before. As for Herod, after he had offered ſacrifice, according 
to the cuſtom, he drew his Army forth, and led them with great confidence agai 
the Arabians , and paſſing Fordaz, he encamped near untothe Enemy, with an intent 
to ſurpriſe a Tort Situate between them both ; making this account that it would 
further him much, either if preſently he ſhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it con- 
cerned him tomarch forward, for that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in with 
more ſecurity. The fame reſolution alſo had the Arabiaxs, for which cauſe they fell 
to $kirmiſli in that place, wherein the firſt on both ſides that gave the charge,and after-

overcome betook them to retreat. - This ſucceſs of theirs bred no little. hope in the

_ jng they defended themſelves,both in regard of their great number as alſo in rej 

The skirmiſh on both fides 
was hot,and divers on either were put to the Sword : but intheend,the Arabians 
being put to the worſt, turned their backs. The {laughter was ſo great, that they not 
only periſhed by their Enemies Swords, but they themſelves murthered one another 
in the croud, and diſorderly flight , in which they were troden under foot, and lay 


murtheredin a- manner by their own weapons.So that,in that defeat their fell ſome five 


I thouſand: the reſt fled on the other ſide of the Rampire: but being overpreſſed with 
want of vifQtuals, and eſpecially with lack of water, they had not any ground or aſ: 
ſurance to eſcape. After them poſted the Jews, and being unable to recover the for- 
tre with them, they begirt the campwith a ſiege, and ſhut up all the paſſages that no 
ſaccor could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to eſcape, although 
they would have gone away. 

When as therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity , they ſent 
Ambaſſadors unto Herod, firſt of all to demand a truce : and afterwards for that they 
were eſſed with thirſt, to crave ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſities: But 
_ he neither reſpe&ed the Ambaſſadors, neither the oong ranſome for the Captives, 
K nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, deliring earneſtly to revenge himſelt 
of thoſe injurious treacheries they had prattiſed againſt his Ambaſſadors: Bein 
therefore inforced by thirſt { which amongſt other pu moſt grievouſly at- 
fied them) many of them forſook their Trenches, an 


They being forced by theſe aſſaults drew forward to their defence in ud pe / 
diforder, bringing neither courage nor hope of victory with them : yet notwit ; boſe |

offered themſelves to bonds o— 


and to be led away Captives ; ſo that within five dayes ſpace four thouſand of them thirſt, require 


yielded themſelves Priſoners. Onthie fixth day, all the reſt determined to fally out, and 
aſſail the Enemy ; rather making choyce of aſſured death, than thus lingringly and 
ignominiouſly to pine away. When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon, 

incontinently brake out of their Trenches, but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmiſh, 
decayed not only in body, but in courage ; reputing their death for advantage, to 
L cſerape thereby their extream misfortunes. For which cauſe apon the firſt onſet, 
about- ſorne ſeven thouſand of them were killed : and thus the fierceneſs of this Nation 
being allaied by this overthrow. they ſubmitted themſelves to Herod, whom to their 
own ſorrow they had approved to be a valiant Souldier. 


CHAP. IX.

Erod puffed up with his ſucceſsful fortune, returned back into his own Country 
having obtained great reputation by his valour and vertue. But when he ſu 


at that time he not only ſuppoſed himſelf to be utterly, overthrown, but both his 
friends and Enemies that were round about him loſt their hopes, for that it was un- 
ng that he ſhould eſcape unpuniſhed with Antony. Whereby it came to paſs, that 
his friends could not conceal their deſpair, ard his Enemies under their colourable 
x and diſſembled griefs, covered their joy, promiſing themſelves thereafter a better and

contain nine Certain of his Brothers were put to death among{t others at Tyre by Antonies command: 
G-rmane '& for none of thoſe conſiderations continued he faithful ro Hircanus. For he pre- 
_ erring the preſent favour of the King that then reigned to the reſt, diſcovered the 
- Letter unto the King ; who firſt of all giving him thanks,required one office of friend- 
ſhip more at his hands; which was that folding up the Letter, and ſealing it he ſhould 
conveigh and deliver the ſame to Malchws, and return his anſwer, for that it neerly con. C 
cerned him, if he knew his reſolution alſo. Which when Doſithews had diligently per. 
formed, the Arabian returned this anſwer, for thar it neerly concerned him, it he knew 
. his reſolution alſo. Which when Doſithews had diligently performed,the Arabianreturned 
Awods cor-. this anſwer, that he was ready to entertain both himlelt and his whole family, and all 
mandsis put thoſe Jews likewiſe which were of this tattion,promiſing to ſend him a band of Soldiers, 
todcath. ho ſhould be able tocondutt him fafely thither, and Thould be obedient to his com- 
mand in all things. Now as ſoon as rod had ſeized on theſe Letters, he called for 
Hircanus and demanded of him whether he had any confederacy with Malchas : he de- 
nied it, but Herod proteſting and bringing forth his Letter in an openaſſembly,command. 
ed him afterwards to be gut to death. Thus are theſe matters Regiſtred in Herods com- D 
mentaries: for by ſome they are delivered otherwiſe, namely,that he was executed, not 
for this crime which he had committed, but for ſome Treaſons againſt the King, For 
they Write to this effeft, that Herod at a certain banquer ( diſſembling his ſuſpition ) 
demanded of Hircanw , whether he had received any Letters from Mal/chws: and that 
he anſwered , that he had received Letters, but fuch as contained nothing elſe but 
compliments. He asked him alſo whether he had received any preſent: and when 
Hircexa dieth he had anſwered, that he had received nothing but four Courſers for his Saddle : the 
guides. King wreſted this to a Capital offence of corruption and treaſon , and commanded 
him preſently to be led to death. Now that he died guiltleſs, they alledge this for a 
moſt approved argument ; namely, his gentle diſpoſition, who even in his youthful years/E 
never gave ſign or appearance of raſhneſs, or pride, or ſignification of adecioutagh Gl 
no not even then when he had the royal government in his hands, but in the freedome 
of authority diſpoſed of the moſt things by Antipaters adviſe. But at that time he was 
more than foureſcore years old,and knew that Herods eſtate was ſecure : and that there 
is no likelyhood that he would remove from beyond Exphrates where he lived in great 
repute, to live under Herods JuriſdiQtion, or to engage in any trouble contrary to his 
humor, and-ſo far different from his nature; ſo that all theſe things ſeem to be fained 
by Herod. 
7 Thus ended Hircanws life, after his variable and adverſe fortunes, wherewirh du- 
ring all his life time he was afflicted. ' For when his mother Alexandra lived he was cre- F 
ted High-Prieſt of the Fews, and obtained that honour for the ſpace of nine years: and * 
after his mothers death, he had ſcarcely governed the Kingdom for the ſpace of three 
months, but that he was expulſed by his brother 4riftobulus ; and afterwards reſtored by 
Pompeys afliſtance, and receiving all his former honours,he lived in full pofſeffion of them 
for the ſpace of forty years. After this he was once more diſpoſſefſed by Antigonm ; and 
being maimed in his body, lived certain years in PAR cmony the Parthians : from 
whence not long after he returned home; and though he had many things promiſed 
him by Herod, yet after ſo many alterations of fortune, he obtained nothing at his 
hands; and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all to be lamented, as we have . 
faid, he was unjuſtly put to death, an innocent, and in his old age. For he was a lover 
- of juſtice, and an obleryer of perpetual modeſty, and governed his Kingdom for the G 
moſt part by other mens direction, being only guilty in himſelf of ignorance and the love 
of idlenefs. Truly, Artipater and Herod by this mans goodneſs obtained ſo great riches : 
For which deſerts of his, againit all Law and right, he was cruelly put to death. 
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14 - But Herod, after Hircanus's death, addrefled himſelf to perform his journey "towards 


Ceſar: and having little hope of any good fortune, 1n regard of his friendſhip with A4-- 
' 2onize; he grew deſperately jealous of Alexandra, lelt the taking <a woe > of the 


time, ſhould incite the/people to rebel, and fill the Kingdom with domeſtical 
for which cauſe, committing the Government to his brother Pheroyas, he left his mother

Cypros, his ſiſter, and all his Kindred in the Caſtle of Maſſads, and commanded his bro- 
Xa that if any misfortune ſhould befal. him, he ſhould retain the Kingdom in his own 
hands; and maintain it. As for his Wite Mariamne, for that by reaſon of certain diſlikes 
berwixt her,his Mother and Siſter, he left her with her Mother, in the Caftle of Alexar- 


rean, and with her, the keeping of his Caſtles, both which, had always been his faith- 


fal friends,and to whom, in way of hcnour, he committed the cuſtody of theſe Princes / 


ly Ladies. But he gave them alſo this command, That if they ſhould be certainly ins 


formedj'that any ſiniſter miſhap had befallen him, they ſhould prefently kill them both,

CHAP. X 


Herod ft eaketh ſo generouſly to Auguſtus, that;'he obtained his favor ; he accompanieth him 
\ into Egypt, 4nd recetveth him with ſuch an extraordinary mag nificene, that it put him 
-in repute with all the Romans. [ 


A Fter he had in this ſort given order for all his affairs, he took ſhipping to Rhodes, 
A to meet with Ceſar. And as ſoon as he arrived in that City, he took the Crown 
from his Head, and laid it apart,but as for his other Princely ornaments, he changed them 
not; and being admitted to Ceſars preſence,he gave a more ampleteſtimony of the great- 
neſsof-his courage than ever : for he neither addrefled his ſpeech ro intreat his favor [ ac- 


| cord lg to the cuſtom of ſuppliants) neither preſented he on requeſt,as if he had in any 


fort 'offended him, but gave account of all that which heha 
tedin the leaſt. - DEA 9615-0 | 

- For he freely confeſſed before Czar, that he had intirely loved Antonins, and that to 
theurmoſt of his power he had done him ſervice, to the end that he might obtainthe ſovereaign- 
ty and the Empire of the World ; not by joyning his Forces unto his,in that he was otherwiſe im- 
plojed in the 7 wet War, but in furniſhing him both with Wheat and Money, and that this 
war the leaſt office which it behoved him to perform towards Antonius ; for that being once 


done, without being daun- 


ve. friend,it behoved him' not only to imploy his beſt endeavors on his ſo ys bene 


or, but alſo to hazard both his head and happineſs to deliver him from perils. All which ( ſaid 


_ be) 1 have not performed according as 1 ought to have done; yet notwithſtanKng 1 know,

that at ſuch time as he was overcome in the Actian Battle, 1 did not alter my affettion with 
bis fortune : neither did T reſtrain my ſelf; for although, I befriended not Antonius with 
my preſence and affiſtance in the Atian War, yet, at leaſt I A him with my counſel, aſſu- 


ring him, that he had but one only means left him for his ſecurity, and prevention of his © 


utter ruine, which was, to put Cleopatra to death, for that by cutting her off, he might en-

ArmyvTy for one of Ceſars moſt afteCtionate friends, and rode about with hitn, when he rook 
eronee'y* the view of his Army ; he entertained him alſo, and his friends with one hundred and. 
fifty Mien, adorned with moſt richand ſumptuous a_ And for that they were to. 

paſs thorow a Country, wherein there was great ſcarcity of Water, he furniſhed them 

with both Water and Wine; ſo that they needed neither of them, He =ou Ceſar 

Fered giveth alſo Eight hundred Talents, and foroyally fatisfi'd he all Men, that they confeſſed them- 


Gifts, nour. Therefore he Properen himſelf to entertain Ceſar, who returned out of Syria; b 


c ov 800 Ti- ſolves to have had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his King. C 


cats. dom could afford them.

Mariamne giveth Herod ſocold a reception when he returxel from Cxfar, that being join- 
ed to the aſperſions which HeroJ's muther and ſiſtcy laid upon her, | he had infallibly cauſed 

her tobe jat todeath at that wery inſtant : But he is engaged toreturnto Auguſtus;he put- 
teth her«to death at his back-coming. The buſineſs of exandra, Mariamne's Mother, 
Rerod*s d:ſpair after Mariamne*s death ; he falleth dangerouſly ſick. Alexandra en- 
d zvoureth to make berſelf Miſtris of the two Forts of Jeruſalem ; he made her be put 
to death, and Coltobarus,and others follow ; he inftituteth Plays and Shews in Honor of 
Auguſtus,by whichhe doth ſo irritate the moſt part of the Jews, that ten of them unz 
dertake to kill him ; he putteth them to death: He buildeth many Forts, and rebuilds 
a wery fine, and a ſtrong Town upon the ruins of Samaria, which he names Sebaſte,

happen to die, cſpecially for the order he had left concerning her : neither could ſhe 
eve: torget what commands he had before that time left with Joſeph ; ſo that by all means 


poſſible, ſhe labourzd to win the affeftions of thoſe that had the charge of her, and ©

eſpeciaily Sohemm, knowing very 9 her ſafety depended wholly on his hands.

For being entertained by him, who zatirely loved her, 

andtrom whom ſhe rece;ved nothing that might diſcontent her,ſhe preſumed upon'« great & 


intemperate liberty in her diſcourſe. Shedigeſtedalſo the loſs of herfriends very hardly, ac- 


cording as in open terms ſhe made known unto the Kizg ; whereby alſo ir came to paſs, 

that both Herods mother and ſiſter, and himſelf bkewiſe grew at odds with her. EP 
After her death-the King began more powerfully to be inflamed in his aftefticns, who #r04s mile- 

beforeas we have declared, was already miſerably diftratted. For neither did he love af- radſe cfg, 

ter. the common manner of married folk ; but whereas almoſt evenunto madneſs he nou- ter the death 


riſhedthishis deſire,. he could notbe ihdiiced by the too unbridled manners of -his wife 9 >* wite-- 


toallay the hear of his affeCtion, but that daily more and rhore by loating on her, he in- 


creaſed'the-fame. And all that time eſpecially heſuppoſed that God was diſplealed with 
him for the death of Mariamze. Oftentimes he did invocate her name;ufing ſuch lamenta- 


bleexpreflions that:did not become the Majeſty of a K;zg. And notwithſtanding hedevi- 
ſedall-kinds ofdelights and ſports that might be imagined, by preparing banquets, and in- 


viting gueſts with Princely hoſpitality, to paſs away the time; yet all thoſe profited him 


othing\ for which cauſe he gave over the charge and adminiſtration ofhis Kingdom. Ar 
prh be ; 


was ſo beſotted with grief, that oftentimes he commanded his ſervants to call 
his wife Mariamre, asifſhe had been alive, Whileſt thus he was afflicted, therecame a pe- A plagde'ioa 
ftilencewithin the City, tharconſumed a great part of the page and molt of the nobili- þ—rny nn 
ty, andall interpreted that this puniſhment was inflicted by God upon them, for the un- 
juſtdeath of the Queen. Thus the Kings diſcontents being by. this means increaſed, he at mr 
Jaſthid himſelfin a ſolitary wilderneſs, under prerext of hunting : where aMicting him- ha. > 
ſelf inceſſantly,. at aſt; he fell into a moſtgrievous ſickneſs. This diſeaſe of his was an in- 
flanmation or pain inthe neck : he ſeemed alſo in ſome ſort toraveand grow mad-: neither 
could any remedies relieve him of his avony : but when the- ſickneſs —_—_ rather to in- 
cteaſe, all men at laſt grew almoſt deſperate of his recovery. For which cauſe his Phyſician,

World: ry Jews ſubjettion, norwithftanding they had received their manner: of povcrntnd from 
before Chris them. He therefore ſent meſſengers unto Cleopatra, giving her ro underitand, that Idume; 
; 9+ » had always been under her anceſtors ſubjettion: and tor thatcauſe ſhe ought upon jug 
SY cauſe to demand and beg that countrey at A#toniws hands, and that for himlelt he ws req. - 

dy to become her ſeryant. All which he prattiſedz not to gratifie Cleopatra in any fort | 
whatſoever, but to the intent that if Hereds fortunes ſhould be any ways weakned, he 
might more eaſily by this means both enlarge and obtain the K;ngdom of Idumea. And 
with theſe fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, in regard of his birth and riches, which he 
had heaped together by ſuch diſhoneſt m2a#5 as he continually practiſed, as he that intendey 
no {mall matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatra's often and earneſt petition roobtain his B 
C eftaberm k ſoveraigaty, yet could ſhe not obtain it at Antonize hands. When Herod had notice of 
P's wives in-- theſe covert and cunning pratices, he was ready to kill Coſt abarus. But upon the earne 
terceſſion. . {ypplications of his ſiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed wx BO] him ; yet held him al. 
ways in ſuſpicion, by reaſon of this praCtice. Not long after it hapned, that Salome fella 
debate with Coftabarus, for which cauſe ſhe ſent a Bil of divorce to her husband, notwith, 
ſtanding it were againſt the /aws and ordinary cuſtoms of the Jews. For according toour 
crdinances, it is only lawful for the hxsband to do the ſame ; and as touching the wife, not- 
withſtanding ſhe were ſeparated,yet it isnot lawful for her to marry again,except her haf. 
band firſt give her licence. But Salome without reſpeCt of the /aws of the conntrey, groundi 
her {elf too much upon her ownauthority, forſook her husband : ſaying,that ſhe ſepara 
her ſelffrom her husb-xa, by reaſon of the great friendſhip which ſhe bare unto her brother, C 
Coſtaberws, L- for that ſhe had received ſome notice that Coſtabarws conſpired againſt her with Antipe. 
ny tir, I and Deſithews. And this accuſation ſhe confirmed by Babas children, whom 
fubexs accuſed he had already kept with him inall ſecurity for the ſpace of twelve years. All which was 
| oy roy ae true,and at that time beyond all mens expeQtation wonderfully troubled Herod,as ſoonas 
preſerved by he heard it. For as for Babas ſons, he had heretofore reſolved to cut themi off, for that they 
Cojiabarz, had been alwaysdiſaffefted towards him and all his exterpriſes ; but all that time he had let 
them paſs, becauſe by continuance they were grown out of his remembrance. Now the 
cauſe of this enmity and hatred which he bare rowards them, was gathered from' this 
ground ; when Aztigenus enjoyed the foveraignty, and Herod beſieged the-City of Feraſe- 
lem withanarmy ; thoſe incommodites and neceſlities that ordinarily happen unto thoſe D 
that are beſieged, were the cauſe that divers acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes 
upon him.

TN the eighteenth year of his reign, Herod, after he had finiſhed theſe many and admi. 
rable nNions, conceived in his mind, a mighty projet, which was to re-edifie Gods

As for that which 1 have 
particularly done in the heart of the Countrey, and in the Cities which I have auginented, 
as well with ornament and beauty, as with « number of inhabitants : ”= you your ſelves 
know, I think it « ridiculous matter to reduce them to your memory. Bat 1 muſt aſſure you 
that the deſizn which I will preſently undertake, is far more holy and more excellent, tha 
may be performed by us. For our predeceſſors, after they were returned from the captivi« 
ty of Babilon, builded a 7emple in. Honour of our great and mighty God, which in height 
wanted ſixty cubits of that which Solomon firſt built : yet ought we not to objett it as a blame, 
or aſcribe this attion to any impiety in our Anceſtors, For the Temple was not at their diſps- 
ſing, but the meaſure of their Building was ſet down by Cyrus andDarius the Son of Hy« 
ſtaſpes, t0.whom and their Succeſſoys, they heve firſt of all been flaves, as after their time 1) 
they have been under the ſubjettion of the Macedonians : ſo that they had not the means ani 
opportunity to raiſe this —_ wunent, according to the firſt pattern, to that requi 

ut ſince at this preſent, by Gods permiffion, Thave ebeateatl 
Kingdom: and that for « long time hitherto we have-enjojed a happy peace : and that neithi 
money nor great revenues are wanting : and that which is our greateſt good, we are made 
happy by the favour of the Romans, who.in a ſort are Lords of the whole world, and'is

The building was of white 
and ſtrong marbleftones, which wereeachof them twenty and fivecubits long, . eightcu- 
bits high and about ſome twelve cubits broad. All the ftruCture of the ſame was made 
after the manner of a Princely Palace on all fides,and the middle part thereof was higher 
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]-chan the reſt: ſothat it might eaſily be diſcovered by the inhabitants of the Countrey Sf 
L ing furlongs off; and eſpecially ir was moſt apparent and ſubjeCt to their ſight, = ale en 
dwelt oppoſite againft it, or repaired unto the City.

of divers workmen, did firſt of all build the higher part: Herod alſo incloſed the lower 
part thereof with another wall, under which to the Southward there lietha moſt deep 
valley.

fore Agrippa underſtanding that they were wronged,anſwered thus : That he would not firmeth the 
only pratifie them for his friend Herod'sfake, bar alſo for that they ſeemed to him to de- {> pi 
ak reaſonable matter. Wherefore, though ar qe demanded a greater thing 
him, he would have granted them whatſoever he might, without prejudicing the people 
of Rowe. And now, ſeeing they only demand of him that which already the 
E winrhad granted unto them, he would ratifie and confirm unto them the benefit which 
they had already received at the Romars hands, and provide that henceforth no man 
ſhould moleſt them for living according to the inſtitution and ordinances of their Coun- 
trey. * Having thus ſpoken, i diſmiſſed the Aſſembly.

Preſerver of ws all: For thou mighteſt, being a King, or for thy authority over ws as a Father, 
have puniſhed ws for our offence according to thy power : But in that thou haſt brought wt 
Rome, and made Cziar our Judge, it is an argument that thou ſcekeſt to ſave ws ;, for no man 
brings one to the Temple, whom he purpoſeth to _ which greatly aggravateth on 
cauſe, be 4 do cenſure our ſelves unworthy to live, rather than to incur an opinion of Impie- 
ty committed againſt thee ſuch a Father. How far more expedient is it to die guiltkh, 
than to live ſuſpeFed of ſo great an ingratitude & Wherefore if God grants ws ſo much 
ſucceſe in our defence, as to perſwade you of the truth, we ſhall not rejoyce ſo much fir 
having eſcaped ſo great 4 danger, #s to be found innocent by your judgment ; for we 
do not deſire to live with the ſuſpicion of thoſe Calummies., It is a probable Accuſati 
to accuſe our years, as having affetied the Kingdow; and our unfortunate Mother 
Calamity maketh it ſeem more probable. But conſider, I beſeech thee, £7 the ſame Crime 
may not as well be framed againit any one whomſoever, as againſt w.

The 
Jews of Afia in the Ides of February, 1 fitting in the judicial ſeat at Epheſus, ſignified w- 
to me, that Czar, Auguſtus aud Agrippa, have permitted them to uſe their Ca 
Toms; and every one according 4s be thinketh good, to contribute bis firſt fruits fo Re 
ligion {A to be carryed without let or hinderance unto the Temple of the moſt mighty Gu, 
and they deſired me to ratifie x ex conſent, that which they had already A them by 
the above named Emperors. Wherefore I would have you to know, that I alſo, |; 
unto Cxlar's and Agrippa's Decrees and Ordinances, do permit and grant them alſo to ds 
all things they pleaſe, according to their Countrey-cuit oms, forbidding any man to hinder 
them therein. 

I have thought good to add theſe Decrees, becauſe I know, that theſe my writings 
will come into the Grecians hands, that Imay ſhew them, that in former we were 
ſo eſteemed of the publick —_— that none were itted to hinder us from 
uſing our Countrey-rites and Ceremonies, and that by their conſent we worſhipped 

God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move ſtrang

out all reaſonable cauſe. For'no Nation doth >> oy the cuſtoms, but almolt 
whole Towns among them: do ſometimes alter and differ from the reſt 3 yet is juſtice 
equally to be diſtributed unto all:men 3 which, is moſt profitable, as well tothe Gre- 
cians, as to the other barbarous Nations, whichis greatly obſerved in our Laws; which 
if we follow and violate not; areable to make all Nations love us. Wherefore we 1& 
queſt all men, not todeſpile us,:for differing from them in Religion 3 but favour w 
in that we follow virtue. . For thisis common to all Nations, without this, man's 
life muſt needs be unhappy.

ny-whotakmg this opportunity, did by forged calummes encreale his averſion; { tha 
now there was no day not _ wherein he did not fill hear ſome new comby. 
{tions and ſtirs amongſt his deareſt friends. For Salozre being ſo offended at Mariam. 
ne's Children, did not permit her Daughter married to Ariſtobu/ws, to enjoy mutuy] 
love and comfort of her Husband, enticing her to bewray her Husband's ſecrets ; ang 
if there happened any ſmall occafions of 6 (as often it falleth our) ſhe ſhould the x 
more aggravate them with ſuſpicions, whereby fhe alſo learned all their fecrets, and 
made the young Princeſs hate her Husband. And ſhe, to pleaſe her Mother, 
how that often when her Husband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of Mariexne their Mother, and ufe reproachful words againſt their Father; and 
threatning, thar fi they/ ever did obtam the Kingdom, they would make the Son; 
of the King, 'whdm he had by other Wives, Notaries and Town-Clerks, and fo they 
might reap -profir 'of their Learning which they bad attained to : and whenſoeverthey 
faw any of the Kings Wives wear any of Mariame's apparel, that then they vowedin.

And yet I know not how it came to pals, that 
he who in bis proſperity was a' hard Father, 'yet did ſhew himſelf not raſh in putting 
his Sonsto youths and though his affairs were in a very flouriſhing condition, yet he 
Hrad afſers- Was very moderate in his revenge. Wherefore by Letters he called rogether Fees 
blech all char whom Ceſar appointed, only Archelaus d, cither for that he hated the mat,

Nevertheleſs, he governed the Kingdom with his 
Father, living only in leſs Authority than himſelf: Herodallo repoſed more confidentein 1 
him, even in thoſe things, . for which he was worthy to loſe his head. For the Kingqon 
ccived that in eonfirmatiot1 of his good afteQion towards him, Aztipater had accuſed 
his: Brethren, co. continue his Farher. in fecurity, and not for any hatred he bore ung 
them more than to his Fathers a. we he hated them for his Father's ſake, be- 
ing\tranported\with fury. Burall theſe were but as ſo.many ſtratagems to inſinuate him- 
ſelf into Herods Counſels and Favours; and theſe did he craftily make uſe of; tocutoff 
the occaſion leſt any omar! yo or accuſe him of that which he pretended todognd 
that Herod might be deprived of all xelicf, if ſo be that Artipater ſhould bend hisForces 
againſt him. For the Treaſon he complatted againſt hisBrothers, proceeded fromthe 
hatred he bare unto his Father : But at that time he was the more egged on to proſe- 
cute his intended purpoles without any delay. - Forif Herod ſhould happen to dig, it 
was moſt ſure that the Kingdom ſhould be his; and ſhould hislife continye any longer 
time, and thepraice Artipater went about ſhould be diſcovered, ſeeing himſelf invi. 
roned with theſe dangers, he ſhould be enforced to make his Father bis Enemy, For 
which cauſe he was very hberal to all thoſe that were about his Father; and through 
the great gifts he beſtowed upon them, he -extinguiſhed that hatred, which all of them 
bare unto him: and above all things he contmued himſelf in credit with thoſe friends 
which Herod had at Rome, by fending them divers Preſents 3 and namely Saturninw, 
who was Governour of Syria. He hoped alſo, by bribes and rewards, to draw hisF:- 
ther's Brother into his Faction, and to corrupt the King's Siſter alſo, who was married to N 
one of the King's moſt eſteemed friends in Court. He was a ſubtil and polititick man in 
entertaining thoſe men with colourable ſhew of triendfhip with whom he converſed, 
and to draw himſelf 4nto credit with' them : be wasſufficiently dextrous to diſſemble 


' his malice and difgontents, which he had conceived againſt any man. Notwiakfinadieg 


@ll this, he could not deceive Salome his Aunt, who of long time before had ſound 
his inchaations, and who was.not ſo ſimple as to ſuffer her ſelf to be deceived ; but had 
already, by all cunning means that might be, prevented his malice, akhough ſhe hada 
Daughter married unto his Uncle by the Mother's fide. This Daughter was firſt of all 
wedded to Ariſtobulus, and afterwards by Antipater's meansto his Uncle : For Caless 
her HusbandsSon had married the other. But neither could this affinity colour the 0 
matter ſo much, bur that his malice was diſcovered; neithercould that former conſan- 
guinny excinguulh the deſerved hatred conceived againſt him. Herod conſtrained ks

He provided them alſo each of them with a wife, 
when they were ready for Marriagez Namely, the Daughter of Pheroras for the eldeſt 
of Alexander's Sons; - and the Daughter of Aztipater for Ariſtobulws's eldeſt Son : and 
one of Ariſtobulus's Daughters was married to Aztipater's Son; and the other to Herod 
his own Son, whom he Tad begotten of the Daughter of the High Prieſt. For it is 
hwful in'our Countrey, and according to our cuſtom, to have divers Wives at one 

Cc time. © The King procured theſe Marriages through the compaſſion he had of thoſe Or- 

phang, thinking by this mutual Alliance to cauſe Artipater to be their Friend. But 

& conceived no lefs hatred towards the children, than he had done malice to- 
ards their Fathers : For the care that Herod had of them, increaſed his hatred, in that 
he pretended to be the greateſt among the Brethren; and he eſpecially feared leſt 

_ when (hould grow to mans eſtate, they would reſiſt his power, being affiſted by 
King Archelaws, as Nis Sons'in Law; and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch ſhould do the 
like, for that he had married his Son to Alexander's Daughter. And ſo much the 
more was he incited, becauſe all the people had compaſiion of theſe Orphans, and had

Tear this copy, leſt through the 
knowledze of the ſame, 1 come in danger f my life, Now in that which the had written 
to Antipater, ſhe diſcovered that ſhe had written theſe words to Herod, according to 
that order he had given her, as if Salome had conſpired to work ſome treaſon againſt 
him. She ſent alſo the copy of thoſe counterfeit Letters in the name of Salozre, and 
ſent them unto her Miſtreſs to work treaſon. 
This Acme was a Jew born, and Chamber-maid to Julia, Ceſer's Wife, and did that © 
which is above written, for the love which ſhe bare unto Artipater, whom he had 
hired by great ſums of money, to the end, that ſhe ſhould affiſt him to execute by 
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almoſt deſperate by the great miſchiefs of Amtipater, was ſtirred up on the ſudden to 
ſhorten his days, for that he was the only means that ſtirred up theſe great Tempeſts 
of Sedition in his Kingdom and who not only practiſed againſt his Father and his 
Aunt, but againſt his Siſter alſoz and had in like manner corrupted Ceſar's Family. 
Come allo incenſed him the more, beating her breaſts, and offering her ſelfto all deaths, 


if any ſuch like matter might be duly proved againſt her. For which cauſe Herod ſent t 


for Antipater, commanding him to ſpeak freely all that which he had to ſay, without 
far, But he having not one word to anſwer for his defence, Herod ſaid unto him: 
Since that on all ſides thou art convicted and ſurpriſed in thy wickedneſs, delay not, 
but diſcover thoſe that are of thy Confederacy. Whereupon he laid all the fault upon 
Antiphilws, and named none other. At that time Herod being wounded with extream 
orief, would have ſent Artipater to Rome unto Ceſar, that he might receive his judg- 
ment from him 3 but afterwards he feared, leſt, by the intereſt of his friends, he ſhould 
eſcape the dangerz for which cauſe he kept him bound and tettered in Priſon, as he 
had done before: And in the mean while he ſent certain Meſlengers with Letters to 
Cxſer, to accuſe his Son, and to declare wherein Acme had been his Confederate, pro- 
ducing the wayy of the Letters. Theſe Ambaſſadors therefore repaired to Rozee, in- 
{trud&ed in thoſe things they were toanſwer to, thoſe Interrogatories that ſhould be of. 
fered them z and with them he ſent theſe Letters.

CHAP. VIIL 


The Golden Eagle that Herod had conſecrated, and fixed on the Portal of the Temple, 
is pulled off the ſevere puniſhment that he inflideth for it. The Kings terrible 
" ſickneſs 3, and the cruel Orders that he giveth to his Sifter Salome, and to her 


husband. 


Hilſt Herod's Ambaſſadours were on their Journey to Rome with his Orders, tie 


D tell fick, and made his Will, appointed his youngeſt Son to ſucceed him inthe 


Kingdomz for through Artipater's inſtigations, he had conceived a hatred againſt Ar- 
chelaw and Philip. He ſent alſo a thouſand Talents unto Ceſar, and five hundred to 
his wife, and to his Children, Friends and Free-men. He beſtowed alſo Money, Rents, 
and Lands upon his own Children: He gave his biſter Salome an ample Poſletiion, be- 
cauſe ſhe had always perſevered in loving him, and had never otlended him. And hav- 
ng loſt all hope of recovery, for that he was about 70 years old, he became very tou- 
cy and froward in whatſoever his affairs. The cauſe hereot was, that opinion he had 
conceived, that he grew contemptible; and that the whole Nation took pleaſure in 
thoſe miſ-haps which befel him : which ſome of thoſe who were favoured by the people, 


E made him the rather believe, upon this occaſion which enſueth: Amongſt thoſe that 
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weremoſt learned among the Jews, Judas the Son of Sariphews, and Matthias the Son of Ti j:ar of the 


Margalothas, the moſt excellent Interpreters of the Laws and Ordinancesof the Coun- 
trey (and for this cauſe were in greateſt eſteem amongſt the people, by reaſon that 
they inſtructed and trained up the Youth; for all thoſe that deſired to obtain Vertue, 
ſpent all their time with them) underſtanding that the King's ficknels was dangerous, 
they incenſed the younger ſort, counſelling them to overthrow all thole worksthat the 
King had cauſed to be made, contrary to the Law and Cuſtom of the Country ; to 
the end, that they fighting for Piety, might obtain the reward that attendeth the ſame. 
For in that the King ad undertaken and done many things contrary to the Law, dt 
vers unaccuſtomed miſeries had befallen him, and namely that ſickneſs wherewith he was 
detained. For Herod had done divers things contrary to the ancient Law ; againſt 
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which Judas and Matthias exclaimed openly. For he had erefted over the Portal of A Golden E4-

And 
why at Noon day, and in the fight of all the people, they had laid hands on thoſe Pre- 
ſents which he had dedicated unto God ; and had taken thoſe things away violently, 
which, though in words they appertained to him, yet inthe effect, if they were well a 
amined, they had taken from God?

- <= bak 4 {low fire, which tothe outward fence ſeemed not fo vehement, but inwardly ſtarched 
HwroP's horri- and afflicted all his Entrails: He had alſo a ravenous and unnatural Appetite to his meat, 
= which could no way be ſatisfied. Beſides that, he had an Ulcer in his Bowel, 
with a ſtrange and furious Collick. Hts Feet were ſwelled, and of venomous colour 3 
and his Stomach was no leſs affeed alſo. His Members rotted, and were full of crawl 0 
ing Worms, with a filthy, and no leſs troubleſome Priapiſme, accompanied with an 10- 
tolerable Stench': Beſides all this, he had a ſtrong Convullion of his Nerves, and 


ſhort- 
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 Gortneb of Breath. For which cauſe it was a general opinion amongſt holy men, and 


fach as had the knowledge of phecy,- that-the King was thus-puniſhed for his infi- 
nite impieties and fins committed hgainſt the Majeſty of God. And although he was 


with an unſupportable ficknefs, yet he'had hopes to eſcape; and for that 
cauſe he ſent for Phyſitians from all places, and refuſed none of thoſe remedies which 
thought requiſite for him. He therefore paſsd over Jordan, and went into the hot 
IC throes: the Waters whereof are rs other vertues they have againſt 
all other kind of ſickneſs : this Water diſchargeth it ſelf into the Lake called Aſpbaltites. 
Being there, it was thought good by his RR he ſhould refreſh himſelf in thoſe 
Waters : There being ſet by them into a Bathing-tub filled with Oyl, he grew ſo ſick, 
that they held him for dead. Whereupon all his Domeſtick ſervants wepr and lament- 
&d, and allthis familiar friends cried out, —_—y himz and with-their great noiſe 
cauſed him to come to himſelf And ſeeing himſelt wholly out of hope 'to eſcape, he 
order that there ſhould a diſtribution be made, to every Souldier the ſum of fifty 
chmes3 and he offered: great Preſents to.their Captains, and his Friends, Afer- 
wards he returned to Jericho, where a melancholy humour poſleſſed him, which made 
him unſociable, and diſpleaſed againſt all men 3 fo that ſeeing that he muſt needs die, 
he bethought him of'this wicked aCtion that followeth. For the Nobleſt men amo 
the Nation of _— reſorting unto him from all parts. (by his Command, under the 
expreſs Penalty of loſs of life, to whoſoever ſhould neglect the ſame) the King ſhew. 
ed himſelf to be diſpleaſed, as well againft thoſe whom he thought guilty, as againſt 
them who had given him no occaſion of diſcontent. For he cauſed them to be ſhut up 
in 2 called the Hippodrome, which was the Tilt-yard to run Horſes in; and ſent 
for his Siſter Salozre, and Alexas her Husband, telling them that his end was at hand, 
for that bis griefs did inceſſantly torment him; which as he ſaid, he coghn to bear pati- 
ently; becauſe it was an end that ſhould happen to all men. But that. which moſt griey- 
ed him was, that he ſaw himſelf deprived of thoſe mournings and lamentations, which 
a'King deſerved. For he was not ignorant. of the Jews affections, neither how his 
death was deſired and longed for by them, fince that in his life time they preſumed fo 
far asto revolt 3 and diſhonour and deface thoſe gifts, which he had beſtowed upon the 
Commonweal. It therefore behoved to afford him fome ſolace in that his bitter an- 
quiz for that if they refuſed not to perform that which he had contrived in his 
mind, the lamentation of his death ſhould be magnificent, and as great asever any King 
everhad ; and the pleaſure and laughter that might accompany his death, ſhould be a- 
bated by their ſorrow, who. ſhould unfeignedly lament for the whole, Nation. He 
therefore commanded them, that at ſuch time as he ſhould give up the Ghoſt, th 
ſhould cauſe the Hippodrome to be invironed by his Souldiers, as yet unadvertifed of h 
death (which he would not have publiſhed before his execution was ended) and to com- 
mand them to ſhoot their Arrows at thoſe that were ſhut up therein. And that when 
they had killed them all after this manner, they ſhould makebim triumph and rejoyce ut 
a.double joy 3 firſt, for that-in his death, his Commands ſhould be ratified by effect : 
Secondly, For that he ſhould be honoured by a memorablelamentation. Thus weep- 
ing, he entreated his Kinsfolk, for the love they bare unto him, and for the faith they 
bare-unto God, that they ſhould not ſuffer him to-die fruſtrate of his laſt honour; and 
they proteſted that they would not tranſgreſs any point of his Commands. Hereby a 
man-may conjecture what his nature was, who took pleaſure in theſe above-namet 1m- 
pieties, and who, t the deſire he had of long life, hath after this ſort dealt with 
thoſe. of his Blood :- And it may be conjetured by theſe his laſt Commands, that he 
had nothing in 'him that favoured of any humanity 3 for that departing our of the 
Wotld; he had ſach a mind that all the Nation, and all ſuch as were molt affectionate 
towards him, ſhould be driven to ſorrow and deſolation, commanding that in every

thority he had changed certain Officers of the Army, and that ke had ſeated himſelf inthe 
Royal Throne: and like a King, had determined certain canſes, and had granted certain 
demands of the people : That 5 had left nothing undone, which he might have performed. 
had Czſar confirmed his Title. He alledged alſo, that they who were encloſed in the Hip- 
podrome, were diſmiſſed by him; and divers other as, partly true, partly probable in ye. 
gard of the ambition of young men, who, deſirows to govern, do ordinarily commit ſuc 
things: Beſides this, his negle in mourning for his Father , and withal, his rare Bangyet, 
all night long at that very time his Father died ; whereat the people began to mutiny, ſeeing 
the ſmall regard he had of his Father's death, from whozs he had received ſo great Good; 
and Honours, How all the day long he made a ſhew of his ſorrow and tears in his Pavilion, 
but all the night he took, pleaſure like a King ;, and being ſuch, if Czar ſhould grant hin 
the Kingdom, he would behave himſelf no leſs unkindly towards him, than he had done to 
his moit kind Father. That it was no leſs than an odious crime in him, to delight him{|f 
with Songs and Dances at his Father's death, as if he had been bis enemy : 1 hat he gy 
came to Gafar's Preſence, to the intent to obtain the Kingdom by bis conſent, whereas alrea- k 
dy he had behaved himſelf no otherwiſe, than if he had already been eſtabliſh:d King by lis 
Authority. But moſt of all he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the Temple, and 
the Impiety perpetrated ſo near to the Feait of Eaſter; at which time divers, both Stran- 
gers and Citizens had been killed after the manner of Sacrifices, and the 1emple filled wit) 
Carcaſes, not by a Stranger, but by him, who, under the colour of Religion, deſrreth the Gy 
vernment of the Kingdom, to the end he might ſatisfie the injuſtice of his nature, in exerciſmng 
each way his Tyranny towards all men; for which cauſe his Father never thought. nor coey 
dreamt to ſubititute him King in his place. For he knew both kis life and diſpoſition, and 
by his former Teitament ( and that of greateſt force ) had ordained his Aderjary Antipater 
to be King. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, not when his mind wa; | 
dead before his body, but when both his Judgment was ſound, and his body in health, Tet, 
although at that time Archelaus's Father had ſuch a conceit of him, as in his latter Teils. 
ment he prettndeth ; yet, that he had already declared what kind of King he was like to le, 
who contemned Cxlar's Authority in confirming the Kingdom ; and being as yet a private 
mar, doubted not to murther the Citizens in the Temple. This ſaid, Antipater (to give 
_ credit to his words, bringing divers of his Kindred as Witnefſles of that he had 
id) ended his Oration. 

Whereupon Nicholaws aroſe, and alledged in Archelas's behalf as touching the laugh- 
ter, that it was to be imputed to their impiety, who could not be reſtrained from their 
Tumults and Uproars, before Archelas was enforced toappeaſe them by force; alledg- yj 
ing, That they were ſo much the more guilty, for that they had not only exerciſed their malice, 
but alſo had enforced others to attempt ſo great a revenge againit them for their inſolency 
ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yet in a ſort their contumacy pertained to Cxar's 
ruine. For thoſe that had been ſent by him to appeaſe and redreſs their ſedition, were a- 
gainſt all Law and Right, charged and killed by them, without reſpeF of God, or regard of 
the folemn Feaſt : Whoſe defence Antipater was not aſhamed of, without rejpe& of equity, jo 
that he niight ſatisfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus. That therefore it was their 
fault, who firſt of all abitained not from injury, but whetted thoſe Swords which were drawn 
in maintenance of the peace; againſt their own boſoms. He enforced all other things allo, 


| Whereofthey had accuſed Archelans, againſt themſelves, ſaying, that none of theje things N 


were done without their conſents; and that the offence was not ſo grievons,as they intended it 
ſhould be eſteemed, .to the end they might diſcredit Archelaus. So great a deſire was in then 
to hurt their Kinſman, a man both well reed, and affeted by bis Father: as alſo kind 
and officious towards them in all things that concerned them. As for the Teſtament, that it 
was made by the King when he was in perfed eitate of mind and body, and of greater force 
than the former, becauſe the Anthority and confirmation thereof was aſcribed unto Czlar, 


the Sovereign of the World. 


Further, that Czſar would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, who 
( being, during bis life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits) do now after his 
death, go about to vislate his laſt and trueſt Teſtament ; but that rather like a Fricnd and 0 
Confederate, he would confirm his Will ; who, like his faithful and ſworn well-willer had 


committed all things to his truit, For that there muſt needs be a great difference _ 
| their 
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\ their Malice, and Czſar's Vertne and Faith, which was renowned thorongh the whole world. 

For which cauſe he would not judge his Decree to be inconſiderately paſt, who left his Sur- 

x to his well-deſerving Son, and referred all things to his truſt. For that it was un- 

likely that he ſhould err in the choice of his Succeſſor, who had ſo diſcreetly ſubmitted all 

things to Czlar's judgment. After this manner N:cholaxs alſo finiſhed his diſcourſe. Here- 

upon Ceſar courtcoully raiſed Archelaxs, who lay proſtrate and humbled before his feet, 

telling him that he was moſt worthy to be King, by giving an apparent Teſtimony, that 

he wasconſtant in his reſolutions; pretending that he would do nothing but that which 

ſhould be anſwerable to Herod's Teſtament, and Archelans's profit z and ſeeing the young 

man was confirmed in ſome good hope with this his promiſe, he determined nothing 

B more for that time 3 but ogy 5.

A oo Herod had no other ways governed,than as if the Government had been com- wid, 3355. . 
mitted to a moſt wild Beaſt. For which cauſe, whereas in times paſt that Nation had _ 
been afflicted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there 1s no example extant CES: 
amongſt their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their preſent Ca- 
lmity under Herod. For which cauſe, upon juſt reſpetts, they had with one con- 
ſent, named Archelaws their Kings ſuppoſing that whatſoever King might befall them, 
he would always demean himſelf more affably than Herod had done; and thar 
to honour Archelawr, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in 
other things, to the intent they might obtain his good affection. But he without de- 

z hay, andall at Once, had made manifeſt to the whole Nation, what opinion they were 
to conceive of him, notwithſtanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (for that =o 
it Jay in Cars hands to grant it) and as if he had been afraid, leſt he ſhould alluredly 7) 
be acknowledged for his Father's Son, he. had ſhewed an example of. his Vertue, ,Mo- th 
deration and good Government, that he would uſe towards his Subjefts, by the firſt 
A& which he had committed, not only againſt God, bur alſo againſt men. For in the 
Temple it {elf he hath cauſed three thouſand of his Countrey-men to be killed in ſtead 
of Sacrifices. And how can he chuſe bur be juſtly hated, who beſides bis other cruel- 
ties, objeteth againſt us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The ett-& of their re-

Lord of balf that Government that eppeined to Herod; promiſing him to beſtow a beſtowerh one 
Royal Dignity upon him, if ſo be he behaved himſelf vertuoully, according asit be- Þlf of the 
cmehim. | As for the other Moyety, he divided it between two of Herod's Sons, Philip p1fy waa. 
and Artipas, who debated with his Brother Archelazs for the whole Kingdom. The 4ntip«s- 
fame Artipas alſo, had the Countrey onthe other fide Forde, and Galilee, with two 
|  , hundred Talents of yearly Revenue. As for Philip, he had Bathanea, Trachonitis and 

F Auranitis, and part of the Palace that was. called by Zenodorws's name, with an hun- 

dred Talents, As for Archelaws, he had [dumes, Judea and Sawaria, which were dif 

charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Ceſar, for that they had joyned themſelves 
; Viththe reſt of the people, during the time of the Sedition. Beſides that, Archelaws 

had the Tower of Straton, Sebaſte, Joppe and Jraſaleas, For (7aze, Gadara and Hippon 

were Cities of Greece, which Ceſar had ſeparated, and adjoyned to Syria.' Archelaws 

had five hundred Talcnts of yearly Rent out of his Countrey. Thus was the Patrimony 

divided a Herod's Sons. As for Salome, beſides that which her Brother had given $lne. 
F in his will which were the Cities of Jamia, Azot, Phaſelis and half a Million of 

oney, Ceſar granted her a Royal houſe in Aſchalor; fo as ſhe received in the whole, 
Iixty Talents of yearly Revenue, and had her houſe allotted her within the Dominion 
of Archelaus. All Herod's Kindred received that which was bequeathed unto them by 
his Teſtament.

Hedio & Ruf- Uguſtur havitig thus ordained Herod's Succeſſion, a young man, and a Jew born, 
fruus chap. 18. m—_ up in the City of' S7dor, by a certain Roman Free-man; intruding hin, 
Thea "7; (elf into obs Kindred; for all thoſe that beheld him, reported that he reſemlyeq 
exander. Alexander, Herod's Son, who was killed 'by him 3 and by this means he began to 
ſpire to the Kingdom : Whereupon, calling to him a Companion, who was his oy 
Countrey-man, and alo ienced Courtier, his Arts-Maſter, and fit to make gj. 
ſturbances3 he, by his inſtructions, feigned himſelf to be that Alexander, Herod's$0, 
who was delivered from death by the means of a certain friend, who had the chai 
to ſee him executed; who executing others in'their ſteads, delivered both him and js x 
- Brother —— and that they were both eſcaped in this manner. Being puffed up 
by theſe Toys, he failed not to deceive other men; and as ſoon as he came to Gre 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perſwaded them no leſs ;, and getting 
much money from them, he failed into the Ifle of Melos ; where he gathered a grex 
Sum of Money, under pretext that he was of the King's Blood. And now hoyi 
that he ſhould recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he ſhould reward thoſe that 
were beneficial to him, he haſted towards Rowe, accompanied with his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Puteol, he was entertained there with no lek & 
vour by thoſe Jews, whom he deceived by his colourable Title ; and divers othg 
who had been Herod's Friends and Familiars, came unto him, and entertained him s |, 
their King. The cauſe hereof was the natural diſpoſition of men, who take pleaſurein 
falſe reports, together with the report of his reſemblance. For they that had frequent, 
ed very familiarly with Alexander, held it for a matter moſt aflured, that he was the , 
man, and none other; and affirmed unto others upon their Oaths, that it was he, 6 
that this rumour at laſt came to Rowe. And all the Jews that dwelt there came forth 
The falſe 4- to meer him, ſaying, That it was God's handy-work, that he was after that manzer 
#& ethto Rome. Preſerved beyond all men's expectation: And they greatly rejoyced in his Mother 
CA behalf, from whom he was deſcended ; he was carried in a Litter 
the Streets with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereof was defrayed by tho 
who were his Friends. He was attended by a great multitude of men, and honoured 
with great applauſe, as it ordinanly falleth out at ſuch time as beyond all expedtati 
on, any one 1s found to have been miraculouſly preſerved. When. this News ws 
brought to Ceſar's ears, he gave ſmall credit thereunto, perſwading himſelf that it 
was a hard matter to deceive Herod, in a matter of fo great importance : notwith 
ſtanding, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to-the opinions of men, he ſent a certain 
Free-man of his called Celadus, who had v lliarly converſed with Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus during their Infancy ; giving him charge to bring Alexander unto hin 
tothe end he might fee him 5 which he did, and was never the wiſer in diſcoveri 
The falſe 4 him.” Notwithſtanding, Ceſar was not fully deceived. For, although he reſem 
exenct ca him ſomewhat 3; yet he was not ſo exadly like him, that he could deceive thoſe who 
Ceſar. narrowly obſerved him. For this counterfeit Alexander had hard hands, in that he 
. had been accuſtomed to labour, which the true Alexaxder could not have, in regard 
of his tender and delicate education 3 and likewiſe this man was of a rough skin, and 
hard fleſh. © Ceſar therefore, diſcovering the treachery both of the counterfeit Scho- 
lar, and lying Maſter, and how they agreed in their confident Juſtifications, he en- 
quired of them, what was become of wlas, who was ſecretly hidden with himz 
and for what cauſe he preſented not himſelf, to enjoy the honour that appertained to 
thoſe who were ſo Nobly deſcended ; It was anſwered him, that he remained in the 
Ile of Cypras, for fear of dangers, to which they are expoſed who fail by Sea, to the 
end, that if any miſ-fortune ſhould befal him, all Mariamme's Race ſhould not be 0 
extinguiſhed, but that at leaſt, Ariſtoblus might be left alive. Whilſt he owned 
theſe things, and the Author of the Fable juſtitied no leſs, Ceſar drawing the young 
Li, man

vitude ; exhorting all the Nation to maintain their liberty,: and putting them mm hope 
that they thereby ſhould happily eſtabliſh their eſtates, and enjoy their- goods with 
ſecurity; and beſides this, obtain both honour and glory in proſecution of tuch an n- 
terpriſe. - Moreover, that God would not afford them a more aſſured way :o ſettle L 
their Fortunes, than by this means; namely, if they would: employ themſelves in the 
execution of their deſignsz ang if having conceived in their minds high-and noble 
attempts, they forbore not to accompliſh the ſame, notwithſtanding the execution 
coſt them their lives, Theſe: ſpeeches of theirs were entertained by the: people with 
great pleaſure, and by the ſame they were the more confirmed and heartned to Rebel- 
lion.

Ambaſſadours to require Herod to come. and be their King ; who otherwiſe was hated mod ſent for 
of all the people, and accuſed of extream cruelty : In a word, he was an unſociable by the Parthi- 
man, and extreamly cholerick, notwithſtanding he was of, the Blood of the Arſacides ; & lng, 
they therefore flocked about him, and killed him at a Banquet made at a certain Sacri- 
fice (for the cuſtom of the Parthians was, that every one bare his weapon) or as the 
common "report was, that he was killed when he wasa hunting. For this cauſe they 
ſent Ambaſladours to Rowe, requiring that one of thoſe that were Hoſtages there might 
their King 3 and one Vorones was ſent unto them, who was preferred above all his 
| Brethren. For he ſcemed tobe capable of that high Degree of honour, asto command 
two of the greateſt Sovereignties that were under the-Sunz the one of his own Nati- 

D on, the other of a Foreign Dominion. But.the Barbarians, whoare by nature incon- 
ſtant, and moſt infolent, ſhortly after repented themſelves; for they diſdained to ex- 
ecute the Command of a Slave (for ſo called they a Pledg) ſaying, that the Parthians 
had not a King given them by night of War, butthat which was the greateſt abuſe that 
could befall them, by an injury offered them in the time of a ſhameful Peace. For 
which cauſe they ſpeedily ſent for Artabanrs King of Media, who was of the Race of 
the Arſacides, To this requeſt of theirs he willingly condeſcended, and came unto 
them with his Army, and Vonozes marched forward againſt him. At the firſt encounter, 
although the common ſort among the Parthians favoured Artabanus, yet he was over- 
come, and fled to the Mountains of Media. But not long after, having aſſembled a ,,,,,,, King

Be- 
ſides this, ſhe was very rich, and with her Riches beautiful, and in her flouriſhing 
years 3 and notwithſtanding a very Mirrour of-chaſtity. $he was married to a cer- 
tain Noble man called Saturmine, that equalled her in all thoſe her excellent perfeAi- 
ons. *A certain young man called Decius Mundus, one of the Knights of greateſt ac- 
count at that time, fell in love with her. But ſhe was of that diſpoſition, that it was 
impoſſible for him to corrupt her by Preſents; and the more ſhe refuſed thoſe infinite 0 
Preſents which he ſent unto her, the more was Murdys's heart enflamed with ardent at- 
fetion; ſo that to enjoy her but one only night, he offered her two hundred on

Whereupon, the eldeſt a- 
mong them reſorted to Paulina; and having free acceſs unto her Preſence, he required 
that he might have conference with her in ſecret 5 which when he had obtained, he told 
her that he was ſent unto her by God Azwbzs, in that the God was farprized with her 
Love, and defired that ſhe would come unto him. Paxlina took great pleaſure in this his 
diſcourſe; and told her Familiars how ſhe had been honoured with the amorous ſolici- 
tation of a God, and certified her Huſband, how God Amnbis would lie with her:

C But the more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more inſtantly ſhe incited him to ſeek out for the 
Kingdom 3 and never gave over, until ſhe had conforrhed him to her defire 5 which ſhe 
forced him to, rather than obtained. Having therefore furniſhed himſelf after the 
. moſt magnificent manner, and ſpared no colt, he repaired to Rowe, and led Herodias his H" 
Wife with him, Agrippa ſmelling their intent, and the preparation they ma de, he beſtir- ppt on _ 
red himſelf too : And having notice that they were put toSea, he ſent Fortwnatys, oneof ſendethrorey- 
his Eree-men, to Rome, with Preſents to the Emperour, and Letters againſt Herod 5 with -3>orhognn 
Commiſiion to acquaint Carizs with every particular, according as the occaſion ſhould Preſencs after 
ſerve, He embarking himſelfafter Herod, had a quick paſſage, and was only prevented vim- 
by him, but for the " Ap6 that Herod preſented himfelftoCaizs3 for he preſently follow- 
D ed him,and delivered hisLetters. For they arrived at one timeat Puteol,and found Caizs

Royal and ſumptuous Palaces; for that every Emperour enforced himſelf to exceed the 
honour of his Predeceſſor, by reaſon of the hot Baths that naturally iſſued out of the 
earth, ſerving both for the health of the body, and recreation of the ſpirits Whilſt 
Ceim talked with Herod, having viſited him firſt, he received Agrippa's Letters, contain- 
Ing Herod's Accuſations; for they accuſed him of a Conſpiracy plotted betwixt him and 
Ofreſn the beginning of Tiberizs's Empire: And how for the preſent he favoured 
abanus, King of the Parthians,to the prejudice of the Emperour Cai#s; of which the 
rations Herod had ſtored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony, which were 
cent toarm ſeventy thouſand men. Caivs was much moved with theſe iaformati- 
ons, and asked H:rod if that which was informed him, touching his warlike preparati- 
on, wastrue : He unable to contraditt the ſamein any thing, for fear he ſhould becon- 
victed of falſhood, confeſſed noleſs. Whereupon Cavs ſuppoſing the Accuſation of his 
revolt to be ſufficiently proved, deprived him of his Tetrarchy, and annexeditto Agrip- 
pas Eingdom; beſtowing Herod”s Subſtance alſo upon him. He baniſhed him likewiſe 
for ever, and confined himin the City of Lions, in France; and underſtanding that He- 
rodias was Agrippa's Siſter, he gaveher all that which in right appertained to her. And- 
hong that ſhe would not willingly accompany her Huſband in his calamity, he told 
that he pardoned her for her Brother's ſake : But ſhe gave him this reply ; Mighty 
Emperonr, you ſpeak magnificently, and as it well becomethſo great a —_— 5 but thereis a 
cauſe that hindreth me from partaking the benefit of that bounty which.you intend towards 
me, which js the affeFion that T bear unto my Husband ; whom if I ſhould forſake in his mi- 
ſery, it would wery ill beſeemt me, in that ] have been a partner with himin his felicity. Cains 
diſpleaſed with her reſolute anſwer, baniſhed her likewiſe with her Huſband, and gave 
herEſtate alſo to Agrippa. God did after this manner puniſh Herodias,in regard of that 
envy which ſhe had conceived againſt her Brother ; and plagued Herod, in that he had ſo 
elily liſtned to the fooliſh perſwaſions of a Woman. But Cains governed theEmpire the

Anileus ſhould incur ſome danger, ſhe poyſoned Aſfiners, to the end that her love 
being in Authority, ſhe might more freely praCtiſe her impiety. Now when Anilew 
had gotten the Government into his own hands, he drew out his Forces againſt cer- 
tain Villages belonging to M:thridates, one of the chicteſt among the Partbians, and 
Artabamis's Son in Law 3 which Villages he ſpoiled , and carried away men , ſheep 
and other richcs. When Mzthridates, who at that time was reſident in thoſe Quar- 
ters, underſtood of the ſpoil of his Villages, he was very much diſpleaſed, and the 
rather, for that without any occaſion or proffer of injury, Anilexs had affailed hum 
in contempt of his Eſtate, who was a chief Peer of the Countrey : For which cauſe N 
he immediately aſſembled the greateſt power of Horſe and Foot he could gather, to 
ſet upon Arilens and his Aſſociates, Leading his Forces therefore againſt one of the 
Villages, he kept himſelf in covert, to the end he might fght the next day, which 
was the Sabbath day 3 on which the on atrempted not any thing. Whereof when 
Aileus was advertiſed by a certain Syrian, who dwelt in another Village, wha, had 
exadtly told him all Mithridates's intent, and the place where he intended cobudhs 
with his Souldiers; after he had made his Souldiers take their refreſhment, 
out by night. to the end he might charge the Parthians before they might be advertr 
ſed of his coming.

Minucienus, perceiving with what affe&tion Chereas ſpake, embraced him with 
all love 3 and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy - 
then departed they one from the other, with prayers and wiſhes 3 and at that time 
there hapned a preſage that confirmed them the more. For as Chereas entred into 
D the Senate, ſome one among the people caſt out a word, that redoubled his courage. 

(faid he) that which thou haſt todo; for God will afliſt thee. Chereas was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aſſociates had betrayed him. But at laſt, he 

thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his reſolution, gave him a 

Watch-word to animate him the more; or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 

ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 

tion to divers; ſundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertifed hereof were 
nArms. For, there wasnot any one that ſuppoſed not that Caizs death was the great- 
eſt good hap the Common-wealth could expe&t. For which cauſe, all of them enforced 
themſelves as much as they could, to afliſt the execution with couragious and virtu- 

E-ousreſolution : and as forward were they in affeQtion as in power; in words as in ef- 
ket, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Caliſthas 
allo, who was Caizs free-man, and raiſed by him to great Authority, yea, ſuch as almoſt

At which time Chereas aſſembled all the Confederats, 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, accuſed and reproach- 
ed thetn of {lackneſs in that execution, which had been ſo virtuouſly reſolved x 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould be diſcoyered, the whole 
watter ſhould be fruſtrate : by which means Caivs might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we not ( ſaid he) that by how much lilerty we take from bur ſekes, 
by ſo much we augment Caius tyranny? nkercas we ought firſt of all to obtain ſecurit for 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others, the greateſt glory | 

ſhall redound unto our ſelves. Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honourable 


a reſolution, and yet notwithſtanding no ways enforcing themſelves towards the adi 1 


on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake 
thus : 

M-ſt noble and generous Gentlemen, what is the cauſe that we linger and delay in 
this manner £ See you not that this day is the laſt day of the Games, and that Caius is 
ready to go to Sea ? for he hath dztermined to ſail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt: 
truly it will be a ſmall honour for us, if we ſuffer him to eſcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by Land and Sea, be may trinmph over the Romans negligence, Hm 
can we chuſe but condemn our ſelves juſtly, and challenge nothing but diſhonour, if ſome 
Ee yptian ſuppoſing that men of free condition could not any longer endure his inſ6- 
lence ſhould put the matter in execution s For mine own part, I will dream no longer 
apon your conſultations, but this very day will I hazard my ſelf; and betide we what 
can, I will ſuitain all fortunes with pleaſure and courage. For 1 am a man of thit 
mind, that no danger can be ſo great or grievous to daunt me, or dray me from | 
worthy an enterprize which ſome other will put in execution if I delay, depriving 
me of the greateif honour and. glory that the world can afford for its deliverance, This 
ſaid, he departed with an intent to- attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reſt todo the like; fo that all of them were deſirous to ſet hand to the enterprize, 
without any farther delay, The cuſtom was, that the Captains of the Guard entred 
the Palace with their ſwords by their ſides, and in ſuch equipage they asked the Em- 
peror the Watch-word. , At that time it fortuned that it was CLereas 
Watch-word, a great number of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up 
their places to behold the Games with great preſs and noiſe 3 wherein Cais =

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x greatly delighted , for there was no diſtin&ion of place either for Senators or Knights, MN 
. one ſate together contuſedly, mien and women, {laves an4 free-men, Cui45 ITorld, —_ 
arriving there firſt, had offered facrifice/ in honour of Ceſar Angnſtas, in whoſe ho- fir corif's 
nour likewiſe thoſe ſports were folemnized.- It came to paſs that whilſt thoſe Beaſts CEP 
were embowelled, that were appointed for ſacrifice, Afprenas Gown, who at that £4iw facrifi- 
time was Senator, - was beſprinkled with blood: whereat Caizs began to laugh z yet _— 
notwithſtanding, this was a preſage for Aſprenas. For he was (lain that very day 4fpren«s. 
that Caizs was. It is reported that Caixs at that time, contrary to his own nature, 
behaved himſelf moſt affably towards all men, ſo that all the atliſtance were aſtoniſh- 
«4 to. behold the courtelie that he uſed. After the. ſacrifice was done, he fate him 
Jown to behold the Paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble of his friends and 
familiars. Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this form and The Thearre- 
faſhion that enſueth : It had two gates, the one towards the open yard; the o- 
ther opening upon the porch, by which the aQors had- their egrefs and regreſs, 
without diſturbance of thoſe who fate to behold the paſtime. There was within the 
fame a certain room, ſeparated from the reſt, where the Players and Muſicians 
. when the people were ſeated, and Chereas, with the Captains were ncar a- 
bout Ceſar, who fate on the right (ide of the Theatre : Batibis one of the Senators. 
4-man very expert 1n feats of Arms, asked Cluvitzs privily in his ear, who ſate by 
him and had in hke fort been Conſul, whether he heard any n-ws ? who anſwering 
© him that he had heard nothing. Os this day (ſaid Batibius)/ball the traged) be plaid of

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eTyrants death. Clavitws made him this reply in H:mers words, 
Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek ſhould liften to our talk, 


Now whilſt ſome one darted certain apples and- rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Caiws took great pleaſure to behold how they [trove one with another round 
about him, buffeting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame: but at that pres 
ſent there chanced two prefages: for the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Judg, 
who was apprehended and crucified, and im the Dance they repreſented Cy»era, who 

D was killed with Myrrha her Daughter: and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther 'of the Judge that was crucitied, as alſo of 
Cyrera. It is affirmed likewiſe, that the day was the very ſame, whereon Philip the 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Pa»ſanizs one of his familiars, 
atſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Caizs was incertain'with himſelf whe. 
ther he ſhould remain untill the ſports were finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day of 
them, or rather ſhould reſort to the Bath, and after he had refreſhed himſelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before; Minicianws ſitting next unto him, 
fearing leſt the occalion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeen Chereas go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Cai#s catcht him by the 

x Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend? At which time for the reverence fake 
that he bare unto Ceſar, he fate him down again :- but 'the fear that he had, grew fo 
forcible, that hg aroſe again 3 ſo that Caizs could not detain him, ſuppoſing that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important buſineſs. Ax that time did A/ 
prenas counſel Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
'might return thither again3z all which he did, being defirousthat the reſolution might 
take effect. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpoſed to take advantage 
of the time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readineſs, in 
aplace appointed, to the intent to :Qt the Tragedy: and thedelay ſeemed very tedious 
tothem, tor it was already three a clock afternoon. So that Chereas ſeeing that Cairns 

F lingred fo long, intended to go in unto him and affail him in his ſeat: Foe he con- 
ceived that he could not bring that topaſs without great loſs and murther of the Se- 
nators, and Knights that were preſent. Now although he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addrefled he himſelf to the (execution thereof, ſuppoſing that the loſs that might - 
happen by the death of fome one, would be well recompenſed by the ſecurity and li- 
berty, that would redound unto all men. When as therefore they were in a readi- 
nels to enter the Theatre, news was brought them, "that Cai was riſen to come forth 
by means whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which cauſe the Confederates turned 
back into. the Theatre, and appeaſed the people, telling them that they diſpleaſed 

and annoyed the Emperour : but the effe& was, to- draw him aſide from all thoſe, 
G who might yield. him any affiſtance 3 and fo to ſet upon him. Before Caizs marched 
Clandins bis Uncle, and M. Mimncianws | his Siſters Husband and Valerizs who at that 
time was: Proconſul, who might not-by any means be drawn from their place, 'al- 
Xx 3 though 
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The Germans 
Ceſar: Guard, 


though they had the will, by reaſon of the Place and Dignity which they held. Ca. 
PH hllowed after ther, accompanied with Panlas Auruntivs. Now when he was en- 
tred into the Palace, he left the ready way where his Ofhcers were, and Clayd; 
his Aſſociates held : and turned afide by an unfrequented way to the Baths, 
poſe to ſee certain young Boys, who were come out of Aſia, and were ſent him Out 
of that Countrey, partly to ſing in thoſe Ceremonies that, were inſtituted by him 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theatre ; and in that place Cheyeas came and 
encountred him, asking him the Watch-word : which Caizs gave him very reproach. 
fully according to his cuſtom. For which cauſe without any further delay, Cheress 
allailing him both in word and a@, drew his ſword and gave him a t wound 
which notwithſtanding was not mortal : ſome ſay that Cheres purpoſely wounded 
him after that manner, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater oe: 
ment increaſe the number of his wounds: but I cannot believe it, for that in ſuch ex 
ecutions a man hath no leiſure to determine how to ſtrike. And if Cheregs had $1.4 
an intention, I account him the verieſt fool that might be, for-he rather took plea. 
ſare to content his deſpite, than readily to deliver both himſelf and others, who, þ 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn into hazard. For, if Caius had 
not been ſuddenly killed, he could not have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem that 
Chereas had not pretended to do ſo much milchief to Caixs, as to himſclf and his Fel. 
low-confederates And _ in this uncertainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have 
fallen out happily or no, he had without reaſon both undone himſelf and loſt the ge. K 
calion, whereas Cakes happily hit home, be might without a word ſpeaking ſecure 
himſelf againſt thoſe who-would offend him. Bur let every man think what beſt pleaſ. 
eth him. Caizs feeling the grief of the wound (for he was ſtricken between the (houl. 
der and the neck, and his {word could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit upon 
the firſt bone of the breaſt) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friend: 
whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, or that he had ſome other thoughts; ind 
in lamenting himſdlf he paſſed forward. But he was met by Corzelins Sabings who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees + 
whereupon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhortations 
encouraged one another to do their utmoſt in murthering him. At length in all | 
mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Aquile that gave him the deadly 
wound, that ſevered his foul from his body, But this a& ought to be attributed © 
Chereas : For though divers ſet to their hands in the aQtion, yet was he the fr 
who had bethought him of the afion, having a long time before any of them pre- 
meditated the fame, after what ſort it ſhould be attempted : and he alſo was the frf 
that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his re(- 
lation, aſſembled them: and when every 'one was to ſpeak his opinion, he conclu- 
ded the ſame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt; ſo that 
by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 
hearted, ſince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it {elf, toſet hand to theexe-M 
cution, he was the firſt that attempted it, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an cafe 
way tothe reſt, who found Cai#s calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
caule, it is neceſfary that all which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Chereas 2d- 
vice, vertue and diligence. 

Thus died Cais, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds, Now when Chereas and 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoſſible 
for them to ſave themſelves, if ſo be they ſhould return by the way that they came; (0 
much were they raviſhed with that which they had done : For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall danger by murchering an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whoſe death the Souldiers would not N 
leave unpuni Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves allo 'were hindred by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Souldiers that gave their attendance that day, in guarding the Emperour ; 
they took another way, and retired themſelves into Germanices's ing, who was 
Caizs's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houſe adjoyned unto the Palace. 
For although the Palace was but one, yet conſiſted it of divers lodgings which were 
builded by leveral Emperours 3 ' whoſe names, whether they had begun or finiſhed the 
works, were impoſed upon the fame buildings. When therefore they had eſcaped 
from the preſs, they were in ſafety as long as the inconvenience that had befallen 
the Emperour was yet hidden. - The firſt report of his death came: to the Ger- 0 
mans who were of his Guard, being a Company choſen out of that Nation named 
the Celtique Band, for the preſervation of the Emperours Perſon. Theſe men 
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A are very prone unto wrath, and amongſt all other B: roarians, It is a rare thingin AS 
them to examine the cauſes of their execution: otherwile they are men ſtrong in bo- nald, 4009. 
dy, and who in the Wars always give the firſt onſet, yielding great advantage to thoſe after Chril's 
on whoſe ſide they fight. They having notice of Caiws murther, were vehemently =p 


ieved thereat, for that it is their manner to cenſure all things not according 
to right, but as they were anſwerable to their own profits: Caizs eſpecially 
was dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour by beſtowing much 
money upon them. Their Captain was one called Sabin#s, who was not advanced to 
that dignity, either for his virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceſtors (for he was but 
a Fencer) but for his mighty ſtrength and huge body. They therefore ran about with

ing with =—_— at firſt, whoſe Gown (as we have ſaid) was' betloodied with the his German

divers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made no reckoning of his Dignity, and in pieces. 
being of himſelf endowed with great force and ſtrength, he took a ſword from one 11. 


of them which firſt aſſailed him; with whom he —_ and made them know 
that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearly; and indeed fo had he 
done, but that, being environed by divers, who aflailed him at once, he was beaten 
c down, and ſtruck with many dea iy wounds. The third was Azteizs, one of the 
number of the Senators, who with ſome others met nat with theſe men by chance, 
as the two other had done; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Cains, and 
the pleaſure that he took to ſee him lye dead, was come out of hishouſe, being eg- 
ged on with envy to feed his eyes with that ſpectacle. For Caizs had baniſhed A- 
teizs Father, whoſe name likewiſe was Arteius, and not content therewith, he had 
ſent his Souldiers to kill him. He therefore with great pleaſure beheld the car- 
caſe of this Tyrant z but _—_— the uproar that was raiſed in every part of the houſe, 
he thought good to hide himſelf: yet could he not avoid the narrow ſearch of the

Germans, who were ſo diſpleaſed, that they killed all they met, whether they were 


D guiky or guiltleſs of the fact: Thus were theſe three made away. | 
- But after the rumour of Cains death was heard in the Theatre, every one was ama- 
zed, and could ſcarcely believe it. For although divers of them were very glad that 
he was taken out of the world, perſwading themſelves that it would highly profit 
them 3 yet did their fear hinder their belief. On the other ſide, there were ſome, 
who deſiring not that any ſuch miſhap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their 
thoughts, that it was impoſſible to be done, for that there was no men ſo bold, as 
to attempt itz they ſuppoſed the report to be altogether falſe. Of this mind were 
. certain women and children, flaves and ſfouldiers. Theſe by reaſon they received 
wages at his hand, tyrannized with him, being his miniſters 1n all thoſe abuſes that he 
F offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
Cains drew unto him. As for the Women and Children, they were of that opinion, by 
reaſon that ſach kind of people take dglight in Plays, Jefts, Donations of fleſh, and 
other ſuch Paſtimes, which Caizs in word pretendeth to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effe& it was to have means to ſatisfie his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
racious among the ſervants and ſlaves, for that by tum they had liberty to ac- 
eaſe and-contemn their Maſters, and were therein countenanced by Caius. For when 
they fallly accuſed their Maſters, they were eaſily believed; and when they diſcover. 
ed their Maſters treaſures, in recompence of their diſcovery they were not only made 
free 4 him, but alſo ſent bome with rich and ample rewards. For the reward that 
was affigned them, was the eighth part of thoſe goods that were confiſcated. As for 
F certain of the Nobility, although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that 
before they were privy to that which the reſt intended, and notwithſtanding they 
defired that the enterprize ſhould be effefted; yet kepe they all things cloſe, and 
ty no fign of joy, nor made any ſhew that they heard that which was reported. 
or ſome of them feared left if they ſhould be fruſtrated of their hope, they 
ſhould bring themſelves in- danger of puniſhment, for having diſcovered their in- 


It the one from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of 
@ thoſe, who drew any commodity from Caizs tyranny, they might bewray them: 
whereby if Caizs ſhould be yet alive, they might incur the danger of puniſhment. 
For the report was, that he had been wounded in certain placesz yet that he = =p 
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prize and were Confederates with the ARors; yet did they more cloſely conceal of <«/«rs

tent ſooner than they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who knew the enter- Diversrumors 
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killed 3 but as yet alive, and among his Phyſicians hands, who dreſſed his wounds, y 
No man therefore durſt freely diſcover the-ſecrets of his heart to his Neighbour ; for 
they that ſpread thoſe reports, were- either friends (and for that cauſe were ſuſpected as 
* favourers of his Tyranny) or enemies, and by that means, in. that they were but ſini- 
ſterly affe&ed towards Caize, there was no certainty to be _—_ of that which they 
ſaid, There aroſe alſo another report, which, daunted and beat down the hearts an( 
hopes of the Nobility z namely, that Caies —_— light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alſo by the wounds he had received, was come into the Market-place all 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed before the people : See bere, hoy 
they that ſpread theſe rumonrs, og their conjetures, which were void of all reaſon : 
which diſtrafted thoſe that heard it, according as they were affetted. Notwithſtand. I 
ing all this, no man removed from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly ac- 
cuſed 3 knowing wellthat they ſhould be accuſed, not according totheir thoughts and 
affe&ions, but according to the diſpoſition of their Judges and Acculers. 

But after that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 
that were preſent expetted nothing but deathz and as ſoon as any man entred, they 
were {cized with ſuch an amazement, as if they had already felt the ſtrokes; fo tha 
they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence; and otherwiſe 
perſwading themſelves, that if they ſtayed there any longer, it would breed them fur. 
ther danger. At length, when the Souldiers were entred into the Theatre by force, all 
the Aſſembly cryed out, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it was belides their 
knowledge, whether it were either attempted by Conſpiracy, or any other means. They 
therefore moſt humbly entreated them, that they would ſpare them, and nor inflict 
the penalty of the guilty on thoſe that are innocent : For their own parts, they pray- 
ed them to ſearch out thoſe who had committed the a, if any ſuch thing were com- 
mitted. And thus ſpake they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Godsto 
witneſs; alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as 
ſuch as Hh for their lives could ſay. By theſe perlwaſions of theirs the Souldiersfu- 
ry was abated, ſo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
trez for this alſo was a cruelty, as they themſclves (norwnhading their barbarous 
incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, that the heads of Aſpreras and others that were | 
killed, were carried and ſet uponan Altar. Whereat all the Afliſtants were moſtgriev- 
oully diſcontented, remembring themſelves of the dignity of the men, and having com, 
paſſion of chat which had beſalien them z conſidering alſo, that they themſelves were 
not far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould fave themſelves: where: 
by it came to paſs, that ſomecf thoſe who had cauſe to hate Caixs, durſt not freely re- 
joyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their own lives, having as 
yer no appearance of any ſafety. 

At length Aurzntizr, a man who was gracious among the people, and was one of the 
common Criers, who had a ſtrong voicez and by crying ſuch goods as were to be fold, 
had gathered ſo great ſubſtance, asthat he was accounted one of the richeſt menin \ 
Rome, and in great eſteem amongſt all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a. 
mourning Habit, and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Ca- 
#7, yet for the fear he conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of 
the preſent danger, he diſſembled his joy 3 wearing all thoſe Garments of mourning, 
and uſing no Il lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend. 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Caizs death, to the intent that 
the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned : After this, he began to 
repreſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
up their Swords, alluring them of the Emperour's death which aft of his did manifeſt- 
ly fave the lives of all thoſe who were atlembled in the Theatre, and all them likewiſe, 
whom they could have met with. For if they had had but the leaſt ſurmiſe, that Caius 
had as yet been alive, there was not any fort of cruelty which they had. not commut- 
ted: For they bare him ſo great love and affe&tion, that'to ſecure him from that mil- ' 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the loſs of their own lives. But as ſoon 
as they underſtood he was dead, they repreſſed their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge 3 knowing that 1t availed them nothing to diſcover their affetti- 
onstowards him, in that he could yield them no requital. Beſides, the fear they had, 
leſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed againlt 
them, if ſo be the Government of the Eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made 
them contain themſelves. © Thus was the fury of thoſe Germans appeaſed for the death 
of Carne. | 
Mean while Chereas (who feared very much, leſt Mnuciarns ſhould ns the 
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Germans hands, and in-their fury be murthered by them) ſought for him among the ate". ur 
Souldiersz enquiring of every one, whether they knew it he were killed or no. Where- vw 
apon Mincians and Clement were brought unto him, who in his preſence commended #ftrr ch4t's 
Chereas's exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senatez who witneſs 32S 
ſd that it was to the general benefit, and good of the Common-weal; and that the £hereas, at 
greateſt perſons were beholding to him, for that he had neither wanted good advice in 7,0 ant : 
F” Jeliberation, nor courage to execute his reſolution; alledging that the nature of ul: abour ce: 
Tyranny was ſuch, that being puffed up with a ſhort pleaſureof unjuſtand intolerable /-* dexh. 
4 rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men) determined and ended in miſery, as 
manifeſtly appeared in that which had befallen Cajusz who, before any thing was ei- 
ther Jeviſed pradtſed or executed againſt him, was already hateful to all mens: and 
B had in ſuch ſort violated all Laws, that his greateſt friends were reſolved to take Arms 
againſt him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truthand in ef- 
| it was he himſelf, who was the Author of his own ruine. | 
Hereupon all they aroſe who werein the Theatre, and raiſed great noiſe and trouble 4r:i-» 2 cer- 
in ſeeking to ſave themſclves. The occafion was, that a certain Phyfician called Arco», =_ -—_— 
being cal ed out to £0 and dreſs certain men that were wounded; making a ſhew as if _ 
he went to go and prepare ſuch things as were neceſlary for thoſe that were wounded, 
made thoſe itlue out with him, who fate neareſt unto him; but the truth was; he did it 
to the end to draw them out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate affembled The Senate 
themſelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make inquiry after thoſe pun x. 
who had murthered Cais: The people with anintire and ftmple intent, the Senate thoſe tharflew 
only to uſe ſome formal proceeding. For Valerins Afiaticns, who - had formerly been poor ere 
Conſul, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar 3 and ſuppoling it a {trange —_ 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperour, whilſt every one enquired been the, Au- 
who it was that had done the deed; O, ſaid he, would it had beer I that had done it, 
But the Conſuls publiſhed an Edi&, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a: 
inſt Caius 3 commanding the people and Souldiers, who were as yet in the Theatre, to 
retire themſelves to their Coden And the people were put in great hope, that they 
ſhould be eaſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been , ror ex.Trg And the 
p Souldiers were promiſed Honours and _—_— it they would contain themſelves in 
their accuſtomed order, and ſtir upno further trouble.

For in ſubjeting the Law to his goed 
liking, and himſelf to his particular deſires, there is not any kind miſe and miſchie; 
that hath not overthrown our City: ſo that his Succeſſors have employe hemfeloe to the 
uttermoit, and with a certain emmation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey 5, ſtriving 
which of then might deprive our Commonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens : For that they 
have made their account, that their ſecurity con ag in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abje# 5, abaſing, not only the great Conrages of thoſe men, who were 
famous for their Nobility and Virtue, but alſo by murthering a great number of them by al 
ſorts of Puniſhments : And nhilſt all of them endeavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the Commonwealth. | 


But amongſt all the reſt, Cavus, who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater miſchiefs himſelf alone, than any other, by dijcharging his brutiſh and beaſtly wrath, 
not only new | the Common Citizens, but alſo againſt his own Parents and Friends de- \ 
meaning himſelf alike towards all mens and manifeſting his injuſtice, in that he purſued 
them moit, who were moſt innocent; and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immortal Gods, For it is not enough for Tyrants to ſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to uſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both men's Wealth and their Wives ; but alſo, they glo- 
ry, when they may utterly ruine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their enemits.

ranny, the Conſuls commanded the Souldiers. After that Cheregs had received the 
Word, he gave it his Souldiers, who ſubſcribed to the Senates Authority : Of theſe 
there were about four Compamies, which preferred the Lawful Goyernment before a 
Tyranny 3 who alſo retired themſclves to their Officers.

In that place one 
ofthe Souldiers of the Palace called Gratws, being unable to diſcern who he was, in re- 
gard of the obſcurity ofthe place; and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one that deſired to be 
concealed, he drew near unto him, to the intent he might the better know him : And 
when Claudizs beſought him, that he would __ and leave him, he paſſed the more 
onwards, and laying hold of him, and drawing him into the light, knew him ; crying 
out to thoſe that followed him : This is Germaricxs, let us take hold of him, and create 
him Emperor. Claudizs perceiving that he was ready to be attached, and fearing leſt 
they ſhould put him to death as they had done Caizs, beſought them that they would 
pardon him, proteſting unto them his innocency, and how he had no ways been either 
acceſary or agent in that which had been done. Whereupon Grat#s beginning to ſmile, 
took him by the hand, ſaying, that he had no cauſe to ſuſpecthis life : ** For {ſaid he) 
*it. behoveth thee torouſe up thy ſpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Em-

++ Upon theſe ſpeeches, diversof the Souldicrs of the Guard aſſembled about Grat.zs,

Contrariwiſe, the people envied them that ts: And 
nowing that their Emperors ſhould be as it were bridles, 'to reſtrain the avarice of 


and the Scnate, and the refuge of the People, they were very glad toſte that Claudius was 


advanced, making their account that if he were created Emperor, they ſhould avoid x 
Civit War, like unto that which happened in Pompeixs time. 

© The Senate knowing that Claudins was carried into the Army by the Souldierg, 
* choſe out ſore of their order, and ſent them as Embaſſadours in their behalf, to 
« ſignific unto him, that he ought to uſe no violence 1n obtaining the Empire, but rz- | 
« ther to remit the charge of the Common-weal to the Senate. That he both wasand 
« ſhould be one of the Senators, and have the condu&@ of the Common-weal, and dif. 
« poſe it according to Law, perſwading him to call unto his remembrance thoſe grievous 
* miſchiefs, which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Common-weal, and what 
« dangers he himſelf had alſo ſuffered with them, during the reign of Cazws their late 
« Emperor, Thatit ſEould ill become him, who had deteſted the fury of others Ty- 
% ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelf againſt his Countrey. That if 
« he would obey them, and continue to expreſs the virtue and conſtancy of his Life 
« which in times paſt he led with commendation, he ſhould obtain thoſe Honours which 
« free Citizens could afford him, and in ſuffering himſelf to be governed by Laws, to k 
« the end he might have part inthe command, and to be commanded in his turn, he 
« ſhould obtain the praiſe of virtue. That if he would not be diflwaded by thedeath 
« of Caixs, which was freſh in memory, for their own parts they would hinderhis 
« proceedings as much as in them lay, They alſo alledged, * that they were 
« provided with Souldiers, and ſtore of Armour, and a great number of domeſtick 
« ſervants, all which they would employ againſt him : But over and above theſe 
« things, they had far greater helps, namely, their hope, and good fortune, and 
« the gods, who are wont to fight for thole who maintam virtue and goodnek, 
« They ſolemnly proteſted alſo for their own parts, that they were of that mypd , that 
« there was nothing more honeſt and juſt, than to fight for their Liberty and untrey, L 


"The Embaſſadours that brought this mefſage were Veranius and Broccww, who both of 


them were Tribunes of the People. They proſtrating themſclves on their knees before 
him, humbly beſought him,that he would not engage the Gommon-weal in a Civil Wx. 
And ſceing that Claudizs was incloſed with a great number of Souldiers, in reſpe&of 
whom the Conſuls were ofno force, they beſought him, that 1t would pleaſe him tode 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were re 
ved to be Emperour ; for that it would be an a& more holy, and juſt, if he ſhould 
obtain the ſame with their good will, andnot in deſpight of thoſe, who would voud- 
ſafe it him willingly. 


CHAP. 1IIL 


King Agrippa enconrageth Claudius to accept of the Empire, The Souldiers, who had 
been for the Senate, forſake it, whether Chareas would or not z, and joyn with theſe 
that had ow to Claudius. So Claudius becometb Mater, and condemns Chares 
to die: He ſuffers with a wonderful Conſtancy. And Sabinus, who had beer one 
the chiefeſt of the Conſpiracy, kilketh himſelf. ? 


Lthough, Claudivs knew with what preſumption the Senate had ſent this N 
A Embaſhge, yet he did mpdeſtly entertain the fame for the preſent. But ſup- 
poſing that it ſtood very little with his ſecurity to commit himſelf to their truſt, and 

ing encouraged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, who promiſed him their ut- 
moſt endeayour, and by the incitation of King Agrippe, he determined by- no means 
to let the Soveraignty {lip out of his hands, in that itwas ſo willingly and freely be- 
ſtowed on him when he thought leaſt on it. After that Agrippa had performed all 
thoſe duties unto Caias which. were requifite for ſuch an one as had been by him advan 
ced to Honour, and having taken his body and laid it in a litter, he brought him out 
before the Souldiers of his Guard, and affured them that Caimv was yet alrve, and for 
that he found himſelf fick of thoſe wounds that he had received, be ſent to ſeek for Q 
Phyficians. Bur afterwards underſtanding that Clewudivs was taken by the Souldiers, 
thruſt ſo much,that he got himſelf paſſage unto him, whom he found altogether ——_ } 
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\ md-ready to ſurrender all things into-.the Senates hands ; and encouraged him, to Ton 
take apon him the Government of the Empire, which the Souldiers had offered him. wa, 4005. 
Whith-done he departed, and was ſuddenly; ſent for by the Senate, whither he reſort- 4/7 <vil's 
ed altogether perfumed; as' if he were returned from ſome Banquet, and had known CIS 
nothing of that which had happened : He therefore asked the Senators, what was be. mans drag 
come'of Claydins, who told him of the truth 3/ and hefides that, required him to give © 
them bis opinion and counſel, touching thepreſent Afﬀairs: © His anlwer was, that he 4eripp«. 
s.wasready to adventure hislife in the behalt of the Senate : Yet, by the way he told 
«s them, that they ought to have an eſpecial regard ofthe Common-weal, rather than 
«all the pleaſure they could pretend; -and that they who. would be Lords ofan Em- 
3 *.pire,. had need of Arms and men to maintain themſelves, leſt being weak and un- 
«provided, they ſhould be deceived in their expectations. The Senate replied, that 
« had great ſtore of Furniture, and that they would contribute money ; that 
«they had good ſtore of Soxldiers, to whom they would add. their Slaves, and give 
«them liberty. But Agrippe replied, Would God, Grave Fathers, that you were a- Arts. tel- 
«þle-to pzrform the matters you intend 5 yet will I not fear to diſcover that unto !<th theSnare 
«you, which concerneth you nearly. You know well, that the Army that is with * 9Pivion- 
« Claudius, confiſteth of ſuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 
« Atms 3 and that thoſe that are to fight on your fide, are but men gathered together; 
«and ſach as you joyn them with, are the very ſcury of your, Slaves, who are both 
%.zntractable and untrained. We ſhall therefore enter fight againſt expert Souldiers, and 
C « commit our Fortunesto ſuch men as ſcarcely know how to draw their Swords : [ ra- 
«ther think it fit that we ſend unto Clandins ſuch men, as may perſwade him to give 
«over the Empire. And to perform this MetJage, behold my elf 1n a readincls to be 
* commanded: by you, 
To this effect fpake Agrippa 3 and hereunto the Senators agreed, and ſent him to {9% with 
Cladizs, appointing him others to accompany him. As ſoon as he came to Cla;dins, "woinge= eng 
he ſecretly diſcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- 4. 
{truftions to anſwer and carry himſelf like an Emperor, and to ſhcw his Dignity and NED 
Power. Whereupon Clandins gave the Ambaſladours this anſwer ; © That he won- amaaſſagors. 
D *dred not that the Senate were ſo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign, in | 
*regard of that cruelty which the fore-paſled Emperours had uſed to their deſtructi- 
*0n,” But for the preſent they ſhould taſte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
«Rule; and they ſhould live under the Government of ſuch an one, who although in 
name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in eftc& he would govern all things 
«by their diſpoſition, For which cauſe, he wiſhed them in no fo t to diltruſt him, 
*whom, as they themſelves could witneſs, they had ſeen and known to have dealt 
*yirtuoully and juſtly in many Affairs, although the ſtate of times had been far 
« different. Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned back 
But Clardins inſtantly aſſembled his Army, and exacted an Oath of Fidelity Th: Soulsicrs 
x from them; beſtowing on every oneof them who were of his Guard in way of Largeſs, Oari taken. 
five thouſand Drachma's, amounting to ſume twenty five Pound a man, of our ſterling 
money. He preſented their Captains alſo with Preſents anſwerable to their Qualities, 
promiſing to perform no leſs bounty to all the reſt, in what place ſoever they were. 
Hereupon the Conſuls aſſembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorigus, 
before day, and ſome of them hid themſelves through the fear they had of that which 
ſhould be ſpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reſorted to their Countrey 
Farms, foreſeeing with themſelves the iſſue of all theſe things 3 and perceiving; that 
their hope of Liberty was loſt, they thought it far better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to paſs their life in quietnefs, though it were with Subj=Ction, than to; be 
her uncertain of their ſecurity and ſafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the $e- 
F nators: Yet, about a hundred of them drew themſelves together, and no more. Now 
whilt they were conſulting upon that which they were to do, they ſuddenly heard a The Souldiers

About bak of day Chereas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Souldiersz and made figns to them, that he would: ſpeak with them, by; 
they made a great noiſe to cut them off from proceeding any farther, for all of then 
were mencly bent to have an Emperour 04a}, 3 and required with a1 | 
expedition, that they ws have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate undez. 
ſtood, by the Souldiers diſdaining its Authority, that it wasimpoſhible to re-eſtablich 

a Republickz and on the other ſide, the Souldiers mif{-regarding ſo worthy an af. 
ſembly, was unſafferable to Chereas and his Confederates againſt Caius, At len 
Chereas being unable to conceal his Paſſion, and hearing that they asked for a Mg. 
narch, promiſed that he — them one, if. they would bring him a Token 
from Entychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom 'Cazss had loyed 
extreamly; in ſo much as he employed his Souldiers in ſervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horſes, beſides ſeveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 
would bring them Claxdins's head; and told them that it was a ſhame, after having 
taken the Empire from a Fool anda Mad-man, to give it to a Block-head, Yet none 
_—— of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe ; but all of them drew their 
Reſigns repair Swords, and with diſplayed Colours, marched towards Clandins, to unite themſelyes 
ro Claudizs. yyith thoſe, who had already bound themſelves by an Oath, to ſerve him faithful. 
ly. So that the Senate was abandoned, and deſtitute of all defence ; and there ws 
no difference betwixt private men and Conſuls. All of therh were aſtoniſhed and 
confuſed, not knowing what to do, becauſe they had thus provoked Claudius dif. 
pleaſufe againſt them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teſtimony of 
the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon Sabinus, one of 
$4binurather thoſe who had murthered Caixs, aroſe, and proteſted, that he would ſooner cut his 
chuſcth death Qwn throat, than conſent tothe eſtabliſhment of Claudivs, or behold with his eye, 
wy 5.5199 the miſery and thraldom of his Countrey : He likewiſe encouraged Chereas; telling 
© him thathe deſerved very little by cutting off Caixe, if he thought to live without 
the Liberty of his A To which he anſwered, that he made no account of 
his lifez yet that he intended to ſound Claxdinss mind, and with this reſolution they 
2. Poniris concluded. Mean while ſome of the Senators thought on every ſide to break thr 
_ the midſt and thickeſt ofthe Souldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Cla- 
reſort to clas dins : Amongſt whom was &. Pompeins one of the Conſuls, whom the Souldiers accu- 
fide ſed to be one of the principal Ars to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty; 
and they drew their Swords againſt him; and' if Claudins had not reſtrained them, y 
they had ſurely diſpatched him : But he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably ; but ſome of them were wounded, even then 
when they _ forth to ſalute Claudins : Apomns retired himſelf fore wounded, 
claudius is and the reſt were in great danger toloſe their lives. But King Agrippa drawing near 
perſinaded by unto Claudins, delired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſhble in him towards the 
red. Senators 5 for thatif any miſchief ſhould betide them, he ſhould haye no other per 
ro:s more fonsto command. To the which Counſel of his Claudins gave place, and aſſembled 
mudly. the Senate in the Palace, cauſing himſelf to be carried thorough the: City in the com- 
ny of his Souldiers, who marched befo.e him, keeping back the common people. 
Ft amongſt thoſe that killed Caius, Chereas and Sabinus were come out into the ſtreets, 
notwithſtanding, they were forbidden by Polio, whom not long before, Claudins had 
made Captain of his Guard. Andas foon as Claudins came into the Palace, whither 
he aſſembled his friends, he pronounced ſentence againſt Chereas, For although 
his ation was accounted both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this,be- 
cauſe he was perfidiousz whereupon he was adjudged to die, togive example to 0- 
thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in ſafety. He was 
Thoſe that therefore led to his death with Lapxs, and divers other Romans. It is ſaidof Cheres, 
murchered © that he endured this accident with: a great courage, which he expreſſed, not only in 
— -*" that he changed not his countenance, but alſo by the reproaches which he gave Lupus, 0 
who wept. For when L»pxs was putting off his Cloaths, and-complained of the cold that 


he felt, he taunted him thusalluding to his name, which was Laps; That never any = 
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a did barmto a Wolf. Furthermore, when he catne to the place of Execution, where S—\. 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the ſpettacle, he asked mis, g0os. 
the Souldiers that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning head{-man, and fs. cirif's 
whether be had a new Sword 3 wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Caizs, AY 
His death was happy, for he received but one ſtroke 3 whereas Lupzs was faint-hearted 
and received divers, becauſe he ſtretched not out his neck freely. Some few days af- 
ter, at ſuch time as the Romans ſolemnized their Expiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory of hisdear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 
caſt his portion into the firez ſaying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Chereas his Lite. But for Sabinu, 

z although Claudius had not only abſolved him, but alſo ſuffered him to exerciſe his Of-  _ 
fice; as he had done before ; yet he thought that he ſhould do amiſs, and againſt Ju- agar 
ſtice, if he falſified his Faith to his Aſſociates and Confederates; for which cauſe he ; 
ſhortned his own days, thruſting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilts.

Ublius Pctronius, Lieutenant to Tiberius Claudius Cxſar Auguſtus Germanicus, 79 tier, thip 4. 
P the Magiſtrates of the Countrey of Doria, health : Whereas Cxlar bath publiſhed ar: Þ. Petroxins 
Edi, by which he permitteth the Jews to live according to their Laws and Cuftoms, ſome bekrc: +3 
one amongit you have been ſo preſumptuous as to contraditt the ſame in effe&# (although in fenq them wo 
words you protet that you obey him) and do all that which you can, to hinder the Jews from _ who hart 
enjoying their Synagogue, in ſo much as in the ſame you have ſet up Czlar's Image; not only x} ry 
thereby oppoſing your ſelves againſt the Jews, but ay againit the Emperour him/elf' whoſe A 
D {mage mrght have been better placed in his own emple, than in a Foreign Temple © And 
yon have placed it in their Synagogue, whereas by right, every one ought to be maſter of his 
Place, according to Catars Judgment : For it ſhould be very ridiculous in me to. alledge 
mine own judgment after that of Czlar's, who hath granted the Jews the liberty tq line ac- 
carding to their own Laws and Cuſtoms, and hath cammanded that they ſhould Forverſe 
n equal freedom among the Greeks, For theſe cauſes I command yon, that they who have 
ben ſo bold as to contemrn Auguſtus's Decree (againſt whom their own Magiſtrates bave 
teen diſpleaſeds, excuſing themſelves that this accident bappened not by their motion, but 
by the fury of the common people) be brought before me by the Captain Proculus Vitellius, 
to ield a reaſon of that which they have done ; exhorting the Magittrates, that if they 
E Pl not be accounted Parties inthis Comtempt, they endeavour to diſcover thoſe» that are 
grilty to Proculus, and give order that no Sedition or Violence be offered thereupon. Which 
notwithſtanding it ſeemeth that they effe®, although we and the moſt honoured King A. 
grippa, whoz: 1 take for my good and ſpecial Friend, endeavour nothing more, than that 
the Nation of the jews ſhould not aſſemble, and take Arms, under colour of their defence, 
And to the end, that whatſoever Auguſtus heth ordained concerning this. matter, may be 
the better known unto all men, I have added bis Edi which he publiſhed in Alexandria : 
And although they are ſufficiently known unto all men, yet hath the moſt honoured King A- 
lppa read them ants me, when I fate in my Tribunal Seat; concluding, according to 
"yy that the Jews ought not to be excluded nor hindred from enjoying thoſe benefits, 
F which are granted anto them by Czlar : I therefore charge all men, that henceforward they 
lake beed leit they ſeek any occaſion of Mytiny or Sedition, and that every one litie accord. 
ing to his Religion. See here how Petronixs proceeded in this matter, both to'amend 
that which was paſt, and alſo to prevent that which wasto come, that none ſhould be 
lo bold to attempt the like.

Whereunto Polemon gave ear becauſe ſhe was rich. But this Marriage continued not 
any long time: For Bernice through her impudency, as it is reported, abandoned 
Polemon, who giving over that Marriage forſook alſo the Religion of the Jews. At 
the ſame time Mariamne having forſaken Archelaxs her Husband, married Demetriy, 
one of the chiefeſt Jews that were in Alexendria, both in regard of his deſcent, as al- 
ſo his riches; who at that time alſo exerciſed the office of Albarcha, that is to ſay, the 
Governour of Arabia, She cauſed the Son ſhe had by him to be called Agrippinus. 
But of all this I will ſpeak more exatly hereafter. 

The Emperour Claudizs died after he had reigned thirteen years, eight moneths 
and twenty days. Some ſay that he was poyſoned by Agrippine his wite the daughter 
of Germanicus, Clandini's Brother. She was firſt married to Domitins Axobarbus, one 
of the greateſt men of Rome ; after whoſe death and long Widowhood, ſhe was at 
length married to Clexdixs, into whoſe houſe ſhe brought her Son called Domitins, by 
his own Fathers name. Clandins had put Meſſalina his wife to death, for the jealoue 
he had of her; although he had children by her, namely Britannicas and OZ 
via + And for his daughter Antoxia, who was the eldeſt of all his children and begot- 
ten on Ptine one of his former Wives, ſhe was married to Nero, whom Clandins fo 
named,” and adopted for his Son. Agrippira, fearing leſt Britannicws, prowing tO mans 
eſtate, ſhould ſucceed his Father inthe Empire, and deſirous to make her own $on 
Emperour, as is reported ; ſhe left nothing unattempted that might bring her Huſ- 
band to his death; and preſently ſent Brrrzs, who was General of the Army, with 
ſome other Captains, and thoſe of the greateſt power among his free-men, to bri 
Nero into the field, and to proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
Empire, cauſed Britazmicus to be ſecretly Iv 5s and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yielding.her this recompence, not only for 
that ſhe had borg him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had obtained 
the Empire. | He hkewiſe murthered Ovis his wife, the Emperour Claudins's daugh- 
ter, and divers -other Noble men, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended againſt L 
him. © But I will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- 
ro's Hiſtory ; of whom ſome have: cv of the truth, but have ſpoken at their 
pleafare, for that he-had been. their Gor: others tranſported with hatred and 
deſpite againſt him, having not been aſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudent lies againſt his 
renown, that they deſerve ro be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
mvenited ſo 'many hes againſt Nero, confideting:that in thoſe. Hiſtories which they 
wrote of the former+ Emperours, they have'not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occaſion to hate them, conſidering that 'they lived a long time 
after their death, - For my own. part I am. reſolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my ſelf to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my M 
purpoſe 3 neither will-I treat in particular but of what relateth to my Country, with- 
our diſſembling 6ur ©wn faults anymore than. the afflictions that they brought upon 
us. 1 will therefbre-yeturn to the diſcovery of our Aﬀairs. Azizzs King of Emeſene 
being dead the-firtyear of the Emperour: Nero's reign, his Brother obtained the 
Kingdom: Ariſtobulusthe ſon of /Herod King of Chalcis, had the.

C things procure his ſafety. For Tryphon (who was Tutor to the young Atiochas) laying 
wait for him, and ſeeking to ſpoil him of his friends, took Jonathan at ſuch a time as he 
came with a ſmall company to Artiochus who was at Ptolemas, and binding him, led an 
Army againſt Ju4e2: from whence being repulſed by Siz20n, Jonathar's Brother, in dil- 
xo and revenge thereof, he ſlew Jonathan. | | 
But Simeon valiantly beſtirring himſelf in the Conduct of the affairs of the Common- 
yealth, took Zara, Joppe and Jamnia (which were bordering Towns) and overcoming 
theGarriſon of Accaror, he deſtroyed the City, and affiſted Artiochus againſt Tryphon, 
who beſieged Dora, before that expedition which he made ym the Medes. Yet 
would not the greedy mind of the King be ſatisfied, notwithſtanding Simroz had thus 
D faithfully faves and aſſiſted him to the ruineand death of Tryphoz: but in'a ſhort time 


after, he ſent Cendebews (the General of the Army) to haraſs and Cs, and to take þ 


Simon Priſoner. But Simon though very aged, ated both youthtully and valiantly, 
and ſent his Sons before with the moſt reſolute men he had againſt Artiochas, and 
himſelf with the reſidue of his Army, aflaulted another quarter of the Enemies 
Camp 3 and having laid many ambuſhes in the niountains, he obtained a great vi- 
Qory. Afﬀer which he was made High Prieſt, and delivered the, Jews from. the 
ſubjection of the Macedonians, under which they had” been two hundred and. ſe. 
venty years. - Finally, by the treachery of Ptolemy his Son-in-law, he was murthe- 
red-at a Banquet 3 who impriſoning his Wite and two Sons, ſent certain men to kill 
E bis third Son Joby, otherwiſe called Hircanus. But the young man underſtanding 
the deſign, fled to Feruſaleme, accompanied with a great multitude ; for he greatly ho- 
; pedthatthe people would remember his Father's proweſs, eſpecially becauſe Prolemey's 
iniquity was hated of all men. Ptolemy alſo haſted to enter the City at another gate: 
but he was ſpeedily repulſed 'by the Ron who had already received Hircanae. For 
; Which cauſe he preſently retired himſelf into a Caſtle named Dager, ſituate beyond

po that Hircanws had obtained the office of High Prieſt, which was left him by 
his Father, and had offered Sacrifices to God, he led forth his forces with all ſpeed to

But Alexander eſcaped to Jeruſalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
againſt him, being encouraged by his great loſs and ſlaughter of men, began again to 
rebel 3 but then alfohe overcametherg : and in fix years ſpace, inſundry Battels, ſlew 
above fifty thouſand Jews: Notwithſtanding, he never rejoyced in his Victory, becauſe 
the ſtrength of his Countrey was conſumed thereby. For which cauſe, giving over his

ſand Jews were ſain, but very few Romans, though many hurt : And amongſt all that 
Maſlacre, there was nothing fo grievous to the Jews, as that the Holy Sanfuary M 
(which never any one ſaw before that time) was revealed to ſtrangers. : For Pompey, 
with his followers, came into the Temple, where it is lawful for nonebut the High Prieſt 
to come, and faw the Candleſticks, Lamps, Table, Cenſers, and all the Golden Veſ- 
ſels, and whatſoever was within the Temple. Moreover, he beheld the great quantity 
of Odoriferous Drugs, which were kept 1n ſtore in that place, and twot Talents 
of Holy Money ; yet did he not take away theſe things, nor any thing elſe belonging 
tothe Temple. But the day after it was taken, he commanded the Sacriſtans to purge 
and make clean the Temple, and to offer the uſual Sacrifice. He likewiſe confirmed 
Hircanus High Prieſt (who had in all things ſhewed himſelf very forward, and eſpeci- 
ally at the time of the Siege; and alſo bindied a multitude of People, from joyning yy 
themſelves with Ariſtobulzs) and thus, like a good Captain, he got the good will of the 
People more by love, than by fear. . MX

alſo was warranted by Antonizs's Letters, whereby he commanded him to help Herod _ defend 


with all the Forces under his Command. Mean-while the Jews that were within the 
City were diverſly troubled ; for the weaker fort, gathering themſclvest er about 
the Temple, deplored their unhappineſs, and envied the felicity of. thoſe that died be- 
C fore they were reduced to theſe miſeries. But thoſe who were hardieſt among t 
joyning themſelves together, robbed and took away what they could, eſpecially Victu- 
als, from thoſe places that were next the City 3 ſo that they neither left meat for 
Horſes nor Men : And the valianteſt of them all being ſet to defend the Walls againſt. 
thoſe that beſieged them, hindred the Adverſaries from ereQing their Batteries by ſome 
new cevice : Neither did they any ways prevail ſo much as by their Mines TheKing 
ſought to repreſs the Excurſions of the Plunderers, by placing an Ambuſh of mento in- 
them; and relieved the want and ſcarcity of ViQtuals, by fetching Proviſion from 
places far diſtant. But notwithſtanding they in fight failed not to expreſs inctedible 
yalour, yet did the military experience of the Romans ſurpaſs them. A Wall no ſooner 
D began to totter, but they wrought with ſo great diligence to make another, that this 
was finiſhed before that was fallen. Ina word, they neither ſpared hands nor Engines, 
but were all of them determined to fight ic out to the laſt : And although they were

beſieged by two ſo potent Armies, yet they defended the Town five months. But at Hwod's Solat- 


laſt, certain of Herod's braveſt men, by a breach, entred the City, and the Romans 
the like on another fide. Thoſe places neareſt the Temple were the firſt that they 


how in every corner the people were maſflacred 3 for the Romans being diſpleaſed that 
the Siege continued fo long time, became morecruelz and Herod's Army endeavoured 
tolet none of the adverſe part eſcape. So that many were {lain, both in the ſtreets, 
and in their own houſes ; yea, even then alſo when they fled into the Temple, without 
' reſpe& of Age or Sex. For although the King commanded the Soldiers to ſpare the 
people ; yet, for all that, they never reſtrained their cruel hands 3 but like mad men, 
raged againſt all, Men, Women and Children. Antigonws, not conſidering his for- 
mer condition, came and proſtrated himſelf at Soſiws's feet, Beſeeching him to be mer- 
ciful unto himz but Soſſws nothing compaſſionating his calamity, infulted over him, 
and called him Antigona ; yet did he not permit him to depart free as a Woman, but 
put him in Priſon. | 

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies, he endeavoured to the utrioſt to-re- 
preſs the inſolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to fee the Temple; and 
- the Holy Veſſels that were therein; but he withheld them; not only by t ino9 
and entreatics, but alſo by force z believing himſelf leſs unhappy to be conq , 
than by obtainjng the Victory, to miniſter a means whereby thoſe things which wege 
not kao ewe revealed, ſhould be expoſed tothe eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
alſo reſtrained the Soldiers from ſacking the City.z and told Soſfxs, that if the Romans 
would deſolate the Gity both of men and money, they would leave him King of a 
Defart: Adding further, that he eſteemed not the Empire of the whole World, to be 
a recompence for ſuch a Maſlacre of his Subjefts. Hereunto Sofiws anſwering, that the 
Soldiers ought to have the ſacking of the Town, in recompence of thatlabour they had 
ſpent in the Siege : Herod replyed, that he had rather recompence them our of his

one of them alive, now turned her fury upon 3 and accuſing the Nobility of 
S$yrie to Antonins, (he perſwaded him to put them to death, that ſhe might thereby the 
eaficr obtain their P ons. Afterwards her covetous mind thought to effe& the ſame 
againſt the Arabians, and the Jews alſo; infomuch that ſhe ſecretly went about to cauſe 
the Kings of thoſe places, Malichws and Herod, to be put to death : Antonius made a 
ſhew as though he would have granted her _— 3 yet he thought it great impiety to 
kill good men, and fo great Kings: Notwithſtanding, he no more accounted them his 
friends z but took a great quantity of ground from the'limits of both their Countreys, 
and a Vineyard in Jericho where Balm grew ; and gave herall the Cities on this ſide the 
River Eleutherws —_— Sydon only excepted.) Now, when ſhe had obtained the K 
Dominion of theſe Cities, ſhe followed Antonize to Exphrates, when he ſet forward to 
make War againſt the Parthians 3 andafterwards, by Apamia and Damaſcus, ſhe came 
into Fades ; where Herod A —_— pacified her angry mind with great gifts, 
obtained to pay her yearly two hundred: Talents for that part of his Countrey which 
Antonizs had given her; and ſeeking by all means poſſible to get himſelf an intereſt in 
her favour, he condu&ed her to Pelzſixw. Not long after, Artonivs returned out of 
Parthiz, and brought Artibazes the Son of 7igranes Captive, and gave him to Cleopatra, 
with all the money and Priſoners that he had taken. :

CH AP. XIV. 


Of the treacherous praFices of Cleopatra againi# Herod. Herod's War againit ihe 
 Arabians, and of avery great Earth-quake. 


Hen War wasdeclared between Angnſtws and Antonivs, Herod prepared himſelf 
ww toattend Aztorins ; ſeeing tor the preſent all troubles were pacified in Judea, 
and he had already gotten the Caſtle of Hircanioz, which Antigonws's Siſter had in her 

But Cleopatra craftily prevented hitn in this his journey, ſo that he could not 1, 
go with Antonizs : For ſhedehiring the ruines of both the-Kings (as was before men- 
tioned) perſwaded Amrtorius to cauſe Herod to make War againſt the Arabiansz whom 


' if heovercame, then ſhe ſhould be made Queen of Arabia; and if himſelf were over- 


come,-then ſhe ſhould be Queen of Jude : Intending hereby, that one of theſe Po- 
temates ſhould ruinethe other. But this practice of Sn ſucceeded greatly to Herod's 
advantage; for firſt of all, making head againſt thoſe of Syria that were his enemies, 
with all the power of Cavalry he could, which was very conſiderable ; and meeting 
then'tiear Dioſpolis, he overcame them, though they valiantly refiſted.

Candthi : Whete King Herod meeting them, purpoſed not to fight unadviſedly, but 
roggdinpaſs his Camp round about with a Wall ; but his Army, puffed up with their 
former Victory, would not be counſelled, but violently aſlaulted the Arabians, and at 
the firft onſer put them to flight. Herod purſuing his Enemies, was greatly endan- 
by the Treaſon of the inhabitant s of Caxathe (who were ſet on by Atherio, one 
of Cleopstrd's Captains, who had always born him ill will) for the Arabiansencoy 
by their help, returned again'to Battel 3 and they two joyned their Forces together, 
and ſet upon Herod in ſtony and difficult places, and put his Army to flight, -and ſlew 
many of ther 3 thoſe that eſcaped fled intoa little Village hard by, Ormiza 3 
fling them about, took both the men and their Tents, with 
all their Furniture. Not long after this overthrow of Herod's Souldiers, he came and 
brought help, but too late, and to little purpoſe.

*F* He joy of this proſperous ſucceſs, was ſoon abated by the news of the Viftory of 


Auguſte over Antonius at. Ainm ; and | hisTove for the latter made him appre- 
hend the worſt that could be imagined from the former : Yet was he more afraid than 
hurt by this his. ſuſpicion; for Ceſer counted not Axztorrivs fully conquered, fo long as 
Hersd kept to his Party. Wherefore, the King timely foreſceing thoſe dangers that 
might enſue, went to Rhodes, where at that time Ceſar reſided 3 and in the habit of a 
private man, without a Crown, but with a Kingly Majeſty, he preſented himſelf be-

ans bindred me-) I had, with all the Power I could have made, ſeconded and aſſiſted Anto- 
nius 42ainſt thee: Tea, although perſonally I could not go, yet did I what I could to help 
him, and ſent hin many thouſand Meaſures of Corn. Nay, though he had the Owverthrow at 
Atium, yet did n:t I forjake him, who had deſerved well at my hands : and although I 
was not able to aſſiſt him with force of Arms, yet I gave hine the beit counſel I could ; in- 
culcating oftentimes unto him, that the only way toredreſs his affairs was, to put Cleopatra 
to death, whichif he would do, I promiſed him to aſſiſt him with money, Strong holds, and 
an Army, yea, and with mine'own perſon, againit thee : But the love * Cleopatra, and 
God, who had already deſigned the Empire of tke World to thee, fopped his ears. Bythis 
means, OCzlar, I find my ſelf conquered with Antonius, and have forſaken my Crown 
and Dignity with his Fortunes ; and I am come unto thee, without grounding the hope of 
my ſaretyupon anything but my own Vertue, and the experience which thou mayeſt make of 
my fid lity to my Friends. Herod having ſpoken in this manner, Czſar anſwered : Live 


ſwer to #cr0d- 3» ſafety, and reign now with greater ſecurity than before; for thou deſerveſt to rule others, N 


- peareth, becauſe Ventidius harh ſignified unto me, that thou hat ſent 


who with ſuch conitancy didſt defend and maintain thy friendſhip. Hence forward endea- 
vour to continue faithful towards them that are more fortunate than Antonius 3 for, for 
my part, I have conceived a great hope andexpe@ation of thy Valour and Proweſs. I cannot 
blame Antonius, in that he rather hearkened to Cleopatra than to thee, ſince, by his in- 
prudence, I have obtained thy friendſhip. That thou haſt begun to do well, it hereby ap- 
him ſuccours again#t 
his Enemies. For which cauſe, by this my preſent Decreee, be thou eſtabliſhed in thy King- 
dom: and 1 will ſhortly give thee ſuch pop of my Amity, that thou ſhalt have no cauſe to 
bewail the loſs of Antonius. Aﬀter this ſpeech, Auguitzs put the Crown —_ Hero's 
head; and made a Decree and ſealed it, —_y how he had remitted all things 
done by Herod, an1 confirmed himin his Kingdom, and rehearſing many things great- 
ly tending to Herod's. praiſe. After that Herod had made great Preſents to C e/ar, he

When Ceſar travelled into Egypt through Syria, he was entertained by Herod withall #79's gratu- 
Royal Pomp poſflible: And that was the firſt time that he ſhewed himſelf to take part 
with Cefar, when near Ptolemais he took a view of the Souldiers with C2ſar, and made 
a Banquet for him and all bis friends, and feaſted the whole Army. And in as tnuch as 
he travelled to Peluſiuzs thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furmſhed the Army with all neceſlaries;z ſo that both Ceſar

Nor did Colors Liberality ſtop here, bur 
to ſhew how far his eſteem of this Prince's merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 
on, Trachonitis, and Batanea, and Aurenitis, upon this occafion : Zenodorns (who for 
money had hired the Lands of Ly/azias) continually ſent people out of Trachorritis, to 


c rob the people of Damaſcws 3 whoin humble manner went to Varws (who was at that 


time Governour ot Syria) entreating him to inform Ceſar of their calamity : Ceſer un- 
derſtanding the ſame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thoſe Thieves. 
Whereupon Varwe with an Army, went to thoſe places which were moſt infeſted, and ,,,, .. 
rid the Countrey of the Thieves, and confiſcated the Territory from Zenodoras : which Governour of 
Cefar (leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for Thieves to ſpoil Damaſew) gave to Herod, Sis: 
and made him Ruler over all Syria. Ten years after, Ceſar returning to this Coun- 
trey, commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod's counſel: And after 
Zexodorus's death, he gave him all the Countrey between Trachonitis and Galilee, But 

that which Herod eſteemed above all the reſt was, that Ceſar loved him beſt of all 


D nextto Agrippe3 and that Agripps loved him moſt of all men next to Ceſar. When he

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Of the Cities and Monuments repaired and builded by Herod, and of his felicity and 
liberality towards ſtrangers. | 


N the fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and encloſed twiceas much AA 
ground as was before about the Temple with a ſtrong Wall, whereon he beſtowed —_—_— 
great coſts and charges to beautihie it 3 as the great Porches will teſtifie, which he built fore cbrif's 
about the Temple, and the Caſtle on the North part thereunto adjoyning, which he #299 15- 
| built even from the foundation. The Caltle was forich and ſumptuous, that it was equal A. 156.15; 
tothe King's Palace 3, and in honour of Artoxius, he named it Axtonia. He built him- PRs, Te 
ſelf alſo a Palace inthe upper part of the City, and init two very great Apartments, ſo hogs ; 
rich and admirable, that no Temple was to be compared to them : He termed one of 
them Ce/arez, and the other Agrippias, in honour of Auguitas and Agrippias. But it was 
not only by Palaces that he would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize his 


p\ memory 3 but in the Countrey of Samaria he built a- fair City with a Wall, which was 


about twenty ſtades in circuit, and called it —_— and he ſent thither fix thouſand 
Inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile Soil and ſundry Priviledges. There alſo amongſt 
other Buildings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Ceſar. About this 
Temple there was a piece of ground containing three ſtades and an half. For this Te- 
ſtimony of Herod's affe&tion, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Countrey: In gra- 
titude for which, Herod ere&ted another Temple of White Marble to him, near the head 
of Jordan, in a place called Parinw, where thereis a Mountain rifing very high into the 
air 3 at the fide whereof is an obſcure Valley, where there are high Rocks, that (by 
ſpouts of water falling on them) are made hollow 3 ſo that the water, ſtanding in their 


G; concavity till they. run over, falleth down with a ſtream of ſuch a depth as is admira- 
b ble. At the foot of this Valley, on the outſide, ſpring certain Fountains,

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ALS Art Jericho alſo (berween the Caſtle of Cyprus, and the other ancient Palaces) he H 
cored wh - erected other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling them af. 
 b-foe cis terthenames of Auguſt us and Agrippe. Finally, there was no convenient In 1n the 
NES whole Kingdom, wherein he erected not _— in honour of Ceſar : and havin 
in every placeof his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in Syriz 
alſo where he ruled he did the like 3 founding in many Cities, Temples, which he cal- 
led by the name of Ceſar. And perceiving, that amongſt the Cities of the Seacoaſt, 
there wasone' called Stratoz's Tower; which _ very old and ruinated, and for the 
ſcituation thereof dzſerving reparation and coſt, he repaired it with White Stone, and 
built a very Royal Palace thergn ; in which work, more than in any other, he ſhew- 
ed' how 'great/ and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midſt between Dora and 
Joppa, in a. Coaſt where there was no Port or Haven 3 fo that they who fail from Phe. 
nicia into £9Pl arein great danger, by reaſon of the violent Winds that blow from 
Africa ; whoſe blaſts entorce the water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks on the 
ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good. way within the Sea, make the 
Firs WF. whole Sea tempeſtuous, But the King, by his liberality and coſt, overcoming nature, 

And although the nature of the place was altogether con- 
than charof trary to his intent, yet he ſo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that Buildin 
EN no harm : And it was ſogoodly and beautiful to behold, that one would have thought 
An apt deſcri- there had been no difficulty in this admirable work. For having meaſured out a 
prion of 2 Ha-" fit. place for the Port,” he laid a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, whereof K 
FT” moſt of them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and ſome 
bigger 3 and all the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
theſe ſtones. Which done, he raiſed a Mole of two hundred foot ; whereof one hun- 
dred foot ſerved to, break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall,” wherewith the Haven was compaſled ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he called Dr«ſ#xs, af- 
ter the name of Dr»ſ#s, the Son of the Empreſs Livie, Wife of Arvguſitwvs. Withinthe 
Port there were very many Vaults alſo, to ſtore fuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the . Haven 3 .and divers other Vaults for Sea-men to lodg in. A very pleaſant De- 
ſcent, which might ſerve for a Walk, encompaſled the whole Port: Theentrance here- L 
. unto was on'the North fide; for by reaſon of the ſcituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeſt. 

Oneither ſide of the entrance were three great Coloſſes ſet on Pilaſters; thoſe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a ſolid Rock of Stone. But at the 
entrance on the right hand were two huge ſtones joyned together, which make a great- 
er Tower than the other. There 1s alſo a houſe adjoyning to the Haven bailt of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion. Upon a Hill oppoſite to the mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Czſar's 
Statue, full as great as that of Zupiter at Olympas(tor it was made after that Model)and M 
another of Rome, like that of Juno at Argos. The City he built for the benefit of the

for in the richeſt Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his Father, 
and by hisname called it Artipatris, being in a very rich Soil, both for Woods and Ri- 
_—_ vers. Art Jericho alſo, he built a very goodly and ſtrong Caſtle, and called it Cyprus, 
Phaſes In honourof his Mother, Helikewile built a Tower in memory of his Brother Phaſelus, 
Tower. at Jeruſalem, and called it Phaſelus his Tower; of the ſtrength and beauty of which, 
we (hall ſpeak hereafter. He alſo called another City Phaſelus, which is ſcituate in a 
Valley beyond Fericho, towards the North. - | 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to'

Herod famous 
What ſhall I ſay of his liberality towardsthem of Lycia and Samos, or his magnificent rough the 
C Gifts towards all the people of Joria £ Nay, and the Athenians, Lacedemonians, Ni= NAA 
copolites, and the Citizens of Pergamws and Myſia, received very many benefits at his 7) 9 ive 
hands. He paved alſoa large Street in Antioch, of Syria, which was in length twenty "AN ws 
ſtades, and that with fair Marble. This Street before that time was fo full of dirt, Nativity, 8. 
that no man could go through it : And all along it he built Galleries, that people might 
go dry through it in rainy weather. 
Some may ay, that theſe benefits thus beſtowed, were for the proper uſe- of thoſe 
people on whom he beſtowed them ; but no man can. deny, but that which he did for 
the Gitizens of Elzs, wasnot only common to thoſe of Achaia, but to all the World, 
where the Games, called Olympica Certamina, were ſolemnized. For Herod ſeeing them 
D decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all the 
ancient Monuments ef Greece; he, not only in his perſon at that time became one of 
the propoſers of rewardsin that Olympiade, in which he went to Roxee; but alſo, gave 
a yearly ſtipend to maintain the ſame, leſt, for want, they ſhould be left off. It is not 
to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted ; for he dclivered the Phaſzlites and 
"Balaneotes, and other Towns of Cilicia, from the payment of a yearly Tribute : yer 
was he not ſo liberal to them as he would have been, Ga leſt the envy of ſome might 
accuſe him of ſome further meaning, if he (ſhould be more bountiful to the Cities than 
thoſe that were the owners thereof. He exerciſed his body likewiſe in exerciſes fit for RE 
ſo valiant a mind 3 for he was a very skiltul Hunter, wherein he had always his purpoſe, _——=—wa_ 
E by reaſon of his skill in riding 3 fo that in one day he killed forty Wild Beaſts. ' That 
Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more ſtore of Harts and Wild Afes.” He was ſuch 
a Warrier, that no man was able to encounter with him 3 ſo that many were aſtoniſhed 
to ſee him, with what force and exafneſs he caſt the Dart, and drew the Bow. Beſides I 
the Vertue, both of his mind and body, he had alſo good Fortune 3 for very ſeldom mind ard bo- 
the event of War was otherwiſe than he expected ; if it ſometimes fell out contrary, it 4: bad _ 
was not through his fault, but through .the raſtmeſs of his Souldiers, or elſe through porune.

Ut his private and domeſtical ſorrows troubled his publick felicity z and moſt ad- ,,z, 1;s. 14. 
B verſe fortune befel him through the means of a Woman, whom he loved as him- c4p.3,8-e lib. 
ſclf.. For being now made King, he put away his Wife which he firſt married (a Lady EIS 
born in Fer»ſalexs, whoſe name was Doris) and married Mariamme, the Daughter of ,,,y exper 
Alexander, the Son of Ariſtobulus 3 which cauſed troubles in his houſe, both before, leth 4ncipater 
but eſpecially after his return from Rome. For he baniſhed his eldeſt Son Antipater, 2%*otihe Gr 
G whom he had by Doris, out of the City, only for his Children's ſake that he had by Wircanue bb 
ame 3 licencing him only at Feſtival times to come to the City, 1n regard of ſome Wife's Uncle. 
ſuſpicion of Treaſon intended againſt him. And. afterwards he flew Hircanus, his

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ALD Wites Uncle, (notwithſtanding that he returned out of Parthia unto him) becauſe he 14 
ld, ;Jc4 ſuſpetted that heintended ſome Treaſon againſt him. Barzapharres, after he had ta 
before Corilf's ken all Syria had carried him away Priſoner with him. But his own'Countreymen 
Nat42'):3- that dwelt beyond Exphyates, in commiſeration redeemed him from thraldom ; and 
had be been counſelled by them, and not come to Herod, he had not been killed: 
but the martiage of his Niece cauſed his death : For, for that cauſe, and eſpeci ly 
for the love ot his native foil, he came thither. That which moved Herod to kill 
him was, not for that he fought the Kingdom, but becauſe he had _ to the King- 
Herods chit dom. Herod had five Children by Mariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. The 
dren by Ma- youngeſt was ſent to Rowe to ſtudy, where he died. The other two he brought up 
a like Princes, both for their Mothers Nobility, and for that they were bers cles he | 
was King. Burt that which above all was moſt in their favour, was the

. in ſuch ſort, that - he ſeem'd inſenfible of thoſe griefs which this his beſt beloved 
cauſed to him, For Mariamme hated him as much as he loved her : and having 
juſt cauſe and colour of diſcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the love 

Mariam: Which he bare her, ſhe every day upbraided him, with that which he had done to 
ry on, 1; Ftircanus her Uncle, and to her Brother - Ariſtobulus. For Herod ſpared him not, al- 
er orion though he was a Child; but after he had made' him High Prieſt in the ſeventeenth 
1's death. year of his age, he preſently put him to death, after he had ſo honoured him : who, 
when hecameto the Altar clothed in facred attire upon a Feſtival day, all the people K 
wept for joy 3 which cauſed ſo great a jealoufie in Herod, that the ſame night he 
ſent him to Jericho, to be drowned in a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
commitiion to perform the murther. Theſe things did Mariamne daily caſt in Herod 
teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Siſter, with very ſharp and reproachful 
words: yet he ſo loved her, that notwithſtanding all this, he held his peace. But

fer co Kill tis and Malichws King of Arebia were put to death 3 and now he meaſured not the dan- 

2 ger by the loſs of his Wife, but by his own death which he feared: For which cauſe 
being drawn by his affairs into the Country, he gave fecret commandment to Joſeph, 
his Siſter Salomes Huſband (whom he knew to be truſty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his Wife Marianne, if ſo be Artonive ſhould have killed him, 
But FJojeph not maliciouſly, but fimply to ſhew how greatly the King loved her, difclo- 
ſed that ſecret unto her : and ſhe when Herod was returned, and amongſt other talk M 
with many Oaths ſware, that he never loved Woman but her; Indeed ({aid ſhe) it ma 
well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to Joſeph, 

Herod's ſuſpi- whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be ſecret, 
cion berwixt was likea mad Man, and preſently perſwaded himſelf, that Foſeph would never have 
Holt and Bs iſcloled that commandment of his, except he had abuſed her ; fo that hereupon he 
became furious, and leaping out of his Bed, he walked up and down the Palace:

Birth, could not contain their indignation, but upon every occaſion ſhewed themſelves 
. offended; by reaſon of which imprudence they were every day leſsaccounted of, As 
for Antipater, he wrought himſelf” into favour ; tor he knew how to flatter his Father, 
B and raiſed many (Janderson his two Brethren, partly invented by himſelf, partly divulg- 
&d by ſome of his Favourites, whom he ſet awork about. the, matter, till at laſt he put 
his Brethren: out of all hope of w"_y the Kingdom, For he was now by the. Kings 
Will and Teſtament declared King, fo that he was {ent asa King to Ceſar, in a Kiogly 
habit and pomp, only he wore no Crown: and in timehe ſo prevailed, that he wrought 
his Mother into Mariamnes (tead ; and with Qlatteries and calummiations ſo moved the 
King, that he began to deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which cauſe, 
he conducted his Son Alexander with him to Rome, and accuſed him before Ceſar, 
that he had given him poylon. But . he with mucn ado, may "= 27 yam leave to 
' plead his own cauſe, and that betore a Judge more wiſe than Herod or Axrtipater, 
C he modeſtly held his peace in all things his Father had offended in: And firſt 
\ of all he cleared his Brother Ariſ#obxizs from that ' crime in which he was in- 
volved with himſelf, And afterwards he ans. 5s againſt Aztipater's ſubrilty, and 
complained of thoſe injuries which had been oftered him, having, beſide the equi- 
ty of his cauſe, ſufficient eloquence to acquit himſelf, for he was a vehement Ora- 
tor, and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all he objefed, that his Father 
having a defire to put both him and his Brother, ro death, had laid an accuſation 
upon him 3 whereat the whole Audience wept, and Ceſar was ſo moved, that not 
regarding the Accuſations that were laid upon them, he preſently made Herod and 
them friends, upon theſe conditions, that they in all things ſhould be obedient to 
D ae! Father; and that their Father ſhould leave the Kingdom to whom he 
pleafed. 
þ Hereupon Herod returned from Rome, and though he ſeemed to have forgiven his 
Sons; yet he laid not his jealouſie and ſulpicion atide. For Antipater ſtill perſiſted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for tear of him that reconcited them, 
. hedurſt not openly ſhew himſelf an enemy to thew, afterward Herod failed by Cilicia, 
and arrived at Eleuſa, where Archelaus received him very courteouſly, thanking him 
for the ſafety of his Son-in-law, and declaring himſelt very joyful. that they were 
made friends: for he had writto his friends at Rowe with all ſpeed poſhible, that they 
ſhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his cauſe. And after 
E this entertainment, he condufted Hered to Zephyria, and made him a preſent of 
thirty Talents, and fo took his leave of him. Herod as ſoon as he came to Feruſal-zr, 
aſſembled the people together, and in the preſence of his three Sons, he (hewed them 
the cauſe of his going to Rome, and bletſed God and thanked Ceſar, who had ap- 
peaſed the diſcord of his ray and made his Sons friends; which he eltcemed 
more. than his Kingdom : Ard I (faith he) will make their friendſhip firm. For Ca- 
far hath not only given me an abſolute power in my State, but leave alſo to chuſ: whom ] 
pleaſe of .my Sons for my Succeſſor. And now I declare my intention to divide my King- 
dom amongſt my three Sons : which purpoſe of mine, firſt 1 beſeech Almighty God, and 
ſecondly you to favour : for one 0 them for his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, 
F have right to the Kingdom, which 3s ſo large that it may ſuffice them all. Wherefore ho- 
nour thoſe whom Czlar hath conjoyned, and 1 their Father ordained my Succeſſors : Give 
them the reſpe#s and duty according. to their age which they have reaſon to expect from 
their Charge not the order eſtabliſht by nature. For 4 man cannot ao a greater pleaſure 
« to the younger when he honoureth him above his years, than he ſhall give diſcontent to 
the elder. For which canſe, I will conititute to every one of them ſuch friends and 
well-willers, as with whom they may be moſt converſant ; and of them ] will require 
pledges of concord and unity amongſt them. For I know that dijcords and contentions 
ariſe by malice of thoſe who are converſant with Princes 3, and that if they be well diſpo- 
ſed, they will increaſe friendſbip. And I require not only theſe, but alſo all ſich as 
G bear rule in my Army, that they regard me only for the preſent : for I give not my 
Sons the Kingdom, but only the hope aud aſſurance thereof 3 and they ſhall have pleaſure 
& though they were Kings themſel.es, yet I my ſelf will bear the burden of affairs, I.et 
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> every one of you conſider my age, my courſe of life, and piety: for, I am not ſo old that H 
5g y y any a mehr ly th of = nor o_ /fo.e Fame my ſelf to ſach kind of pleaſure 
before Chrilt's gs js wont to ſhorten mens days; and I have been ſo religions, that I am in oreat hope of 
RESO dot life. But if anyone deſpiſe me, and ſeck to pleaſe my Sons, ſuch a one will T puniſh, 

I do not forbid them to be honoured whom my ſelf have begotten, for that I envy them 
But becauſe I know well that ſuch appenjes nonri ous and arrogance in the fierce mind; 
of young men, Wherefore let all thoſe that apply themſelves to their ſervice, conlider that 
I will be ready to reward the good ;, and that thoſe who are ſeditiows, ſhall find their ma. 
lice to have an En event at their hands whom they ſo flatter. I eaſily perſwade my

Herod by his - FS he had thus ſpoken he embraced them very lovingly and diſmiſſed the people, 
words did not ſome praying that jt might be as he had faid : others (who defired alteration making 
Luſh the ha» AS though they heard nothing, Yet for all this, the diſſention amongſt the Brethren was 
ned berween not appealed, but they were more dividedin heart than ever. For Alexand:r and Arj- 
ns Son 8 #obnlus could not endure that Artipater ſhould ſucceed to part of the' Kingdom, and 
Antipater was griev'd that his Brethren ſhould have a ſhare with him z yet he fo craftily 
carried himſelf that no man could perceive his hatred towards them. And they den- 
ved of a noble race ſpake all they thought, and many endeavoured to fet them on; 
and others, friends to Antipater, infinuated themſelves into their company, to leam 
intelligence : fo that Alexander could not ſpeak a word, but preſently it was carriedto 
Antipater, and from him to Herod with an addition 3 ſo that when Alexander ſpake 
any thing fimply, meaning no harm, it was preſently interpreted in the worſt ſence 

poſſible: and it he chanced at any time to ſpeak freely off any matter, preſently it L 
Antipate's Was made a great thing. Artipater ſuborned men to urge him to ſpeak, that ſo their 
Treaſon - falfe reports might be ſhadowed with a colour of truth; and that if he could prove

her Aleax- ANY ONe thing true, all Lyes and Tales elſe divulged might thereby be juſtified. All 

yg cg Antipater's familiars were either naturally ſecret, ot elſe he ſtopped their mouths with 
*  Bribes, leſtthey ſhould diſcloſe hisintents: So that one _— juſtly have termed his 


Bywhatmeans life a myſtery of iniquity. All Alexander's friends were either corrupted by money, 
Antipate cor- Or haring foreches, Stern Antipater overcame all, and made __ Thieves 
pupreciis and Proditors of ſach things as were either done or ſpoken againſt him. But of 
ardersfriends, all the means he employed to- ruine his Brothers with the King, the moſt crafty 
Antipatry and powerful was, that inſtead of declarin himſelf openly their Enemy, he caus'd M 
 andtiss his confidents to accuſe them, and' at firſt made ſhew of defending them, but af- 
Courtiers a- terwards he closd in with the accuſers and cunningly perſwaded Herod to credit the 
gainſt Ale- accuſations, which were, that Alexander was ſo defirous of his death, as to frame 
Plots againſt his Life : And nothing made ſo much credit be _”—_ to theſe calum- 
niations, as that Antipater colourably excuſed his Brother. od \ncenſed hereat, 
every day withdrew his affeftion more and more from the two Brethren, and daily 
encreaſed his loye towards Artipater. The Nobility alſo were inclined after the 
ſame manner 3 ſome of their own inclination, and others out of compliance: So did 
Ptolemews the chiefeſt of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren and all his kin- 
dred; for allmens expefation was upon Artipater. And that which grieved Alex- 
ander the more, was, that all theſe Confpiracies defign'd for his overthtow were 
made by the counſcl of Artipater*'s Mother : For ſhe being Step-mother to him and 
his Brother, was the more cruel againſt them, becauſe ſhe could not endure their ha- 
ving the advantage above her Sonof being born of ſogreat a Queen. And although 
many followed Atipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alſo compelled 
thereunto by the King's command, who gave ſpecial charge to his deareſt friends, 
not to follow Alexander or his Brother. And this Prince was a terrour not only 
tothoſe of his own Kingdom, but alſo to foreign Nations, becauſe Ceſar had given him 
ſo great authority : for he gave him licenſe to take any one that- was a fugitive from 
him, out of any City, although it were not under his Dominions. . Now the young men O

He had alſo a great contention 
with' Aretas his King, whoſe friends he had lain, and amongſt others, Sohemas, the 
moſt- wealthy man in all the Countrey of Petra; and Fabatws, Ceſar's Procurator, 
whom he had corrupted, affifted him againſt Herod. But Herod afterwards giving 
Fabatzs a greater ſum of money, alienated him from Sy{exs, and by this means dii- 
patched that which Ceſar commanded: and becauſe Fabatus reſtored nothing, he accuſ. 
Fehatus cs ed. hitn that he was Procurator, not for Ceſar but for 'Herod: wherewith Fabatus 
ſas Gover- was moved 3 and being as yet in great eſtimation with .Herod, he diſcloſed Syl/exs's 
eau 4 — his ſecrets, and ſignified to the King, how that Syllews had corrupted Corinthus one of K 
ſecrers. his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more eaſily 
hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corinthws, though always brought up in the King's 
Court, yet was born in Arabia, Wherefore he preſently took him, and two other A- 
rabians that wer found with him 3 one of them was Sy/ewv's friend, and the other 
Phylerchus. Upon their examination they confeſſed, that Corinthws for a great ſum of 
money was hired to: kill the King. After this they were ſent to Saturnivs, Governour 
of Syria, and by him to Rome. |

How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how the treaſon was diſcovered. 


—_ Erod till urged Pheroras to forſake his Wife: for he knew not how elſe to pu- 

erh his Bro- ' Niſh her, having many matters againſt her : which becauſe he would not yield 

par yer to, at laſt he was ſo moved, that he baniſh'd them both. Pheroras taking this injury 

* patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhment ſhould en- 

dure as long as Herod lived; and that whileſt he lived, he would never come any 

more to him: And accordingly he would not come to viſit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often ſeht for, when (as he thought) he lay on his death- M 

bed, and woul Cy have imparted ſomething to him: bh contrary to all hope 

he recovered, afterwards Pheroras fell fick. At which time Herod ſhewed his 

; patient and humble mind ; for he went to him, and very kindly ſought help for him; 

Piviras dies but he was too far ſpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 

and was buri- until his dying dey, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cauſ- 

ww. in Zeruſe* 4 his 16 ap. be brought to Fersſalew, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 

and buried him with a ſumptuous funeral.

chelaws,, whom Vars ſent in courteous manner to afliſt his Brother 3 or to the end, that

T the ſame time, ' a certain young man, a Jew born, brought up by a Freed-man 
A of Rome in the Town of Sidor, being very like Alexander whom Herod had put 
to death, went to Rome, having one ' of his Countrey-men for his companion, who 
knew very well the Eſtate of the Kingdom ; and by whoſe inſtruQions he affirmed, 
that they who ſhould have put him and Ariifobulus to death, being moved to com- 
paſſion, let them go, and. put two others in their room like them. With this tale he ' 
deceived many Jews living in Creet, where he was honourably received: From thence 
he failed to Melos, where he was entertained with greater pomp 3 and enriching 
> himſelf, he uſed ſuch means, that He got his Hoſts (which gave him entertainment)to 
accompany him to Rowe, At his landing at Puteol;, he received. great Preſents from 
the Jews who dwelt there, eſpecially thole that were well afte&ed to his Father, ho- 
noured him as a King. For he was fo like Alexander, that they that had ſeen Alexar- 
der,. and knew him well, would have ſworn he had been the ſame. Wherefore, 
when he arrived at Rome, all the Jews deſired to ſee him, and an infinite multitude 
followed him whitherſoever he went in the ſtreets z and they fo doted upon him, that 
they carried him in a Horſe-litter, and at their own proper coſt and charges, prepared 
for him a Royal Train. 

But Avguſtzs well remembred Alexander's vifage (for Herod had acctiſed him be- 
fore him) and although, before he ſaw him, he judged that he was ſome Inipoſtor, 
yet he made as though he believed all; and ſent one Celadus, who knew Alexander 
well, to bring this young man to him. Celad#s no ſooner beheld him, but forthwith 
he perceived the difference betwixt them z and eſpecially, when he took notice of his 
hard fleſh and ſervile ſhape, he preſently underſtood the whole matter. But he could 
not but- be greatly ſurprized at his bold ſpeeches ; for when they demanded of him 
what was become of Ariſtobulus, he anſwered, that he was alive 3 but on purpoſe 
tarried behind, and lived in Cypr#s, becauſe, being afunder, they could not. both fo 
eaſily be entrapped. Celadws taking him apart from the reſt of the Company, told 
| him, that Ceſar would fave his life, if he would truly confeſs, by whoſe counſel he 

FE feigned himlelf to be Alexander. He, accepting this protfer, followed him to Ceſar; 

and declared to him the Jew, who, for lucre ſake, had made uſe of. his likeneſs to A- 
lexander ; confeſling that he had received as great Gitts of the Cities by which he paſ- 
ſed, as they would have given Alexander, it he had been alive. Czſar laught at the cow mikerh 
Cheat, and condemned thus falſe Alexander to the Galleys, but put the other Jew to the counter- 
death, who had induced him to this Impoſture. . And as for the Jews at Milo, he ogra nes 
thought that-they had puniſhment ſufficient, 1n loſing all that which they had laid out, and exccucty', 
and beſtowed upon him.

CHAP. VI 
Of the Baniſhment and Death of Archelaus, 


Rchelaws being now made Prince, remembred the conteſts paſtz and in reven 
thereof, he ill treated, not only the Jews, but alſo the Samaritans. But-in the 


ninth year of his Reign, the Jews and Samaritans ſent Ambaſſadours againſt him, to 
Ceſar 5 by- whom he was bamſhed to Vierne, a City of Galiia, and all his Goods con- 
fiſcated.-' ;*Tis reported, that before he was ſummoned to appear before Ceſar, he had 
a ſtrange Dream, in which he ſaw nine great Ears of Corn devoured by Oxen ; and 
G preſently ſending for ſome Chaldeans,. he demanded what that Dream betokened. 
* Some interpreted it one way, and ſome another 3 but one Simon an Effean told him,

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A—. . Oxen ſignified the change of his Fortune; for as much as theſe creatures in labouring 14 
__ the Land, turned up and altered the face of it : And therefore nine years being pa 
after Cbriſfs ſince he had been eſtabliſhed Prince, he was to prepare himſelf for death. Five ays 
Nati after this Interpretation, Archelavs was ſent for to Rome, to anſwer before Auguſtus 
the things whereof he was accuſed. I have alſo thought it worth rehearſing, to ſet 
down the Dream of his Wife Glaphyra, Daughter to Archelaws King of Cappadocia, who 
was firſt married to Alexander, Brother to this man, and Son. to King Herod, by whom 
he was put to death, as we have faid before: After whoſe death, ſhe was married to 
Juba, King of Lybia ; and he being dead, fhe returned home to her Father ; where 
Archelausre- living in her Widowhood, Archelaus the Ethnarch beholding her, was fo inflamed 
fuſing Hari- - with her love, that preſently he divorced his Wife Mariazmne, and married her. Soon 
= claphyrs, After ſhe came to Fuges, ſhe dreamed thar ſhe ſaw Alexander her firſt Huſband, tang. 
Glaphyra ſaw ing before her, and ſaying unto her; It had been enough for thee to have married 
dltzerder 1 the King of Lybia 3 but not contented therewith, comeſt again to mine houſe, 
_ reedy of a third Huſband 3 and which is worſt of all, art now married to mine own 
——_ I will not conceal nor difſemble this mjury which thou doſt me, but I will 
recover thee againſt thy will, And ſhe ſcarcely lived two days after ſhe had related 


this Dream to her friends.

a great tumult among the Jews: for they who beheld this ation were aſtoniſhed, 
and confider'd it as a violation of the Law of their Countrey, which forbids expreſly, 
any Picture or Image of men or other creatures to be brought into the City. At thei The people

All places were filled 
with Agitation and Tumult ; but the graver ſort were very penfive, and many, as it 
were foreſceing the Calamity thar afcer enſued, could not refrain from tears : They 
. +... that deſired Peace, received no comfort in any thing : All things were done at theit 
0 -eras com. beck, who were cauſe of all this War. And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
mirted great the Romans Cames was like a City to be deſtroyed. But Ananus negleRed that which 
rapines "4. Was neceſſary for War, and laboured to reconcile the Seditious Faction of thoſe that 
crabatens and yyere called Zealous : but how he was ovexcome, -and what his end was, we will de- 
{6emes: "Clare hereafter. In the mean time one Simon the Son of Gioras, in the Toparchy of 
Acrabatens, having gathered together a Multitude of Seditious People, robbed- and M 
ſpoiled every where z and he not only broke into Rich-mens Houſes , but alfo beat 
them grievouſly, openly exerciſing his Tyranny. But when Azanwc and the reſt ſent 
an Army againſt him, he fled co his fellow-Thieves of Myſſads, and there ftaid till 
Ananu and the reſt of his Enemies were flain : and then he waſted Idumes with the 
reſt ; ſo that the Governours of that place were fain to pur a Garriſon in every Vil- 
lage, ſo great was the number of them that was flain by theſe Thieves, And thus 
at this time ſtood the Aﬀairs of the Jews,

and FITS. Theſe Horſemen made excurſions on every fide, and greatly moleſted Faſeph, although 
he commitred no ad of Hoſtility ; and alſo ſpoiled all that was without the Cities, 
and always repulſed the Inhabitants, if at any time they took courage to revenge them. 

Joſeph ſeeing things in this poſture, aſſaulted the City Sephors, in hope to take 
it ; but betore ſuch time as it revolted unto the Rowans, he had compaſſed it withſy 
ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſelves could not have taken it, and ſo his hope 
was fruſtrate : for neither by force nor fair means would the Sephorzres yeild to him, 
Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before ; they now 
neither night nor day ceaſed from deſtroying it, but robbed and ſpoiledall they found, 
and all Men able to bear Arms they flew, and :nade the reſt their flaves. Thus all Gl. 
lee was filled with fire and fword, aud no Man <ic:ped that calamity z only theſe ſay- 
ed themſelves, that fled into the Cities that Foſeph had walled. | 
In the mean time Titzs came to Alexandria during Winter, ſooner than he was ex-

on that he brought with him, and there followed them eighteen Companies , five out 
of Ceſerea, one Troop of Horſe ; and five Companies of Horſe out of Syria: ten of 
theſe Companies of Foot had in every one of them a thouſand Men, the reſt only fix 
hundred and thirteen; and in every Troop of Horſe, were an hundred and twenty, 
The Princes that were Allies alſo btought great Aid : for Antiocw Agrippa, and So 
hems, brought each of them two thouſand Buwmen, and a thouſand Horſe :' and 
Malchxs King of Arabia, brought five thouſand Foot, and on thouſand Hotſe , the 
moſt of his Foot were Archers, ſo that the whole Army, together with che Kings Aid, 
amounted to the pumber of chreeſcore thouſand, Horſe and Foot together , beſides 
them that followed the Camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none bur 
their Maſters io Warlike Diſcipline, For one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who ſo train up their Servants in time of Peace;that they are very fit for War. So that 
whoſoever well beholdeth their Military Diſcipline, _ perceive tbat they gained \ 
not this their goodly Empire by chance or fortune,but by their Valour; for they do not 
. 'enly then begin to uſe Weapons when they come to fight, but they practiſe Military 
Diſcipline before they need :, and rhey are not idle in time of peace, but alwayes 
praQtiſe themſelves therein without ceaſing. Their Exerciſes are like War it ſelf, and

The laſt Company were ViQuallers, Handycrafts- 
men, and other mercenary people, guarded by Foot and Horſe in great number. 'Thus 
Veſpaſjax with his whole Army came to the Borders of Galilee, and there pitched his 
Camp. He might have paſſed on, but he thought fir by the fight of his Army to ter- 
rify his Enemies, and give them time to repent, if any one would alter his mind before 
the War began. Yet in the mean-time he preparedall things neceſſary for a Siege. The 
only Rumor of his coming, made many Rebels faint-hearted. For Joſeph's Souldiers, 
who had pitched his Tents a little from S-phoris, when they knew that the Enemy ap- 
proached, and that they were preſently to fight with the Romans,'they fled, nor only 
before they fought, bur alſo before they ſaw them. Foſeph being lefr with a very tew, 
and know.ng that he was not able to'abide his Enemies, and that the Jews were diſ- 
mayed, and that if he pur any truſt in them, they would for the moſt part revole to the 
Foſiph for- Enemies ; for that time abſtained from Battel, and thought to get himſelf our of dan- O 
ſaken by his oer; and ſo accompanied with thoſe that remained with him, he went to Tibcrias. 
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V Eſþafian went firſt to Gadars, and took it eahily at the firſt aſſault : for all the 
| able Men and fit for War were fled out of the City, The Romans entring the 
place, pur all to death without mercy, partly for the hatred they had conceived againſt 
the Jews, and partly .in revenge of that which had befaln Ceftizs, And they burnt the 
City, and all Towns and Villages adjoining : ſome of which were already deſolate,and 
B the Inhabitants of che reſt were made flaves. Foſeph's preſence in the City,which he had 
wade choice of for his ſafeguard,filled it with fear. For the peopleot Tiberias thought ke 
' would neyer have fled, if there had been any hope of withſtanding the Romans: wherc- 
in they judged not amiſs, for he foreſaw. what event the War would have, and that 
their ſafety. conſiſted only in changing their rebellious minds, He himſelf, though he 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, than lived ' 
pleaſamly with them againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo become a Traitor to the 
Country committed to his charge, Wherefore he determined faithfully ro write a true 
ſtate of the Country to the Nobility at Jeruſalem, and not to extol the Enemies Forces Feſeph is 2- 
too much, leſt they ſhould ſay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in any comfort,leſt tbe 
C perhaps now penitent for what they had done, they ſhould by his Letters be incited to writeth to Fe 
0 forward in their rebellious courſe. He defir'd them preſently to write an Anſwer, 44: 
whether they thought good to enter into a League with the Romans ; or, it they would 
make War, then they thould ſend a ſufficient Army againſt them. And having written 
to this effe, he preſently ſent Men to Feruſalem to carry the Letters, 
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CHAP. VII. 
Of the Siege of JOTAPATA. 


Vr#e was-very deſirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his Ene- 
mies were fled thither, and this was the ſtrongeſt Retuge they had. So he ſent 
before ſome Foot and Horſe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were tull of rag- 
ged ſtones, ſo that it was hard for Footmen to paſs, and altogether unpoflible for Horle- 
men, Within four days they effeed that which they were commanded, and -made a 
large way for the Army to paſs. Oathe fifth day, which was the one and twentierh of 
March, Foſeph before they came entered into the City, coming thicher from Tiberias 7,444 cones 
ta encourage the Jews who were diſmayed. A certain Runaway told Yeſpofian that io Fore 
Joſeph was come thither, and adviſed him to haſten thither ; for if he could take Joſeph, Ong 
E he mighteaſily take all Fudea., Hereat Yeſþaſian was very glad, and took it as a good 
Fortune that the moſt prudent and potent of his Enemies, ſhould (God fo diſpoſing) 
put himſelf as it were in hold. and ſo preſently he ſent Placidius before with a thou- 
ſand Horſemen, and with him Ebutins, a Man both. valiant and prudent : and com- 
manded them to inveſt the City on all fides, leſt Joſeph ſhould privily eſcape from 
thence. Theday atter he himſelf followed with his whole Army, avd about noon 
came to Fotapataz 'and leading his Army ro the North fide of the Town, he pitched 3%*!* 
his: Tents upon a Hill ſeven fades. diſtant from the City : purpoſely placing himſelf * 
within the veiw of his Enemies, that the very ſight of his Army might terrific them : 
as it alſodid ; for preſently all was in ſuch a fear, that none durſt go out of the City. 
F The Romans being wearied that day, would not aſſault the Os but they beſet the 
Gates with two Sq iadrons of Horſe: and a third, that conſiſted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all paſſages, that none of the Jews could paſs any-whither. Here- 
upon the Jews now in deſperation, took heart ; for in War nothing is more forcible 
then neceſſity. The next day began the Battery, and the Jews kept themſ-lves in Nothing more

a Mount ; ſo that they received little or no harm by Darts caſt from off the Walls , 
whilſt others brought earth from places thereabouts, and- no Man was idle, The Jews 
caſt continually great Stones, and all kind of Darts upon that which defended them , 
. which though they piercd not thorow, yet they made a great noiſe, and terrified the 
Workmen, Which Veþafian ſeeing, cauſed all Engins that caſt Stones and Darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threeſcore,to be placed againſt the Walls to beat L 

- the Jews from thence. And fo they caſt Stones, Darts, Fire, and Arrows in great a- 

bundance , ſo that they not only beat the Jews from off the Walls, but alſo out of 
the reach of their Shot , for both the Arabian Archers, and thoſe that uſed Slings and 
The Jews Darts, and all the Engins continually played upon them, For all this the Jews reſt- 
break out and ed not, but running out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the 
Bulwark, Workmen, and then aſſaulted them —_— no defence: and when they had beaten 
them away, deſtroyed and fired all that the Romans had wrought for their own defence 
and ſafeguard. Ar laſt Veþsſsan perceived that theſe damages bapned, for that there 
was ſome ſpace left between all theſe Works, whereby the Enemies had'acceſs to do 
them ſuch harms : wherefore he united them together, and ſo hindred the Excurſions 
of the Jews. When the Mount was almoſt made, and the Towers ypon it finiſhed, 
7eſeph fixerh Foſeph ſhunn'd to do nothing for the ſafeguard of che Town, called all Workmen ne. 
Makes in 4 Cellary together, and commanded them to build a Wall there higher than the Romans 
faſtneth uno Work ; but they ſaid, it was impoſſible for them to work, for the number of Darts in 
- temraw Oj that place. Then Foſeph made this device to defend them: he fixed Rakes in the ground, 
the Wall, and and faſtened to them hides of Kine and Oxen new lain, by which they were defended 
ſt oft the from ſhot and fire ; ſo that labouring night and day they raiſed the Wall twenty cubits 
- high, ercfing alſo upon it many Towers : and by this means they made it a ſtrong de- 
feace, The Romans, who before thought themſelves ſure of the Town, were now 


greatly diſmayed, both by this device of Foſeph, and alſo by the hardineſs of the Jews. N

rreat- of the ditiqus perſons, or Thieves, or ſuch as had eſcaped out of the taken- Cities, re- 
_ = cdified Foppa for their Refuge, which Ceſtiue formerly had deſtroyed: and ſeeing they 
1»! -s could nor find Proviſion in the Country, which was already waſted and left deſolare by 
the War, they purpoſed to become Pirats ; 'and* fo building Ships for that purpoſe, 
they robbed the Phenicians, Syrians, and Egyptians, not ſuffering 'any to paſs thoſe 
Seas withour danger, Peſpafien png cheir-praRices, ſent Horſe and Foot a- 
painſt Joppa, who finding the City not guarded, 'got- mto it 'in the night : which the 
Inhabitants perceiving, were ſo terrifi'd that they durſt not make any refiſtance to expel 

the Romans ; but they all fled co their Ships, and there ſtayed all night, a flight-ſhot L 
from the Shoar. Foppe is naturally-no Road for Ships ( for it is fituated upon a turbu. 
lent Shore) and on eyery fide hath very high and eminent Rocks, which trouble the 
Or andreme. 3099»: and'make huge Waves. In this place ( if we may believe the Fable) one may 
1s, ead lib,q, ſee the figns of Andromeds's Chains. When the North Wind blows, it ſtriketh che

led with cries of the People expeRing tobe drowned, and with the noiſe and ſound of 

the Ships beating one againſt another, By this means ſome of the Inhabitants of Fop- 

pe were ſwallowed up by the Waves,others ſuffered ſhipwrack , ſome killed themſelves 

rathe: than to be drowned : many with the Wayes were ſtricken agaioft che Rocks,ſo 

that the Sea was bloody, and all the Shore covered wich dead Bodies : and whoſoever 

_ eſcaped the Sea, and got to Shore, the Romans Souldiers were ſtanding ready, killed 

them. Fout thouſand and two hundred dead Bodies were caſt upon the Shore. So the 

Romans having withourany Fight taken the City, deſtroyed it: and thus was Fopps 

i taken, and twice deſtroyed by the, Romans in a ſhort time. . Yeſþefizx built there a

How Gamala was Befieged. 


Fter that Tariches was taken, all thoſe Cities that from the time that 

The Viecry Jotapata was ſurprized till this inſtant had revolted from the Ro- L 
naked Us mans, did now again unite themſelves unto them : fo that the Ro- 
©; "ai | mans had now gotten into their hands all Caſtles and Towns of G4- 
lilee, Giſcals only excepted, and Itaburiam, a Mountain ſo called, 
With theſe two rebelled Gamala, a Town overagainſt Tariches, and 
ſituate upon the Lake, belonging to the Kingdom of Agrippe 3 and alſo Segane, and 
_. Seleucia: which two laſt belonged to Gaulenitis, Savgane to the higher part, called 
Semechoniti% Gaulana, and Gamala to the lower z Seleucia to the Lake Semechontws, which is thirty 
|  Furlongs in breadth, and threeſcore large, whoſe Marſhes reach even to Daphne : which 
The frratio® Country is very pleaſant of ir ſelf, and famous for that it entertains the Stream cal- 
led /i:tle Fordan, and at the foot of the Golden Mountain drives it into the Great 
Fordan. AHgripps in the beginning of the Revolt had made a Treaty with Sagene and 
Seleucia ; but Gamala truſting to its ſituation, would not enter into the Treaty, It is far 
ſtronger than Fotapara, It ſtands on a Hill which riſeth up in the midſt of an exceed- 
ing high. Mountain, ſo that it repreſents the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews 
call Damel, and thereof it took the name, -which the Inhabitants have corruptly called 
Damal. Before it, and on either fide, are deep Valleys, into which a Man can hardly 
deſcend ; only ic may be aſſaulted on that fide where it joyns to the Mountain, which 
alſo the Inhabitants have made inacceſſible, by cutting there a deep Ditch. In that 
Gemals a ve- place the City was very well inhabited on the deſcent of a Hill, and towards the South- 
- #ylkong place part it ſtood 02 ſo ſteep a Hill, that irſeemed as if it would have fallen every hour. 
| And there another Hill ſerved the Inhabicants inſtead of a Caſtle, being unwalled : for 
it was exceeding high, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley, In the Town 
within the Walls thereof there was alſo a Fountain, Although this City were of its 
own nature invincible,” yet Foſeph compaſling ir with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mines made it ſtronger. Wherefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more con- 
fidence in their Walls, than they of Jotapata did , yet they were fewer in number, and 
vot ſo Warlike People'z but on account of the ſcituation of the Ciay, they eſteemed 
themſelves above their Enemies ; for the City was full of Men that fled thither by rea- 
| ſon of the ſirength of the'place : ſo thar for ſeven Months they refiſted the Forces that 
were ſcat by 4gripps to behiege them, Vepaſian having decamped from Ammaus,pitched 
reſpafcs be- his Tents' before Tiberias, and ſo went ro Gamala, ( Ammans (ignifies Hot-IVater, for 
bcges &-m414 there is a Fountain of Hot-IV/ater there,which curech many Diſcaſes.)

The Romans having quickly intrenched themſelyes, by reaſon of the multitude that 
laboured in buſineſs, who were accuſtomed to ſuch work, began to. place their Engiues 
againſt the Town-Walls.' Chares and Foſeph who were two of the moſt potent Meu in 
the Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Wa. ls to defend 
them z, but they had nor much courage to the buſineſs, And alchough: they well iper- 
ceived chat the City could not long hold out, ſecing they wanted Water, . and many 
other chings neceſſary to ſtand a Siege.z yet notwithitandivg they exhorted the Townl-' 
men to be valiant, wherea while they reliſted, notwithitanding the. ſhqt , but ar L:t, The Romans 
CT they were therewith ſo terrified,that leaving the Walls;they fled into the Ciry, Then Gone 
the Romans battered the Walls with Rams in three ſeveral places, and whete the. Wall ir. | 
fell, there they iſſued in with Trumpets and a great ſhout,and fought with the Towal- 
men, who in the firſt Confl:& ſo valiancly reſiſted chew, that they permitred them nor 
to enter further imo the Town. Butat laſt being overcome both in ſtrength and num- 
ber,they all fled into the higheſt part of the City, and from thence they returned again 
upon the Romans, who purſued them, and drave them dowa into the Vallies,and killed 
many : and divers in; chat, ſtrait paſſage were trodden to death. by thelr: fellows. 
W hereupan, ſeeing that;chey neicher could; flie, nor refiſt their. Enemies above.their 
heads,they;fled into,che; Houſes, which adjayned unto. the Plain, and ſo filled them,that 
D being over-charg=d, they/tell down apon.ocher Hquſes beneath them, and beat chem The Romans 
down alſo and they likewiſe, upon others firuated beneath them.

Yet (ſaid he) this hath not befallen us through 

want of Conragt, th the Vatour and Proweſs of the Fews ; but the difficulty of the place has 

been the only obfack of our Victory. If you are to be blamed, tis only for venturing too far; for 

when you ſaw your Enemies fly to the higher places, you ſhould then have held your hands, and 

not have purſued them with ſo manifeſt danger to your ſelves, as every one might fore-ſee in 

this purſuit : ſo baving gain'd the lower part of the City, you might in a little time have 

draws them to 4 more equal conflict : but you, being eager of the Viitory, did not reſp: our 

The Roman 0wP ſafety.

And let every 

valiant Souldier with his own 3 word comfort himſelf: ſo ſhall weboth revenge the death of 

our Friends, and be revenged of them by whom they were ſlain : and | my ſelf (x alſonow | 

did) will expoſe my ſelf to all dangers with you, and yo firſt to fight, and come laſt from it, 

With theſe and ſuch like Speeches he comforted” his Souldiers, 
The Pcople'of Gamala were at firlt very joyful for their proſperous ſucceſs ;- which 
potwithſtauding did not happen through their Valour : but ſoon afrer conſidering, that 
now all hope of pardon was taken' away, and that there was no way to eſcape, they - 
became very ſorrowful, ard*their hearts relented (for now'ViAuals failed them.) Yet [. 
they omitted not to provide for rheir own ſafety-as well as they could; for the moſt 
Valiant among them Love the' Breach,” and the :eſt the ſtrong Places about the Walls 
The Romais \yhich were yet unbattered. : The Romans again built Mounts, and atrempted to al- 
env ac. aule the City, 'and many of the Citizens fled by the Valies where no Guard was, and 
faulr of G4- by ſecret Vaults underneath the Ground ; and they who for'fear of being taken, re- 
—_y maioed in the City, -periſhed for hunger : for all the Vidtuals were reſerved for them

N tlie mean time many of the Gamalians, that had appeared the moft hardy, fled and The Romans 
hid themſclves ; and the weaker ſort periſhed chrough Famine : yet a few of the notinine 4 

moſt couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty ſe- 2nd it fallerh 
venth day ot Oteber. Upon which day,three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion, rowards Mito 5 ** 
the break of day, utdermined the higheſt Tower in their- quarter, and entered into it ; 
thole that kept ir, neither perceiving them: when they came in, nor when they went 
out (for it was in the night-time.) Theſe Souldiers being wary leſt any noiſe ſhould 
be made, removed five of the greateſt Stones of the Foundation, and preſently leapt 
away ; and incontently the Tower fell with a hideous noiſe, and with the fall k:lled 
thoſe that kept it, whereupon many that kep: watch in thoſe quarters, fed through 
tear z and they who ſought to eſcape the Romans, were killed; amongſt whom Foſeph 
was ſtzucken with a Dart from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and there dy- 
ed. They who were within the City were terrified with the noiſe hereof, and ran up 
and down as though all the Enemies were already entered intoit. And Chares, Foſeph's 
Companion, being fick, yeilded up the Ghoſt, fear encreafing his Diſeaſe, and helping 
to (ſhorten his life. "The Romavs remembring the bad ſucceſs ar the laſt aſſaulr, did not 
euter the Ciry till-the rwenty-third day of the Month aforeſaid.

This Man was a Ring-leader of the Seditious Perſons in Giſ- 

cala : and for fear of him, the People, who perhaps otherwiſe would have ſent Legars 

to the Romans to requeſt Peace, were hindred and forced to ſtay till the Romans came 

to fight againſt them.. Againſt theſe People Veſpafian ſent Titus, and with him a thou- 

ſand Horſemen ; and the tenth Legion towards Scythopolu : Himſelt with the reſt went 

to. Ceſarea, to refreſh them after their great labour, at the charge of the Towns adjoyn- 

ing ; judging it neceſſary to fit them to ſuſtain manfully the toyls that were to enſue : 
Fofoafen for for he foreſaw that he ſhould have much ado to win Feruſalem, both for that it was ve- 
ſzerh bis no Ty ſtrong, and was the Chief City 'of all the Nation. And his care in this poiot was 
fall rro-ble ſo much rhe more, for that he perceived many out of all parts fled thither ; and that ic 
7:roſulem: was compaſſed with almoſt invincible Walls ; and beſides this, the. boldneſs and deſpe- 
rate Courage of the Inhabitants, who although that they had 'had no Walls at all, yet

Being in this deſperate eſtate, not 
knowing what to do, they caſt themſelves headlong into the City, and fo died a more 
miſerable death than thoſe that died by the Enemies Sword, The next day there was 
found ſlain 8500.,, and all the outer Temple flowed with Blood.

The Idumeans were now ſorrowful for their coming, for they miſliked theſe Proceed: 
| ings: and being aſſembled together, one of the Zealots ſecretly told them all that their 
One ofthe FaQtion had. done from the beginning ; that it was true, the Iuweans had taken Arms, 
Jiplges As: becauſe they were informed that the Metropolitan City was-by the Prieſts þetray'd to 
 erveltyand the Romans: butthey might perceive there was no proof nor ſign of any ſuch matter, 
| mpg +. and that indeed the Zealots who pretended themſelves Defenders of the Liberty of the 
Idumeans, City, where indeed Enemies, and had exerciſed Tyranny over the Citizens even from 
the beginning. - And though they had aſſociated themſelves with ſuch wicked perſons, 
and made themſelves partakers of ſo many  Maurthers, yet they ought now to ceaſe 
from ſuch wickedneſs, and not affiſt Men ſo impious to deſtroy their Country and Re- 
ligion, For though they took it in bad part, that the City Gates were ſhut upon 
them, yet now they were ſufficiently revenged of thoſe that were the cauſe thereof, 
That Annu himſelf was flain, and almoſt all the. People in one night (whereof wany 
ofthem ere long would repent) and that they might now themſelves perceive the crucl- 
ty of thoſewho requeſted their aid, to be more than Barbarous, had not bluſht to com- 
mit ſuch Villanics opevly, in the fight of them who had ſaved their lives : and that 
their miſdemeanors and impieties would be imputed to the [dumenns, becauſe they nei- 
ther hindred their miſchievous praQtices, nor forſook their Society. Thar therefore it 
was their part ( ſecing it was now evident that the report of Treaſon was ovly Ca- 
lumny, and that no aſſault by the Romans was to be feared , and that the City was im- 
preguable, ( provided there were no domeſtick diviſions) to depart home, and by forla- 
king the Society of the Impious,to acquit themſelves of their Impiety, as being by them N 
deceived, and ſo againfttheir Wills made partKers thereof. 
The Tdumeans TE Jdwmeans were hereby perſwaded, and firft of all they freed thoſe that were in 
depart our of Priſon, in number two thouſand of the VYulgar ; and preſently leaving the City , they 
Feruſalem. went to Simon (of whom we will ſpeak hereafter) and ſo they departed home, 
Their ſudden re was againſt the expeRation of both parts : for the People 
. not knowing that the Iduweans were ſorry for what they had done, rejoyced as now 
delivered from their Enemies: and the Zealots grew more inſolent and proud, as 
though they never had needed help, and now were delivered from thoſe, in confiderati- 
on ot whom they abſtained from ſome Villanies. Whereupon they uſed to delay to 
effe& all their Villany: for they ſpent not much time in taking advice 3 but whatſo- 0 
ever ſcemed beſt to them, preſently without any delay they put it in praftice. But 
eſpecially they murdered thoſe Men that were Wiſe and Valiant , for they —_ the

the poor were left to the laughter. The multitude of the dead bodies that lay on heaps 
together was innumerable, and chrough the horror of which fight, many of thoſe who 
were flying tothe Romans, returned again into the City, c rather to dic there: 
for the hope they had to be-buried in their native ſoil, made death there ſeem more ro- 
jerable. Bur the Zealots became ſo cruel, that they neither ted them who were 
lain within, nor them without the City, to be buried. But like men chat had now de- 


ores te iving termined, rogether with their Country-Laws, to aboliſh the Law of Nature, yea and by 1 


their impiety to defy God himſelf; let the dead Bodies rot above. ground : aud who- 
ſoever attempted to bury any of them that were-ſlain, whether Friend or Kinſman, he 
was preſently put to deach, and left waburied, and to give Sepulchce to another, was 
crime enough to deſerve it. | 

Tobe brief ; nothiog ſo much incieaſed their Indignation as Mercy : for the wicked 
People were herewith ked to Wrath ; their diſpleaſure and cruelty was extended 
fromthe living to the dead,and from the dead tothe living. And ſach fear fell upon the

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CHAP. VI1I, 
Of Galba, Otho, Vitellius aud Veſpaſian.. 


MT OT only in F#des, but alſo in Italy at this time was Civil Wat : for Ga/ba was Seiition tho-. 
lain in the midſt of Rome, after whom Otho was created Emperor, and tought arr 

againſt Vitelline, who affeed the Empire, being choſe Emperor by the German Legi- ay - 
ons. The Bartel was fought near Beb/ies, a Town in Gallis Ciſalpins ; the firſt day 
Otho got the ViRory againſt Valens and' Cerinne, the Generals of Vitellins his Army : 
But the day following they overcome O#ho ; and ſo many being ſlain on both parts, and 
news being brought that Vireſiwus his Army had gotten the Vidtory, Orho being at Brix- 
els, flew himſelf, when he had held the Empire three months and two days. Otho's 
Souldiers turned to Y:#e/lizs his Captains, and joyned with them, and ſo Yitelize came 
to Rome with his Army, In the mean time Feſpo/fan the fifth day of Fune departed Veſpaſias once 
from Ceſarea, and went to thoſe parts Fudes, which were yet unconquered : and firſt =ore invades 
of all he weot inco the high Countries,and ſubdued the two Toparchies of Acrabatens 7 ** 
and Gophmiter, and after then two Towns called Bethel and Ephrem, and placed Gari- 
ſons in them, and fo went-to Ferwſalem, killing many that he found in the way, and 
taking many Captives. | 

Ove of his Captains, called Ceyealis, with a party of Horſe and Foot, waſted all the 
higher /dumes : and in the way as he went, he took Caphetrs a Caſtle, and burnt it, and 
belieged another called Capbars, encloſeF with a ſtrong Wall: by reaſon of which he fry 
deemed he ſhould have made long abode there: but contrary to his expectation,” the ©. T 
Inhabitants opened the Gates to him, and yielded themſelves, beſcectiing him to be 
good to them, When he had overcome them, he went to Hebrop, an ancient City, and creo burn- 
{et it on fire ; this Hebrop, as I have already ſaid, was ſcituated upon the Mountains, _—_— 
and near Feruſalews: and _— into it by force, he ſlew all ther that he found there, #r». 
and fired the City. And having ſubdued all places, ſave- only three Caſtles, to wit, 
Herodidm, Maſſada aud Macheron, which were kept by the Thieves,now only Feruſulens 
remained to be Conquered.” Hr 
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, CHAP. IX, 
Of Simons Ads againſt the Zealots, 


A Fter Simon had recovered his Wife from the Zealots, he went into Idumes, torob 
A. and: ſpoil that which was left : and chaſing the Inhabirants up and down, atlaft 
he forced them to flie to Fera/alem, and he himſelf purſued them thither ; and at the 
The 2eatcts foot of the Walls,he killed all the People he took, that returned our of the Ficlds from 
fl} the whole their labour. Thus Simon without the City, was more terrible to the people than 
Cir with Ini- che: Romans, and.the Zealots within the. City crueller than them both, being incoura- 
ged and incited thereto by the Counſel of the Gabileens. For they had put Fohbnin Au- 
thority : and Fob#'in reward thereof permitted all things to be done as they requeſted, 
There was no end of robbing and ſpoiling rich Meris Houſes, and of ſlaughtering both 
of Men and Women, and to kill Men and Women was but a paſtime. And having 
with Blood bedew'd their prey, avd without all fear gotten what they liked, chey now 
| begantoluſt after Women : yea they became effeminate and laſcivious, they curl their 
Hair, and clothed themſelves in Womens Apparel, and anointed themſelves with ſweet 
Ointments, that their beauty might be plealing and alluring z they now not only imi- 
tate the Attire of Proſtitutes, butalſo their Impudency, and became fo ſhameleſs, that 
they thirſted after unnatural pleaſures, as though Fer»ſs/em were become a Stews, and 
ſo profaned the whole City with their execrable impurities. Yer though they effemi- 
vated their Faces, their Hands were prone to Blood-ſhed ; and though they lived in 
ignominious manner, as People given over to pleaſure, yet could they quickly become 
Warriors, and in the habits of Women, drawing their Swords they killed whomſcever 
The way of they met. Whoſoever eſcaped Fohns hands, Simon, the more cruel, wurthered ; and 
_ 3. whoſoever eſcaped the Tyrant within the City, was ſlain by the Tyrant without ; and 
there was no way to flic to the Romans, 
The diſcord —Purchermore, the Army of Fohs began to be divided ; for all the Iaumeans ſeparated 
themſelves from the ocher People, and there roſe a Mutiny againſt the Tyrant, partly L 
. through cnvy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty, - and ſo aſſaulting 
him, chey ſlew many of the Zealots, and compell'd the reſt to fly into the Kings Houſe, 
built by Grepts, Father of Izat, King of Adiabens. The [dumeans allo broke in thicher 
with them, and drave them from thence into the Temple, and ſeized upon Fobns Trea- 
ſure : for Fohn lived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thoſe 
Zealots that were diſperſed in the City, came to thoſe that were in the Temple, and 
Fohn purp6ſed to ſend thei againſt the Townſmen and the Idumeans. But they feared 
not ſo much their Forces (although they knew them to be the better Warriors) as they 
did, leſt pow being deſperate, they ſhould ſteal out of the Temple in the night, and fo 
lay them, and fire the Ciry. Wherefore aſſembling themſelves; they deliberated with M 
the Prieſts how to avoid their Aſſaulrs : but it pleaſed God to turn their own Counſel 
to their deſtruRtion, and that they ſhould provide a remedy of ſafety, far worſe than 
Death it ſelf, For to depoſe Fohs, they deviſed to introduce Simon, and as it were to 
intreac another to tyranuize over them. This counſel was thought beſt ; and Mazth:i- 
as the Prieſt was ſeut to Simon (of whom before they ſtood in great fear) to requeſt 
him to come into the City, With him alſo came ſuch as had fled from Feruſalem for 
£2 fear of the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becauſe they deſired to return to 
es wich Eheir Wives and Families. So he entred into the City proudly, promiſing them to be 
agreat Arwy, their Deliverer ; and all the People made Acclamations as he entred into the City, 
- that he was their Preſerver. Simon being now within the City, preſently deliberated 
with thoſe about him to eftabliſh his Dominion, thinking as well thoſe that called him 
into the City. as thoſe againſt whom he was called, his Enemies, Fohn, and the Zea- 
| lots with him, finding no way to come out of the Temple, and having loſt all chat he had 
in the City (for Simon and his Followers, at their entrance, took all that belonged to 
him) _ now to diſpair of his Safety. And: Simoz, being afliſted by che Citizens, 
aſſaulted the Temple, and the Zealots placing themſelves upon the Porches, and in 
Towers of Defence, made refiſtance, and hurt many of Simon; followers, For the 
Zealots were upon the higher ground on the right hand, and ſo had che advantage 
inſt Simeon, And although by reaſon of the place whercin.they were, they prevail- 
b, againſt Simon, yet they raiſed four high Towers, that from hence they might ſhoot

The Deſcription of Egypt. 


Ktianus and the reſt of the Captains that had eleed himto the Empire, «ogether 
with the whole Army, with great Acclamations defir'd —_ to lead them 
againſt their common Enemy, Bur Yeſpfias thought it beſt, firſt to make ſure of 
Alexandris, knowing that Egype for the ſupply of Corn was the greateſt and beit part 
of the Empire : which it he once were ſure of, he hoped that although Yitelbus were K 
ſtronger than he, yet he could bring him under, becauſe the People would not endure 
that for his ſake the City ſhould. be famiſhed : which would have come to pals, except 
they had ſupply of Corn from [2 
Moreover, he defired co join himſelf with thoſe two Legions that were at Alexandria; 
and he conſidered that-that Country mighe be a defence and refuge for him, if any ad- 
verſe Fortune ſhould betide him : for it is not eaſe to: be entred By an Army, and the 
Sea-coaſts have no Havens, nor Harbours to receive Ships. On the Weſt it bordereth 
upon the dry and barran- part of Lybis ; on the South upon the Frontiers which ſepa- 
rate Syene from Ethiopia, and rhe CararaQts of Nilze hindering the entering of it by 
Ships. On the Eaſt it bordereth upon: the Red-Sea, which it as far as the City 
Copton ; onthe North it reaches to Syr44; and is defended by the Egyptian Sea,where- 
in there is no Haven, Thus Aegypt is —_ every (ide, and reacheth in length 
2000 Furlongs from Pels/wm to Syene: and Plinthie to Pelufium, they ſayl 3600 
Furlongs. And Nils is navigable even unto the City E/ ine, Moreover the Haven 
of Alexandria is dangerous toenter into even in a Calm, for the enterance into it is very 
ſtrait z and beſide that, the way goes not-direQly on, bur is made crooked by great ſto- 
ny Rocks, and the left fide is compaſſed artificially with a ſtrong Dike,but on the right 
A bieb Tower fide is the Ifle Pharws, having a Tower upon ir, exceeding great : ſothat a Light in it is 
in Pharws, ſeen by Mariners 300 Furlongs off, to the end that before they come near ir, they may 
provide to bring their Ships in with ſafery, | 
This Ifle is inclofed with bigh Walls made by Art, againſt which the Sea beating, 
and ſo returning back again, maketh the enterance into the Haven more dangerous. Yet 
this Haven within is very ſafe, and go Furlongs long: ſo that whatſoever this Country 
wants, it is brought them into that Haven ; and whatſoever aboundeth amongſt them, 
and which other Nations need, is carried from thence all over the World. So that 
Veſþafian did not unadviſedly ſeek to-make himſelf Maſter of A/cxexdris, and to diſpoſe 
thereof for his own profit, being to begin his Empire, Wherefore he ſent Letters to 
Tiberias Alexander, who was Governour of Alexandria and Egypr, and told him of the 
Souldiers Reſolution : and how that ſeeing he could nor avoid it, but was forced to N 
cake'upon him che*Empire, he now requeſted him to help him: all he could. Alexan- 
der receiving F, 's Lenters, agreed willingly thereunto, and encly cauſed his 
Army-and the People alſo to ſwear to Y : which they-all did williagly, having

T is incredible how quickly the News was cartied into all parts of the World, that 7þ-f» by 
Veſpaſian was declared Emperor in the Eaſt ; and how all the Cities rejoiced and f29mon voice 
made Triumphs, and offered Sacrifice for his fortunate ſucceſs, Moreover, the Les perour; and 
gions in Mefic and Pa»nonis, who not long before revolted from Zitelliue, by reaſon ***n*: 

of his Cruelty, now willingly ſwore Obedience to P qpefes, Veſþafian returned by 

Berytum to Ceſarea ; where many Embaſladors came to him, offering him Crowns, 

and applauding and rejoycing at his good Fortune z they came out of Syria, and all : 

other places thereabout, Thither came alſo Mutia»us, Governour of Syria, who 

brought tidings how joyfully all the People received him for their Emperour, and had 

ſworn Obedience to him.

came to help him, having been reinforced with conſiderable ſupplies out of Syria. Titms 
alſo brought Forces with him to ſupply the number that was wanting,” which - Forces 
were ſent by Veſpaſien under Matianws into ']taly : for he brought two thouſand ſele&t 
Men from the Legion at Alexandria, and three thouſand followed him from Euphrates,

In the mean time thoſe that were encamping 
above, ſeeing their Comrades beneath put to flight, fled likewiſe, thinking themſelyes 
not able to reſiſt the Jews, and imagiving that Titas was likewiſe fled : tor had they

| upon the Walls, and pretended themſelves Citizens, they called out for Peace;and deſi- 

red their friendſhip ; promiſing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 

- ter : and whilſt they were ſo doing, they threw Stones at their Companions aforeſaid, 
pretending to drive them from the Gates, They pretend likewiſe great earneſtneſs N 
and importunity ro the people for their Conſent, and as if that had fail'd, they ſeem'd

The City could-never have been taken by foxce, had he finiſhed that Wall as he be- 
gany it being built twenty Cubitrs log, andten Cubits broad, with hard Stone, which 
could neither cafily be undermined, nor battered with Engios : and this Wall was 
built ten Cubits high, and no doubt. had been raiſed higher, had not the liberality 
of the Founder been checked, Yet afterwards by the Jews induſtry the Came Wall 
was raiſed twenty Cubits high ; the Battlemencs hereof were two Cubits high, and 
the Tower three Cubits, and in all it was twenty four Cubits high, as before. Upon 
the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and twenty Cubits bigh, buile 
four - ſquare, very ſtrong, and of as firm a foundation as the Wall it ſelf, which for 
the Building and fair Stone was not inferiour to the Temple above, Within this 
ſtrong Tower, which reacheth twenty Cubits high, were Rooms for Men to lodg in, 
and Ciſterns to receive Rain-Water, and large turning Stairs to every Room in it: 
and this third Wall-had four-ſcore and ten of theſe Towers, and between every Tower 
were two hundred Cubits ſpace. The middle Wall had fourteen Towers, and the old 
Wall had threeſcore, and the compaſs of the whole City was three and thirty Fur- 
longs. And although the third Wall was admirable, yet the Tower of Pſephina, 
which was built upon a Corner'of the Wall, between the North and the Weſt part of 
the City, was more admirable, (againſt which part Tits had encamped himſelf) for

Gate on the Weſt part, but a Wall that reacheth all along in that place. Between 
Some of ® the Gates were Porches oppolit one agaioſt another, reaching from the Wall unto the 
Getd, ſome of Treaſure-houſe, ſupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plaio, and as big 
Epn__ as they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alſo the Poſts, and 
braſs, foreparts thereof, were, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian Braſs, 

' far ſurpaſſing in Beauty the other that were covered with Silver and Gold. Inevery 
Gate.there were two Doors, each one thirty Cubirs high, and fifteen Cubits broad : 
and after the entrance, where they were made larger, every one had on each fide 
Seats thirty Cubits long, and large like a Tower, and fourty Cubits high, each one 
ſupported with two Pillars twelve Cubirs thick. All the other Gates were of the like 
greatneſs , but that which was covered with Corinthian Braſs, vvhich vvas the en- 
trance into the place allotted for the Women , and opened into the Eaſt-Gate of 
the Temple , doubtleſs was bigger than the reſt, for it vvas fifty Cubits high ( the 
Gates whereof where fourty Cubits) and vvas more richly adorned than the reſt : 
for the Cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reſt, vyhich Alexander 
Tiberiut his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were fifteen 
Stairs, that went from the Wall that ſeparated the Women, unto the great Gate of 
the Temple : for theſe Stairs were thorter by five ſteps than thoſe that went to the 
other Gates, The Temple it ſelf was fituated in the midſt of all, to wit, the holy 

The Cicres SanRuaty, and had twelve Stairs to go unto it, The Front whereof was in height yy 
Santuay. and breadth an hundred Cubits : and behind it was fourty Cubits : and before ir, 
was as it were two Shoulders on each fide, rifing up in height twenty Cubits, The 
firſt Gate hereof was ſeventy Cudbits nigh , and twenty five vvide, and had no door : 
for it ſignified that Heaven vvas ſpread over all, and might be ſeen in every place : 
and all the fore-parts were gilded with Gold, and all the firſt Building did appear 
and might be ſeen without, and all that was within and without the Gate glittered 
with Gold. The inner part thereof was divided into two Rooms, whereof only the 
firſt Room might be ſeen 5 which was in height fourſcore and ten Cubits, and in length 
forty, and in breadth twenty.

for ſo mavy did there come all out of one ſtem of the Candleſtick. Upon the Table **: 
were ſtandiog twelve Loves of Bread, ſignifying the twelve Celeſtial Signs, and Revo- 
lutions of the Year. By the Altar of Incenſe (out of which proceedeth thirteen Odours, 
coming partly from the Sea which is unhabitable, and partly from the Earth which 
is inhabiced) is fignified, that all things are in the hands of God, and owe him obe- 


C dience. The inner part of the Temple contained twenty Cubirs, which alſo was ſe- 


parated from the other part by a Vail, and nothing was withio it: this Place was the 
Holy of Holies, and no Man might enter, look into it, nor violate the ſame. Qneach 
fide of the lower Temple there were many Lodgings and Doors to-paſs into, every one 
of them having three Roofs one above another ; and there was a Gate which led unto 
both fides of the Temple, and unto theſe Rooms: but the higher part of the Temple 
had notthe like Rooms on each ſide, and therefore it was made ſa much narrower than 
the other, yet was it higher than it by fourty Cubits,neither was it ſo ſumptuous as the 
tower, For the whole height was a hundred Cubits, and the ground thereof fixty, The Tj. ourwa;s 
outermoſt part was ſo curieus and richly wrought, it was impoſſible to imagine any Cour: of the

D workmanſhip that it wanted : for it was all covered with a Maſhie Plate of pure Gold, <1; plates 


which ſhined far brighter than the Morning Sun, fo that it dazledthe Eyes of the Be- of Gold. 
holders, as doth the Sun when it is gazed upon, Anda far off it ſeemed to firangers 
that came thicher, like a white Mountain : for where the 'Temple was not guilded 
with Gold, there was it Milk-white. The top hereot was all ſer full of Rods of Gold, 
very ſharp at the upper end like Pikes, leſt the Birds ſhould come and fir thereon, - and 
ſo defile it : ſeveral of 'the Stones wherewith it was Built, were. forty-five Cubirs 
large, five Cubirs in length, and fix Cabits broad.

might not come among the Prieſts : thoſe alſo that deſcended from the line of the 
Prieſts, and for blindneſs did not adminiſter their function, were notwithſtanding admit- 
ted into the place appointed for the reſt of the Prieſts that were ſound, and had ſhare as 
they had ; yet did they go attired as Lay-men, for only he chat did Sacrifice, mighe 
wear Prieſtly attire. OS 

The Prieſts that were adnyjfted to the Altar and Temple had no Inficmity, they were The Prizfts in 
cloathed in fine Linen, abſtained from Wine, and lived, in abſtinence for reverence of the old Teſs 
Religion, leſt they ſhould ſin whilſt they offered Sacrifice.

x $600 fllow #He moſt warlike of the peaple joyned with Simoz, being in number ten thouſand, 
8.20cn, "EL "beſide the Jdameans: and thoſe ten thouſand had filty Captains, all ſubje& unto \y 
Simon. The Idumeans that took his part were five thouſand, and had ten Captains, 
the Chief of whom were Jacob the Son of Soſas, and Sing the Son of Cathls, John 
who-kept the Temple, and fix thouſand -Armed. Men, over whom were twenty Cap- 
tains to theſe there joyned two thouſand of the Zealots ; and four hundred, who be- 
fore had followed Eleazar, and Simon the Son of Fairws, So that warring one againſt 
another, the people was their booty, and the multitude that was not ſo Seditious 
Somen's Camp 25-they, was their prey. Simon kept the upper part of the Cicy, and the greater 
chat Wall as far as Cedron, and all that part of the old Wall which is berween S1/oa, and 
the Palace of Monobazus, who was King of * {diabena, - that lieth beyond the River 
Euphrates: he alſo kept all the Hill Acrs (which is the lower partof the Cicy) uo- 
ro Helenas Palace, who was Monobazims his Mother.

John till kept where he was, fearing S+- 
mon ; yet were his followers very carneſtto aflault the Romans; But S;mop being-nexr 
anto the fiege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the Wall, Men with Darts, _ 
which before was taken from Sefteis Governour of the Romans, and found in the Ca- The Darts dtd 
file of Antonia. But the Darts did the Jews ſmall pleaſure, by reaſon:that few of them od if when 
knew how to uſe them ;_ only ſome who- were taught by: ſome of- the Fugitive Romans they w2:e no? 
uſed them a little. Nevertheleſs they aſſaulted the Roman Souldiers that were build. (0 
ing the Mounts with Arrows and Stones, made Salleys upon them by.companies, and 
gave them diſturbance : But the Roman 'Pioncers were defended by Hurdles, that were 
of purpoſe ſer before them: and every Legion had, ſtrange and admirable Engins 
againſt the excurſions of their Enemy, and eſpecially the Engins that the tenth 
Legion had to caſt Darts, and others that caſt Stones ; which did not only repulſe 
them by whom they were aſſaulted, bur alſo thoſe who ſtood upon the Wall: for every 
Stone, though a Talent weight, was ſhot more than a Furlong, and ſlew not only thoſe 
that were EA ſtruck, but-alſo many that were ſtrieken with the rebound. But the 
Jews alwayes ſaw the Stones before they fell (for they were white) and avoided 
them : and they were not only deſcryed by the noiſe they made in flying, but they 
might eaſily be perceived: by which means the Watch-men in the Towers gave war- 
ning always when theſe Engines were ſhot off, and when the Stones came, crying in 
their Country Language, The Stone cometh : ſo the Jews upon the Walls koowing 
what they meant, avoided the Stones, and received no harw. Then the Romans de- 
G viſed to black the Stones with Ink, that they might not be ſeen as they flew, and do 
the more Execution: Yet the Jews were not {o terrified, as to permit the Romans

three places. heard round about the City, which was a great terror to the Citizens, and the Sediti- 
ous were no leſs afraid, And ſeeing themſelves all in the ſame danger, they dater. 
mined to joyn unanimouſly together againſt the Romans : the Seditious upbraidi 
one another that - they: rather aſſiſted the Enemy, than refiſted them : and therefore 1 
exhorted one another mutually, atleaſt for that time, to unite and make reſiſtance a+ 
ainſt the Romans. And S:wop ſent an Officer unto the Temple, to proclaim leave 
The $=citious for all ſuch as would, to come unto the Walls : which alſo Fohn did permit, notwith- 
[77 ns, hong ſtanding he miſtruſted Sizv0s : ſo forgetting their old quarrel, they joyned all together 
in one. againſt the Romans, and placing themſelves upon the Walls, they caſt fire upon the 
Engins of the Romans, and thoſe who manag'd them ; throwing Darts againft them 
without intermiſſion, whilſt the braveſt-amongft them in great companies leapt down, 
and deſtroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and afſaulted thoſe that ttood 
to defend them ; by which means they did the Romans much harm, and more by their 
deſperate boldneſs than -their skill, 

But Tir was ſtill at hand to ſuccour them that ſtood in need : and placing Horſemen . 
and Archers about the Engines, he repulſed the Jews who come to caſt Fire, beat off 
them that caſt Darts and thot Arrows from the Towers, and ſo gave the Rams time 

The Raw fa- nd opportunity to play ; yet theſe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
of a Tower. Tower was ſhattered by the Ram' of the fiſth Legioov, But without any detriment to 
the Wall: for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fellover the Wall, and carried nothiog along with ic. The Jews being repulſed, and 
_ for ſome time diſcontinuing their Salleys, perceived the Romans were grown ſecure, 
and diſperſed careleſly over their Camp,as preſuming their late il fortune would diſcou- 
rage the Jews from any new Attaque ; but they were miſtaken in their account, for 
the Jews ſallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hippices, threw Fire into their 
Trenches among their Engins, and afſaulced them bravely when they had done. But 
the Romans being quickly ſenſible of their danger,got immediatly together, and with the 
excellence of their Diſcipline, repelled not only the firſt inſult and fury of the Jews, 
but beat back all their ſupplies. So there began a grievous  Battel about the Engins ; 
the Jews ſtriving to Fire, and the Romans to hinder them : great noiſe and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front were {lain on both ſides. Ac firſt the Jews bad the 
better z and their fire did ſome miſchief upon the Engines : and all had been quite 
conſumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who for the opinion that 
they had of themſelves, did fight ſtoutly (Being accounted the moſt valiant of all in yy 
rw ous he Ebis Bartel ) till ſuch time as the Emperour with certain ſele& Horſmen fell violently 
Jevs:s flight, upon the Enemies ; and himſelf ſlew 12 men, for whoſe deaths the reſt fearing, fied, and 
and erives WETE forced to retire into the City, and ſothe _ were ſaved, Ir chanced that one 
Cr 0 © ofthe Jews was taken alive, and Tits commanded that he ſhould be crucified before 
the Wall, that perhaps the reſt being terrified, might. yield. After Ceſar was reti- 
Jobn, Captain red, Fohy the Captain of the /dumeens, talking upon the Wall with one of his friends, 
2ns, lain, being ſtriken in the breaſt withan Arrow by an Ar«bia Souldier, preſently died : which 
cauſed great lamentation among the Jews, and ſorrow amongſt the Seditious, for he 
was very valiant and wiſe, 
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T H E night following, there was a great tumult among the Romahs : for Titws the 
Empcrour had commanded to build three Towers, fifty Cupits high a- peice, each 
one upon a, ſeveral Moung, that from thence he might the more eaſily beat the Ene. 
mies trom the Walls: but one of theſe Towers in the midft of the night fell down with- 
out any aſſault, And making a great noiſe with the fall, fear fell upon the whole Ar- 
wy ; who ſuſpeQing it a Stratagemofthe Jews, eyery one ran to his Arms,and ſa there 
was a great tumulc in the Camp: and becauſe ro Man could tell what it was along 
_ time, they ſtood a mazed, every one asking his fellow what had happened. But ſeeing 
no Enemy come, they began to Ht Treaſon amongſt themſelves ; till ſuch time 
as Titus underſtanding the matter, cauſed the truth thereof to be preſently proclaimed 
throughout the Camp; and the Tumult ( with much ado ) was appeaſed. | 
The Jews bore up couragiouſly againſt all other dangers,but were much gauled from 
theſe Towers which Titws had erected; for they were Nin and wounded from thence 
with ſmall Shot, Darts and Arrows, for they could build nothing to defend themſelves 
ſo high, nor had they any hope to deſtroy them : for neither could they be'thrown down 
for rhcir weight, nor fired, being covered with Iron : therefore flying from the reach of 
the ſhot, they could not hinder the Ram from battering their Walls ; which nevet ceaſ- © 
ing, at laſt preyailed ſomewhat, So the great Ram, which the Jews called icon ,becauſe * bred, 
it overcome all, at laſt battered the Wall z and the Jews being weary with fighting, th: : "own 
having watched all night before, out offleepineſs,or becauſe they perſwaded theinſelves great Ram.

in Warlike affairs, yet in all fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the Beſt ; for though .. "WT 
the Romans had the advantage in fortune and knowledg, yet the Jews being deſperate, boldnck. 
attaqued them without fear ; for they are very Kg co in Adverſary, Moreover, 
the Jews were neceſſitated to fight to ſave their own lives ; and the Romans were as 
baſty ro conquer. Neither party was weary, neither party deſiſted in their aſſaulting 
of one another : In the day time the Jews in Commanded-Parties made their Salleys 
upon the Romans,who omitted no kind of fight from San-ſer,all the night long; which 
was more tertible to them both,than all the ſervice of the day before. The Jews feared 
leſt the Romans ſhould get the Wall ; and the Romans apprehended leſt the Jews 
ſhould have ſallied out upon their Camp. Thus all night long they ſtood to their Arms; 
and carly in the morning they were at it agiin. The Jews ſtrove one with dnockes 
who ſhould undergo the moſt danger, and moſt deſerve his Captains favour. S;moz's 
followers were ſo muth at his beck, that if he ſhould have commanded any of them to 
have killed himſelf, he vvould preſently have done ic, The Romans were encouraged 
ro fight, by cheir diſcipline and ſucceſs, as having never been uſed to be overcotne. A-

i: Cofer ſaid, That be deſired xo'treat, and make a League of Peace. 
© Ti#« anſwered, That he would grant it; if all the reſt would be concluded, and 
that be would ny confitai a'League of Peace between him and the City, Five 
of Caſtor's Fellows ſeemed 'to be willing,” bur the other five ſeemed to oppoſe it ; cry- [ 
ivg outaloud, That they would never be ſlaves tothe Romans, whilſt they could die in liber- 
ft... Whilſt Cafor and his fellows were debating the matter, the Battery ceaſed. In the 
mean time Caſto# privily ſent word unto Sizn, willing him whilſt che Battery was 
ſtopr,to think of ſome Expedient to be done in this Neceſſity: for,for a while he would 
undertake to delude the Roman Emperour, and hold himin ſuſpence, In the mean 
tine he ſeemed to exhort his Companions to accept the kind offer of Tirws : and they 
as-it were angry thereat, drew their Swords and ſtruck upon their Corſlers, and fell 
down as though they had been ſlain. Tirws and his Souldiers were amazed at their 
obſtinacy, for being on the lower ground, they could not well perceive what was done ; 
they wondred exceedingly at their deſperation, and pitied their calamity. At the ſame M 
time one ſtruck Caſtor in the Buttock with a Dart, and Caſtor pulling it out of his fleſh, 
ſhewed it unto the Emperour, and complained of it as a breach of the Truce. Titus 
with ſharp words corrected him that (hot ir, and forthwith would have ſent Foſeph to 
promiſe Caſtor pardon and peace. Bur Foſeph denied to go, affirmed that Cafor only 
diſſembled, and hindred his friends that would have gone. Ar laſt one £xcas, who 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himſelf to go. - Caftor invited him, as though he 
would give him ſomething to ſecure him of his true meaning. news opened the skirt 
of his Garment, thinking Caſtor would have caſt him down ſomething of worth , and 
when he came underneath the Tower, Caſtor took a great Stone and threw it down up- 
on him, yet hurt him not, becauſe he was aware of it, and avoided the Stone ; but it 
wounded another Souldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar confidering this deceit, began to 
think that Pitty and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelty was not ſo cafily de- 
ceived ; and being very angry at this deceit, hecauſed the Wall ro be beaten with the 
Ram more than before. Caffor and his fellows perceiving the Tower to ſhake, they ſet 
it on fire, and ſo paſſed thorow the flame, and conveyed themſelves into a Mine of the 
Tower, giving the Romans freſh occaſion to admire their Courage, in paſſing thorow 
the Flames. 

Tits aſſaulting the Wall on his part, took it five days after, and forcing the Jews 
froin thence, He, accompanied with a thouſand choice Men, entred where the Wool- 
men, Copper-Smiths, and Merchant-Taylors dwelt, which place was the new City,

others going out at the higher Gates, renewed the fight, wherewith che Watchmen be- by the Jevs. 
ing Toke: fled from the Wall, and forſakiug the Towers, retired thetaſelves into the 
Camp. The Romans Souldiers within the Ciry cryed out, becauſe they were incloſed 
with Enemies, the Gates being ſhut, and aſſaulted without, by thoſe who apprehended 
their Companions to be in great, danger. The number of the Jews encrealing, and 
prevailing, for, that ny knew the ways and turnings of the Streets, many of the Rs- 
maexs were {lain,and violeatly born down, when ay offered to refift in that neceſſity z 
D for 4 multirude together could not flie, by regſon of the narrowneſs of the Streets that 
went unto the Wall : and all that entred'into the City had been ſlain, had not Tiras 
ſuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himſelf being 
where moſt need was, he repulſed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, with the help 
of Demitinus Sqbinus, who in that agar proved himſelf a ftout W arriour, and continued 
fighting with the Jews till all his fellow Souldiers were gone off. 
© Thus the Romans having got the ſecond Wall, were beaten from ic again , and the The Jews cou- 
Citizens ſo encouraged, they were as it were drunk with their good Fortune, thinking — 
the Romans durft no more atrempt upon the City, and that they themſelves were in- 
vincible, when they were prepared to fight. God, becaufe of cheir Iniquity, had dark- 
ned their underftanding, ſo that they . never. conſidered the Roman Farces were far 
reater than thoſe they had encountered, and the Famine that hung over their heads ; 
Pr as yet they lived upon the deſtruction of the People, and drank the blood of a Ci- 
ty : but the good People dideven ſuffer Famine already ,and many of them periſhed for 
want of Food, yet the Seditious did rejoyce ar the death of the Citizens, as though SN _— 
thereby they were eaſed of a great burden, only defiriog they mighr' live that bear 4y die for 
rebellious minds, and would joyn with chem againſt the Romans, rejoycing at the death wager, 
of the reſt ; and this was the affetion they bear unto their Cirizens. In this manner 
they armed themſelves and reliſted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter 
the Breach : whilſt the Jews threw down Stones and part of the Wall upon themas _. 
x they came up, drave them back again,and valiantly ſuſtained chem for three days. But — 
the fourth day being unable to withſtand Tire his aſſaulc, they were forced to retire as the ſecond 
before: and he having gotren the Wall, deſtroyed all the North part thereof, and pla-

And nothing doth arm Men mote 7 CER | 
than ſhame. During this Famine, no- teverence was had towards any Man : Wives paſſion. 
rook the meat out ot their Husbands' mouths, Children from their Parents, and Mothers 
from their Infants, which was the ſaddeſt ſpe&acle of all, No body had now any 
compaſſion, neither did they ſpare their deareſt Infants, but ſuffered them to periſh in 
their Arms, by taking from them the very drops 'of Life. Yet could they not eat in 
ſuch ſecrecy, but ſome or other ſtill came to take away from them that whereupon 

F they fed, For if in any place they ſaw a door ſhut, they conjeRtured that they who The Souldiers 
were in the houſe were eating meat, and forthwith breaking down the Doors, they carne f1*** de hou- 
in, got them by the throat, and took the meat half chewed out of their mouths as it was the veat yrmg 
ready to be ſwallowed down, The old Men were driven away, and not permitted rg ved. out of 
keep and defend their food : the Women were drawn up and down by the hair of the moaths, wy 
head, for that they hid between theirhands ſome part of their meat, and would not 
forgo it, Nopity remained either to old age or infancy ; they took the young Babes, 
their mouths tull of meat, and daſhed them againſt the ground. If any had prevented 
theſe Thieves, and eaten their meat before they could get at them, they were more cru- 
elly and more tyrannouſly handled, 'as having commited agreater offence againſt them,

rurning into the City, were rejoycing in their felicity, having eſcaped the danger of the 

Enemy : but they were ſeized on by theſe Miſcreants ; their Herbs taken from them 

(though gotten with the hazard of their lives) denying them a ſmall part of that, for 

which they had undergone ſuch danger, yea they ht themſelves obliged though 

robbed and ſpoiled,if they eſcaped the Swords of theſe Tyrants, Theſe were the Cala- 

mities which the baſer ſort of People endured at the hands of the common Souldiers : 

The Honour-" but the Nobles and chief Men of the City were led to their Officers, accuſed before 

ER = them of Intelligence with the Romans; and for ſome forged Treaſon or other put to 

fore the Ty- Death, Many times they ſuborned people to accuſe them of intending to fly to the 

chrexp Romans, Thoſe that Simon robbed were ſent to Fohn ; aud thoſe that Fohn ſpoiled 

were ſent to Simon: drinking as it were one to another in the Blood of the People, and 

dividing their dead Carcaſſes between them; inſomuch as though they diſagreed in 

For 6 519% their defire of Rule and Domination, they both conſpired in Miſchief and Iniquity. For 

Rule, bur a- he that did not give the other part of what by his cruelty he had extorted from the mi- 
gion 2 Wick- ſerable Citizens, was accounted ungenerous : and he that received not his ſhare, com- K 

plained of the injuſtice, as beleiving he had a right to the Rapine and Cruelty. 

I am notable to recount all their Iniquities : but in ſhort, I think never any City en- 
durcd the like, nor never any People fince the memory of Man were ſo cruel and bar- 
barous : and thac their impicty to Strangers might ſeemthe leſs, they ſpake evil of the 
Nation of the Hebrews, and curſed them,and openly confeſſed themſelves to be ſlaves, 
People of divers Countries, united together in wickedneſs, Baſtards and Abortives of 
their. Nation, They demoliſhed the City, and forced the Romans (though againſt theic 
will) to accept of a diſmal Victory: haſting the Fire into the Temple, as though it ſtay- 
ed from it too long. Neither were they ar all affe&ed, when they ſaw the higher part 
of the City on firez though many among the Romans beheld ic with ſorrow, as we mill | 
ſhew hereafter, when we deſcribe the cyent of that buſineſs, 
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CHAP. XI. 


Of the Fews that were crucified, and the burning of the Rampirer,

The poor peo- HE Mounts and Rampires that Tirme built did greatly advantage him : Yet his 
ples miſery. Souldiers endured ſome loſs by the Jews from the Wall, to recompence it what 
he could, upon intelligence that their Rapine and Plunder in the Town beiog not ſut- M 
ficient to ſupply their neceſlities, the Jews were forced to ſeek out into the Valleys for 
Food ; he diſpoſed certain parties of Horſe, and other ſele& Men in Ambuſh to inter- 
cept them: on though their Exigencies were very great, yet being for the moſt part 
poor people, with Families in the City, they durſt not run over to the Romans, leſt 
their Wives and Children ſhould be murdered in their abſence, wherefore they were 
forc'd to make private excurſions in the night to conceal themſelves from the Enemy, 
and having fallen unexpeRedly into this Ambuſcade, they fought it couragiouſly, as 
knowing it too late to expect mercy after ſuch untraQable obtinacy, but they were de- 
feated, many of theni taken and tortured, and afterwards crucified before the Walls of 
Tim crucibes the City, Tits look'd upon their condition as very deplorable z for ſcarce a day palt 
fore the walls. in which there were not 500 Jews taken and ſerved in that manner by thoſe parties of 
| Horſe ; yet he thought it inexpedient to remove them, becauſe they were a great ſecu- 
rity to the reſt of his Army : But his great Deſign was by the cruelty of that Specta- 

2 cle, to terrifie the City, and haſten its ſurrender. Wherefore the Souldiers, in hatred 
ned = to our Nation,crucified all they took, one after one faſhion, and another after another, 
-— -*$.. derifion. And the multitude of the Captives became ſo great, there was left no ſpace 
outof the Ci. for the Croſſes, nor indeed Croſles for their Bodies to be crucified upon, But the Se- 
xy to the Ro- ditions Jews within the City were ſo far from relenting by this Maſſacre, that rather 0 
RE Ton their hearts were more hardned, ſo that herewith they terrified the reſt of the multitude, - 
— ſuf- for they * carried the relations of thoſe who were taken by the Romans, to the Walls,

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A that they might ſee how thoſe were uſed that fled to the Romans : the ſame Gght they A 
alſo ſhewed unto them that defired Peace; affirming that they whom the Romans had Mp 
; ſo-uſed, were thoſe that fled unto them for ſuccour, and not Captives by them taken, /71 chi; 
This deterred wany who would otherwiſe have fled to the Romavs , till ſuch time as Wee fog 
the truth hereof was knowo. Yet ſome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as 
preferring Death and Torment at their hands, before the Miſeries and Famine which 
they endured at home. | . 
Hereupon Tits cut off many of the Captives Hands, and ſent them into the City to 
Simon and Fohn, that their Calamity _ teſtify them to be Captives, and not. ſuch 
as had voluntarily fled to the Romans, willing them to admoniſh their Friends to yield; 
B. and not compel him to deſtroy the City : and to affure them that in ſo doing , they 
might fill ſave their Lives, their Country and Temple, which had not the like in the 
whole World: and he continually went about the.Rampires, haſtning the Workmen in 
their buſineſs, as though he preſently meant to effect that in deeds, which in words he 
had ſpoken, The Jews thar ſtood upon the Walls reviled both him and his Father, The Jews re. 
affirming that they contemned Death ; and would chuſe rather to die, than become _ rag | 
Slaves: That whilſt they lived, they would to the utmoſt of their power defend them- © OE 
ſclves againſt the Romavs, without any care either of chemſelves or their Country ; 
which Ceſar ſent them word were both in imminent danger, Moreover, they ſaid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God,far more excellent than theirs, which 
C notwithſtanding (hoald be conſerved by him that dwelt in it z whoſe help they hoped 
ro enjoy, and did therefore deride all his Threatnings, as things that could never come 
to paſs without his Divine Permiſhon. Thus did they opprobriouſly abuſe the Cle- 
mency of the Romans. 
Ar this time arrived alſo Antiochus Epiphanes, and with him a conſiderable ſupply of 
Mev, among which there was a company called the Macedonians, of equal years, and 
little older than young Men, all trained up in Martial Diſcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner,from whence they took their name : yer for the moſt part they did 
not anſwer the expectation that men had of the Macedonians. For the King of Comagne 
was the moſt fortunate and happy of all Kings that were ſubje& tothe Roman Empire, 
D till ſuch time as he felt the frown of Fortune ; who in his old age proved that nore 
ought to be accounted happy betore his death : whileſt Comagne was in proſperity, his 
Son faid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to aſſault the City, and enter the bat- 
tered Walls (for this young Man was a great Warriour, and. ot exceeding ſtrength, 
to the which he truſted too much, did many things raſhly.) Titzs ſmiled, and anſwered; 
that that was a work too great for the Romans. Upon which young Antiochxs, accom- 20 ws = 
panied with his Macedonians, aſſaulted the Wall, and himſelf with his ſtrength and and the Sonk. 
dexterity avoided the Darts of the Jews, and caft his Darts at them : but bis whole 4=+ 
Party (a few excepted) were there ſlain : for obliged by their extravagant boaſting, 
they continued longer in fight than it was expedient for them : at lalt many being 
E wounded retired, perceiving that the Macedonians to win a Victory had need of Alexan- 
der's Fortune. The Romans the tweltth day of May began to build their Rampires : Th: roman 
and laboured ſeventeen whole days, with much ado they ended-them the nive and in 7 dayes 
twentieth of the ſaid Month. For they builded four vaſt Rampiers, one of them over _ ar 
againſt Axzonis, which was built by the fifth Legion, oppoſit to the midſt of the Stru- warks. 
thianWaters : another was built by the twelfth Legion,twenty Cubits diſtant from the 
other. Bur the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, erected 
a Mount oppoſit to the Pond called Amygdalon on the North-fide : and the fifteenth 
Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diſtant from the other, over againſt theMonu- 
ment of the High Prieſt Fohy. 
E The Mounts being thus finiſhed, Fohz undermined that which was over againſt 4»- 
tonia, and underpropped it with poſts of Wood, and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Bitumen and Pitch, he fired it : ſo the poſts that held it up, being burnt, che Mine fell, 
and the Mount alſo with a hideous noiſe tell into it : and firſt of all there aroſe a great 
ſmoak and duſt, for the Mines covered the flame : ar laſt the fire having conſumed 
the matter that covered it, the flame appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and un- 
expected exploit were much amazed and diſordered : ſo that thereby thoſe who be- 
fore made account of the ViRtory as certain, began now to diſpair. Two days after

Om pines. The Flame mountingon high, the Romons came running -out of the.Camp to 
ſuccuur their fellows: and the Jews upon the Wall with Darts and Arrows: hindred 
them that ſought to. quench the flame, expoling their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavoured to draw oft the Rams: And the Jews were as carneſt to hinder them : hoy. 
ever the Romans preſerved their Rams, From thence the fire caught hold of the Ram- 
pires, thoſe thar oppoſed themſelves were burned: and the fire increaſed, ſo that it 
could not be extinguiſhed ; ſo the Romans ipvironed with the flame, and diſpairing to 
reſcue their Works, retired into their Cawp, and left them on fire, But the Jews were 
ſo much the more earneſt,their number ſtill encreaſiag by new ſupplies out of the City; 
and ſo encouraged by their Viftory, they raſhly adventured unto the Romans Camp, 
arid aſſaulted the Guard there. - Which Guard was a Company placed round about the 

her ngy Camp.in Armourz-with orders not to leave their Ground upon:'pain of Death. And 

Komans 2- * theſe Men eſteeming it better to die glorioufly, than ignominiouſly to ſuffer, refiſted

Arms : and the Romans fled moreforthe Jews boldneſs than any harm they ſuſtained 

by them.

Titus accuſed "Tiras repairing with all ſpeed from Antonia, where he had been viewing a place for

Titus conſults T' TH S deliberated with his Captains what was to be done, and they that were 


moſt forward amongſt them, thought it beſt with the whole Army to aſſault the N 
Walls : for that as yet the Jews had only fought with a part, and were not able to with- 
ſtand the force of the whole Army, but would be all conſumed with Datts and Arrows. 
The wiſer ſort perſwaded Tit#s to repair his Rampires : but others counſclled the con- 
trary, to bold themſelves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, that no food 
ſhould be conveyed into the City, and ſo famiſh it without fighting. For that the Jews 
being now deſperate, and deſirous to be ſlain, would not be overcome by force. But 
Tit«s thought it diſhonorable to lie idle with ſo huge an Army, and do nothing ; yet he 
deemed ir ſuperfluous to fight with them who would willingly fight to be ſlain: and he 

- could not make any Mounts, . becauſe he wanted Materials, and it was moſt difficult 
of all to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for that it could 
not be beleagured round on every fide, by reaſon of the difficult places, and great com- 
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A paſs thereof, fearing alſo the dangers that might enſue, the Jews iſſuing out of the Ci- 
ty. For the Jews ſeeing theiropen ways poſleſſed by the Romans, they would deviſe ws,” 4034. 
ſome ſecret ways, both urged thereunto by neceſſity, and alſo becauſe they knew all #7 <br> 
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piaccs there-about very well, And it fo be that the Jews ſhould ſecretly effet any 
thing to prejudice them, that then their Siege was like to continue ſo much the longer : 
ſo that he feared the continuance of time would diminiſh the Glory of his Victory, 
For though all thoſe ways might be taken, yet he preferred ſpeed before certainty : and 
if ſo be he would uſe celerity and ſatety, then it was needful for him to compaſs the 
whole City round with a Wall: for ſo all ways and paſſages might be blocke up, and rirw deter- 
the Jews ſceing no hope of ſafety, ſhould be compelled either to yield the City, or to "ns _ 
be conſumed with Famine, Nor by any other means could be ſecure, but by ereing with a Wall,”

compaſſed the Monument of Herod towards the .Eaſt, and fo joyned the Wall to his 

D Camp, where he began, This Wall was nine and thirty furlongs about, Without this Qo* Wall of 
Wall he builc alſo thirteen Forts, every ove ten furlongs in compaſs. And all this abous. * 
whole Work was finiſhed in three days ſpace, which yet required Months to have been 

built in : ſo that the celerity in the building thereof makes it ſcarcely credible. The |

6s and bis Prieſt, whom the People for his fidelity towards them greatly eſteemed : he ſeeing 
the Outrages of the Zealots towards the People after Fob was joined with them, per- 

ſwaded the People to call in Simm to help them, conditioning nothing with him 

before, for that they miſdouted no evil. Aud when he was come into the City, he 

held him for his Enemy as well as the reſt , notwithſtanding, that by his only advice 

he was received into the City, as though Matthias had only done it through weakneſs, 
Wherefore calling him before the people, he accuſed him that he favoured the Romans, 

and ſo condemned him to die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelf, And he put to 

death likewiſe his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 

Titus, Matthias requeſted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 

But Simon, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, cauſed him to be ex- 

ecuted laſt of all. And fo he was killed upon the murdered Bodies of his Sons, in a 

place where the Romans might behold him ; for ſo S:mz commanded Ananue his 
Executioner, who was the Son of Bamadws. This Man was the moſt cruel of all Simon's 

followers z who even when he was to kill Mathis, derided him, asking whether they 

4niniu the could now help him, to whom he ſought to fly and he permitted not their Bodies 
Prieft, with to be buried. Afﬀcer them Ananias a Prieſt, the Son of Myxbalwus, a Nobleman, and 
mg N®- chief Secretary to the Council, a valiant ſtrong Man, born at Ems, and with him 
ja. . fiftcen of the Chiefeſt Men in the City were put to death, They took alſo Joſeph's 
Farher and kept him in Priſon, and with the publick voice of a Crier proclaimed, that 

no Man ſhould talk with him, nor viſit him, pretending fear of Treaſon : and who- 

' ſoever bewailed his eſtate, he was put fo death without any Tryal, It happened that a 

certain Man called Jad, the Son of Fudas, who was one of Simon's Captains, and Go- 

Fuda con- Vernour of one of the Towers of the City, being moved with Compaſſion towards 
ſulrs wich bis theſe that periſhed without deſert, and more with fear of his own life, aſſembled to- 
or gether ten of his moſt truſty Souldiers, and ſaid to them : How long ſhall we endure 
theſe Calamities ? or what hope have we of Life, in being obedient to the moſt impiows of all

A Famine conſumes var C ity ; the Romans are almoſt within our Walls, and Simon i cyucl 


and faithlefS even toward theſe that have well deſerved at his hands ; and we are-in daily 
fear of bis Grhelty.. On the contrary, the Romans keep their Faith inviolably, Wherefo: e 
let us deliver this Tower to them, and ſo ſave our ſelves and our City, And what puniſh- 
ment can Simon ſhffer which he hath hot deſerved: The ten Men co whom in this man- 
ner he brake his mind, agreed hereunto 3 and ſo he in the morning ſent the reſt of the 


Souldiers under his command into divers places; that they might nor perceive his intent, 


and at the third hour of the day, fianidirig upon the Tower, he called the Romans and 
told them his Deſign. But ſome of the Romans proudly contemned the Offer ; others 
ſcarcely believed , and the reſt made no haſte to come; In the mean time while 
Titzs with certain armed Men came unto the Wall, Sim had notice of the matter; 
and ſpeedily got to the Tower, and ſlew thoſe that were within in the fight of the Ro- 
' mans, and caſt down their Bodies over the Wall, Foſeph going about the Wall, and 

. coming thicher ( for he never ceaſed requeſting the Jews to remember their deſperate 
eſtate) was ſtruck on the head with a Stone, and ſo amazed with the blow, that he fell 
down : whereupon the Jews made a Salley our of the City, and had carried him away 
Priſoner into City, had not Titws ſent Men to defend him; and whilſt they 
fought, Foſeph was carried away, ſcarcely knowing what was done, The Seditious 
with loud cries rejoyced, as having ſlain him whoſe death they chiefly. defired ; and ſo 
they reported within the Ciry. Hereupon the People were moſt ſotrowful; verily be- 
C lieving him to be ſlain, by whoſe interceſſion they had confidence of favour from the 
Romans. 

When Foſephs Mother, who was ih Priſon, heard this, ſhe ſaid to thoſe of Fotepara 
that were her Keepers, that ſhe had no hope ever to ſee her Son again ; aud with ma- 
ny cears lamenting to her Maidens; ls this the benefit ( ſaid (he) ot my having born a 
Son, that I ſhall nor bury him, by whom I hoped to have been buried my ſelf? 
But this falſe Report did not long grieve her, nor comfort the Thieves z for Joſeph was 

aickly healed of his Wound, and recovered ; and ſhewing himſelf; he cryed out to 
: wy That ere long they ſhould find he ſhould be revenged on them for his Wound ; 
And he ceaſed not to exhort the People to remain faichtul to the Romans, But the 
D Seditious, ſeeing him alive, were aſtoniſhed, arid the People conceived good hope. 
Many ( preſent neceſſity urging them) leapt over the Wall, and fled to the Romans , 
divers with Stones going torth under prerence to fight with the Romans, yeelded 
themſelves : But they had worſe Fortune there than within the City ; being now more 
harmed by plenty of Vieuals which they found amongft the Romans, than with the 
Famine ſuffered in the City : for being become by Famine all ſwollen, as though 
they had the Dropfie, upon the ſudden filling of their empty Bodies, they burſt ; and 
fo all died, ſave only thoſe who being wary, did by little and lictle accuſtom their 
Bodies ro Food which they had long s._ Jowe/ Yet they. who thus eſcaped, fell into 
another grievous misfortune : for one of the Jews that fled to the Romans, was found 
amongſt the Syrians, gathering Gold (out of his own dung) which he had ſwallowed, 
2s is before ſaid, for that: the Seditious did ſearch all, and take that they could find 
from them: and there was very great ſtore of Gold in the City, fo that that was ſold 
for twelve Atticks, which before was worth twenty five. This device being diſcovered 
in one, preſently a report was ſpread all over the whole Camp,- that the Jews that 
fled fromthe City, came full of Gold. Whereupon the Arabians and Syrians ript up 
the Bellies of their poor ſappliants, to ſee if they could find any Gold or Silver within 
them. And Iam peefieaded that there was no greater calamity betel the Jews than this,

_ af he _ appointed for Divine Service, as Cups, Plates, Tables, and the Cruets 'of Gold that 
_ Auguſtus and his Wife had ſent thither. Thus a Jew robbed and ſpoiled the Tem- 
ple of thoſe tokens of-reſpet, wherewith the Roman Emperours and other Nations 
had honoured it: and he had the boldneſs to affirm to his Aſſociates, that without fear 
they might uſe the Holy things of the Temple, ſecing they fought for God and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dared to ſhare amongſt them the Holy Wine and Oyl, which 
the Prieſts kept for Divine Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. I will not ceaſe 
ro-ſpeak that which grief compelleth me: Lverilyithink that had the Romans forborn 
to have puniſhed ſo great Criminals, either the Earth would have ſwallowed the City 
up,..or ſome Deluge bave drowned it, or elſe the Thunder-and Lightning which con- L 
ſumed Sodow, would have light upon-it : for the people of the City were'far more im- 
pious .than the Sodomits, * In brief, their wickedneſs and impiety were the cauſe that 
the whole Nation was extiogniſhed.

So with much pai yan. mp oe 5 6 amcany this work, fetching wood to 
build it with x00 Furlongs off. And many times they were endamaged by Ambuſhes, 
not being wary by reaſon of their confidence : and the Jews deſpairing of themſelves 
every bour;nioreand mare Were encouraged. For many of the Horſemen going to pet 
Th? Jewsſur- ejther wood or hay,while they were about 1t,took the Bridles trom oft theirHorſcs,and [ 
prize ve Roe permitted'them:to;feed'tilt they had ended their buſineſs ;' and preſently the Jer: iſſu- 
ing out in Troops upon them, took them away. oo 
Titus ſeeing - Nisfoltonn: deemed (as indeed it was) that his Mens Horſes were 
ſoln rather by their negligence than their Enemies Vatour : whereforg he thought by 
the ſevere puniſhment of one, to make others look better to their Horſes. And ſohe 
put to death one of the Souldiers that had loft his Horſe : by whoſe puniſhment the 
reſt of the Souldiers being terrified, kept their Horſes better. For after that, when 
they went about any buſineſs, they never left their Horſes in the Paſtures, but kept al- 
ways with them. 1 tus the Romans aflaulted the Temple, and built their Mounts. The 
day following,certain of the Seditious, who now could get no more booties inthe City, ,, 
andalfo-began to be pinch'd with hunger, affanitedthe Romans that were placed to- 
wards Mount 0/ver, about the eleventh hour of the day : for they hoped to take 
them unawares, as being at Dinner. But:the Romans perceiving their intent, cameout 
of their places, and reliſted them, who attempted violently to break in upon them over 
the Wall : ſothat there was a hot fight ; and many other deeds were done on cither

called Pedanins, did athing almoſt incredible ; the Jews being put to flight, and driven N 
into theValley,he purſued them with his Horſe as faſt as he could gallop, and overtook 
Þ..1niv a. 4 young man,one of his Enemies, being heavy of Body and armed all over ; and taking 
firong and ex- 1m by the Ankle,he carried him violently away (thereby ſhewing the ſtrength of his 
pere He ſemen. Arm,and his skilfal Horſemanſhip) and 7 brought the Captive to Ceſar, asa Preſent. 
Titis admiring Pedanixs his Strength,and puniſhing the Captive for having attemPt- 
The Captive edto aſſault rhe Wall, he haſted to afſail the Temple, and commanded the Workmen 
£8 a0 vickly to diſpateh the Mounts. . In the mean time the Fews being ill handled in the 
ewes Encounters, which till increaſing to the overthrow of the Temple,they did, as 


the cuſtome isin a putrified Body, _ the Plague from going any turther, by cut- 


ting off the corrupted Members. For that part of the Porch that reached from the 
North to the Eaſt,joyned to Antonia : which they firing,ſeparated twenty Cubits trem © 
it,having now with their own bands begun to caſt fire into the Holy-place. 10

This Calamity a while greatly aMifted 
Lucius dieth, the Roms, yet it madethem more wary afterward, and acquainted them with the 
but Artorin ie 9s Subtulties, Whereof before being 1gnorant, they ſuſtained great dammage.So the 
ya firatoga aed eo apes youu _ rr which ' ad wry during his om ainſf Simon ;

ver they light upon, gathering fuch things toeat,as the moit filthy living Creatures in 

theWorld would have loathed.In brief they cat theirGirdles,Shoes,and the Skins that 

het s * covered their Shields,fo that a little old Hay was ſold for four Attiques.

7 E Eighth day of Ayg«/t,two of the Roman Legions having finiſhed their Mourits, 
began to-place their-Rams againſt the Ezf-Galleries without the Temple,having 
ſix days together without intermithon, already beaten the Wall with their ſtrong! 
E Rams;and nothing prevailed, the Stones being {o ſtrong,that the Rams could not move 
them, others of the Romans laboured todig up the Foundations of the-Porch that was 
on the North fide ; andafter muclt toil, they only could pull away the outward Stones; 
but the inner Stones ſtill ſupported the Porch. At laſt the Romazs ſeeing they could 
not prevail by napþ wang and other Inſtruments, ſet up Ladders to aſcend into the 
Galleries, The Jews did not greatly labour to hinder them from getting up: but when 
they were within the Galleries, then they.came and fought with them, and cait ſome 
po had down headlong, forcingthem to retire ; others they flew that ſtood init ; and + 
others that;were upon the ESE oing down, before they could defend themſelves The Fews 6. 
with their Shilds,were with Swords ſtricken down ; they allo thruſt down ſome L2d- vercome the 
t ders full of armed Men. So that there wasa great Maſſacre of the Romans, who fought Romans an 
moſt to recover their Enſigas which theFews had taken from them,eſteeming rhe oſs. Faſigns 
thereof a great ſhame tothem.Art laſt the Fews kept their Enſigns,and ſlew thoſe that 
bore them ; andthe reſt, terrified with their deaths, went down again ; although not 
one of the Romens died, who before he was ſlain,did not ſome valiant at.Beſides thoſe 
Seditions Perſons,who in the former Battles had ſhew'd themſelves valiant, Eleazer, 
Son to the Brother of Sizzoz, one of the two Tyrants, got great honour. Then T it

cauſed a greatcry amongſt the Jews, expreſſing their Calamity ; and eyery one hafſted 
toextinguilh the fire ; neither accounted of their Lives nor Forces, if they loſt that for 
which they had fought ſo long. News hereof was preſently brought by one'who 
came from the fight to 7 it«s,who then was reftipg in his Tent, and he preſently aroſe 
and run to the Templeto hinder the fire, and all the Captains after him ; whereupon 
the Souldiers followed in great confu ſion,and there aroſea great cry and tumult inthe 
Army, being difordered. Ceſar both with his voice and hand made a ſign to the Soul- 
diers that were aghting, toquench the fire. But they did not hear him, there was {6 
great a noiſe ; neither did they perceive the ſign he made unto them with his hand, be- 
cauſe ſome were diſtratted with fear, others with anger : and the Souldiers iſſued 
in, not reſtrained either by commands or threatnings, but every one went whether 
his fury carried him : and thronging together at the entrance, many preſſed one anos 
ther to death ; and many being amongſt the fiery Ruines of the Galleries, pzriſh:d as 
miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came totheTemple,every one feign- 
fire the Temple..'T 
ſlain: ſothat about the Altar, were an innumerable company of dead bodies heaped 
together,and their blood flowed down the Temple ſtairs; and their bodies were rowled 
down. Czſar, ſceing he could not reſtrain the fury of the Souldiers,and that the fire en- 
creaſed,entred into the SanQtuary with his chief Officers,and beheld all the holy chings 
there,and found its manificence and riches prnjemt rarwgg all report which ffrangers 
had given of it, and equal to that of the Fews themſel 


it,he deemed thatas yet it might be preſerved ; wherefore himſelf went, and intreat- 
ed the Souldiers to extinguiſh the fire, and commanded Liberslis, the Centurion of his 
Guard, to beat thoſe with a Truncheon that would not be obedient,and to drive them 


away. But their fury,and the hatred they bare againſt the Jews, rendred them deat to ' 


Ceſars Commands,and regardleſs of puniſhment, many were carried on with the hope 
of ſome Booty,thinking that all the Temple within was full of money,becauſe they ſaw 
the Gates covered with Plates of Gold.Moreover a certain Souldier,when Ceſar Cake 
roquench the flame, fired the Poſts about the doors : and preſently the flame appear- 
ing within, Ceſar and the Captains departed out ; and ſo every one ſtood looking up- 
on1t,and no man ſought to extinguiſhit. Thus the Temple was burnt againſt T itws his 
Will. Andalthough overy man will judge it a lamentable caſein ſuch a Building, ſur- 
paſſing all that ever was {cen or heard of, both for greatneſs, workmanſhip, coſtlineſs, 
and plenty of all things ; yet in this we may comtort our ſelves, that Providence had 
ſodetermined. For neither Living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid 
their Deſtiny. One may alſo admiyye the exaCt and juſt revolution of time, for it was 
now deſtroyed in the ſame Month; and on the ſame day that the Babyloniens firſt de. 
ſtroyed it. And from that time that Solomon "ny 19 the firſt Temple, unto the 
deſtruCtion of the ſecond Temple, which happened the ſecond year of Ve/patians Reign, 
were a thouſand, a hundred, and thirty years, ſeven months, and fifteen days ; and 
from the building ofthe latter Temple, which Haggai cauſed tobe built in the ſecond 
year of the Reign of King Cyr»5,unto the deſtruction thereof, were ſix hundred thirty 
nine years, and fiveand forty days,

* Prieſts and common People, all were flain without reſpett, and all forts of Perſcns 
taſted thecalamity of War,whether they reſiſted, or intreated for mercy. And now 
the flame incteaſing,grieved even thole that were yielding up the Ghoſt : and by rea- 
—_ a® ſon of the heighth of the Hill, and the Building roperher, one would have chough the 
the murthered whole Ciry had been on fire. Then a moſt lamentable Cry was raiſed between the Ro. 
Jews. »n Legions,and the Seditious now invironed with fire and ſword,and the people that 
were wi in the higher part of the City,and had fled to the Romans,lamenting their 
calamity.They of the City anſwered the Crys andTears of thoſe in the Hill,and many 
whoſe eyes death by Famine had almoſt cloſed, took ſtrength a while to bewail the 
Temple which they now beheld on fire. The Country beyond Jordan, and the Moun- 
tains about, did eccho to their Lamentations : and yet the Calamities ſurpaſſed all ex- 
The T-wplefit- preffion., For one would have judged the hill whereon the T emple was ſcituate, to have K 
cont og peo burnt upby the Roots, it was ſo all over fire:yet the great quantity of blood. ſhed 
"  ſerem'd tocontend with the fire. Many that were ſlain, were covered with thoſe that 
New them,and all the ground was overſpread with dead bodies ; ſo that the Souldiers 
ran upon the dead bodies to purſue thoſe that fled. Atlaft the Thieves haviog driven 
the Romans without the Temple,ran into the City; and the reſt of the People that were 
left, fled into the outward Porch. And many of the Prieſts uſed Spits of the Temple in- 
ſtead of Darts, and threw, their Seats made of Lead, inſtead of Stones, againſt the Ry.

There came into the Porch that was M 
left ſtanding, many Men, Women, and Children, tothe number of fix thouſand : And 
Six thouſand hefore Ceſar and the Captains determined any thing what ſhould be done with them, 
conſumed by FNE furious Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all periſhed in 
fire, the flames, ſave a few,who leaping downto avoid the fire,werefſlain in the fall ; ſo that 
not one eſcaped of all that multitude. A certain falſe Prophet was cauſe of their deaths,

Yet Faſeph in this extremity laboured to fave the Reliques of the 
City, much inveighing againſt their cruelty, and earneſtly exhorting them to ſave then: x 
ſelves: but he nothing profitted by all this, being only derided for his labour : for neither 
their Oaths lake,nor were they able to fight with the 
| being now as it were beſieged round by them; yet their accuſtomed murthers 
encouraged them to more. . 

Thus diſperſed all over the City, they lurked in the ruines, lying ig wait for thoſe 
that ſought to flee to the Romans z many of them were taken and ſlain ; for Famine 
had ſo weakned them that they could not flie : and any dearth was more eligible than 
Famine. So that many fled to the Romans; having no Promile, nor hope tobe ſpared by 
them; and feared not to expoſe themſelves to the fury of the Seditious, who never cea- 
ſed from mwurther. And now there wasno place in the whole City void, but was fill'd 
with dead bodies, who either periſhed by Famine or Cruelty. But the Tyrants and 
faQtious Thieves placed their laſt refuge in the Vaults, where they hoped, whatſoever 
hapned, to hide themſelves that they could not be found, and fo, after the City was de- 
© troyed,' to eſcape 3 which was only their vain fancy : For they could neither be hid 


from God,nor the Romans : yet at that time they truſted in thoſe Caves, from whence 


they firedthe City more than the Romans, and cruelly murdered thoſe, that having 
eſcaped the flames, fled into ſecret places, and ſpoiled them : allo if in any place they 
found any meat, though all bloody, yetthey took it and eat it ; and now they fell to 
' fight one with another about the ſpoil they got. And Idoubt not, but if they had not 
been prevented by the deſtruttion of the City, their cruelty would have been ſuch, that 
they would have eaten the bodies of dead men. |

1tws'perceiving that the higher part of the City could not be won without Mounts, 
"I bcing ſituate in a foil, round about which were high and deep Precipices,on the 
twentieth day.of Auguit he ſet all his Souldiers on work : and the carrying of Wood for 
g that purpoſe was very painful, all Trees within 100 furlongs off the City being alrea- 
dy cut down, and uſed in the former Work, as is before-ſaid. Sothe four Legions rai- 
ſed a Mount on the bil ſide of the City ; and the Auxiliaries made a Mount againſt 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which Sor, during his War with Zohz, had builr, : 
About this time the Captains of the /dumeans, aſſembling together,deliberated to yield 7 fumes 
themſelves, and ſent five of their Company to 77tws, beſeeching him to receive them to aſſembly ha 
mercy .: and he hoping that the Ls would yield after them, who were the greateſt —_— 
part of his Army, with much difficulty granted them Life, and ſo ſent them back to 
their fellows.*But Simon having notice of their deſign, preſently flew thoſe five that 
were ſent to 7itws ; and taking the Captains (the chief of whom was Zames the Son of 
C Soſa) he piit them in Priſon, and carefully watcht the /dumeans, whio now having no 
chief Commanders, knew not what to do: But the Guard could not hinder them from 
fleeing ; for although many of them were killed, yet divers fled and eſcaped,and were 
all received by the Romans; 77ts's courtelie being ſuch, that he remembred not his for- 
mer Orders to the coritrary. And now the Souldiers abſtained from murthers, and 
minded only the getting of Wealth ; the common People they fold with their Wives 
and Children for a ſmall price; many being expoſed to ſale, and few coming to 
buy them. 7:tus having bod that none ſhould flie unto him without cheir fami- 
lies, yet now received thoſe that came alone, appointing ſome to enquire who had 
deſerved puniſhment, and to inflit it on them.

So this great multitude was aſſembled together from other places,and was there by the 
providence of God ſhut up as it werein a Priſon. - And the City being filled with men 
of War, was beſieged 3 ſo that the number of thoſe that were lain ſurpaſſed all that 
ever periſhed, either by any Plague ſent from God,or by rhe means of men ; they were 
partly openly ſlain, partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching the Vaults, and open- The Romans 
ing the Sepulchres,ſpared none they met with.

Firlt, Aſochews King of eAfigypr; after him, Antiochus ; then P z and after 
them, Herod with Sofias took the City, and yet deftroyed itnot: But before them V+. 
| buchodonoſor King of Babylon deſttoyed it, when he had \enjoyed the ſaine, a thouſand 1 
three hundred and threeſcore years, eight moneths and fix days after it was firſt built. 
He that firſt built it, was one of the Princes of the Canaanites, ſurnamed the Faſt, by 
reaſorrof his Piety.* ' He firſt conſeerated this City to God, by building a Templ&to 
him; and changed the/ Name Solyms, into that of Fer»ſa/em : But David the King of 
the Jews having driven'out the Canaanites, gave it to his own' People to be inhabiteg; 
and after- four hundred'threeſcore and four years and three moneths, it was deſtroyed 
by-the Babyloniaris:: From King David, who was the firſt Few that reigned there, till 
the timethat 77##4 deſtroyed ir, were a thouſand one hundred ſeventy and nine years; 
and from the time thatir was firſt erected, until it was by him deſtroyed, were two 
thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, x 

nor the Fame thereof,now ſpread all over the World, nor the _ of Religion didany 
thing profit or hinder-irfrom being deſtroyed.Such was the end of the Siege of Zeruſ:- 
lem.

with divers Piftures and carved works. And he placed in that Temple all things Peace. 
that men of former Ages had gathered together from the uttermoſt parts of the 
Earth. And he placed there all the Golden Veſſels, and other things that the 
Jews uſed in their Temple, doing, them great reverence. But their Law, and

CHAP. XXV. 


” How Herodium a»d Machzron were taken by Baſſus. 


eAfiſar ſent Zncius Baſſus to Fade to be Lieutenant General there, who receiving 
the Army of Cerealis Yetilianus, took the Caſtle and Garriſon of Herodium by 
compoſition. After this , gathering together all his Troops which were diſperſed in 
divers” places of the Country with the tenth Legion he purpoſed ro War againſt 
Macheron, for he thought it neceſſary to deſtroy that Caſtle, left its ftrength might 
move many to rebel : tor by reafon of the ſituation of the place, they that were in it 
had great aſſurance of ſafety ; and thoſe that ſought ro aſſault it, were in great 
danger: For it was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high , and which made 
E it almoſt inexpugnable; and nature had fo deviſed, that it was hard to come to it 
being cnvironed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and very difficult to 
paſs over : for that which is on the Weſt part is threeſcore Furlongs large, and endeth 
at the Lake Aſphaltites ; on@hich fide M«cheron hath a very high Profpe& : and 
itis environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth; whereby 
it is impoſſble' to win the Caftle ; but that Valley which is on the Eaſt fide, 
is at leaſt a hundred Cubits deep , ahd endeth upon a Mountain near Macheron. 
Alexander King ofthe Jews ſeeing the Nature of the place, there built a Caſtle, which 
afterward Gabinivs in the War againſt Ariſffobulus deftroyed. But Herod when he  _. 
- was King, judged this place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence _ ons wot 
F againſt the om, em Arabians, For it was aptly fituate upon a Moun- yn wich a 
tain, whence one might behold their borders. Wherefore making a large Wall, he py 
built a City there inthe place that enters into the Caſtle: he alſo compaſſed the very : 
top thereof with another Wall,and in the corner he placed Towers that were 60 Cubits 
high; and in the very midlt of all he built a Palace for largenefs and beauty admirable ; 
and he made many Cieſtrns to receive Water in convenient places,which ſerved the Wonderful 
people abundantly, ftriving as it were with nature, that the pho which ſhe had made fore of. Are 
Strong,he by Art might make yet inexpygnable. He alſo laid up there m ſtore Arms pogines incius 
and warlike Engines, and alſo all provifions wherewith the Inhabitants might be able Toner:

N the fourth year of Feſpaſfien's Reign,it hapned that Antiochus King of Comagens 
befiadie Fitus with all his Yeni fell into great misfortune upon this occaſion. * Ceſennius Petus 
Prefident of Governour of Sjris { either for envy, or for that indeed it was ſo ; for it is not well 
$rie accuſeth known ) ſent Letters to Ceſar, declaring to him that Aatiochns was determined torevolt 
+ wa from the Romans, together with his Sori Zpiphenes ; that he had made a League with 

< the King of the Parthians ; and that therefore it was — to prevent them in time, 
leſt if they firſt beganto reyolt opetily; they might trouble all che Xo» Empire with 
War. Ceſar did riot negleQ this news, for thatthe nearneſs of both the Kings Countries, 
one to another anne require that they ſhould be -_ prevented ! for 'Samoſats 
the greateſt City of Comagera is fituate upon Zuphrares,and ſo might both eafily receive 
the Parthians, and be a ftrong Hold for them ; and alſo there they might eaſily paſs

d CHAP. XXVIIL 
How Maſſada, a very ſtrong Caitle, was taken. 


Aſſus dying in Fudes, Flavins Sylvaſucceeded in his place; who perceiving that all 
the Country elſe were Conquered fave one only Caftle, he with all the torces he 
could make went againft ir. This Caſtle is called AZaſſads. The Captain of the Sicart 
ans, named Fleazer, who commanded in it, was a very ſtrong and valiant man,ofthe 
Tribe of Zu4s, who perſwaded a great many ZFews, asis beforeſaid, not.to enroll them- 
C ſelves when Cyrenevs was Cenſor, and ſent to tax Fudes. For at that time the Sicarians 
had confpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 
like Enemies, ta I driving away their Goods, and firing their Houſes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from ftrangers, who betrayed the liberty of their Country, 
rather than they would fight for it,, and that they hqd rather they were on the #-- 
mans ſide. But this was only an excufe to hide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 
the proof made manifeſt ; - for they themfelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ro- 
mans , and their enterpriſes againft the Romans were worle than the reſt ; and when 
their firſt forged pretetice was known and confuted, tliey raged more than before 
againſt thoſe that upbraided them with it. : | 
D Foratthattime the Jews abounded with all manner of Iniquity,ſo that none wasleft _ 
uncommitted, yea,though one endeayourcd to invent ſome new Villanies, yet could he nmr 
deviſe none that was not then praCtiſed : ' Alt laboured witli this malady, both in parti- which was 
cular, and in common ; andevery one ftrove with other to ſurpaſs his tellow in impiety Toſtfruirtulin 
againſt God,and injuſtice towards his Neighbour. The mighty vexed the weaker fort ; bnpler. Tor 
and the meanier fort deſtroyed the Potentates, and took their riches away from them ; 
thoſe gaped after rule and dominion, theſe after miſthief. 
The Sizarians were the firſt that were ſo'cruel and injurious againſt their neighbours : 
for not provoked thereunto, either by deed or word, they ſlew and injured all men with- /**» 64s 
outcaufe ; but in compariſon of Fohz they were very moderate. For he did not only 
ſlay all that counſelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateſt Enemies, 
eſpecially the Citizens , but alfo he many wayes injured his Country, like one who 
impiouſly contemned God himfelf, ' For he did cat forbidden-meats, and violated the 
purity ot his Countries Cuſtomes :' ſo that it 'was no wonder to ſee him obſerve no 
juſtice nor-fidelity rowards men, who had now infringed the Laws of God.

within,which could not be broken with the Ram, becauſe it was yet ſoft, and ſo broke 
the force thereof; for they ſaw'd Timber in pieces,and as it were made two rails;and then 
filled the ſpace between the two rails with Earth, 'and with other planks they kepr the 
Earth from falling down,ſo that they made a work like the Wall of a houſe;which for 
that it yielded to the blows of the Ram ( being ſoft Earth) the Ram could not prevail 
againſt it, but rather made it more ſtrong than before by ramming the Earth together. 

Slvaz perceiving this Judged that he might ſooner deſtroy the Wall with fire than 
with his Engine,and ſo he commanded the Souldiersto caſt upon it many burning fire- Fire-brands 
brands; and the fire quickly took hold of the Wall, becauſe it was for the moſt part _ againſt 
built with Wood;and eaſily alſo pierced through it;by reaſon it was not cloſe wrought ** 
together : and there was a great flame. - 

At the very beginning of the fire the North wind greatly annoyed the Romans ; for 
the fire blowing furiouſly from above againſt them, it drove ſo extremely upon them, 
that they were in great deſpair, fearing their Engines would be burat ; bur preſently The” North 
the Wind changing and blowing from the South, '( as it were by Gods providence ) it _ _ 
turned the fire again upon the Wall, fo that all of it, even to the foundation thereof, tr wp 
was wholly ſet on fire. The Romans thus aſſiſted by God, returned again into their the Romans, 
Camp joytully, purpoſing the next morning betimes to give the afſault, and that night 
to place ftronger Watches, leſt any ofthe Enemies ſhould eſcape. But £Z#leazar was 
far from thinking toflie ; neither would he permit any one of his Company to thick of 
it. But ſeeingnow the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way elle to fave himſelf, 
conſidering likewiſe what the Romans would do unto their Wives and Children if they 
ſhould take them, he deliberated ofall their deaths, which he in that extremity judg- 
cd to be the beſt way they could take. And fo he afſembled the moſt valiant of all his 
companions, and exhorted them all thereunto, after this manner. 

Generous Fews, we long ago reſolved with our ſelves to ſerve neither the Romans, nar any xl:x;x; cr 
other ſave only God : for he alone is the true and juſt Lord of all men. Behold, the time 1g fion to his 
ow come, that requireth you to ſhew your reſolute minds : let us not therefore diſhonour our Ot 
ſelves ,and beſide our ſlavery, ſuffer alſo intolerable torments, if we be taken alive by the Ro- 
mans.

Fter thatthe Caſtle of Maſſazz was thus taken, the General of the Romans lea- The murther- 
ving a Garriſon there, went to Czfarea, becauſe there was no Enemy left in all the <r5, authors of 
Country. But not only F#des was deitroyed through the continuance of the War, ** m7: 
but many of that Nation, though far diftant'from it, tafted of its troubles ; for it ſo fell 

B out, that afterwards many Jews periſhed in egypt at Alexandria. Thole Sicarians' 

. who had eſcaped thither, were fiot content robe fafe.and free from danger, but there 
alſo they attempted alteration;and to recoyet their Liberty againſt the Romans eſteem- 
ing themſelves nothing inferiour to them, and that only God was their Lord. And 
ſome of the nobler race of the Jews, ſerking to withſtand this Enterprize, were by theſe 
_— ſlain ; which was no ſooner done, but they incited the People to re- 
yolr. 

The better fort of the Jews ſeeing this,and that they could not repreſs them without 
danger, they aſſembled all the Jews together, and declaxed tothem the temerity of theſe 
Sicariens, accuſing them as the Authors of allthe miſety that had befalleathe Jews, 

C and that if they thought it ſufficient to force them to fly, yer they were not certainof 1*J=n*4 
their lives ; becauſe the defign being known to the Romans, they would puniſh them conſul abour 
for it, though no partakers of their wickednefs. Wherefore they admoniſhed the mul- *< mureherers 
titude to beware, leſt they drew themſelves into the ſame danger,wherein the Sicarians 
were, and to provide for their own ſafety by delivering ſuch people to the Romans. 
The Jews were perſwaded by theſe ſpeeches : and fore ſ{ceing the danger that might en- 
ſue, they farioully aſſaulted the Scarians, and took of them fix hundred : and ſhortly 
after thoſe who fled into e/Z2ypt and Thebes were taken and brought back again ; whoſe 
hard-hearted obſtinacy was ſo great, that none can without admiration hear oi it. For 
notwithſtanding that all torments and tortures, that could be deviſed, were inflifted u 
on'them, only to force them to confeſs that Ceſar was their Lord ; -yet notone of them 
would ſay ſo, or make any ſhew thereof ;- butall perſevered in their former opinion as Divers ſorts of 
though the Body tormented had been dead and not alive.

T That time Zupus was Governour of Aexanaris, and with all ſpeed by Let- 
ters gave Ceſar notice of theſe troubles. The Emperour, ſeeing that it was ne- 
ceſſary robeware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to (edition and unquietneſls, 
fearing alſo that they would once again gather themſelves together, and cauſe ſome to 
joyn with them,he commanded Zupss to deſtroy the Temple,which they had in the City 
Orion, which was built and ſo named upon this occafion ; Ontas the Son of Simon, one 
E of the high Prieſts, being driven out of Zeruſslem, when Antiochus King of Syrie war- ,,;, 1, pa.

But for that I ſee there are divers, / who be- 
ing too much ſeduced by the ſcandalous Calumnies and Reports which ſome,whe areill [ 
affeted towards us, have publiſhed againſt us ) have misbelteved that which I have 
written of our Antiquity, and labour to approve our Nation to be Modern, becauſe 
none of the Ancient and moſt renowned Hiſtorians among the Greclans have thought our 
The cauſes Anceſtors worthy to be enrolled in their Writings : for this cauſe I hold it a part of 
that moved ry duty to Write a ſhort Treatiſe hereupon;both to reprove the malice and impoſtures 
this Books, Of thoſe our calumniators, and to correct their Ignorance, by teaching thoſe who are 
deſirous to know the truth, what the Original of our Nation is. For proof where- 
of, I will produce noother Teſtimony but ſuch as from Antiquity hath been judged 
worthy of credit among the Greeks ; laying open before their Eyes, that they, who 
have ſlanderouſly and falſly written againſt us,are convicted by their own mouthes. 1 M 
will alſo endeavour to ſhew the Cauſes why very few Grecians have made mention of 
us their Hiſtories: and moreover, I will make it known, that they who have written 
concerning us , have been ignorant either really or feignedly of the Truth of thoſe 
things which they have reported. 
 Firſtof all therefore, I donot a little maryel at thoſe who in reference to. matters of 
Antiquity ſuppoſe that the Truth ought only to be gathered from the Greeks ; and that 
they alone can juſtly claim the honour and knowledge of faithful writing ; whereas 
they neither vouchſafe either us, or any others the credit of Truth in that we ſet down; 
although Iam able to prove, that all things have fallen out quite contrary. For which 
cauſe it behoveth us not to look to mens various opinions, but to examine that which is 
All things a- Tight, and gather the ſame by the effeAts.

For it gy Sy nnit 
is moſt manifeſt, that there is notany Writing extant among the Greeks,that is more an- ing more an- 
ciant than Homer's Poem, which, as is moſt manifeſt, was conipos'd ſince the time of che © than 
fiege of 770y. And yet it is reported,that he left no part of that his Poem in writing, but Rr 
that it was compoſed of divers Songs, and only ſung by roat ; by which means ir came 
to pals, that there are ſo many contradiCtions in the ſame. 
And as for thoſe who have undertaken to write Hiſtories among them, I mean Cad- 
mus the Mileſian, and Acuſilaus the Argive, and others, They lived but very little time 
before the paſſage of the Perſians into Greece, 
C Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firſt that introduced Philoſophy 
and the knowledge of Celeſtial and Divine things, namly Pherecydes the. Syrian; Py- 
thagoras and Thales, alktof them confeſs with one accord, that they were jnſtryQed by 
the e/Agyptians and Chaldees ; and they publiſhed ſome few writings, which are ſuppoſed 
to be the moſt ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alſo that they were 
written by them. What reaſon — have the Greeks to be ſo proud, as if there 
were none, but themſelves only, who Knew the affairsof Antiquity, and could exaQly 
write the truth thereof ? Or who cannovealily conjecture by their own Writers them- 
{clves, that their Writings were founded only upon hearſay and ſuppoſition, and char 
they followed only vain conjeQtures ? Hence it cometh to pals, that in their 'Books 
they cavil and reprove one another, and make no conſcience to maintain and write con- 
traditions abour one and the ſame thing. | 
But it may be ſaid, that I ſhould oblige my ſelf toa fruitleſs labour, If I ſhould go 
about to inform thoſe who are better experienced than my ſelf; in how many points 
Helizanss difiereth from Acuſilaus touching the Genealogies ; in how many places 4:u- 
filaus hath correted Herodotus ; or how Zphoras hath pom Helicanus wasaliar 
19 the greater part of that which he hath recited. Zphorus hath been reprovod by 7+ 
meus ; and in general, all have taxed Herodotus. Neither hath 7ameaxs vouchſafed to 
accord with Antiochus, or Philiitus or Callias, inthe Hiſtories of Sicily. Neither do 
E thoſe who have writ the Hiſtories of Athens and Hrgos, agree better together. 
What need Ireckon up the differences amongſt thoſe, who ia particular have treated 
of Cities, or of leſs matters, ſince in the Relation of the Perſian War, and the ex- 
ploits performed therein, thoſe of greateſt authority are moſt at odds? 7hucidides is "iP 
accuſed by fome for alyar indivers places, notwithſtanding that he: ſeemeth to have gre? ex- 
written the Hiſtory of his time moſt exaQly.

Neither are only other People ef Greece to be-accuſed of negligence 
for not making account of ſuch Regiſters ; . but amongſt the Athenians alſo ( who glo- 
Ty in the antiquity of their Country,*and who are moſt cxerciſed in Sciences) there 
is no mention of them. For it is ſaid, that the moſt ancient and publick Writings which

Whit need we ſpeak of the Arcadiavs, who vaunt themſelyes of their Antiquity ? 
for who knows not, that they have learned the uſe of Letters long after thoſe before men- 
G tioned? W hereas therefore there was not any Writing publiſhed before that time, which 
might inſtru thoſe that would learn,or reprehend thoſe that diſguiſed the Truth: from 
thence itis, that ſo many Differences _ happened amongſt Hiſtorians. - ac

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A ſecondcaulſe is, for that they, who addiQted themſelves to compoſe Hiſtories, did tx; 
Another cauſe not. buſie themſelves about the inquiſition of the Truth (notwithſtanding that all of 
of their dil- them ordinarily promiſed noleſs ) but they laboured to ſhew how eloquent they were, 
by chie Greeks and fixed their whole ſtudy thereon, as the only means whereby they hoped to obtain 
Hitoriogr- reputation above others.

Some of them therefore applyed their Stile to Fables : others by flattering praiſes 
thovght to curry favour with Kingsand Cities. The reſt employed their ſtudies to ac- 
cue and calumioate the works of other Writters, in hope to build their own reputation

In effef they have followed that courſe in compoſing their Hiſtory, that was every 
way different fromthe true nature thereof. For the allured ſign of a perfe&t and true 1 

The ſign of a Hiſtory.is, whenall men accord in ſetting down the ſame thing : Whereas theſe Wri- 

true Hiſtory. ...-shave endeavoured to make men believe that they were the trueſt of all the reſt, be- 
caule they contradited them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Gre. 

© ciens inall that concerneth Eloquenceand the Ornament of Language, but not in that 

whichappertainethto Antiquity or Truth of Hiſtory, and eſpecially in what concerneth 
the truth of ancient Hiſtory, and what hath paſſed in every Country. 
' Wherefore as the e/Zpyprians and Babylonians long ſince uſed all diligence in writing, 
becauſe their Prieſts were here unto enjoyned, who did moſt curiouſly treat of all ſuch 
matters; the ſame alſo did the Chaldzes amongſt rhe Babylonians, and the Phenicians allo 
(inhabiting among the-Greeks ) taught them to uſe Regiſters both concerning publick K. 
and private affairs, which becauſe all men confeſs, I will omitgg ſpeak of. 

Lapel alſoto.recount what care our Nation hath had of tf point(no doubt great- 
er-than thoſe Nations above mentioned had ) charging our High Prieſts and Prophets 
toexecute this Office; which Cuſtom hath been obſerved even until this Age, and (if1 
may:preſume ſofar) will be obſerved in all lugggeding Ages,as by my enſuing diſcourſe 
Tl addcevene to make manifeſt. For our Nation did not only depute this Office to 
the molt virtuous and religious men among(t them in the beginning, andto ſuch as were 
conſecrated to the Service of God ; but they alſo provided to preſerve the Line and De- 
ſcent of Prieſts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others. For no 
man amongſt us can be a Prieſt, who is not born ofa Woman deſcended from the ſame L 
Line. Neither in this caſe is any reſpeCt made either of Riches or Honours : but the 
party who claimeth-thedignity of Prieſthood, muſt by many Witneſſes prove his Gene- 
alogy,. and that he is deſcended from Prieſts. | 

'This cuſtom is not only of force in Fudez, but whereſoever elſe any of our Nation 

A cuſtom inhabit; as 1n Emp and Baby/on, and in any other place, where continually the Prieſts 
_ = in their Marriages have this reſpeQt, not to marry with any Woman that is not of their 
ſerved: own Line; and they ſend to Jeruſalem the Name and Pedigree of the Woman whom they 

have married, and all-the Teſtimony hereof which they can deduce from her Anceſtors. 

Now if War moleſt our Nation (as often it hath in the time of ticchus firnamed 
rs xp of Pompey the great, Quintilins Yarus,and eſpecially in this our Age) then M 
thole, Prieſts who ſurvive, make-new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient 
Regiſters for thoſe that remain of the Sacerdotal Race. And they marry none that have 
been Captives,for fearthey may have had commerce with ſtrangers. What more evident 

| tokencan there be of the Prieſts integrity,than that every Prieſt during the revolution of 
The Prieſts two thouſand years is Tegiſtred together with the Names of their Fathers? and if any one 
amongſt che do error fallity any of the things before-ſaid, he is then interdifted from the Altar, and 
ed, from exerciſing any Prieſtly funQtion. So thatin the Writings of ſuch mea, all things 
bran of be true and as they ought to be ; for that neither all men are permit- 
of erEaci* red £9 Write, Dor yetany diſſonance and diſagreement is found in their Writings. For 
continued rwo ſuch things as paſt in ancient times beyond the memory of men, were only written by N 
thouſand years (13r Prophets,' Whothad the knowledge thereof by inſpiration from God himſelf : but 
_ otherxzhings of latter time are only recorded by thoſe who lived in the Age, wherein the 
things they writ of 'were done. Y | 
The Books amoiigſt us, containing the Hiſtories of all Ages, are neither infinite, nor 


-one repugnant to another: for allour Chronicle'is contained in 22 Books, to which Books 
it is 1mpiety todeny credit. | | 


- , Five oftheſe Books were written by Moſes, comprehending Genealogies, andthe be- 
Twoandewen- ginning of mankind, with ſuch notable events ashapned even from the beginning of the 
Pay rk World ill his death z/ which is lirtle leſs than three thouſand years. 

After thedeath of AZoſes, till the time wherein Artaxerxes lived, who was King of the O 


Perſians, and Son to Xerxes,every one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hiſtory 
| 0 
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of his time wherein we lived,ſo that of theſe mens Writings we have thirteen Books : 
the four other Books, which make up the Number u_ mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the praiſe of God, and whollome Precepts for mans life 
and coaverlation. All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, are 
allo ſer down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are regiſtred, do not deſerve fo 
much credit as the former. of ancient times, for that there was no certain ſucceſſion of 
Prophets in that Age. Moreover, it is evident, that tothe former works, we give 2s 
great credit as to things which we our ſelves write ; and notwithſtanding they have 
been fo long written, yet in all that time no mandurlt preſume either to alcar or to blot 
out any thing therein contained. For all Jews even from their Cradle do believe theſe 
Books to be ſacred and divine, and therefore give all credit poſſible unto them, yea, 
and would willingly ſuffer death, rather than do the contrary. 
| Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put 
todeath in open Theaters, only for that they would not commit any thing either in 7** 72% and 
word or deed apainſt their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now compared to- 
who amoneglt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain the like ? Nay, they are fo far from doing it, 8b 
that none can be found among them, who would ſuffer any loſsin his goods or fortunes, 
to preſerve all the writings of their Nation from deſtruction : and the reaſon hereof is, 
becauſe every one eſteemeth the verity of their Hiſtories to depend upon the will of the 
Writer. And this they do alſo concerning their moſt ancient Hiſtorians ; and not 
without cauſe : for they every day ſee men of their own times writing Hiſtories of mat- 
rerslong before paſt in former ages, wherein neither themſelves were preſent, neither $ome others 
yet do they vouchſafe to credit the writings of ſuch as were then eye-witneſſes have wriren 
thereof; yea, ſome among them have divulged Hiſtories of ſuch things, as of late be- | try - 
fel our Nation, when themſelves never have been in the place where ſuch matters paſt as 
they writ of, norhavelived in any neighbour place, where they might have probable 
report how matters paſt, but only compiling a few broken ſtories, they moſt impudent- 
ly arrogate to their patcht ſtuff the name ot a Hiſtory. | 

I my ſelf have compoſed a moſt true Hiſtory of the laſt War, and of every particular ,;,y was 


D thing theredone, as well I might, having been profent in all thoſe affairs. For I was preſenc in all 
0 


Captain of the Galileans amongſt our Nation, ſo long as any reſiſtance could be made — —_ 
againſt the Romans : and then it ſo fell out, that I was taken by the Romans, and being 
Priſoner to Zitus and Yeſpaſien, they cauſed me to be an eye-witnels of all things that 
paſt. Firſt, inbondsand fetters, and afterward freed from them, 1 was brought from 
Alexandria with Titus, when he went to the Siege of Zeru/alem. So thatnothing could 
then paſs whereof T had not notice. For beholding the Romer Army, I committed to 
writing all things with all poſſible diligence. My elf did only manage all matters diſ- 
cloſed tothe Romans by ſuch as yielded themſelves, for that I only did ny under- 7,;,, uricthe 
ſtand them. Laſtly, being at Rome, and having leiſure, after all bulineſs was paſt, I Hiſtory of the 
uſed the help of ſome Friends ( for the skill of the Greek tongue ) and ſo Ipubliſhed a 7s wars 
Hiſtory of all that had hapned in the foreſaid War : which Hiſtory of mine is ſo true, 5 7 
that 1 tear not to call F «ſpain and 7itus the chief Commanders in that War to witneſs 

forthem. 1tirſt gave a Copy of that Book to them, and atterwards to many noble 

Romans, who alſo were preſent inthe War. I fold alſo many of them toour own Na- 

tion, to ſuch as underſtood the Greek language, amongſt whom were Zalius, Archelaus, 

Herod, a Man of great vertue, and tothe moſt worthy King 4zripps, who all doteſti- ome doderss 
fy, that my Hiſtory containeth nothing but truth, and who would not have been filent, gate from 7«- 
ifeither for ignorance or flattery I had changed or omitted any particular. Yetnot- 4% #995: 
withſtanding all this, ſome ill diſpoſed Perſons endeavour to diſcredit my Hiſtory, as 

though they were diſputing|pro and coxtra amongſt children in ſchools, never conſidering 


F that he who promiſeth other mena true Relation of things paſt, mult either be privy to 


them by his own knowledg, as having been preleat in the affairs, or elle have that 
which he ſpeaketh from other mens mouths, by report of thoſe who know them : both 
which 1 have done. For I gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrip- 
ture, being my ſelfa Prieſt, and Skilful in our Law ; and the Hiſtory of our War 1 
have written, my ſelf being an Ageat in many matters therein contained, and aneye- 
witneſs of the reſt ; ſothat nothing was ſaid or done whereof Ihad not notice. How 
then can any one excuſe them from impudency and malice, who labour againſt me to 
prove my Relation falſe? Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 
of Yeſpaſian and Titus, yet for all this, they were got preſent 1n any ation, repug- 
nant to that, which my Hiſtory recounteth. | 


Thus 
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Thus ( as I thought neceſſary ) I have made a digreflion,to ſhew how they are able toH 
perform their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſe to ſet down the truth in 
writing. I have alſo ſufficiently (as I think ) demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things 
is more ancient amongſt other Nations, then amongſt the Greeks. 1 will now firſt of 
all diſpute againlt thoſe, who labour to prove our Nation ofno Antiquity, becauſe / as 
Two things they ſay ) no Greek Writer maketh any mention of it. This done,l will bring forth proof 
which 7999 and teſtimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers ; and fo 1 will ſhew thar 

their malice, who ſeek to diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore, our Narion neither 
inhabiteth a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are we delighted in merchandiſe 
nor for this cauſe wearied with Pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far 
The Fews care frm the Sea, in a moſt fertile ſoil, which we cultivate with all induſtry ; ang our L 
: #---- — Al whole endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our Country Laws, 
The ancient and to leave to our Poſterity the knowledge of Piety ; in which work think all our 
Jews had no Age ought tobe employed. Beſides all this, we have a form of living, different from 
- mirage all other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
Grecians. the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phexicians do, who give themſelves to bargaining 
and merchandiſe only for the covetoufaels of money. Neither were our Anceſtors 
delighted in thefts and robberies; Nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
deſire of larger poſſeſſions : notwithſtanding our Country was furniſhed with many 
thouſands of ſtrong warlike men. Wherefore the Phenzicians ſailing to the Greeks to 
traffick with them, they were thus made knowa to them z and by them the Z2yprians, k 
andall other Nations, failing upon the Seas, brought Merchandiſe into Greece. The 
Medes alſoand Perſians were known to them, after ſuch time as they reigned oyer 
Aſia, and the Perſians brought war even into Zurope. | 
Moreover, the Greeks knew the Zhracians, becauſe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scythians, by failing to Pontas ; and finally, all that were diſpoſed to write, 
knew all the Nations bordering either upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas ; but ſuch 
as dweltfar from the Sea-Coaſt, were long time unknown ; as alſo appears in Europe 
| For neither 7hucidides nor Herodotus, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rome ; notwithſtanding that fo long ſince it was mighty; and made ſo great Wars: 
The 8-m2rr becauſe it was but lately « os the Greeks heard of it. Yea, their moſt exaQt Writers, L 


pere lacely . agd particularly Zphorus, were ſo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 


Greeks. thought the Spaniards tobe a People only denominated from one City, wherein they 
Certain fi- inhabited ; whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaſt Country, 
* Rtoriographers and a great part ofthe Weſtern World. Likewile the ſaid Greek Writers relate the 
pporte2442® manners of the foreſaid People' to be ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever uſed'among

City. _ them, And the only cauſe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diſtance of 
| place ; and theſe Writers would ſeem to tell ſomething, which others of former time 
had not ſpoken of. No marvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being both ſo far from the Sea, and 
living after a different manner. | 
Suppoſe therefore 1 ſhould deny the Greeks to bs of any antiquity z and to prove my 
aſſertion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, becauſe our Hiſtories make no 
mention ofthem ; would they not laugh at this reaſon, and uſe the Teſtimony of their 
Arguments to Neighbour Nations to prove their Antiquity? I therefore may argue in like manner, 
proveche and uſe the Teſtimony of the e/Zgypriens and Phenicians, whole Record the Greeks can- 
Jews of more nog deny. For all the eAZpyprians in general are our Enemies ; and among the Phe- 
the Grits nicians they eſpecially of Zyre ; which Icannot juſtly ſay of the Cha/dees, who having 
been Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinity and alliance with onr 
Country-men, have in their Chronicles made mention of. the Fews. When I have 
proved what I now aver, and refel'd the {landerous reports againſt vs, I will then alſo N 
{hew whoamongſt the Greeks have ſpoken-of us,that ſo the Greeks may alſo be Jeprivel 
of this ſhift and refuge, toexcuſe their malicious lies falſly forged againſt our Nation. 
4 Wo And firſt ofall I will begin with the Writings of the efgyprians,who as they well know, 
ti donothing atall favour us. Manethon, ane/Fgyptian born, skilful in the Greek tongue, 
Wricer. as by his Works appears ( forhe writin Greek ) compiling a Hiſtory of the Cuſtoms and 
Religion of his Fore Fathers, colleQed (as himſelf reporteth) out of the eAfgyprien holy 
Writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus of falſhood, through ignorance in the affairs 
of the eAgyptians. This Manethon,in his ſecond Book of the Agyptian Cuſtomes,ſaith 
thus (1 will ſet down his own Words, becauſe I uſe them as a witneſs. ) Ye have 4 
King (ſaith he ) named Timzus, in whoſe Reign God being angry with us, contrary to all O 


expettation, an obſcure People took courage, came from the Eait, and pitching their Tents 
in 
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A inou Country, over-ran it, and no man reſiſted them, and committing our Princes to 
bonds, they burnt our Cities, and deſtroyed the Temples of our Gods, and "Tho themſelves 
moſt cruelly againſt the Inhabitants, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the reſt 
with their Hives and Children : Finally, they choſe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Government of our Connory ; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis made the 

higher and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holds, and fortify- gattis ſubdued 
ing certain places in the Eaſt: Aud weighing with himſelf that the Aſſyrians were more potent *eEgyprians. 
than he, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cient City called Saite fit for his purpoſe, as being ſituate on the Faſt ſide of the River Bu- 
baſtis, which by ap ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed it 
B with vaſt Halls, and put a Garriſon in it of two handred thouſand armed men, Saltis 
made this incurſion in harveſt time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and 
be 4 terrour unto other people, and after he had reigned nineteen years, he died, 

After him ſucceeded another King called Boz, who reigned fourand forty years: 
next to him 4phinas, who reigned thirty fix years and ſeven months: then Aphoſis, 
who reigned rhreeſcore and one years: and then Zaxdas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them alſo reigned Aſs nine and forty years and two months; and 
theſe ſix were the Firſt Kings amongſt them,ever deſtroying and warring uponthe A- Kings Shep- 
gyptians, labouring to extinguiſh theirrace. This nation was called Hicſos which b<r% 
fgnifieth Kings Shepherds : For Hic in the ſacred Tongue, ſignifieth a King, and Ss 
a Shepherd or ſhepherds, according tothe common ſpeech, and FZeſos is a compound 
word. Some ſay theſe people were rabiars : but in other Copies I find that Hicſos 
is not interpreted Kings ſhepherds, but ſhepherds that were Captives : For Hic, and 
Hae alſo when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian tongue ſignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expoſition ſeemeth to me to be the trueſt, forit 1s more agreeable with the 
Hiſtory. Wherefore Manethon reporteth theſe foreſaid Kings and Shepherds to haye 
ruled eZ2ypt five hundred andeleven years: and after theſe the King of 7Þ<bes,and the 
King of the Reſidue of egypt, uniting their forces, invaded the ſaid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them,and that the {aid Shepherds were overcome by the King 

D Alisfragumthoſis -that then they loſt alleZgypr which had been in their power,8& that they 
were {hut up 1a a place called varus containing ten thouſand acres of ground, which, 
as Manethon reporteth, theſe Shepherds environed round about, with a huge Wall, to 
the end that their whole Proviſion might be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
which they got, ina condition to be defended . That Zhemeſis Son of the ſaid Mlisfra- 
gumthoſis endeavored by force to ſubdue them, and for thus cauſe beſieged them with 
four hundred and $0000 men : That at laſt deſpairing to take them by force he ca- 
pitulated with them that they ſhould ſafely depart out of eAgypt whither they would ; 
and that they upon theſe Conditions together with all their amilies and Goods, and 
Cattel departed out of egypt into the Wilderneſs, and ſointo ria, being in num- 

E ber two hundred and forty thouſand, and that fearing the puilſance of the Afſyrians, 
who at that time reigned in Aſia, they builded a City in the Country now called Zudea, 
which they made ſo large, that it might receive them all, and this City they called 
Feruſalem. Further, the faid Manethon in another Book of the Agyptian Afﬀairs 
faith, That in the holy Yritings, he findeth the foreſuid Shepherds called Captives, where- 
in he ſaith true. For our Anceſtors were wont to feed cattel, and fo leading a paſto- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuſtly called Captives : For our fore- 
Father Zoſeph told the King of egypt that he was a Captive ; and long time after called 
his Brethren itito eAZgypt by the Kings Command ; but we will hereafter examih this 
point more ſtraitly : 1 ill now cite the teſtimony of the Zgyptians concerning this 
point, and relate the words of Menethon tcuching the time when this befel, who faith 
as followeth. 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of e#gype unto Zeruſalem, King 
Themoſis who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years and four months, 
and then died : And his Son Chebron. ſucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amenophis twenty years and ſeven months, next, his Siſter Ameſſes one and 
twenty years and nine months, then reigned Mephios twelve years and nine months, 
and Mephamwhoſis twenty five years and ten months, Themoſs nine years and eight 
months, Amenophis thirty years and ten months, Orss thirty fix yearsand five months, 
after him his Daughter 4chemcheres, twelve yearsand onemonth, and the. Brother of 
Rathotis nine years, Achencheres twelve years and five months, another Achencheres

oy my both of foot and horſe, and a Navy at Sea, left the Goveramenc of e/Z2ypt unto his Bro- 
Armas Go- ther Armais, inveſting him with foveraign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 
verar of Þ1 Crown, and to opprelsthe Queen who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
7* alfoto abſtain from his Concubines. After which S:rhoſis himſelf went to Cyprus and 
Phenicia againſt the Aſſprians and: Hedes, and ſubdued them, partly by the {word, 
partly by the fear ofhis power and greatneſs: and being tranſported with his ſucceſs, 
he advanced againſt the Eaſtern Country,and deſtroyed with fire and ſword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place : and ſpending much time in theſe Wars, his brother 4-- 
' mais whom heleft ineAFgypr,did without fear commit all that ke forbad him todo: for he 

oppreſſed the Queen violently, and daily lay with the reſt of the Kings Concubines, and 1 
being counſelled by his friends he put a Crown upon his head, and rebelled againſt his 
Brother:of which he who was then Chiet of the. £gyprians holyCuſtoms,ſentLetters unto 
S-thoſis, containing all that had happened, and how 4rmais had rebelled againſt him : 
Whereupon that Sethoſss returning to Peluſee, recovered his own Kingdom, and by his name it was 
rg oengy called egypt : for Manethon writeth that this Serhoſss was named eAZgyprusand his bro- 

ther Armais, Danaws. 

Thus far Mazethon ; from whom it is evident by computation of the foreſaid times, 
that our Nation wasdelivered out of egypt three hundred ninety and three years be- 
fore” Danaxs, and inhabited this Country of Fudes fo long before Danaus came unto

yet indeed one. who hath uſed detraftion to our Nation. This man ſpeaking of S:7- 
ronice, how leaving her husband Demetrius, ſhe came into Syria, and how Seleucus would 
not marry heras ſhe hoped (who havingan Army at Babylon, warred againlt ntioch, 
and hadtaken the City ) and that ſhe fled into Seleucia, whereas ſhe might have made a 
ſpeedier eſcape by water(bur was forewarned to the contrary in a ſleep) and that ſhe was 
there taken and died, &c.; Heatarchides, having uled this Preface, and.inveighed againſt 
Stratonices ſuperſtition, uſeth an Example of our Nation. on this manner ; 7he - People 
that are called Fews,inbabit a mo#t ſtrong City, which they call Jeruſalem ; theſe People are 
wont 0 reit uponthe ſeventh day, and do neither bear Arms, nor till their Grounds, nor any 
other buſineſs on that day, but their cuttom is to remain in their Temple, and there with 

ſtretched out armes continue in prayer till night. Ana ſo uppn « time, they perſevering inthat 
foolery, whilit they ſhould have defended their City, Prolomeus Lagus entred it with agreat 

Army, and greatly tyrannized over them, inifruting them by experience that the ſolemnity 
appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto them. Such like Churches as this did teach 
them and all Nations elſe to flie unto dreams, which their, Lam teacheth, neither conſidering 
that humane policy cannot prevail againit that mhich muit neceſſarily happen. Agatarchides 
thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous ; hut. they thac weigh it with indif- 
ferency, ſhall perceive that it is greater commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer 
their Country and ſafety tobe loſt and endamaged, than to violate the Laws of God. 

I think Iam thus able to ſhew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of our, 
Nation, not for that they knew us not, but for envy. For Jeroe writ. a Book of the 
Succeſſours in the ſame time that Hecatexs lived, and being a 
and Preſident of Syria, never mentioneth us inall his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding he was 
E brought up almoſt in our Country ; whereas Hecateus Writ an entire Book of us ; fo 

different are the minds of men : for one of them ovghe our Natian worthy to be dili- 
gencly recorded, the other through malice was hindred from Ipeakingrhe truth: yet the 
Hiſtories of the Chaldeans,o fgyptians and Phenicians, may ſuffictto prove our Antiqui- 
ty, together with the Greeks Writers: for beſides thoſe before mentioned, 7heophraitus 
alſo, Zheodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Fnemeus, Conon, Zepyrion, and many 
others no doubt ( for I have not peruſed all mens Books ) have manifeſtly teſtified of us. 
For many of the foreſaid men were blinded with errors, as not having read our holy 
Scriptures ; yetthey all joyntly teſtify our Antiquity, for which I now alledge them. 
Truly Demetrius Phalerizs, Philon the elder, and Zupolemes did not mucherr from the 
truth and therefore reaſon it is they ſhould be born withal : for rhey were not ſo skilful 
F as toteach our Writings with ſo much curioſity. 

Being come thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one point more, whereof I made

of Thermoſis, when they departed out of Zgypt, and his Succeſſors continued inthe Go- 


vernment three hundred” ninety three yeats, till the time of the two Brethren Se- 
thonand Hermes, the firſt of which was called e/fgyprian, the other Danaus, who ſup- 
planted Serhon, and rejgaed alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeſt Son Ramſes 
reign'd threeſcore and ſix years. Havin| therefore confeſſed our Anceſtors to have 
departed out of eAZgypt ſomany years before ;. ar lenght he addeth Amenophis to the 
number - of their Kings He tells us that the ſaid Prince ( as Orus one of his 
Predeceſſors had done before) had an ardent defire to have a ſight of the Gods, and 
that a Prieſt oftheir Law named Amenophis (as he was) and Son of Papius, whoſe 
wiſdom in prediftion was ſo admirable, that he ſeem'd to be inſpir'd, told him his de- 
ſire ſhould be accompliſhed, if he would drive out of his Kingdom all ſuch as were Le- 
prous, and any other way infeted. The King according to his direQions aſſembled 
ofthem tothe number of Ejghty thouſand, and ſent them with other AMgyptians to 
work in the Quarries on the Eaſt-ſide of the Vile, among whom there were certain 
Prieſts who werelikewiſe infeCted. 

Manethon 2dds, That the Prieſt Amenophis,apprehending leſt the Gods ſhould puniſh 
him for having given the King that counſel, and the King for having followed it ſo ſtrit- 
ly,and finding by divination that to recompence the ſufferings of thoſe poor People,they 
would conquer and govern in egypt for the ſpace of thirteen years, he was afraid to 
tell it to the King himſelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he kill'd 
himſelftothe great terrour of the King, 

This done, he ſpeaks as followeth : So the King being requeſted for their quietneſs 
and defence to aſſign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a deſolate place © 
called Fvaris, which had been the Shepherds City ( this City the ancient _ call

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A 7riphon ) but they, having got the poſſeſſion of this place fit for Rebellion; made

Having taken ſome others of the Prieſ(t- 
hood into his Cabal, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Jeruſalevsto the Shepherds, which were 
B driven out of «Af2ypt by King 7hemuſis, to inform them of what had paſſed, and requeſt 
them to a Confederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might- jointly make War The warofthe 
upon «feypr.

and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together ? or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet? He commanded that the Lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be exiled the 
Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, but ſent them to hew Stones, 
as though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe the Country from Le- 
pers.Laſtly,he ſaith,that the Prophet foreſceing that e/gypr was to ſuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of the Gods, killed himſelf, and left his mind in a Book written unto the King, 
How chanced it then that the Prophet did not at firſt foreſec his own death,and ſo oppoſe [ 
himſelf ro the Kings defire toſee the Gods? Or wherefore did he fear ſuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life? or what great miſery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily cauſe him to kill himſelf toprevent it?

For he is recorded to have lived five hundred and eighteen years before this time, and 
to have guided our Anceſtors out of «Zgypr,into that Country wherein we now inhabit: 2vſ was nor 
D and his own words teſtify his body to have been clean from that Diſcaſe of Leproſie: for * Leper. 
he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and tolive 
apart by themſelves ; To be cloathed in different Garments, and declared that whoſo- 
ever touched them, or came under the ſame roof with them, ſhould be accounted 
unclean. And if a Leper hapned to be cured of that diſeaſe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanſings, and baths of fortunate waters, and all his hair ſhould be 
ſhaved off; and that then after many and ſundry Sacrifices, he ſhould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been viſited with that infeQtion and calamity him- 
ſelf, he would ſurely have been more gentle, and merciful to ſuch as ſhould have been 
E afflicted with that Diſeaſe. 
He did not only make theſe ſevere Laws againſt Lepers, bur he alſo interdiQted all 
that wanted any joynt or parcel of the body, trom being Prieſts, or exerciling any of- 
fice atthe Altar : yea he alſo appointed, that if any Prieſt ſhould have any of theſe 
defe&s betide him after he wasa Prieſt, that then he ſhould be deprived of the dignity.

underitand what he means: For troubled and confus 


as divers men are {o weak in their Judgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be 
won by theſe follies, thanto be wrought upon by that which is written with better 
conſideration, vainly doting on detraQtion, and growing diſcontent to give ear to 
other mens well deſerved praiſes : I have thought it neceſſary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, as if he intended to accuſe us before a 
Tribunal, and convit us by publick trial. - For 1 ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for 
the moſt part of men, to hug and take pleaſure, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, is himſelfconvited and found guilty of thoſe defaults, which he 
imputeth and objeReth againſt his Adverſary. 

The Diſcourſe of this Appion is fo difficult and perplexed, that*risnoeaſy matter to | 
'd with the incoherencies of his 
ſtories, ſometimes he relates the departure of our Anceſtors out of «Agypr according to | 
the deſcription of thoſe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jews of Aexandris, and ſometimes condemns the ceremonies of our Temple, and 
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our whole Doatrine and Religion. N 


Now that our Predecefſors have not taken their original out of egypr, neither have 
been driven from thence for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I ſuppoſe that I have not only ſufficiently proved, but 
alſo produced far more Arguments than was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report 
and repeat that which ppron alledgerh : For in the third Book of Agyptian Hiſto- 
ry, he writes thus : Moſes, as Ihave heard it from moſt ancient £gyprians, was bora 
at He/jopolis, and being inſtrutted in the faſhions of his Country, ſuch Prayers as were 
wont to be ſaid in open places and abroad, he cauſed to be ſaid in private within the

For when Moſes firſt built that Tabernacle in honour of God, he had no ſuch the Tenn 
intent, nor faſhioned any ſuch form, neither ordained his Succeſſours to do the like : and 2vſes is 
And after this when as So/omon builded the Temple in Jernſalem,, he never thought of © _—_ 
any ſuch curiolity as Hppion forgeth. He faith that he hath been informed by thoſe of 
Antiquity, that Moſes was a Heliopolitan: for you muſt underſtand that 4ppioz him- 
{elf was young, and believed the relation of the aged ſort of his acquaintance, which 
B converſed familiarly with him ; yet cannot this learned Grammarian juſtifie, where Ho- 
mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagoras came, although inreſpe&t they 
Jived but yeſterday : And as touching Moſes, who lived ſo many ages, 8nd ſo great a 
number of years before them, he decideth the matter ſoeaſily, and giveth credit to the 
reports of Antiquity fo ſlightly, that it appeareth moſt manifeſt, that he is but a lyar. 
As touching the time wherein he ſaith that Moſes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 
Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with. that which he himſelf hath 
ſaid. For Manethon ſaith, that. the Jews departed owt of eAgypt about the Reign of The compurs- 
Themoſis, three hundred ninety ſix years before Danavs fled out of Greece. Lyſimachus *i9* of the 
ſaith, that this thing happened during King, Bocchoras time, thatis to fay, one thou- 5 a 
C ſand and ſeven hundred years before that time. Molon alſo and ſome others have al- the Hiſtorio. 
ledged their Opinions. But Appion, who pretendeth to be a Man of more credit than ** 
the reſt; hath preciſely and exaQtly ſet down the time, averring that our departure 
was about the ſeventieth Olympiad : Nay more, in the firſt year thereof, wherein, 
as he faith, Carthage was builded by the Phaenicians.

Thelike ignorance alſo diſcovereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in' Mlexan- 
dria .werecalled Aexandrians : Foran entire Colony, though of different Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder; and, that I may ſhun prolixity, the Jews of 4- 
fioch are called Antiochians ; Seluceus the Founder having made them alſo Citizens : the 
like may be ſaid of the Jews of Zpheſus, and of the other of 7oxia, who by the Kings 
Gifts enjoy the ſame priviledges with the reſt of the Citizens. 

The Romans allo of their Clemency' have granted the name of their Nation, which 
is no ſmall gift, not only to private perſons,- but to great Nations in general. 

To be ſhort, the ancient . Spaniards, the Zyrrbents and Sabines are called Romans; 
or if Fppion will take away this denotnination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceaſe to call himſelfan Mexandrian ; for he being born in the heart of Zeypr, canin 
no wiſe be an Alexandrian if the priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as he 
would have it from us. <7hup | 

And the Lords of the whole Warld, the Romans, have amongſt all other Nations on- 
ly prohibited the Zeyprians from having the priviledges of apy City : and fo this

Well, he knew the 
piety uſed inour Temple, but he purpoſely omitted it : yer could he remember a fain- 
ed tale ofthe Sacrificing of the Greeks, his dainty fare, and hidden food, that all men 
that would paſſed through our Temple': whereas the moſt noble among our whole 
Nation, ' are not permitted to come there, except they be Prieſts. 

This therefore is'great impiety, and a voluntary forged es to ſeduce them that 
will not ſearch into the truth. For they have attempted to ſlander us by thoſe impic- 
ties before mentioned. And again, like one full of all piety; he'derideth the vanity 

Another taſe of theſe fables, and reporteth that at ſuch time, as the Jews for along rime together 


jon wedoy 4 warred againſt the Idumeans,: Zabidys departing out of a City of Jdamea where Appollo 
ds. was wetihippad: came unto the Jews, promiſing to deliver unto Fpollo the »Dorians 


god, and bring him unto their Temple, if ſo be that all of them would there aſſemble 
themſelves together : and: that afterwards Zabidus making 'a wooden. Engine; and 
purting himſelf into it, he cauſed'three rows of Candles to be ſtuck about-ir,, : which 
made it at a rave #1 like a Comet to the great amazement ofche Jews, who'be- 
109 terrified and aſtomiſhedatthe vio pave Zabidus opportunity to paſs into the Tem- 
ple, to poſſeſs himſelf of the Aﬀes Golden head; and convey it to Dora, Wherefore we 
may ſay that *Appicx leadeth ar Af;\to wit, himſelf with fooleriesand lyes ;- for-he 
nameth places that are not; andſetteth down Cities to himſelF unknown : for /dummea O 
is a Province near unto us, and bordering upon'Gare,- and there is no City in-it jan 

| | ora, 
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A Dora ; but in Phenicia-near unto the Hill Carmelus, there is a City of that name, PwrixaCiry of 
w nothing conſonant to. Yppion's flanders , for it is four days journey from Z##- j,*"795390, 
Why therefore doth he ſo raſhly accuſe us for not worſhiping the gods of other Na- 
tions, ſeeing ( as he faith) our Predeceſlors did ſo eaſily believe that polo would 
. come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with Stars about his back ? Per- 
haps indeed they had never before ſeen a Candle or lamp, themſelves having ſo many : 
or is it likely that he walking thus quite through our Country, where ſo many thouſand 
men are, no one of them all met him ? Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages, by which he paſt, without any Watch-men? Well, topals the reſt ;; The 
B gates of our Temple were threeſcore Cubits high, twenty Cubits broad,all covered with The gate of 
Gold, yea, almoſt all of clean Gold, and theſe Gates every day were ſhut by two the Temple, 
hundred men: and it was too impious a thing to leave them open. Is it then credi- 
ble that this Candle-bearer could cafily open them, who alone was judged to have the 
Aﬀes head ? So that now it remaineth doubtful whether Zabidus did bring back a- 
gain the, Aſſes head, or elſe _= took it of him, and brought it again to our Tem- 
ple, that there 4ntiochus might find it, and ſo Appion might have another occaſion of 
lying. Healſfo belieth us concerning the oath which he ſaith we Jews do take, ſwear- 4m lye 
ing by the God of Heaven and Earth, and Sea, never to favour any ranger, and eſpe- nccrming 
cially the Greeks. This lyar might better have ſaid, not to favour any ftranger, and wo cry 
C eſpecially the Egyptians,and ſo his former lyes and theſe ſhould have better correſpond- 
cd, if our Anceſtors had been expelled ( by their Predeceſſors } out of Zzypr, not for 
their wickedneſs, but for their calamity. But we are ſo far from the Greeks, that 
we ſcarcely ever think of them: ſo that no man can fay that there is any enmity be- 
tween us and the Greeks. Butcontrariwiſe, many of them have embraced our Reli- 
gion, and ſome of them therein perſevere : others again have forſaken it ; yetnone 
of them will ſay that he heard this oath ſpoken of among us : but it ſhould ſeem that 
. only Appion heard of it, in that he bimſelf forged it. Truly his wiſdom and great 
providence is worthy to be admired ( as {hall hereafter appear : ) for he, to prove 
. thele his lyes to be true, faith, that itis a certain teſtimony, that the Laws we obſerve 
D are moſt unjuſt, and that we worſhipnot God as we ought todo, in that we are ſub- 
je&t to divers. Nations, and our City endured many calsmities : Whereas touching 4yio« up- 
rhemſelves, they are ofa City that flouriſheth in ablolute authority, accuſtomed to go- braiderh the 
vern from the foundation thereof, and not to ſerve the Ramans. In effe&, whocan ey 
reſiſt their valour ? Truely no man but Appion would ever have flouted us herewith, 
ſeeing that few Cities ſo flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
Cabot brought into ſubjeQtion 3 for many Nations are ſubjeQ to others : only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of ſuch as rule Zarope and fie, for that ( as they 
ſay ) the gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved by entring into the bodies of 
E Beaſts. Yet have they not indeed had one days liberty ſince the beginning of 
- the World ; neither under the Government of their own Princes, nor under ſtran- 


ers. 
? I will not ftand toreckon how often the Perſians have waſted their City, deſtroy- 
ed their Temples, and ſlain their ſuppoſed Gods. For it is not decent that I ſhould 
imitate herein ppion's fooliſhneſs': neither am I calling to memory what befel che 
Athenians and Lacedemonians, the laſt of which are recorded to have been moſt. va- 
liant, and the firſt to have been moſt deyout and Religious : neither will I reckon up 
thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom Creſu was one, who notwithſtanding fell in- 
to-great calamities. Moreover, I will got recount how the Caſtle of {hens was ſet on 
fire,and the Temples of —_— Delphbos likewiſe, and many others. There is now 
-p one Appion, ancw er of the Jews, who upbraideth them with cheir calamitics, 
forgetting the-miſery that hath betalſo his Country-menthe Egyptians : but he was 
bliaded withthe fable of Seſoi#ris ( whomhe ſaith tq have been King of Zgypt. ) We 
could report and boaſt of our Kings, David and Solomon, who ſubdued many Nations Davir's and 
umo then :'bur it is not fit here to ſpeak of them. But Appion was ignorant of that Pomers 
which all the World knowerh, to witz: that the Egyptians have ſerved firſt the Perſi- , 
ans, and afterwards the Macedonians, aid chat as boad-ſlaves : whereas we remaining 
in free liberry, reigned overall che Citics'about us 120 $ even untd- the timeat 
Pompey the Great ; and whenall the other Kings were ſubdued by the. Romans, only 
our Do pnon uir ge towards them were dear unto them. O but 
© this ſtickerh apon Appioy's Stomach | thar we have not had any famous men of our Nati- 
on, who have invented Arts and — and beenexcelleat in wiſdom, ſuch as $2 
(88 Eraes 
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Apdiorpraileth cytes, Leno, Cleanthes, and others whom he ſetteth down : and which is moſt to be -H 
I_ admired, pion purs himſelf into the number of theſe famous men : and faith , that 
Alexandria 1s bleſſed and happy , that hath deſerved to have ſuch a Citizen as he is : 
and great ' reaſon that he ſhould teſtifie that of himſelf, which all men elſe perceive in 
him, to wit, that he is an impndent deceitful fellow, both of corrupt life and manners. 
So that the Alexandrians had juſt cauſe to be ſorry that they ever had any better OPini- 
on of him. Bur that our Nation had men equal at leaſt untothoſe whom he mentio. 
nethall men know that pleaſe to read the Book of our Antiquity. The reſt that his accy- 
fation containerh, it is not amiſs to ler paſs without anſwer; for thar it rather impeach. 
eth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us : for he doth complain of 
us for Sacrificing ordinary Beaſts, and abſtaining from Swines fleſh and laugh: I 
| ed at our Circumciſion. Touching the Sacrificing of Beaſts, we do as all- Nati- 
COT Jou onselſe do : and Appion, inveighing againſt our facriticing, ſheweth himſelf to bean 
—_— . yptian ; for were he either a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith 
beaſts, and do offended ; for both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their 
Hope Swine gods, and uſe Prieſts in their batiquets ; and yet for all this, the World is not deſolate 
of living creatures, as pion feareth. | 
But were all men ſo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of men; and 
filled with'cruel Beaſts, which they ( ſuppoſing them to be gods ) do diligently nouriſh. 
If any man ſhall ask of pion, whom of all the Egyptians he judged co be a wiſe man; 
and moſt religious towards their gods; no doubt he would anſwer the Prieſts. For K 
The Egyptian they ſay, that their firſt Kings in the beginning gave them theſe two commandments 
+ gmt in charge 3 firſt to ſeek wiſdom ; and next, to worſhip the gods : they allo are all of 
es them Circumciſed, and abſtain from Swines fleſh, andno other Egyptian Sacrifi- 
fleſh. ceth with thera unto their gods. Approntherefore was ſurely blind, when, inſtead of 
detraQting us, he ſpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains. For 
Aier's death. the Egyptians do not only ule thoſe cuſtoms which Appion in us diſalloweth, but alſo 
do teach others 'to circumciſe themſelves, as Herodotus reporteth. : So that I verily 
think,that Appion was juſtly puniſhed for blaſpheming his Country-Laws and Religion. 
The defenceof For being forced to circumciſe himſelf to avoid a great diſeaſe, he was hereby nothing 
Moſs againſt helped, but for all this, his privy member rotting, he in extream grief and miſery f' 
= Dine * gave up the Ghoſt. For wiſe men ought to perſevere in'their Country-Laws in all 
Gris, piety, and not to deride and detratt others : but pprion forlook his own Religion, 
and flandered and belied ours. And this was Appior's end : and here alſo ſhould end 
this Book, but that pollonims, Molon and Lyſrmachus, and certain others, partly for 
ignorance , partly for madneſs, have moſt injuriouſly belied our Law-maker 17-- 
Jes, and the Laws he made, detraQting him as a deceitful Magician, and Author of 
all the malice and impiety amongſt us 3 and for ſuch as teacheth no vertue nor good- 
neſs at all. | 
' I will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converſation in gene- 
tal, and in particular : Forif my judgment be any thing , our Laws are moſt forcible 14 
both to piety, and to all humanity in general, as alſo to Juſtice, pains-taking, and 
contempt of death. Ionly requeſt this favour of the Reader, that he will not with 
a prejudicate or malicious opinion, peruſe theſe. Writings : for Ido not write this as a 
praiſe and vain oftentation of our Nation; - but as a juſt Apology, refuting the ſlande- 
rous reports that ſome have uſed againft us.

Say- 
ing moreover, that we are more ſottiſh _— barbarous.Nation'; : and that there- 
fote we only have had none-of our Nation founders of” Arts or Sciences , which yy; 
, are profitable for mans life' ; 'all which objeQtions' are cafly refuted;,' if we ſhew 
To ore? ® the contraryto alltheſe by him reported'; both that we'have obeyed our; Lawg, and 
common laws lived in all integrity.

[Which being ſo, it 
is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice ofthat which 1s belt, and moſt conve- 
nient for them, whoare to obey their Laws, and to ſatisfie them as 'much as may bez 
in proving their Laws to be good and right, and both in wealthand,wo, calamity and %%* m_ 
felicity, to remain in them, never changing nor altering them, 1 therefore aver, that 11 orher Law. 
our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law-maker mentioned., For Zycurgus, and makers. 
Solon, and Seleuchas of Zocris; and thole the Greeks admire, are modern, andof late "1 ad 
X . : . n Ms word 
times in reſpe& of him, as is well known. For the Greeks themſelves confels, thar in Lis, is noc in 
times paſt they wanted the name of Law: This Homer can witneſs, who in his whole #»-. 
Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people of thoſe times were not go- 
verned by Laws, but by indefinite ſentences, and the Princes pleaſure, uſing cuſtoms . 
but not written, and altering and changing them alſo as occalion ſerved. | - 


But our Law-maker being very ancient ( for thisis every way manifeſt, even by our ONS. 
adverſaries own confeſſions ) {hewed himſelf both a good Prince and Counſellour unto »9;, 
his people : for making Laws to direct and govern mens lives, he perſwaded them vo. 


luntarily to imbrace them, and firmly to perfiſt in them with all wiſdom. 


C And firſt of all, let us conſider the works of his greatneſs, For he undertaking the 
conduCt of many thouſand of our fore-Fathers out of Zgypt into our own Country, de- 
livered them from many calamities almoſt impoſſible to be ayoided, : for they being to 
pals through a place wherein was no Water and a very ſandy ground, being allo-to War, 
and preſerve their Wives and Children, and goods from the variable eventof Wars, he 
in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a moſt wiſe ang prudent. Counſellor, and a true Patron 16: marent 
and Guide unto them all. For he made all the multitude ſo to depend vpon him, that God his guide 
he might perſwade them to what he pleaſed, and yet iq, noge of all thele did he.uſurp = Countct- 
any Authority over them : andia that time and place wherein all men of Authority : 
, alſlume power unto themſelves, and exerciſe tyranny, 'at ſuch time: as the people dg 
D oftentimes offend, and live in all manner of impiety.; at.the ſame time he. being in 
Authority did contrariwiſe uſe all lenity and mildneſs, - to: the -inteat that he might 
be a pattern of vertue and juſtice to all the reſt, givingall-thoſe that williggly followed 
him moſt aſſured ſafety, uſing in all accidents moſt ftrgnge, works. For which cauſe 
he rightly deemed God to be his Captain-and. Counlellour .: and; fixſt examinin 
himſelf, and finding all the Laws he had ſet down were agreeable, to the will _ 
pleaſure of God, the chiefeſt care he had. was, how to perlwage his people to the 
ſame, which he himſelf now: knew : for, they. who, dire& their, Lives according 
to the will of God, avoid all fins as our. Law-maker did, . being neither Magician

But our Law-maker's wor words ſo agreed that he ſatisfied at large all 
his people, and they that were to be born of them, their ſucceſſors, inſpiring as it 
were a certain conſtancy into them to perſevere inthe ſame, till referring the cauſe of 
his Laws to their owri profit and commodity. For he did not affirm the worſhip of 
God only to be part of vertue,but he afſigned other parts thereof,to wit, fortitude,juſtice, 
and mutual concord of all his Citizens. , For all our ations, ſpeeches, and what elſ: 
ſoever, are all refer'd to divine a= Which he left not touctied without any more 
diſcourſe of it. For theſe two are the methods of all diſcipline and morality, whereof 
one frameth and direQteth the ſpeech, the other the manners and aQtions ; which being 
ſo, other Law-makers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and yet they made choice 
of one of theſe Methods, and left the other z for the Lacedemonians were inſtructed in 
manners and not in words asalſo they of Crete were : bur the Athenians, and almoſt all 
the Greeks, were direQed and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do, yet 
nevercould they put their written Laws 1n praQice. Butour Law-maker very iodufirs. 
ouſly did conjoyn both theſe togerher : for he neither omitted the training them 
up in manners and good exerciſes, neither did he ſurceaſe to leave them written 


Laws: 


And firſt of all, making his entrance from the very meats, and preſcribing 
to every one aconvenient diet, he left no man liberty amongſt vs to dire& him- 
ſelf in the leaſt matter concerning his meat , but he by Laws defined , both from 
what meats we were to abſtain, and what to eat, and what ought tobe our or- 
dinary diet, as alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from work ; 
ſo that we, as it were "under the government of a Father or a Maſter , might nei- 
ther fin willingly, nor for ignorance : for he did not appoint puniſhment tor them 
that were ignorant of it, bat by Law enacted a moſt neceſſary and mild chaſtiſe- 
ment for the voluntray offenders : and for this cauſe he did not only will, that 
we ſhould once or twice or oftener hear the Laws, but that once eyery week we 
all, omitting other buſineſs, ſhould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
perfeAly 5 which things all other Law-makers , as it is well known, omitted : 
All which laudible- all other Law-makers have negleted, and the moſt 
por of men are {> far from living according to their own laws, that they are altogether 
gnorant of them ; and having offended their law through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that. have made breach of their laws; yea, the chief. 
eſt and moſt eminent men_amongſt them do profeſs herein, that they are ignorant, 
cauſing thoſe that ate learned and skilful in their Laws to fit as it were in commiſſion 
with them todireQ them. | 

Whereas eyery one of ' our Nation being demanded of our Laws can anſwer as 


readily, as he can tell his ownmname : for every.one of us learning them, asit were, ſo 
foon as we come toithe uſe of reaſon, we have them, as ic were, written and printed 


' in our minds, and by this means both we offend more ſeldom, and when we offend, we 
are ſure to be-puniſhed.

Invenrers of new mattter and Arts. To whom we will thus anſwer ; That other Nati- 
'0ns account it a glory not to perſiſt in any thing that their forefathers uſed, and hold 
them of moſt account who can beſt tranſgreſs their fore-fathers wiſdom. Bur we con- 
trariwiſe do account it the chiefeſt point of wiſdom and virtue, neither to do nor think 
any thing contrary tothat which our Anceſtors have decreed ; which is a token that our 
Law was eſtabliſhed by as good advice as was poſſible. _ For rhofſe Laws that in all 
-points are not as they ought to be, are often by experience found faulty. But amongſt 
us who believe, that our Law was firſt eſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any wiſe impugn the ſame: For who 
can take away any title thereof, or add betterin their ſtead ? Or who is he that can 
transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordain for us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common-wealtch ? Or what Law can be more juſt and better; than that which 
the Wiſdom of God ( who is Lord of all things ) hath eſtabliſhad ? He firſt ofallpermit- 
red the diſpoſing of all, principal affairs to the Prieſts in general, and moſt wiſe-con- 
ſiruted a high Prieſt as their head : neither were they choſen to this dignity by our 
Law-maker, who either excelled innobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed ſuch 
to ſacrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wiſdom and ſanctity : theſe do 
both keepour Laws and obſerve all other things belonging to their Office with all inte- 
grity ; for our Prieſts are appointed Overſeers of all things, and to judge all trifes and 
C controverſies, and to puniſh offenders. | | |

Heis holy, for we tee his Works ; the Light, the Heaveri, and the Earth, the Sun; 
the Moon, Rivers, and Sea, ſo many different ſhapes of living Creatures, and encreaſe of 
Fruits: All theſe God himſelf made, not with hands or labour, nor as one needing any 
E to help him, but he ſeeing.them to be good, they were preſently made. He is to be fol- 
lowed of 'all men, whoought to worſhip him by the exerciſing of Virtue ; for this is 
the moſt holy way to pleaſe him.

not of gluttony or drunkenneſs, for God isnot pleaſed with ſuch ſacrifices, but rather 
injured, and ſuperfluous expences are thereby made. 
F But Godloveth them that are temperate, and orderly, 'and of good behaviour, and 
' eſpecially requireth in us that ſacrifice, and inviolable chaſtity. In our: ſacrifices offer« 
ed for oor common good, we firſt of all pray in common, and then-every one for him- 
ſelf, becauſe we are all fellows, and he that delighteth herein more than in his own 
life, 15 moſt acceptable to God.

We pray and vow unto God, not m——_— riches of him, for he of his own accord 
beſtowed them upon every one, and lett them amongft us : but we pray'that we may 
have part ofthem, and having gotten them may keep them. 

Our Law hath alſo appointed purifications and-abftinence fron carnal copulation,

- Andas concerning Marriage ; Our Law only alloweth natural-copulation between

It permitteth not friendsto conceal any impiety ; for God 1s not their friend who

If any Judge take a bribe, he is to be puniſhed with death for omitting Juſtice,and 
aſſiſting the guilty: No man muſt take any thing away that he himſelf placed not, 
and no men muſt take that. which is not his own.

If our Natiog were unknown to all the world and that this our voluntary obſervation 
- of our Laws were not manifeſtto all the people,ifany man ſhould report untothe Greeks, 
that either he had-read this which I have declared, or elſe that he had found People ina 
ſtrange Land, ſuch as we be/, -having ſopious and hone&-opinions.cancerving God, and 
who had for many ages perſeyered therein;. 1 doubt not but tkey would all admire and 
wonder hereat, conlidering-the great mutability amonglt themſelyes. . 

To be ſhorr, there are ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, who haye lately written The contins- 
of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as though they had written things ance of the q 
fabulous and altogether impoſſible. And {to ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers,who LH 
have written of this Argument.) that divine  P/ata —_ the Greeks, a man who in 
honeſt life, virtuous ſpeech, and ſound Philoſophy excelled all. others, this man is Pt _ 
almoſt continually ſcoffedatbythem, whoin their own congeit areskilful incivil affairs, grees. —_ 
and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, wholoever conſidereth his Writings 
with diligence, ſhall often and eafily find matter agreeable with. moſt mens manners: 
yea this Plato himſelf confefleth, that he dare not by reaſon of the common peoples ig- 
norance ſet down the true opinion of God.; } : 

But many think P/ato's'words full of vanity, and licentiouſneſs, and admire Zycurgws cect 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſo long time perſevered in his Laws. Ir is therefore mongſt the1a: 
an evident demonſtration of Virtueto remaia in their Laws. But if thoſe whoſo admire cedemonians. 
the Zacedemonians do compare them with. us, and the time during the which their Laws 
E were in force, with the time of our Common-wealth ; they ſhall find that ours hath 
continued more than two'thouſand years. They ſhall alſo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perfeQly obſerve their Laws, during ſuchtime as they were in proſperity and 
liberty, and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindful of their 
Laws. '7 7 

| But we, who have felt.many thouſand miſ-haps, by reaſon of the often change of 
Princes in Aja, have not;inthele our laſt miſerics and evils forſaken our Law. Neuher 
can any man ſay, that liberty:and licentiouſuels of Life is the cauſe why we fodiligently 
obſerve thern, ſeeing that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficieat proof,that they tye us to more TheJews cont- 
ſtriR Life and laborious, than thole of the- Zacedemoniens did them. . For they neither pI O_ 
tilled the Earth,nor uſed any handy-crafc,' but cealing from: all labours and pains-taking, ans. 
F lived in their City, fat and in fair-liking; ; having both their meat and all other neceſſa- 
ries providedand prepared for them by others and eſteemed that only their felicity todo 
and endaxe any thing, ſo that they might prevail againſt thoſe againſt whom they en- 
terprized Wars : And that: they failed. alſo herein, Lomut to rehearſe. Fornot only 
one or two'of them at onoe,' but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgertn their 
own Laws, yielded themſelves to their Enemies. And can any one tell of ( I ſay nor 


many ) but of one or-two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or that feared 
to dye for them? Imean not a common death, ſuch as. Sauldiersare ſubjeft unto, bur 
ſuch a death as is effe&ed by all torments and tortures that.can be:deviſed. Which I 
think thoſe that prevail againſt us, impoſed upon -us agt for batzed, .but that they de- 
G- fired toſee ſo admirable a matter; and to ſee we being but men, and ſuch who eſteem- 


ed itthe greateſt impiety poſſible to doit, could be compelled by them to ſpeak or do

- vary oa : SS conſtancy, rather than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 

-dure that which we accounta trifle, to wit, labour and ſimple fare, abſtinence from our 
Wives, and obſervation of our days of reſt,and wearealways careful that when we fight 
- apainft our Enemies, we obſerve our Laws concerning our Meats. And thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them. 
Let now Zyfimachus or Molowns pals, and all ſuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophiſters, deceivers of young men, and detratters of aur Nation, -as though we 
\ were the wickedeft People living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 
Moſes forvid-. Nations : for it is our Cuſtom to and obſerve our own,not to detratt others ; yea, 
oh ce andour Law-maker openly prohibited us from blaſpheming ſuch, as other Nations 1 
falſe gods,only hold for gods, only for the name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
for thename of the” Objetions of our accuſers unanſwered, ſeeing that which we are to ſpeak againſt 
unto thim. then is not our own device, but many before us have ſpoken.it. Who then of all the 
' wiſe Greeks will not condemnthe moſt famous Poets, and eſpecially the Law-makers; 
Tn—_ who at firſt brought and ſettled ſuch vain opinions of the gedsamong the common Pec- 
the Gefſtiles ple? uffirming the number of them tobe as many as they" thought good, and that they 
infinice. were born at divers times, allotting to every one his proper'place, as unto other living 
: Creatures : ſome ta be under the Earth,others in the Sea,and the ancienteſt amongſt them 
in Hell, fettered and bound : and thoſe whom they place in Heaven, in words they do 
term him a Father, but in deeds they ſhew him to be a Tyrant ; and for this cauſe they K 
report that his Wife, his Brother,and his Daughter, whomrhey affirm to have been born 
of his Brain, voy rs rome wel bind hin'and hang him, as they Teport him alſo 
The Fable of tO have — is Father. Apainſt ' theſe vanities all excellent and wiſe men do 
Fpiter and worthily inveigh;” who beſide this" already rehearſed in'derifion add, how ſome of the 
T- gods are young, ſome are old, ſomefinfants, others are gods of Artsand Sciences, and 
one is.a' Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Muſick, othetSin Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance one 
with another amongſt themſelves,and that they fall out one withanother in mens behalf, 
and that not only one of them layerh violent: hands upon the other, but that alſo they

This is all good ſtuff as alſo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulteries committed in 
Heaven ſoopenly and impudently among the gods,that ſome profeſs themſelves to envy 
their fellow gods and goddefles tied together in ſuch filthineſs. And what ſhould the 
reſt of them do, when as their King, the moſt ancient amongſt them, couldnot refrain 14 
kisloſtful licentiouſneſs and debauchery ? Moreover, Some of them ' became ſervants 
unto men, ſome built houſes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefaQtors were chained in Hell. What man then, that ever was accounted wiſe, would 
not bluſh at theſe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, 'and the fooliſh believers al- 
ſo?

Apollonins Molon was one of theſe proud Fools ; but thoſe Grecians that followed the 
true Philoſophy were not igaorant of what I have ſaid of the Nature and Eſſence of 
God, but agreed with us in our Opinions, and laughed at theſe ridiculous Fiftions, i heel 
Which Plato well ſeeing, affirmeth that Poets are not to be permitted in a Common- that no poet 
wealth, and ſendeth Homer away very honourably crowned and anointed, leſt that he ſhou'd be pers 
with his Fables ſhould deſtroy or deprave the true opinion of God. For Plato of all ks =— 
others eſpecially imitated our Law-maker, as he did herein alſo, commanding his Citi- ds - 
zens, that all of them ſhould pry learn his Laws, and that for no caſualty any 
ſtrange forreign Cuſtom ſhould be admitted into their City, bur that their Common- 
wealth ſhould be pure, and they perſiſt in the obſervation of their Laws. But Apoloni- 
C «s Molon not reſpeQting this, inveigheth againſt us, for not receiving into our ſociety 
men of ſtrange opinions in Religion, whereas not only we do ſo, but commonly all

For he who hath-once fully determined ta ſutfer all miſery for dominion o- 
D Gods ſake, is in my opinion already a Martyr : It is therefore great merit to have ſo 77" 
determined ; and therefore ( asabove-aid ) Reaſon governeth our inferiour paſſions; po 
and _ deſtiny deny us opportunity to ſuffer, yet have we ſuffered allin purpoſing 
to ſuffer all.

Whoſo therefore will renounce the'World,. and aſpire only t9 Celeſtial things, 
muſt exerciſe Sobriety, baniſh Gluttony, Laſciviouſneſs, and all other ſuch Vices as 
may poſleſs and captivate the mind': He muſt likewiſe. mount up to the top of Virtues 
Tower, that from thence he may refift and impuga the Vices of his Body, Grief and 
Fear.

E Thereare many examples of the Valiant Souldiers of God, whieh I could produce, 
but _—_— perlons Jefieaded from one {ingle Woman ( not at one, but ſeveral births) 
' may ſuffice. | 
And firſt 1 will ſpeak of Z#leazar and ſeven Brethren, and relate what Tortures and PRI 
Torments their Mother endured: yet cannot man,but only God determine,who amongſt the ſeven 
them was firſt, and wholaſt in this noble agony. They therefore, being all of one opi- Brethren 
nion, reſembling one another more in mind than in body, duely conſidered the frailty —_—— 
of this Life, and neither delighted in the flatteries of the World, nor the alluring en- 
chantments thereof. They valued not torments, fetters, nor any other ſort of tortures 
impoſed upon them : to return, they reſolved upon patience, and to endure whatſo- 
ever the Judges cruelty could deviſe. I will therefore praiſe the fortitude of theſe Bre- 
thren, or rather with all truth rehearſe che noble confliats of theſe holy men; and ſetting 
-+ all adulation apart, proſecute with a bare Hiſtorical narration, the manner of their Mar- 
tyrdom. 
r But before I begin to declare the truth of theſe brave men, I will a little treat of 
Reaſon, which as 1 have affirmed, is no ſmall motive to Martyrdom. Reaſon it is... 
that makethus obſerve Faſts, and Abſtinence ; Reaſon makes us deſpiſe Money, by it © 
weare taught not to account of Dignities and Honours, which all men generally aim at, and Wiſdom, 
yea Reaſons gift it is, that wedo relift the heat of luſtful deſires. Hence cometh it,that 
having once overcome ſuch things as the fleſh delights in,we find our elves a little able 
toreſift, weallo learn to deſpiſe pains and torments, and by degrees reſolve to ſuffer 
all rhiogs that ſhall be impoſed upon us. 
Which that it may more plainly appear, let us ſearch out the cauſe of this order, and

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we ſhall find wiſdom to be the cauſe hereof. For no man can determine and difctin- H 
guiſh good from evil, that is not endued with wiſdom ; this wiſdora is alwayes 
accompanied with juſtice, and juſtice is ſill joyned with vertue, and vertue and tempe- 
| rance cannot be ſeperated ; ſo that this wiſdom confiſteth upon four parts: 

—_ Belides theſe, there are two things that either do cauſe or hinder paſſion, to wit 

_— pain and pleaſurezone of which we do always refuſe,and the other we do alwayes deſire, 

paſſon. yet where pleaſure ariſeth, and is preſen ybyr caſons rule put away, the mindis there 
ſtrengthened ; and pain compared with glory, is through hope of a greater reward 
conterned before it come ; and being come, our mind 1s aſhamed not to ſuffer thar

blerh.« sKilful Jeteſt vice ; like a Skilful Husbandman it pruneth and cutted away ſuperfluous branch- 

_— es,and killeth the heat of all corrupt and hurtful humours,only leaving that which may 

ſome way be profitable to us. | 

Thus reaſon correQts our paſſion, encourages us to ſuffer, and ſuports us in our 
ſufferings. Who is not deſirous to eat the fleſh of wild Beaſts and Fiſhes ? And who 
luſteth not to eat of feathered Fouls? nay, do not the dainty difhes eithe? from Sea 
or Land invite us to cat them? What then cauſeth us toabſtain from them ? what makes 
us all defire them, and yet none of '6is eat them ? even reaſon, by which the 
mind is taught to overcome it ſelf in delightful objects and pleaſure, that when occa- 
ſion of Martyrdom is offered, ſetting aſide all vanities we will not for a little pleaſure K 
forget our accuſtomed virtue. 

An inſtance By reaſon it was that Foſeph ( to his great praiſe /) maſter'd his concupiſcence, and 
of 7o/pVs ſuffered not himſelfto be overcome by his luſt, which was but too incident to his age : 

* Reaſonſo worketh with ſound advice and mature counſel, that it again recovereth loſt 
friendſhip, gaineth new, and fuffereth no cruelty to be committed. Of this we have 
alſo the example of Moſes, who had he not hadjuſt occaſion tobe angry againſt Dathan 
and Abiram, reaſon ( no doubt _) would have cauſed him to have ſmothered his paſ- 

' fion. Didn@ our father [#acob with great vehemency reprove his Sons Simion and 
' Zevi, who without reaſon had uſed ſuch cruelty, ſaying, Curſed be your anger ? Which | 
anger had it beeri bridled with reaſon, neither had they been curſed, nor the other x 
had periſhed. For this cauſe, God the maker of mankind, when he faſhioned us 
and our manners;” having finiſhed the lineaments of our body, he placed the mind in 
it, to rule it with-certain concomitant precepts, to wit, temperance, purſuance of that 
which is good, cleaving to juſtice, by which rules we might be able to bridle our 
paſſions, and obſerve the precepts of God. | 

But ſome will ask me, why we commit wickedneſs, ſeeing that reaſon ruleth our 
paſſion? But it is ridiculous to think that reaſon hath ſo perfe&t a dominion: for reaſons 
rule cannot hinder the appetite from deſire, bur. only correct it fo far, that it ſuffer 
with patience the loſs or abſtinence from ſuch things as it deſired. For example ſake, 
Reaſon cannot hinder the from being angry, but it can ſo work, thatthou commit no M 
impiety when thou art angry : in like manner, 1t cannot hinder thee from deſiring filchy 
pleaſure, yet can it cauſe thee not to yeild unto it» 

arrinftance o Reaſon therefore cannot eradicate vice, but only bridle it. Witneſs in this the ex- 
Davids ample of holy David, who fighting againſt Strangers with great ſucceſs, and being 
chirſt at Evening weary and faint, retiring into his Tent, that was guarded by Souldiers, he 
found them all at meat : yet himſel being nty would nor drink, notwithſtanding 
12, San. 2. 18, Water was hard by, becauſe his Religion diflwaded him, for he had vowed not to drink 
but from a Fountain in the Camp of the Enemy. 

Whiltt thus his thirſt encreaſed, three luſty young men armed themſelves, and 
taking with them a veſſel, they went unto their Enemies Camp, and aſſaulted the 
watchmen, who for fear of death fled, and fo they paſt through the Camp, till ſuch 
time as they came where the Water was, and tilling their pot, they brought it to the 

Fevid in his King. But holy David ſobridled his appetite, that his reaſon quenched his deſire, and 
thirſt refuſed ſhewed an excellent token of patience; teaching how the fear of God was to be pre- 
to drink the feared before all things. For taking the Water he had ſo much wiſhed for, and which 
defircd. had been gotten with ſuch _ he preſently poured it on the ground, as a ſacrifice to 
God, chufing rather to die for thirſt, than to offend the divine Majeſty : yet rea- 
ſon is not ſo forcible, that it is able without due coulideration to repreſs the inordinate 
motions of the mind, and mitigate the grief of the body. Bur it is now time to 
come to our Hiſtory, yet is not this former diſcourſe to be thought impertnent, for 0 
that it is ſomewhat previous to the matter ealuing. Such was the wiſdom and _—

When the Treaſure-houſe of our Temple was now a ſacking, O»ias wept bitterly, 
and ſaid,that it wasa heavy ſight to them,to whom this treaſure was commitred,to ſee it, 
or any part of it taken away. But Apollonins, neither reſpeRing the Tears and in- 
treaties of the old Men, Women, nor Children, preſſed into. the Temple, they all 
praying God to puniſh him, and to defend their Temple. Being now witha great 
guard of armed men entred into the holy Temple, there appeared certain Angels on Angels upon 
Horſeback with weapons in their hands, and ſhining with a fiery flame about them, "rar > 
and they daunted the courage of this infidel Apollonius, who preſently fell down flat up- brighness. ns 
on his face, and lying ſo a great while, at laſt he came. little to himſelf: and ri- 
{ing up, he leaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Temple, not being able to ſtand a- 
lone, he was fo terrifi'd with the viſion he had.ſeen. When by degrees he recolle&ed 
and found ſome little hope of recovery, heftretched bath his hands towards Heaven, 
and deſpairing to obtain pardon for his own prayers for his offence committed, he be- 
ſought the Hebrews ( whoſe Temiple he came to ſpoil ). to make interceſſion for him, 
himſelf with Tears craving pardon fn his offence,and not only acknowledging his faulc, 
but confeſling himſelf to deſerved death, and all puniſhment poſizble.

But hereat God was preſently wroth - and being 
diſpleaſed, it was not needful to ſeek foreign Enemies, for Lt himſelf ,was in- 
cited againſt them, who warring againſt P:olomess King of Zzypt,had heard it reported, 
that the you eſteemed himto be , yet was he very noblyentertained by the 1nha- 
bicantsof Feruſalem : andpreſently after the fight, he made an edict, that who ſoamon 
the Jews refuſed to offer Sacrifice tothe Gods, ſhould preſently dye upon the. wheel. 
But the godly-minded of our Nation did little efteem_ this edict ; yea-the Women 
circumciſing their infants ( asour Law requireth ) did afterwards cat themſelves down 
headlong, to the end that theymight ſo obtaina preſent death without longer delay.

The Mother was deſcended of 
moſt vertuons and noble parentage, and fo ſhe her felf had continued and lived , bur 
that excellent feature of body and nobility of blood was much dignified by her ver- 
tue and fortitude, in which ſhe paſſed-all that could be faid in her commendation, 1 
The Tyrant beholding them and their mother together; with a counterfeit ſmile he

Wereit not for that, what joy,what eaſe would it be to me to have diſcharged 
my {ef of part of ſo great a burden, as it isto manage and condut ſo many ſeveral 
Nations? Seeing then the affeQtion which I bear him obliges me ro it, Ithink good to de- 
clare to you,that I am reſolyed to ſerve and take care of him,not only as a Governour, 
but asa Father ; by which name I deſire he may call me, and I ſhall call him Son for 
the furure.

"When Caixs by this Artifice had deluded all that were preſent, and by hiscounter- jy 
feit Adoption rather rob'd than confer'd upon the poor Prince that part ofthe Empire, 
to which he might lawfully have pretended,there was nothing left,that might vbſtru& 
his fall into that Snare, which he had laid for him: for the Laws of the Romans do 
pive the Parents an abſolute power over their Children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he -was eſtabliſhed, lefr no man in a Capacity to queſtion any 
thing he did.

| L.; ! was, that" this unfortunate Counſellor adviſed Caivs with deſign to have 
made him better , But his wicked nature turned his remedies-into poiſon, made a 
mock of his counſel, and became much worſe ; in ſo much as, when AZacro came to- 
wards him one time, he ſaid to thoſe who were then about him s Do you ſee that imper- 
tinent Schoolmaſter, that ridiculous.F apogee ? hewould take upon him to give initruitions, 
not only to a Child, but to a perſon wifer than himſelf. He prates,as if a ſubject was tocom- 
mand an Emperour, and an Emperowy, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, and he 
believes himſelf excellent in that Sciemce.

Many people approved this diſcourſe in Aacro, as knowing it was true, and not yet 
underſtanding the inconſtancy and diflimulation of Caizs ; But not manny days after 
the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put todeath ; which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Caius afforded to the fidelity of his ſervant, for having ſecured 
him againſt death, and advanc'd him to the Empire. Some ſay, ” Macro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wife did the ſame, though it was more than luſpeRted Ca:- 
#5 had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconſtant than love, by reaſon 
of the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the affeQtion is irregular ? 
Nay fo inſatiable was the cruelty of Caizs, that he put todeath the whole family of Aa- 
cro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive. 


CHAP. V. 


Caius cauſed his Father in Zew Marcus Syllanus fo be ſlain for giving him 
wiſe Counſel ; and the Murder of him was followed by the Execution 
| of ſeveral others, 


petitor in the Empire, and of a perſon to whom he ought both his authority 
and life, there was a thurd deſign that remained to be executed, to 
the perpetration of which he imploy'd his utmoſt addrefs, His Father in Law 
Marcns Syllanus ( who was a perſonof great Generoſity, and of illuſtrious extraRtion } 
after the death of his Daughter whodied very young ) continued to Caius theaffeftion 
of an own Father rather. than of a Father in Law, believing that, though the 
Princeſs was dead, he could not but have the ſame ſentiments for him. Upon this 
D Kore he ſpake to him with great liberty about the meaſures, which he was to take 
by his aCtions to anſwer the hopes which were conceived of him : but Caivs, being fo 
vainan Opiniaſter,that inftead ofawning or mending his faults,he flattered liimſelf with 
a Fancy,that he was excellent in all kinds of virtuesz& looked upoa thoſe as his Enemies, 
who gave him good counſel he perverted the good Counſel of Sanus, repured it an in- 
ſolence, grew inſupportable towards'/him, and could not endure any longer to have 
him an inpediment to the irregularity of his paſſions. After this he baniſh'd as well 
out of his thoughts as his heart the; remembrance of his wife, and by more than barba- 
rous Cruelty cauſed him to be put todeath for Treaſon, from whom ſhe had received 
life, and who ought to have been reſpeCted by him as an own Father. The noiſe of 
E this murder, which was followed by. the execution of ſeveral others the moſt conſiderable 
in the Empire, wasſpreadall over the World: every body ſpake of it with horrour,but in 
private , their fear obſtrufting. the publication of their reſeatment.

CHAP VL 


Caius requires the weneration of one of the Gods. 


Heſe horrid andcriminal a&ions paſſed in the mind of Caius for ſo many viQories 
obtain'd agnint the moſt conſiderable perſons of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luſtre of the Imperial Family in the blood of his Couſin young 7iberiue, 
whom he ought in juſtice to have taken into the partnerſhip of the Government. His K 
abominable inhumanity had exaſperated the Senate by the death of Haw hisFather in 
Law, who was one of their greateſt ornaments:and his horrible ingratitude had taken a- 
way the life of Macro a perſon of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he was advanc'd. 

taving perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durit oppoſe himſelf againſt his pleaſure, he ought not to be ſatisfied with the 
greateſt honours, that could be confer'd upon man; bar that he might expeCt and chal- 
lenge what was given to the Gods z and it is reported, that to perſwade himſelf co ſo 
ſtrange an extravagance his argument was thus : 

As thoſe who condutt and have the care of Herds of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sheep, or |. 
Deer ,are neither Oxen,nor Sheep,nor Deer themſelves but men of nature infinitely more excel. 
lent, thanthe nature of thoſe animals : ſo they, who have the command of all the' men and Crea- 
tures in the World, ought to be conſidered as more excellent than men, and yecetve reve. 
rence like Gods. LIST © | 

Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his-head,- and taken the boldneſs to pub. 
liſh it, he came by degrees to the effeQts : He began firſt to deſire to be reverenced as 
one of the Demi-Gods, ſuch as Bacchus, Hercules, Caitor and Pollux, 7ryphon, Am- 
phiarus, Amphilochus and others ; but he laugh'dat their Oracles and Ceremonies,and 
raviſh'd them from them, that they mightbe attributed to himſelf. Pe: 

He chang'd his habit and dreſs like a player.Sometimes to perſonate Hercules he wore 
a Lions skin about his ſhoulders,and a Clubin his hand: ſometimes he wore a Hat like 
Caitor and Pollux, and ſometimes in imitation'of Bacehw he wore the skin of a young 
Hind. But in this point he differed from thoſe pretended Deities; that, whereas they 
were contented with their reſpeQtive and-particular Ceremonies without envying what 
was confer'd upon the reſt, he required them all, that he might'be accounted above 
them. ne 

Nevertheleſs that, which contra&ted the great throng of ſpeQators,was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerion, but becaufe he transformed himſelf into asman y different 
ſhapes 'as Proteus ; 'who, as Homer deſcribes, changed himſelf into ſeveral Elements,

But,Cai»s, this vain reſemblance with theſe Demi-Gods was not thething, you ought 


- tohaveaffefted; you were rather to have imitated their ations and vertue. Hercules by 


his glorious labours delivered both Land and Sea from ſuch Monſters, . as troubled the 
repoſe of mankind : _ Bacchus, who'was the firſt that planted the+Vine , brought a 1i- 
quor into the World ſo pleaſant and comfortable) both to the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their ſorrows, exhilerated* and fortified their hearts in fuch 
manner, that the effeRs of it are ſtill ſeen in the dances and feſtivities, not only of the 
moſt civiliz?d, but of the moſt barbarous Nations. \ "As to Ca#or and Pollux, the two 
Sons of Fwpiter,is it not faid,that one of them being immortal andthe other mortal, he, 
who had the advantage of immortality,  not'being ableto think that his: brother ſhould @ 
die, would needs equal and debaſe himſelf tothe condition of his:Brother by commu-.

E Be the arrogance of Caius reſted not there : he thought it beneath hin tb be 


honoured as a Demi-God, and therefore pretended to be equal with the 'Gotls; 

At firſt he would paſs for Mercury, and habited himſelf like him; wearing a Cu- 
ducews in his hand, and winged Buskins upon his Legs. Torepreſent Apollo he appeared 
another time with a Crown upon his head gliſtering with Rays, a quiver at his back; 
with Arrows in his left hand, and with his right hand diſtributed Largeſſes among the 
people, to ſhew that his bounty was greater than his exaQtion. 

And that he had inſtituted ſacred dances, in which ſongs were ſung in praiſe of this 
new God, who before,whilſt he perſonated Bacchus, contented himſelf with the names of 
Evius, Lieus, and Ziber. Many times alfo, when he repreſented A7ars,he armed him- 
ſelf with a head-piece, a Cuiraſſe, and a Buckler, ſhewing himſelf publickly with a 
naked Sword in his hand, accompanied with Bravo's and HeFors ready for any mur- 
ders that he ſhould command them, and all to imitate the fury of that deity,who breath'd 
nothing but {laughter and blood. So extraordinary a ſpeQacle fild with aſtoniſhment 
the minds of his people, who could not ſufficiently admire, that he ſhould prerend 
to any reſemblance with thoſe, having nothing of thdir virtue or good qualities to re. 
commend him, and that he ſhould af to take upon him the marks of that good, 
which they had procured to mankind; For what elſe is ſignified by the Winged Buf- 
kins of Mercury, but that he was an Embaſſador of the Gods, and an Interpreter of 
their wills, the Greek name implying no otherwiſe, but thathe was the m erof 
happy news, which he conveyed with expedition ? And not only a God, buta man 
would with great difficulty be PID Om the meſſenger of bad. The __ 
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What did it import, but that he,was the Stickler,and Mediator in Treaties,and all mat. H 


ters of Peace ; ſeeing men alſo uſed. the ſame upon the like occafions, and otherwiſe 
there would have been no end of the ill conſequences of War ? But that Cziu4 put on 
his winged Brodequins upon his Ankles, was it to publiſh and ſpread abroad thorow all 
the Provinces the noiſe of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried in per- 
petual Oblivion ? And why ſhould he give himſeclfſo much trouble, when without ſtir- 
ing from his place, he committed ſuch an ipfinite number of impieties, which ſtreaming 
inceſſantly from thatdereſtable ſource,overflow'd the whole world, and was a more per- 
nicious. Deluge than the former ? And why ſhould he carry a Caduce, when there was 
nothing to be found either in his words or ations, that had the leaſt appearance or ten- 


dency-to Peace z- But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Town in all Greece 1 


or Barbary,in which he was not the occaſion of diviſion and troubles ? Let our pretend- 
ed Mercury then quit that Name,which is ſo unſuitable for him. 
And asto Apollo, In what was it that he could pretend to reſemble him ? Was it in 
ul anering of his Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper for the com- 
fſhon-of Evil, than Darkneſs and Night? There are none but aQtions that are vir- 
tunus, [and worthy of praiſe, that are fit for the Day, whilſt aQtions that are wicked and 
ſcandalous ought to look out the thickeſt and moſt private obſcuritics in Dens and 
'This counterfeit polo has no leſs overturn'd and perverted the Order of Phyſick ; 
For;whereas the true Hobo invented wholſome and falutiferous Remedies for the Cure 
of Maladies, this made uſe of nothing but ſuch poylons as were mortal and deſtruQiye. 
His infatiable/avarice animated him principally againſt the greateſt and moſt opulent 
erſons of Zly, becauſe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found, than 
10 all the reſt of the Whole ;*and had not God Almogiey delivered it, there had nor 
beega-place in the whole Empire,that his avarice would nat have pillaged, ruined, and 
deſtroyed. | | 
"poll was celebrated likewiſe got only for his excellency in. Phyſick, but for his Pre- 
ditions,” which by his Qracles he communicated for the good'of Mankind, that they 


might not fink under thoſe Calamities which hung over their heads. But the Oracles 
of Caius extended no-further,thanto the fortelling to the moſt Iluſtrious, and beſt qua- x' 


lified perſons, Confiſcation, Exile and Death ; the only favours, that were to be expeCt- 


ed from his oppreſſion, injuſtice and tyranny. What ſimilitude was there then betwixt 


theſe two polls ? And what ſhame was it,that Songs ſhould be ſung equally in com- 
mendation of them both, as if it were aleſs crime to attribute to a vitious man the ho- 
nours, which were due only to a God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries but the 
Itage'ofa Prince ? - 

But nothing was more ſtrange, than to ſee a man,whoſe Mind and body were ſo nota- 


rioully effeminate, og_ to himſelf the force and courage of ars, and delude the 
iog 


SpeQators by chang Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what 
was it that he might be ſaid toreſemble not only the below Afrowhich is but a fifti- 
on,: but the true one ( if there was ſuch a one ) which he deſired to reſemble, that has 
a Courage generous and beneficent,always ready to relieve the oppreſſed [ as the Gre:k 
word fignifies)' a Courage, that by juſt and lawfull Wars was ſtill followed with a happy 
and an zrable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and repreſent- 
ing him a lover of fuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick ; and the

CHAP. VIIL 


Cajus takes 4 prejudice againſt the Jews, becauſe they would not, like other People, 


Reverence him as a God. 


Suppoſe I have clearly demonſtrated, that Caiws had but little reſemblance with the 

Demi-gods, and leſs with the Gods themſelves. Never Prince had more wicked 
inclinations. He embraced blindly'and with an immoderate vehemence whatever came 
into his mind ; his ambition was little better than madneſs; his obſtinacy was invincible, 
and his irregular deſires had no bounds in the abuſes and outrages which he committed 
by his Power. 

The Fews ( formerly happy enough ) feltthe deplorable effeQts of it : for he looked 
upon them as the 'only perſons capable of oppoſing his Deſigns, - inreſpeCthat from 
their Infancy they had learned from their Parents by a conſtant Tradition (and'it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their ſacred Laws ) notto acknowledg any 
but the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth ; For all other Nations, though 
groaning under the burthen of his tyrannical domination, in flattery complied with his 


deſire, and by that means augmented his preſumption and vanity. 


C Several Romans were not aſhamed likewiſe to proſtitute and diſhonour the Liberty of 


D 


their City by introducing into 7taly che ſame baſe conformicy and ſubmiſſion, which the 
Barbarians uſed in their puſillanimous Adorations. But he knew that the Zews, onthe 
contrary, rather than conſent to the leaſt violence or intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death as to immortality. For as a Stone cannot be taken our of a Building, -bur 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will run to ruine ; it is the ſame in matter of Reli- 
gion, to the deſtruQtion of which nothing could contribute more, than ſuch an impious 
and audacious enterprize, as the pretending toichange a mortal Man into an immortal 
God, which is far more difficult, than that God ſhould be changed into a Man ; beſides 
that it would open a door to horrible infidelity; and dreadful ingratitude towards God 
Almighty , whoſe infinite Goodneſs is perpetually fprinkling and diſpenſing his Mercies 
and Favours upon all Creatures. | | | 

| This was the occaſion of that cruel war made upon our Nation: and what greater miſ- 
fortune can befal any Servants than to have their Maſtertheir enemy-? But the'Subjefs 
of Emperours are Servants; and whereas the moderation of the Princes, which governed 
before Caius, made their Dominion gentle and pleaſing to all People, his Government was 
inſupportable.Mercy was a Virtue unknown to him;and ſo far was he from any remorſe, 
that he made it his boaſt, when he trampled upon the Laws and aboliſhed them, to make 


'Toom for his own Violence and Tyranny. But the principal Objet of his Fury were 


the Fews ; It did not ſatisfie him to uſe them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves 


E and as the moſt vile and abje& of Slaves : So that it may with too much verity be affirm- 


G 


'ed, That they had in him, in ſtead of a kind and indulgent Maſter, a cruel and unmerciful 
Tyrant.

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CHAP. IX. 


The ancient Inhabitants of Alexandria take occaſion of Caius his animoſity. to the Jews,to do 
them all imaginable miſchief : They.demoliſh moſt of their Oratories, and ere(# Statues 
of Caius in their places ; Indignities that were never pradtiſed under Auguſtus 
or Tiberius. Zhe Praiſes of Auguſtus. 


ww HEN the Pique, which this Emperour had againſt the #Fews, came firſt to the 
knowledge of the Inhabitants of Mlexandrid{who had had alwayes a mortal 
and inveterate quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have a fairer op. 
portunity to revenge themſelves z and therefore, as if they had received Orders to that 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Fews 10 Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fury, they fell upon them with irreſiſtable violence, forced, 
their Houſes, turned their Families out of doors, ſack'd, plundred, and carried away all 
the beſt of their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves , who were fearful of 
puniſhment, but at goon day, expoling T Py what they had taken to every _

they mer, as if they had been their own, and bought with their money ; fome of them, H 
by a deteſtable aſſociation in that impious aQtion, ſharing their plunder in the Marker- 
place in the preſence of thoſe very perſons which they had robb'd, and added mockery 
to their violence. | Ky. 2. 70 

But what is it to have brought ſuch People to indigence as were irich and ſplendid 
before ; to have forc'd them from their Houſes, and expoſed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air ? Theſe inhumane Mexanarians drove the Fews with their 
Wives and Children from all parts pfthe Town to coop them up like Beaſts in fo cloſe a 
place,that not having given them liberty to bring any thing with them, they doubted not 
but that they would dye cicher with hunger, or the infeQion of the Air, Free reſpirati- 

. on being ſo neceſſary to the Life of Man, by reaſon of the heat of the Bowels, thar it is I 
like adding fuel to fire, inſtead of freſh and cool air to refrigerate the Lungs, to give 
them nothing but the hot ſtifling Air of a great throng of People crowded together in a 
Prels. - | | 

In this extremity theſe poor People, at leaſt to take Breath, diſperſed themſelyes, 
ſome in the Deſarts, ſome along the Sea-Coaſt, and others into the Sepulchres ; and 
if in any place of the ſaid Town any of the Zews appeared, as not knowing what had 
paſſed, the Mexandrians knocked them down, or lam'd them with ſtones or with 
Cuggels, and handled them in the ſame manner as they did thoſe who had eſcaped our 
of that little place, where they had throng'd ſo great a multitude. - 

Theſe grucl Perſecutors upon the Banks of the. River rs io the Zewiſb Merchants, x 
wha traffiqued ro-Mexavaria, they rob'd them of their , and burnt the Merchants 
alive ; ſome in fires madeofthe wood of their own Veſſels; others in the middle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other z becauſe their fire, being made of a 
greener and more moiſt wood, choak'd them with the ſmoke, as well as tormented them 
with its flames; others they drew with Cords thorow the Streets and Market-places with 
ſuch fury and indignation, that, their death being unable to ſatisfy their rage, they trod 
their dead bodies under their feet,and. tore them 1nto ſo many pieces, that had any body 
been ſo well diſpoſed as;to have buried them, he would not have found any thing re- 
maining that might have exerciſed his Charity. 

When they perceived the: Goyernout of the Province(who in a moment might have x: 

| appeaſed a greater Commotion ) did notonly connive, but incourage it, by pretending 
to be ignorant ; they grew more infolent and audacious ; they aſſembled in Troops, 
Tan in great thrangs tothe Orataries of the Fews, ( which were many in all the quarters 
of the Town )! cut down the Trees that were about them, demoliſhed ſome of them, ut- 
terly burned others, and the flames of them conſumed ſeveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
ſes, by which alſo the gilt Bucklers, Statues and Inſcriptions, which the Romar Empe- 
Tours had ſet up in honour of the Courage or Virtue of ſeveral of the Zews, which ought 
to have, been reverenced, were burned and canſumed. 

In ſhort, Nothing was able to reſtrain their madneſs; For in ſtead of apprehending 
Puniſhment or Correftion, they underſtood the hatred which Cai#s had conceived M 
againſt the Fews, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, than to have them treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. 

Again, to cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubvert our Laws without fear, they ſet up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoliſh by reaſon of the great 
number of Zews which gave them oppoſition ; and that, which they ereCted in the prin- 
cipal of all the Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Brals, in 
which they were ſo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caſt, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 
andas was reported, made anciently for Queen Cleopatra, the laſt of that Name : Which N 
aCtion of theirs ought rather to have offended Cains than otherwile ; For ſeeing he affeR- 
ed ſuch extraordinary honours, though the Horſes had been new, yet having been made 
for a Woman, they were unwarthy of him ; and though they were fer up in favour of 
him,yet they were too much ſpalfed and imperfett to give him fatisfaQtion. Beſides they 
rhought they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
augment the number ofthoſe which were dedicated to him z which nevertheleſs they did 
not fo much in honour of him, as in hatred toour Nation. And of this there needs no 
better proot,than that for three hundred years _ during the reign of ten of their 
Kings, they never conſecrared a Statue to any of them intheir Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave that Title to ſome of them. And O 
it is no wonder, that, though they.knew they were but) men, they ſhould honour their 


Princes 


v 


th 
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A Princes like Gods, ſeeing they. payed the ſame adoration to Doggs, Wolts, - Lyons, 
Crocodiles and leveral other amphibious Creatures,ioſomuch as all Zypt is full of Tem- 
ples, Altars and Groves conſecrated totheir honour. 

But as they were the greateſt flatterers in the World,and conſidered the Fortune more 
than the perſon ofany Prince, they willanſwer perhaps, 7hat the Roman Emperors being 
more iſ ant axd proſperous thaw their own Kings, it was but juitice to give them more honour. 
W hat anſwer can be mare idieulous?. For why then did they not givethe ſame honour 

to Ziberins, to whom Caine was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with ſuch prudence and felicity, that he preſerved to his dying day, 
not only the Greek Provinces, but the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the enjoyment 


B ofall things? Was it thatin his Birth he was inferiour to Caias ? He excelld him on 


both ſides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning was 
leſs? What perſon ip bis time was wiſer or more eloquent ? Was it that his -years 
were not {» many, and by conſequence his Experience not fo great? What Emperor 
ever ended his days ina happier old Age ? And eyenin his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgment wonderful; which is not commonly acquired but by number of years? yer 
you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary honour. 

W hat ſhall 1 ſay likewiſe of that ineſtimable Prince, who ſeemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues, to be raifed aboye the condition. of men ; and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firſt who merited the glorious name 
C of Auguitws, and having received it himſelf from no body, tranſmitted it to his poſterity? 

The Sea was in oppoſition againſt the Land, and the Land againſt the Sea. Europe was 
in Armes againſt ſis, and Fieagainſt Zurope, - Allthe Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maſter, and it may be faid, that the whole race of 
mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruel war kindled at the ſame time in 
all parts ofthe world z when in ſo horrible a Tempeſt this great Prince took the Rud. 
der into his own hand, reſtored Peace tothe whole W orld, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz'd the Manners of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelraed as it were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs,'that they might have pals'd for Free States,main- 
tain'd Peace, encourag'd Juſtice, and forbore not unceſſantly to pour out his Favours 
upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days. 

This incomparable Emperour bad Hep! under his Dominion for three and forty 
years together ; yet you never paid him that honour,which you have done to Caims ; you 
ſet not up his Statues in the Oratories of the Zews, though never Prince deſerved fo 
tmuch reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the Avgai# Imperial Family; 
But as he was the Qniter of that Soveraign Power,which was divided before, and uſed it 
with ſuch moderation,that thereby he procured the publickFelicity,there-being nothing 
more certain than that ſaying of the Ancients, 7he Government by many is moſt dangerous 
in reſpett of the miſchiefs which do follow their diverſity of Fudgment. The Example like- 
wiſe of other People ought to have obliged you: for in all other places they pay'd him 
divine honour, and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are not to be 
ſeen (either Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in Alexandria: 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the name of 
S-ba#tian, built near the Port, and in ſuch efteem with Marriners and Sea-men? It is 
ſo ſpacious and lofty, it is viſible a far off. Ir is full of excellent Piftures, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver and Gold,that have been offered by great 
Perſons ; nothing is more Magnificent than its Portico's, its Quire, its Galteries, its Zi- 
brary, and its Grove. In ſo general a Concourſe of People, could any man of ſence fay, 
That this was not to pay Auguſtus all the honour that was due to him, except putting up his 
Statues in the Oratories rh tbe Jews ? No without doubt : But that which hindred it 
then was, that they underſtood that incomparable Prince took as much pleaſure to ſee 
every body live regularly, andaccording to the Laws of their Country, as hedid care to 
have the Roman Laws put in execution ; and if he received any honours extraordinary 
from the blindneſs of his adorers, it was not that he approved it himſelf, but that he 
thought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandeur and Majeſty of the Em- 
pire. For what can be a greater inſtance of his Moderadſong and that he would not ſuf- 
ter himſelf to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity. or extravagance of their reſpeQs, 
thanthat he would never admit the Title either ofa God or a Maſter ? and indeed not 
only rejeted that flattery, but expreſſed great approbation of the horror and deteſtacion 
of thoſe which declare for ſuch things ? Otherwiſe how could he have permitted that the 
Fews(che greateſt part of whom have beenEfranchiſed byſuch Maſters as had taken them 

Priſoners in the Wars) ſhould be mou wo a in Rome lo great a part of the City 
| B 3 | AS 
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as lyes beyond the Zyber ? He was not ignorant that they had their Oratories, where H 
they mer for their Devotions,eſpecially on their Sabbath day; That they raiſed their 
Tenths to ſend them to Fer»ſalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo, Yer 
he did not Baniſh them from Rome ; and he was ſofar from aboliſhing their Religion, 
or ſubverting their Lawsand their Cuſtoms, that he-gaverich Preſents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice ſhould beImade to God Almighty, which is ob- 
ſerved to this day,and will be obſerved for ever, and remain aneternal Mark of the vir- 
tue of that incomparable Emperour. ENS En: 

He ordered likewiſe that the Fews ſhould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 
Money and Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months; and if it hap. 
pened thoſe Diſtributions were made upon their Sabbath-day, at which time it is not per- 1 
mitted among them todo or receive any thing, eſpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage ; he took care that their portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day; 
which made the Fews ſo conſiderable among other Nations, that, though naturally they 
had no kindneſs for them, yet they durſt not moleſt them in the exerciſe of their Re- 
lis10n. | 
*And Tiberius treated them in the ſame ſort, though Sejarw did what he could by his 
Calumanies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, becauſe he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter. And this Prince 
ſ-ntafterwards to all the Governours of Provinces, that, except.ſome few who had been 
medling in that Plot, all the reſt of the Fews ſhould be well treated, and notobliged to x 
change any thing of their Cuſtoms ; becauſe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 
thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconſiſtent with the Tranquility 


of the Empire. | 
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Caius being already inraged againſt the Jews of Alexandria, was mmch exaſperated by an 
Agyptian callzd Helico, who had beex formerly « Slave, but was then L 
in very great favour. 


' T1 S having os to that degree of _— as not only to pronoutice, but to 
a 


believe himſelf a God, he found no People either amongthe Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the Mexanarians to humour him in his extravagant imagination : For 
there are no People more ſubtile, more hypocritical, mere flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confuſion and trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And ſo little is their re- 
ſpe& for the Name of God, that they make no difficulty to attribute it to Zbis,and ſeyeral 
other Creatures.And as they are very prodigal of that honour, they do eaſily delude ſuch, 
as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Zg zprians, whereas it is impoſſible todo ſo 
with thoſe, who do know and deteſt it. 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, ſuppoſed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becauſe they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the forma- 
lity and acclamations,wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpe&ts toward 
their Gods;beſides he conſidered the ſacriledges they had committed upon our Oratories, 
as a great teſtimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiſtories that he could 
read with ſo muchdelight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſent him upon that 
SnbjeRt. + 

Thoſe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what ever lik'd or diſpleas'd 
him, contributed much to that humour, for moſt of them were Zeyptians, and unfortu- N 
nate ſlaves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error,which prompted 
them to pay divine Worſhip to Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Felico, who by his ill __ had wrought himſelf 
into the Court. He had ſome ſmattering of Letters, and he, whoſe ſlave he was firſt, 
and had taught him his knolvledge, preſented him to 7iberius : But that Prince had ne- 
verany greateſteem for him, by reaſon that the manner, in which he had been educated 
inhis youth,had rendred him grave and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every thiog that 
was not ſerious. When after his death. Caizs ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obſerving that there was nothing difſolute or voluptuous, to which Caius was not. . 
inclined {aid thus to himſelf : Now is he time, Helico, that muſt needs be favourable O 
#0 your deſigns, be ſure you-do not neglett to improve it to your advantage : Zou have a Maſter 

4s 
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A as you would deſire your ſelf. 7ou have acceſs, and are acceptable to him ; your wit is plyable 
enough; you hive a faculty in Drolling ; and thoſe tricks and inventions which ave ſo apt to 
diſpoſe People to mirth, are your excellence and element ,, you are verſed in the Liberal and all 
other Sciences ; you do not only know how to pleaſe by your flatteries, but by expreſſions, whoſe 
cunning ( the more dangerous by how much it is more ſecret and occult )) excites ſuſpicion and 
indignation againſt them, whom you have a deſign to prejudice, when your Mater is in an hu- 
mour to hear you ; and that be is ready almoſt always to do, ſo much is he diſpoſed to hear any 
thing of Calumny or Reproach , you need not trouble yoar ſelf much for ſubjeit, for with that 
the Jews will abundantly ſupply you, you have no more to do but to declaim againſt their Laws 
and their Cuſtoms, and that you have learned from your Infancy, not on!y from particular 

B perſons, but from moſt of the inhabitants of Alexandria. Let us ſee then what you can do, 

Theſe things ruaning in Helico's head, he ſtirred not from Caiss either night or day ; 
and in the times of his private relaxations and divertiſments, he lefr no opportunity of 
incenſing him againſt the Zews by his forgeries and ſuggeſtions ; which were the more 
efteQual by being ſlyly and wittily delivered ; for he would not profeſs himſelf their 
Enemy, but ated cunningly and ſubtilly ; by which means he did them more miſchief, 
than ifhe had openly declared himſelf. 

When the Embaſſadors of the Inhabitants of Mexavdria, who had aQted fo cruelly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wretched man was ſerviceable to them,they gave 
him not only mony, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as ſoon as the Empe- 

C Tor ſhould come to Aexandria,where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddenly be ; 
and on the-other {ide there was nothing but he promiſed them, fo much did he hugg 
himſelf in the hopes of receiving thoſe great honours inthe preſence of the Embaſſadors, 
who would not tail to repair to ſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to pay 
their Complements to ſo great a Prince. 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and conſiderable as 77e- 
lico, weaimed only to defend our ſelves againſt ſuch as were profeſſed ; But when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereſt and Induſtry to ſweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could dous more miſchief than he; for he was one at all Games, art all Re- 
creations, Feaſts and Debaucheries with Caius ; His Office of firſt Gentleman of the 

D Bed-Chamber ( which was one of the beſt places about the Court ) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when everhe deſired, and his Maſter took great pleaſure in hear- 
ing him : He laid afide all other deſigns, and intended nothing fo earneſtly, as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with ſo much artifice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Caizs, 
rather than malice tous, that he made ſuch an impreſſion againſt us in the Emperours 
mind, as we could neyer extinguiſh.

CHAP... £1.

The Jews of Alexandria appoint an Fmbaſſie to Caius to repreſent their Sufferings ; in 
which Embaſſie Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance, but 
Philo found he was not to be trufted. 


Fter we had tried all our skill to make Hl:ico our Friend, finding it was but labour 

in vain, becauſe he was ſo infolent and proud no body durſt come near him, and 

not knowing beſides whether it was from any perſonal or particular Spleen againſt us, 
that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperour to our Deftruttion, we concluded to 
ſteer another Courſe, and reſolved to repreſent a Petition tothe Emperour,which ſhould 

F contain in ſhort what we had Remonfſtrated not long before to King zrippa, when he 

was at Mexandria, in his paſſage to Sri, to take poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caivs : Hereupon we departed for Xome, ſecure, as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
hada mortaller Enemy, He received us in the field of 4Zars, as he was coming out of 
his Mothers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleaſant and chearful, his Words obliging, 
he made a fign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and ſent us word afterward 
by the Maſter of the Ceremonies called Homws, that he would hear our buſineſs at lei- 
fare : In ſo much as there was not one of thoſe who were preſent, nor indeed one of 
G our whole Nation { unleſs of more than ordinary ſagacity ) that believed not our Em- 
bafſic would ſucceed to our deſires, and every body came and Complemented us there- 

upon; 
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upon : But my age and experience in Mundane affairs giving me a further.proſpe& 1 
and penetration, that which tranſported other. people became ſulpeRed by me : for 
reaſoned thus with my elf : 

How comes it to paſs that Fmbaſſadors being here from all quarters of the World, we 
ſhould be the only per ſons to whom the Emperonr ſhould vauchſafe to (end word, that he would 
givens Audience ? For, do's not he know, that being Jews we ſhould think our ſelves happy 
70 be treated like other People ? Can we without folly expet# favour extraordinary from a 
young Prince of another Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for the Alex- 
andrians than for us,and makes ſuch haſte to determine our buſineſs in obligation to them? 7 
wiſh to God that, in ſtead of being an equal Arbitrator, his ſentence be not Arbitrary, and that 
he does not prove himſelf our Enemy and their Protettor. I 


CHAP. XII. 


Philo and his Collegues diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governogr of 
Syria to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem. 


day, another misfortune that could not be forſcen, and portended not on- y 
ly the deſtruQtion of a-part, but of the whole Nation of the Zews, fell out to 
| accompliſh my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Pateol; ; to 
which place being retired along the River for-diverſion, he entertain'd himſelf in the 
Houſes of Pleaſure,which are numerous,and very Magnificent,not thinking in the leaſt 
of our Aﬀair, though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready,ex- 
peQing every hour, when he ſhould have decided our Controverſie; when vn a ſuddain 
a certain Perſon came to us, with his Eyes ſtaring, his Breath ſpent, andan univerſal 
diſcompoſure in his Looks : he took ſome of us aſide, and faid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News ? He would have proceeded, but his Tears came fo faſt upon him, that they 
ſRifled his Words fo ſtrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poſſible for him to go x 
on. One may eaſily conceive our aftoniſhment and ſurprize. Me conjur'd bim to tell us 
the cauſe of bis afflitFion, ſeeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us : and 
if the occaſion was worthy of [o many tears, it was but juit (being accuftomed to ſorrows as we 
had been) that we ſhould conſent,and add our Compaſſion to his. He made a new effort, and 
told us wi th more ſighs than words, The Ruin of our Temple is decreed , for the Emperour 
h ordered his Statue to be ſet up in the Sanituary, and to give the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an Inſcription. The unexpeQtedneſs of the news made us almoſt immoveable, and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired, and ſhut our 
ſelves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruction of our Nation, and ſor- 
row being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us to ſay ? 

Having in this manner expos'd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found ſome redreſs for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tmpeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at Sea, becauſe 
they are natural,and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a man, 
who had nothing humane but his ſhape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
change and trouble, and who ſeeing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of the Empire, he ſuffered himſelf to be carried away without any reſtraint to all 
Licentiouſneſs and Tyranny 3 which wasan Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſe not capable of any viſible remedy. For who durſt be ſo bold as to repreſent to 
him, that it was not conſiſtent with his duty to violate the ſanRity of the moſt Lvguſt N 
Zemple in the World ? Or could one indeed without the loſs of his Life have remon- 
ſtrated againſt ſo great an impiety ? 

Let us dye then ( ſaid we among our (elves ) ſeeing nothing can be more honourable , 
than to lay down our Lives in defence of our Z.aws. But our Death not being 
able to produce any good effetf, and being Fmbaſſadors as we are, may it not be to 
augment the affliction of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to ſuch of our own Nation, as 
have no friendſhip for ns,to ſay, that to deliver our ſelves from ſome preſent inconvenience, 
we deſerted the Intereſt of the Publick ? though the leſſer Intereſts are always to give place 
to the greater, and Private to Publick. For in the ſubverſion of Government, all the Laws, 
by which its Grandeur and Conſiſtence was maintained, do for the moſt part ſuffer the ſame 0 

| Fate, and are aboliſhed with it.

Capito, 4 Commiſſioner for the receipt of the Tributes ini Judea, has irritated him likewiſe 
ag ainit us by Letters which he has writ. This Capito having little or wo fortwne before he 
was ſent intothis Province, and having feathered his Net well by his exadion ſince he canie, 
he has a mind to prevent by his Calummies the juſt Complaints, which he apprebended the Jews 
would make againſt him, and he has made uſe of the occaſion aforeſail. - 1 93G? 
Jamaia #s oze of the moit populous Towns in Judea, 4nd all its nhabitants are Jews, ex: 
cept ſome few Strangers,who ( unhappily for us ) are come thither to acquaint themſelves with 
the neighbouring Provinces. Their averſion for our Manners and Cuttoms is ſo great thit they 
ceaſe not to do us all the miſchief that they are able to do';' and. wnder landing Js Caivis was 
inflamed with ax idle paſſion to be worſhipped 45 4 God; aud: that on that dicount he had ton- 
ceived a mortal hatred againit us, they thought they canld wever hope for a fairer opportunity 
to deſtroy us. Wherefore they eretted ex Altar of Brick pon #0 other uiſlem, but becanſe they 
were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors to be violated in that manner ; 
and their malice and cunning has had the effett which was intended. For the Jews having pul[d 
down their Altar they who % it up made complaint immediately to Capito, who was the-con- 
triver of the plot, on purpoſe to ruine their fellow Citizens. | This wicked man, tranſported 2 
it were ta have ſucceeded ſo far, failed not to write to Caius, \exaggerating every thing, and 
adding much to the truth, to provoke him the more. The violent and audacions Fmperonr no 
(ooner had the news, but be commanded, that inſtead of an Altar of Brick, they ſhould ſet up 4 
Statue of him as big 85 a Coloſſus, which was tobe Gilt over with Gold, and placed in the 
Temple of Jeruſalem : inwhich reſolution he had two prom Counſellors, Helico that noto- 
rious Buffoon, and Apelles the famous Comedian, who ( as is reported ) having proſftitured 
himſelf, and expoſed his beauty for money when he was young, was now' got upon the Theater in 
his old age, and the modeſty of that profeſſion every man knows. By theſe excellent qualities 
theſe two excellent perſons were got tobe of Caius his Comncel. Hith'the one he conſulted in mat- 
ters of Railery awd Hit ; and with the other how ſuch « ſpeech was to be pronounced upon the 
Stage, not ſo much as concerning himſelf with the Peace and Tranquitity of the Empire. 


Helico, being an Egyptian, ,bis us like an Aſp ; and Apelles being of Aſcalon was no kinder 


F than he. 

Every word, that this perſon ſpoke, was like a dagger at our hearts: but theſe two 
wicked Counſellors were not long without their Reward ; For Czins cauſed Hpeltes to 
be clapt in Irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin out his puniſhment; and Clandzzs ſucceeded Cains in the 
Empire, he put Helicoto death for other conſiderable Reaſons. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIIL 


” Petronius his greet trouble about executing the Order which he had received from Caius 
to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, poem he was ſenſible of the 
. - injuitice of it, and foreſaw the ill Conſequences. 


"FN47US wrote then that this Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem- 
ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He 1 
commanded Petronixzs Governour of Syria, to take half the Army, which was diſpoſed 
along the Euphrates to defend thoſe'Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaſt, 
and tg cauſe them to.attend the Statue ; notthat they were to-add to the Solemnity of 
its Conſecration, but to cut khoſe Fews-in pieces, who would have the boldneſs to op- 
Pole hin. .Is ir.ſo.chen, moſt cruel Prinee, that, foreſeeing theſe poor people will ſoon- 
erexpale themſelves to death, than ſuffer the violation of their Laws, and the profana- 
tion aftheir Temple, -you declare War againſt them, and ſend: a formidable army to 
conſegrate your Statue by the blood of ſomany innocent Victims, without ſparing either 
Women or Men?» | 
This Order. gave Petronius much trouble, by reaſon that on the one ſide he knew K 

Caius could not endure the leaſt delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he ſaw 
the execution of his Commands very difficult, becauſe the Jews would ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths rather than ſuffer any violation of their Religion ; For, though alt other people 
are tender of cheir Laws, yet it comes far ſhort of the bigottry ofthe Zews, who look up. 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himſelf; They were brought upin it from their youths; 
They have it ingravenin their hearts ; They forbear notto admire it ; They receive in- 
to the-number of their Citizens ſuch Strangers as imbrace it ; Look upon thoſe as Ene- 
mies who deſpiſe in3\' And have ſo great a horror for every thing that contradiQs it, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor. fortune, nor any temporal felicity able to tempt them to 
violateit ; Noris there any greater evidence of their Reſpett and Veneration for their 1: 
Temple, than that it. is certain-death for any of them to dare to enter into the SanQuary, 
But for'the reſt entrance is free. to all thoſe of their Nation, of what Province ſuever, 
 Petronigs revolving theſe things in his mind, found the Enterprize ſo difficulc, that he 
made no haſt to put it in execution; and the more he confidered this affair, the more he 
wasperſwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter. nothing therein, as becauſe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
nct.only from the Judgement of God, but from the Reſiſtance of the Fews, who by that 
aQtion would bedriven todeſpair. He conſidered likewiſe the numerouſneſs of that Na- 
tion, which is not like the reſt crowded up in one Province, but diſperſed in fo great 
numbers almoſt quite overche World both upon the Continent and in the Iſlands, that M 
they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend,that aſſembling together from all parts they ſhould kindle a War, that could not 
ealily be extinguiſhed, ſeeing they were already very ſtrong in Fades, noleſs Politick 
than Valiant, andready tody with their Swords in their hands with invincible Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers ſo excellently Juſt, though their Enemies 
would needs have them to be Barbarous. 

This wiſe Governour was apprehenſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Euphrates, in Babylon and thoſe Provinces: for he knew for certain,as having 
ſeen it with his Eyes, that they ſent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Fir/f- 
fruits, the money which they called Holy ; without conſidering the danger of the ways, 
how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompted by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he beheved, and not without reaſon, that as ſoonas the Jews ſhould have notice of the 
Conſecration of this Statue,they would put themlſelyes inſtantly into the Field,and block 
him up on every ide. 

- Theſe thoughts detained him for ſome time ; but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he conſidered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juſtice than his Will ; who could not endure to be diſobeyed, let his Commands 
benever ſo-unequel, and whoſe pride and preſumption tranſported him to that exceſs of 
folly, that cauſing him to forget his Humanity, he. would need paſs for a God : So that 
heconld neither execute nor decline the execution of his' Orders without manifeſt dan- 

ger of his Life ; only there was this difference, he might ſave it perhaps in the m=_ 
where

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A where the events are uncertainz whereas it was impoſſible to eſcape, if he refufed obe- 
dience to his unmerciful Prince: | 


CHAP. XIV. 


Petronius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but ſlowly. He indeavonred in wain 
to perſwade the Jews to receive it. The Jews forſake theTowns and the Country 
to wait upon him, and begg #6. not to execute an Order, that would 
B be more inſupportable to them than death, but to give them leave 
fo ſend their Deputies ro the Emperour. 


HE Zoman Officers, who with Petroniws had the greateſt charge in the affairs of 

Sria, were all for a War; becaule, knowing the fury of Cazs, they doubted nor; 

but,if they declin'd it, he would diſcharge his indignation upon them, in confidence that 

they muſt needs be acceſſory in this diſobedience. But by good fortune it hapned, that 

they had time to deliberate, whilſt the Statue was making : tor there was none ſent out of 

1taly, which, I ſuppoſe, God in his'mercy ſo ordered for the ſafety of his People, as alſo 

C that there was nodireQion to take the hanſomeſt and beſt wrought that could be found 

in Syria, for without thatthe War had broke out ſoſuddenly, that no remedy could 
have'been found for ſo great a miſchief. 

Petronias,having concluded to have a Statue made, cauſed the ableſt Statuarizs in Phe. 
nicia tobe ſent for, furniſhed them with materials, and appointed Sy4oz to be the place, 
as the moſt proper for ſucha buſineſs. Having done fo, he ſent for the Chief Prieſts and 
_ of the Fews, declared to them the Emperor's Command,and exhorted them 
to ſubmit, and not run themſelves into Calamity and Troubles which would be other- 
wiſe unavoidable , for the greateſt part of the Army in Syria had Orders to proceed with 
fire and ſword in caſe of diſobedience; And Petronius did not doubt, bur if he could 
bave prevail'd with them, they could have perſwaded the reſt of the People, but he 

D found himſelf miſtaken, for this diſcourſe went ſo near them, that after tor a while 
they had ſtood ſtill as immoveable, they brake out into Rivers of Tears,tore their beards 
and their hair,and cry'd out with a voice interrupted with ſighs. Hzve we ther lived to this 
hour, to ſee what our Anceſtors never beheld ? But how can we poſſibly ſee it, who will chooſe 
rather to loſe our Eyes and our Life, than be ſpettators of ſo horrible an impiety ? 

This report being ſpread abroad in Fers/alem and inall Zudea,the Fews left their Hou- 
ſes and Fields,as it had been by conſent, and repaired to Phenicia to wait upon Petronins; 
Their innumerable multitude made thoſe People believe, who were ignorant how popu- 
lous a Country Fudes was; that it was a great Army marching againſt Perrozins,of which - 
they gave him immediate advice ; but they had noother Arms then their ſighs and their 

E cryes; which filld the Air with ſuch a noiſe, that it ceaſed not, when they laid them by, 
and had recourſe totheir Prayers, which the exceſs of their ſorrow put into their mouths. 
They were diſtributed intofix Claſſes, three onthe one ſide, the Antient, the Young 
Men,and the Children; *and three on the other, the old Women, the young Women, 
and the Maidens. 

When they were brought into Petronius ( who was placed higher than the reſt ) they 
threw themſelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breaſts, and ſobbing out 
ſo many ſighs, that nothing could be more pittiful ; and rhough Perronius commanded 
them to riſe and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded : Atlength they ap- 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads,their Eyes ſwimming with tears,and their Hands 

F behind their Backs, as if they had been going to Execution, and he,who was ſpokeſman 
for them all, delivered himſelf to Perronins in thele Terms. - Sir, Zo remove all 
pretence of accuſing us of any evil deſign, we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making uſe of our hands, which are the Armes, that Nature has given to all 
mankind, and do therefore preſent oar ſelves before you to be treated as you pleaſe. Ye have 
left our Houſes deftitute, and brought our Wives and our Children along with us,to the end we 
may joys their inſtances with or own, and by your mediation ſupplicate the Emperour either to 
preſerve or extinguiſh us all together. We ave naturally lovers of Peace,and are the more im- 
petuonſly inclined to it, becauſe, our greateſt pleaſure being to bring vi our Children in our own 
way, there is nothing that conduces moreto it. Hhen Caius was advanced to the empire,axd 

G we underitood it by his Zetters to Vitellius ( who was thew Governoar in Jeruſalem,and in 


whoſe place you have ſucceeded ) we gave him a teitimoty of our joy, and ſignified it - 
| iſbing 


» 
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liſhing the good news thorow the re#t of the Cities. Our Temple was the fir# place, where [acy;. H 
fice was offered for the happineſs of his reign, Would it be juſt that it ſhould be the only place, 
where that Religion ſhould be aboliſhed, which had been obſerved there in all foes? We will 
leave owr Houſes, our Goods, and our Poſſeſſions to your Mercy : all we beg is that nothing be 
introduced into our Temple,but that it may remain in the ſame condition, as it was left to us by 
our Fathers. Jf you will not grant-us that favour, take away our lives, which we can loſ: 
with much more ſatisfattion,than behold the violation of our bleſſed Laws. We are informed, 


that oreat forces are preparing to fall upon and conſtrain us,in caſe we oppoſe our ſelves againſt 
this eh ; but we np ho imprudem 45 to reſiſt our Maſter ; He will ſooner FI SH BI 
tain any ſuch wicked deſign : He may kill us, and cut us in pieces, if he Pleaſes, without any ſuch 
danger , we intend nothing of defence ; we will be rather our own Prieſts, and when we have 1 
ſacrificed our Hives, and our Children , and Relations , we will” ſhed our onn blood and 
mingle it with their s,and expire in petitioning God Almighty, that he would not ampute it tous 
as  Ctime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of Fw to the Emperour on the one ſide, nor for 
non-obſervance of cur Laws on the other. But before we are reduced to that extremity, our 
bumble requeſt to you, Sir, i, That you would vouchſafe us but ſome time, till we can make our 
addreſſes to the Emperour : *Tis poſſible we may obtain from him, that be will not intrench up- 
on the Worſhip which we conceive due only to God, nor diſturb #s in the exertiſe of our Religi- 
on, and put us into 4 worſe condition, than other Nations, to whom he has ws, A their ancient 
Liberties and Cuſtoms, and confirmed the Decvees of Auguſtus a»d Tiberius his Predeceſſors, 
who were ſo far from condemning our conduct, or reprehending our manners that they entirely ,, 
approved them. It may be he may be gry by our 4 reſes : The anger of Princes is not 
immortal z nor are their wills alwayes the ſame. It is only by Surmiſes and Calumnies that 
the Emperour is exaſperated againſt us. Permit us if you pleaſe ) zo juſtify our ſelves, and 
inform him of the Truth. And what could be more ſevere, than that we ſhould be condemned 
without being heard ? If we can obtain nothing from him, who will hinder him then fromwhat 
he would do now ? But do not, Sir, we beſeech you, by refuſing us the only hopes which remain 
to ſo great a multitude, obſtruct our a lication, ſeeing we beg it out of « true ſentiment of Pie. 
1y,and not any Intereſt, unleſs it be Va ( as is true?) that no intereſt is ſo great, as that which 
reſpetts Preſervation. 
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CHAP. XV. 
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Petromus affetted with the condition and Humility of the Jews,and believing it unſafe to run 
them into deſpair, writes to Caius in ſuch a manner as might gain time, Caius 
reſents it highly; but diſſembles it in his anſwer to Petronius. 


HIS Diſcourſe was pron 7 ex with ſo many ſighs and tears, that it wrought 


compaſſion in all that heard it, and particularly in Petronius, who was naturally 
moderate, and merciful, For the requeſt made to him in the Name of the whole Na- 
tion.of the Jews ſcem'd not unreaſonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. | 
Petronius propoſed and debated the bulineſs with his Councel, and was much pleaſed 
to find thoſe perſons, who were moſt bitter and inveterate againſt them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gentle and mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much they 
were concerned for the Extreme afMiition of that People ; fo that though he was not 
ignorant of the Cruelty of Caius, and that he never forgave any man, yet he ſeem'd to 
att by the motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infuſes : Whether it 
was that,being a learned Man,be had had ſome ſmattering of it before ; whether he hag 
gain'd it ſince his Gevernmentsin «and Hris ( in which Countries there are great 
numbers of Fews) whether it was his own natural propenſity,that inclin'd him to what 
wasreaſonableand juſt ; Or whether it was becauſe God does give aſually good inclina- 
tions to great Men, both for their own benefit and the advantage of the Publick ; which 
of theſe it was, I cannotdetermine, but ſo it was at that time. The reſult was, that the 
Statuaries ſhould not be preſſed ; but that Orders ſhould be given them to imploy the 
utmoſt of their $kill, and madethe Statue ſo accurately, that it might paſs for a Maſter- 
piece. 
Pieces, which are a ſhort time in doing, area ſhort time in decaying ; whereas ſuch, 
S are made with more deliberation, laſt longer by far,and are eſteemed through ſeveral © 
ges.

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td the Emperour Carls CALIGULA. ' 
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A Peironius did not incourage the Fews to ſend their Deputies towards the Emperour, 
. becauſe hethought it not for their adyantage'to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince ; yethe did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 
both on the one (ide and the other. ._ However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Zews had made to.him ) imputing the Cauſe of 
the Delay on the Coal ecration of the Statue to the Artiſts, who being to make it ex- 
cellenthad m___ more time, that it migtit be done'more ſuitable tothe dignity of the 
rſon it was deſign'd to repreleat. He thought by this trick to gain time, and.it was 
fitely Caine might comply, becauſe Harveſt was athand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Fews / being Sacks po and not' valuing their . Lives, after the vio- 
B lation of their Laws } might burn own Corn and deftroy all their fruit, which would 
be the more inconyenient,becauſe he was aſſured that Caius was upon a Voyage to Mex- 
#xdria ; for it was not likely that he would expoſe himſe]f wholly ro the dangers' of the 
Sea with ſogreata Train, but rather ſteer his Courſe along the Shore of 4s and ria, 
where he might imbarke ang diſimbarke as he pleaſed, and have the benefit of hisLong- 
boats { of which he had 200 in his fleet) - ro ſupply it with proviſions and forrage; whicti 
was requilite to be in great quantities inall the Towns in. Syria, but eſpecially 
the Ports, by reaſon of the vaſt numbers which attended him as well from Zealy as from 
all other parts ofthe world. o | wh 
| It was not doubted but this Letter would have been kindly received by Caizms, and 
C thathe would have approved of the delay, not in conſideration of theFews, but forthe 
convenience of mag proviſion of ViQtuals, and therefore. it was written'and 
diſpatched. But the Choller of this Prince was ſo inflamed at the reading of it, that his 
= {parkled with fury, and clapping his hands together in a great tranſport, . he 
id. Ya nah 
How Petronius ! Heve not you yet learned to obey your Emperour? Your great imploywments 
have puff 4 you up with pride, and it ſeems you know nothing of Caius but bis Name y, but 
you ſhall know him better bereafter by your proper experience. 7ou have more conſideration 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my thortal Enemies) than for my Commandswho am 
your Prince. 7ou apprehend their great numbers, as if you had not an Army as great;axd ter+ 
rible to the King ft Þarthis, and the whole Eait ; yet your compaſſion for that pitiful Nation 
D ;, ſtronger than your deſire to pleaſe and obey me. Tow pretend ( forſooth) the neceſſity of making 
proviſion for my paſſage to Alexandria g as if 7 could not be accomodated from the weigh. 
boating Provinces, and as if the plenty of other Countries wete not able to ſupply the ſterility 
of Judea. 
4 No why do I protratt and ſpend time in unprofitable words ? *Tis by the death of this im- 
pudent fellow that I muFt convince him of the greatneſs of bis fault, and that minie anger never 
reaſes, though my threatnings may. 

This furious Prince return'd an Anſwer to Petrovins ; but being fearful of provo- 
king ſuch of his Governours as were capable of raiſing Rebellion, /and particularly thoſe 
who commanded ſuch potent and large Provinces as that upori the Zzphrates, and who 

E had the command of ſuch Armies as that which was then in Syria, he dillembled his 
Choller ; applauded the diſcretion and prudence of Petronius; only adviſed him by the 
by not to protra@ the Conlecration of his Statue any longer, for ſeeing Harveſt was 
over;there could be no conſiderable reaſon to defer it. | |

They have met together 
from all the Cities and Countries topreſent a Petition, which in effect is nothing but to teftify

He would have proceeded,but 4eripps was ſurpriſed with ſo violent a ſorrow,that he 
fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who were 
about him.

*try-men to leſſen their Zeal and Allegiance to you, of which no People in Europe or

* Phenicia, the upper and lower Syria, Pamphilia, Cilicia, ſeveral other parts of ſia,

« Having ſpoken for my Nation and Country-men, it remains thatT d@ row with all 
«humility ſupplicate you for our Temple, being conifecrated to God Almighty, and

<« Painters and Sculptors repreſent only ſtich Deiries as are vifible,and the God which we 
« worſhip being inviſible, our Anceſtors have thought, that they could nbt without ini- 
« piety undertake any ſuch repreſentation. 

« Forippa your Grandfather had a reſþe&t for this Temple : Auga#us ordered by Let- 
© ters Tritels that the Firff frivirs ſhould be brought thither from all parts; and that not a 1 
« day ſhould paſs but Sacrifices ſhould be riiade. : 

« The Enipreſs your great Grandmother had it in the ſame Veneration. There 
&« was neither Greek nor Barbarian, nor Prince ( how great ſoever his piquie was to us ) 
© not Sedition, nor War, no Captivity, nor other of the greateſt deſolations that could 
< happen to any people, that could ever prevail with us to admit an Image into out 
* Tetnple4 foreven our greateſt Enemies have born a reverence for this place, becauſe 
« jt was coriſecrated to the Creator of the Univerſe, for fear of thoſe dreadful Judge- 
« ments, which they knew had befallen thoſe perſons, who had had the boldneſs to vio- 
«late it ; of which, without inſtancing in Forreign Exarnples, I ſhall recovint ſuch as are

« When Marcus A:ippe your Gratidfather in favour to King Herod my Grandfather

«1s it not, Sir, a thing known all the World over, that the Emperour 7iberius your 
« great Uncle during the 23 years of his reign had the ſame reſpe& for our Temple, not 
Y ſuffering any body to make the leaſt alteration in the Orders obſerved there ? Upon 
* which account (though otherwiſe I was a great ſufferer by him )I cannot contein from 
<« recounting an aCtion that redounded much to his honour, and I know you take de- 
* light in hearing the Truth. Pilate the then Governour of Fudea conſecrated to him 
«in rhe Palace of Herod at Feruſalem certain guilt Bucklers, not ſo much: in honour to 
© him, as hatred to our Nation. There wasno Image ingraven upon the Bucklers, nor 
* no Inſcription, butthe Name of him who dedicated them, and the Name of him to 
* whom they were dedicated. Nevertheleſs the People tumultuated in ſuch manner, 
< that they imployed the four ſons of the King, the other Princes of the Blood, and the 
<* moſt conſiderable Perſons of our Nation to perſwade Plate to cauſe the Bucklers tobe

"we will depute perſons to wait upouhim with our humble Remonſtrances. Theſe words

Thoſe who-thought themſelves higheſt in his favour,he-run'd under pretence of af- 
ſeQion; obliging them to ſuch exceflive expences 1n vain Feaſting and Entertainments, 
that ſome one-fingle Treat was-f0 magnificent and ſamptuous, that.it was ſufficient 
to undo a man utterly, and forced him to borrow, that he was neverable to pay ; upon 
which ſcore ſome perſons were affraid of his friendſhip, becauſe it. was not only uſeleſs, 
but dangerous ; and tobe eſteemed rather a ſnare, thanan advantage.

This was the humour of Czivs, who hating no nation like the Fews, no Nation felr 
{much the effeRs of his hatred, , He began in Alexandria to ſequeſter their Oratories, 
and llthem with Statues, and no'man durſt oppoſe ſo great a Violence. There was 
now only the' FErtiple ar Fernuſalenivinviolated ; and to compleat his Impiety, hewould 
needsraviſh rhatfrom God, and itnpropiate it to himſelf, with this Title. © |

TIUuUT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſe. The day appointed 4 
' for our Audience being come, we were no ſooner introduced, but we could eaſily 
xrcciveby his Mizeand his Geſturegthat Cains was rather become a Party than a Judge. 


For if he would have a&ed like a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with his Counſel inan 


affair of that importance, wherein all the Priviledges were in queſtion,that for four hun- 
dred years together had been enjayed by ſo great a multitude of Jews, as lived in Mlex- 
andria; without the leaſt intrenchment or moleſtation. He ought to have heard: both- 
fides, debated the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced a juſt and 
equitable arreſt. Bur, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juſtice, the pitileſs 
Tyrant,bending hisbrows upon us with a furious Brutality, cauſed the two intendants of 
the Gardens of Mecenas and Zamiz ( which are near both the Town and his Palace) to y 
becalled to him { for he had been retired thither for his recreation three or four days.) 
He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartments, which opened into 
thoſe Gardens, for he wasdiſpoſed to walk and gave Order that we ſhould follow. 
We threw our ſelves down at his feet, and ſaluted him withthe Titles of Zmperour 

and Aupuſt. The manner in which he received our Salutation was ſuch, that we quick. 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in our Embaſhe, but the lafery 
of our-Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of ſmile ; Are not you 
the declared Fnemies of the gods ? Are not youthey who, when others acknowledge my Drvi- 
wity, do refuſe and deſpiſe me ? 

- And ſaying ſo,he lifted up his hands towards Heaven uttering ſuch expreſſions, that ,

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Our adverfaries obferving it, and concluding that they had gain'd their Caule,could 
not conceal their excels of Foy ; andthere wasnot one of all the Attributes, wherewich 
God himſelf is honoured, but they gave to him. | 

There was a perſon tamed Zidorws, a great and dangerous Calumniator, who, per- 
ceiving Cziz to be infinitely well pleaſed with his Flatteries and Cajolements, faid to 
him, SIR, 7ou would abhor theſe feof much more, and thoſe who ſent them, did you know 
thtir malice avainſt you. They are the only People, who refuſe to offer Sacrifice for your ſafety; 
nd ventrally the wot: Nation is guilty of the ſame ftubborneſ5. At which words we were 
not able to coritdin , bit 6ryed out; thet #f was falſe, for we ſacrificed Heeetombs to thet 
purpoſe ; and having waſht our Altars with the blood of our Vittims,we did nat devour the fleſh 
B 37 ſelz:e8 like ſeveral othey Nations; but burked all together in that ſacred fire; and this we 
have dont nisre than onee of twite, for we did it three times, Firſt upon your advance- 
ment to the Throne: Next, then youretovered of jour great fit of ſickneſs, which was an of. 
fliction to the whole World: Hd the third time, when we made it our ſolemn prayer to God 
Almightyto give yoti ſuceeſs infjowr Enterpriſes in Germany. | 

*7is thus ( the furiotis Eniperour replyed)) you offered Sacrifices, but it was to ancrher, 
nct to me: and therefore, Whit honout did 1 retehve by it ? 

We could perceive at thoſe horrid words our blood to freeze in our veins. In the 
mean time Caius paſſed from one apartmentto another, finding fault where any thing 
C was amiſs, and giving order how it ſhould be mended. We followed him, joſt- 
led and derided by our Adverſaries, who abus'd and mock'd us, like Mimicks ona Stage; 
and indeed our whole negotiation might have paſſed fora Comedy, having nothing in 
it butappearanceof Truth. For he, whoought tohave been our Judge, was our Acculer; 
and our own Party animated him againſt us. Having him therefore for a Enemy, and 
ſuch an Enemy, what could we do but be filent ? And being filent is a kind of Ye- 
fence, eſpecially wherenothing can be ſaid, that would have been pleaſing tohim, and 
the fear of his violence upon. our Laws had ſhut up, our moyths, _ _ 

* Whiea his had given direfion aboiit his buildings, he defranded ferioufly and wich 
great gravity of us, hy we were ſo ſerupiloits In eating of Hogs Aſo Upon which our 
Adverlaries (to Cajole him with their flatteries) fell out into ſo immoderate and un- 
decent a laughter,that ſome of the Prince's Officers, which were about him, could ſcarce 
brook ſo greata difreſpeC&t z and it was ſo much the greater, by how much his humor was 
ſuch, there was not any buthis Privado's and Zntimmates, that could without danger take 
the liberty upon them of but ſmiling in his preſence. 

We replyed moſt humbly to the Emperour, 7hat the Cuſtoms of People were different, 
ani that as among us there were ſome things forbidden, ſothere were others prohibited to other 
Nations. And oneofour Company — in thoſe who eat no Lamb,the Emperour 
laught & reply*d, They have noreaſon,for the fleſh is not good, Theſe raileries augmented our 
trouble very much; but at length, in ſore Kid 6fheat he asked us, upon what grounds 
p we founded our freedom ? We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 
ſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, andthat we had many more to corroborate 
them, he roſe up ona ſuddain, and raninto a great Chamber, cauſing his ſervantsto 
ſhut the Windows, whoſe glaſs was contrived foas to let inthe Light, butkeep out the 
Wind; and was asclear as Cryſtal. We followed, and he came to us again, andde-. 
mandedof us very moderately, what we had more to ſay ? We would have gone on 
with our Reaſons, but inſtead of hearingthem, he ranagain in greatſpeed intoanother 
Hall, where he had commanded ſeveral ancient PiQtures tobe brought for himto ſee ; ſo 
that figdiag. our ſelves ſo ofteninterrupted in our affairs, and in ſuch different manger, 
ſuppoſing we were to expeRt nothing but death, we addreſſed our ſelves in our ex- 
tremity to the true, for proteQtion againſt the counterfeit God : and it pleas'd him to 
F have compaſſion on us, and by his infinite goodneſsto moderate the fury of Caius, who 
commanded us to withdraw,and wentaway himſelf,only ſaying tothoſe who werenext 
him, 7heſe People are not ſo bad, as unfortunate and beſotted not to believe me tobe of Divine 
aatnre. 

In this manner we departed notonly from his Judgment, but from his Theater, and 
Priſon, for what wasitbuta Theater, where we were laughed at and derided? Andthe 
rigors of a Priſon are they comparable tothe torments we endured from ſo many Blaſ. 
phemies againſt God, and ſo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againſt us ? Be- 
cauſe ours (forſaoth ) was the only Nation, that obſtructed his being owned for a 
God. 

G Upon this we deſiſted, and reſpited for a while, notout of love toour Lives, forcould 
our death have been ſerviceable tothe conſervation of our Laws,we would have embrac'd 
it 
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| jt with joy,as conduRting us:to/a happy Eternity. But becauſe beſides this it would 1 
have been deftruQtive to our Laws, and offenſive to thoſe who ſent us, for as much as 
the management of ſuch things are uſually judged by their ſucceſs, »we comforted our 
ſelves in ſome meaſure,that we had eſcaped ſuch a danger,yet not withour continuingin 
great apprehenſions, what judgmentrhe Emperour would give. For how could he be 

- informed of the Equity of our Cauſe,- when he vouchlafed not ſo much as to hear us ? 

| And what could be more cruel, than to ſee the ſafety of our whole Nationdepend upon 
the manner, after which we five ( who were Embaſſadors ) ſhould be treated ? For if 
Caius ſhould declare in favour of the Aexandrians, what other Town would let the 
Fews live inquiet? What other Town would'forbear rhem-? What other would not de. 
ſtroy their Oratories? Whatother would not refuſe them the Exerciſe of their Religi. I 
on? So that the abolition of all their Priviledges, and the entire Ruine of the who 
Nation were before us, and the thou hes of them' overwhelmed us with ſorrow ; and 
the more, becauſe we.could ſee no reſortnor refuge from our miſeries : For thoſe who 

before ſeemed to favour our. Aﬀairs, began now to deſpair of our ſafety, and retired not 

daring to aſſiſt us any farther, though we ſent to importune them ; > little expeQation 
had they of Bounty or Juſtice from a Man, who would make himſelf a God.
